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INSPECTORS'    KEPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  statutes,  the 
undersigned,  Inspectors  of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridge- 
water,  herewith  submit  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  Sept.  30,  1878  :  — 

The  transfer  of  60  women  from  this  institution  to  Sher- 
born,  last  spring,  left  but  about  100  remaining ;  and  this 
change,  with  the  discontinuance  of  sentencing  of  women 
to  the  Workhouse,  has  reduced  the  number  at  present  to 
43.  There  have  been  a  few  transferred  from  Tewksbury; 
but  the  number  of  women,  under  the  present  order  of 
things,  must  continue  to  be  small.  These  that  remain  are 
made  useful  in  general  housework,  and,  with  the  exception 
of  those  in  the  hospital,  are  fully  employed.  The  reduction 
of  the  number  of  females  has  opened  improved  facilities  for 
bathing  for  the  men  in  the  room  formerly  occupied  by 
women.  The  entire  number  of  men  now  in  the  institution  is 
200 ;  which  makes  a  total,  with  6  children,  of  249.  The 
men  are  largely  employed  in  labor  upon  the  farm.  They 
go  out  in  companies  of  a  dozen  or  more,  in  charge  of  an 
officer.  This  requires  a  larger  number  of  officers  than  would 
otherwise  seem  necessary.  Many  of  the  men  are  former 
inmates  of  correctional  institutions  or  the  State  Prison,  and 
cannot  be  trusted  beyond  the  limits  of  the  yard  ;  but  a  large 
proportion,  under  the  surveillance  of  officers,  are  capable  of 
doing  good  service,  as  is  evident  in  the  abundant  crops  of  the 
past  season.  The  products  of  the  farm  were  never  larger 
than  this  year,  though  somewhat  impaired  by  drought  and 
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injurious  insects.  The  hay-crop  has  increased  from  year  to 
year ;  and  the  general  crop  has  steadily  improved,  showing  a 
discreet  management  of  the  farm.  Two  hundred  tons  of  hay, 
2,600  bushels  of  potatoes,  3,300  bushels  of  turnips,  beets,  and 
carrots,  are  the  leading  products  the  past  year.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  200  bushels  of  oats  and  about  600  bushels  of 
apples  have  been  gathered.  There  has  been  little  encourage- 
ment to  introduce  any  new  industry.  The  basket  business, 
that  in  years  past  has  been  carried  on,  proved  of  little  profit, 
as  there  was  little  demand  for  them  except  at  very  low  prices. 
The  scarcity  of  shop-room  has  been  another  obstacle  to  the 
introduction  of  any  mechanical  labor.  Very  few  of  the 
inmates  have  the  capacity  for  any  skilled  labor. 

There  has  been  a  prevailing  clamor  against  employment  of 
criminals  in  competition  with  honest  labor.  This  subject  has 
engaged  the  attention  of  some  leading  minds,  and  serious 
doubts  are  entertained  as  to  the  policy  that  has  been  pursued 
by  some  of  the  State  and  county  institutions  in  this  respect. 
While  this  institution  is  numbered  among  the  penal  institu- 
tions of  the  Commonwealth,  it  is  closely  allied  in  its  character 
and  administration  to  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  State. 
The  class  of  persons  sentenced  here  are,  to  a  large  extent, 
simply  vagrants.  There  is  another  class  that  are  of  the 
more  vicious  and  criminal  character,  that  can  only  be  kept 
here  by  the  closest  surveillance.  This  requires  a  larger  num- 
ber of  officers  than  would  seem  necessary  in  all  parts  of  the 
institution.  The  beneficence  of  the  Commonwealth  is  sig- 
nally illustrated  in  making  provision  for  those  who  are  inca- 
pable of  caring  for  themselves,  and  in  protecting  society  from 
those  who,  through  vicious  indulgence,  have  come  to  be  a 
terror  to  the  peaceful  citizens,  and  a  burden  to  the  body 
politic.  The  aim  of  the  management  of  this  institution  is,  as 
far  as  possible,  to  reform  the  vicious,  restrain  the  lawless,  and 
mitigate  the  sufferings  of  those  who  have  fallen  a  prey  to 
disease  through  vice  and  dissipation.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  at  the  head  of  this  institution  one  who  has  those 
qualities  that  eminently  fit  him  for  the  duties  of  his  office ; 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  he  has  the  co-operation  of 
his  subordinate  officers  to  such  a  degree,  as  insures  that  good 
order  and  discipline  that  is  so  essential  to  its  best  interest. 
The  buildings  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted  the 
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past  year,  without  airy  special  appropriation ;  the  labor  to  a 
large  extent  having  been  performed  by  the  inmates. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Workhouse  is  such  as  affords 
special  satisfaction,  and  is  evidence  of  the  wisdom  of  its  man- 
agement and  the  good  judgment  of  those  to  whom  is  specially 
assigned  the  health  department  of  the  institution. 

The  increasing  crops  of  hay  have  outgrown  the  capacity  of 
storage,  and  nearly  40  tons  are  stacked  out  the  present 
season.  Another  barn  would  be  of  great  convenience ;  and 
were  it  not  that  we  have  fallen  upon  times  when  there  is 
imperative  demand  for  retrenchment,  and  special  reluctance 
in  granting  appropriations,  we  should  recommend  the  con- 
struction of  such  a  building.  The  farm,  so  happily  adapted 
to  the  employment  of  the  large  class  committed  to  our 
charge,  cannot  fail  to  elicit  favorable  comment  from  those  at 
all  capable  of  judging  of  such  an  establishment. 

The  entire  product  of  the  hay-crop  of  the  farm,  when  pur- 
chased by  the  State,  was  scarcely  10  tons ;  and  the  increased 
production,  which  is  so  marked,  is  almost  entirely  the  result 
of  the  labor  of  inmates.  The  improvements  under  the  pres- 
ent management  promise  still  further  increase  of  the  annual 
product,  and  an  enlargement  of  the  number  of  acres  brought 
under  cultivation. 

This  institution  has,  in  years  past,  had  more  females  than 
males  among  its  inmates.  While  the  new  prison  for  women 
has  superior  accommodations,  it  is  still  apparent,  that,  in  such 
an  institution  as  this,  a  large  number  of  females  can  be 
employed  to  advantage,  and  with  equal  facilities  for  their 
♦improvement  and  reformation.  The  matrons  are  selected 
with  special  reference  to  their  fitness  to  take  charge  of  this 
class  of  women.  In  such  an  establishment  there  is  a  large 
amount  of  labor  to  be  performed  that  is  specially  appropriate 
to  women  ;  and  it  would  be  poor  economy  to  transfer  all  this 
class  of  inmates  to  one  great  institution,  however  elegant  and 
convenient,  and  thereby  necessitate  the  substitution  of  the 
same  kind  of  labor  at  a  needless  expense.  We  think  that 
100  women  can  be  retained  at  the  Workhouse  with  special 
advantage,  and  without  adding  a  dollar  to  the  present  expense 
of  supervision  of  the  female  department. 

The  question  of  changing  this  institution  to  an  almshouse 
has  been  the  subject  of  discussion  ;  and  it  may  not  be  out  of 
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place  to  express  the  opinion  of  this  Board  upon  that  matter. 
A  very  large  proportion  of  the  element  that  make  up  our 
present  quota  could  be  supported  nowhere  at  less  expense, 
nor  are  there  any  so  congenial  or  healthy  employments  as  the 
labor  of  the  farm.  Were  this  class  transferred  to  the  county 
prisons,  they  would  be  no  better  off  as  to  employment ;  and 
within  the  walls  of  a  prison  there  are  no  such  facilities  for 
healthy  exercise  and  labor  as  that  furnished  upon  the  State 
farm.  Many  of  the  houses  of  correction  are  full,  and  the 
overflow  frequently  comes  to  this  institution.  The  employ- 
ments at  the  houses  of  correction  are  largely  in  competition 
with  honest  labor  outside.  The  inmates  of  the  State  Work- 
house who  are  not  victims  of  chronic  disease  usually  go  from 
it  in  improved  health.  In  the  interest  of  humanity  and 
economy,  no  one  can  advocate  this  change.  With  a  wise  dis- 
crimination in  the  sentencing  by  the  courts,  the  inmates 
would  have  such  employment  as  would  enable  them  by  their 
labor  to  contribute  much  to  their  support.  For  these,  and 
other  equally  cogent  reasons,  we  are  compelled  to  the  belief, 
that  the  proposed  change  would  not  promote  the  best  interest 
of  this  institution  or  the  Commonwealth.  • 

While  the  physical  welfare  of  the  institution  has  been 
carefully  guarded,  we  have  not  been  unmindful  of  those 
higher  influences  that  tend  to  elevate  the  fallen,  and  to 
reclaim  the  vicious.  To  that  end,  books  and  papers  are  fur- 
nished, that  tend  to  encourage  and  promote  a  better  life. 
The  services  of  the  chapel  continue  in  charge  of  Rev.  Joseph 
Jenks,  and  have  been  noticeably  interesting,  eliciting  most 
marked  and  respectful  attention.  Rev.  John  Conlon,  of  the 
Catholic  church,  has  ever  had  a  cordial  welcome  in  his  minis- 
try to  those  of  a  like  religious  faith.  In  closing  this  brief 
report,  we  cannot  forget  to  again  bear  testimony  to  what 
seems  to  us  to  be  the  leading  cause  of  the  constant  flow  of 
this  debauched  element  to  this  and  similar  institutions.  To 
habits  of  intemperance,  directly  or  indirectly,  probably  nine- 
tenths  of  all  this  record  of  crime  should  be  ascribed. 

For  a  more  full  and  particular  report,  we  would  refer  to 
that  submitted  herewith  by  the  Superintendent  and  Physician.

At  no  time  since  our  connection  with  this  institution  has 
the  health  of  the  inmates  been  so  good  as  for  the  past  year. 
The  larger  number  of  our  female  inmates  having  been  re- 
moved to  Sherborn,  left  a  greater  proportional  number  of 
males,  among  whom,  as  a  rule,  there  is  less  sickness.  Our 
hospitals  for  the  past  years  have  been  filled  with  a  prepon- 
derance of  enfeebled  old  men,  whose  real  work  is  done,  and 
who  are  awaiting  the  final  summons  to  a  better  world  than 
this.  So  long  as  feeble-minded  and  decrepit  old  men  are 
sentenced  here,  we  shall  have  an  unfailing  supply  from  which 
to  fill  up  our  hospital  wards ;  since  to  many  of  these  it  is  the 
only  place  where  due  consideration  for  their  infirmities  can 
be  shown  them. 

One-third  of  all  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  have  been 
of  children  under  one  year  of  age  from  meningeal  diseases ;  in 
none  of  which,  from  their  first  inception,  was  there  any  thing 
upon  which  to  base  a  hope  of  a  favorable  termination.  Three, 
fourths  of  the  remaining  deaths  were  of  persons  over  fifty, 
one-half  of  whom  were  nearly  or  quite  eighty  years  of  age. 
Aside  from  these  extremes,  we  have  had  no  deaths  from  acute 
disease. 

The  general  quiet  and  good  discipline  of  the  institution 
has  aided  us  no  less  than  formerly  in  promoting  the  comfort 
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and  well-being  of  those  who  have  been  compelled  to  seek  the 
rest  and  quiet  of  our  hospitals.  When  to  this  is  added  the 
personal  supervision  and  kind  forethought  of  the  Superintend- 
ent and  his  excellent  lady  for  their  welfare,  the  unfortunates 
who  must  remain  in  them  cannot  but  feel,  in  the  language  of 
one  of  their  number,  that  "they  have  at  last  found  a  home;" 
and  this  is  the  best  good  the  State,  in  its  munificence,  can  fur- 
nish, and  means  to  them  far  more  than  mere  food,  clothing, 
and  warmth  from  the  cold.

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CHAPLAIN'S   REPORT. 


To  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Workhouse. 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  report  that  there  has 
been  no  change  in  the  routine  of  his  duties  the  past  year. 

It  is  believed  that  the  moral  welfare  of  the  inmates  has  not 
been  neglected,  and  that  the  best  results  have  been  attained. 
The  longer  one  tries  to  do  good  in  this  field  of  labor,  the 
larger  seems  to  be  the  opportunity.  It  is  not  true  that  con- 
tact with  viciousness  hardens  the  moral  sense,  or  creates 
apathy  toward  criminals  ;  for,  if  we  keep  on  with  the  inten- 
tion of  doing  all  in  our  power  for  good  influences  over  them, 
experience  will  rather  make  our  pity  true  sentiment.  We 
shall  be  taught  the  best  methods  of  approach  to  them ;  we 
shall  find  that  there  is  in  all  men  and  women  something  that 
can  be  appealed  to  for  righteousness,  though  covered  up,  per- 
haps, by  a  great  deal  that  may  be  repulsive  :  even  the  worst 
are  not  utterly  depraved. 

We  shall  be  more,  instead  of* less,  patient ;  knowing  better 
when  an  effort  is  made  to  do  right,  and  also  how  to  guide  the 
wrong-doer  into  obedience.  To  help  this  effort  toward  re- 
form, it  is  well  that  the  State  officially  recognizes  the  agency 
of  religion,  —  not  simply  that  the  inmates  are  addressed  at 
regular  seasons,  or  may  at  proper  times  seek  the  guidance  of 
a  minister  of  religion  ;  but,  beyond  that,  the  prison  chaplaincy 
declares  another  source  of  reform  beside  that  of  punishment, 
and,  by  the  simple  fact  of  the  appointment  of  nothing  else, 
urges  that  the  effort  for  a  better  life  may  receive  assistance 
from  the  Author  of  good  and  perfect  gifts. 

The  relapse  into  former  sinful  habits  may  be  attributed  to 
discouragement,  —  a  feeling  of  total  loss  of  sympathy  from 
the  world  in  an  effort  to  do  right  after  the  first  or  second  mis- 
take. After  the  stigma  of  a  criminal  sentence  has  been 
stamped  upon  a  man,  few  will  help  him.     If  there  can  be  any 
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encouragement  offered  to  try  again,  the  work  is  well  begun. 
To  reform  needs  divine  grace. 

This  is  especially  true  of  the  terrible  curse  of  an  appetite 
for  intoxicating  liquors.  These  men  know  their  failing  as 
much  as  any ;  but  they  want  to  be  guided  to  Him  who  an- 
swers prayer.  The  tramp  is  not  always  the  terrible  creature 
he  is  represented  to  be  ;  for  oftentimes  he  is  only  in  need  of 
the  word  of  counsel  to  endeavor  to  perform  what  his  hand 
finds  to  do  that  is  honest.  The  wisdom  of  a  workhouse 
establishment,  where  there  is  some  restraint,  where  it  may  be 
taught  that  society  has  a  right  to  the  industry  of  its  members, 
is  shown  by  any  examination  of  this  part  of  the  public  charity. 
A  part  of  the  population  are  not  fit  for  the  almshouse,  nor 
have  they  sinned  so  as  to  be  sent  to  the  State  Prison.  Here 
they  largely  support  themselves,  and  may  acquire  industrious 
habits ;  so  that,  when  sent  back  into  the  world,  they  are  more 
useful.  It  is  a  sad  fact,  which  every  moral  teacher  must 
deplore,  that  so  many  of  those  who  are  sentenced  to  our 
reformatory  institutions  have  no  trade,  nor  can  they  be  of  use 
to  the  community  in  any  but  the  very  coarsest  work.  Prison 
labor  is  too  often  placed  in  competition  with  the  trade  of 
honest  men  ;  but  if  trades  could  be  taught  for  themselves, 
and  not  to  save  money  in  the  present,  it  would  economize  in 
a  few  years  what  is  increasingly  an  expense  to  the  State  and 
a  destruction  to  public  morals,  —  the  crime  of  the  unemployed, 
largely  because  unskilled.  Whatever  may  be  said  for  the 
industrial  schools  may  be  said  with  double  force  in  relation 
to  reformatories. 

The  first  thing  in  the  moral  development  of  any  man  is  to 
create  a  desire  to  do  right,  then  that  a  part  of  that  righteous- 
ness is  the  love  of  usefulness,  then  show  him  how  to  do  it. 
Crime  is  more  a  result  of  the  neglect  of  the  community  than 
it  will  acknowledge.

TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council  of  the   Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridgewater 
herewith  submit  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
Sept,  30,  1879. 

The  institution  assigned  to  our  supervision  has  undergone 
no  marked  change  during  the  year  just  closed.  The  ordinary 
repairs  of  such  an  establishment  require  much  labor,  and  it 
has  been  the  aim  of  the  managers  to  make  such  improve- 
ments as  were  necessary,  keeping  within  our  appropriation. 
The  workshop  for  men  has  been  much  improved  and 
strengthened,  and  rendered  much  more  convenient  and 
healthy.  The  introduction  of*  a  new  industry,  viz.,  the  chair 
business,  rendered  this  improvement  unavoidable.  While 
this  branch  of  labor  yields  but  a  small  income,  it  serves  to 
keep  a  certain  class  from  idleness  who  could  not  be  employed 
on  the  farm.  The  chief  employment  of  inmates  has  been  for 
many  years  upon  the  farm.  Under  the  skilful  management 
of  the  Superintendent,  the  crops  have  improved  year  by  year, 
thus  contributing  largely  to  the  support  of  the  table  of  the 
inmates.  The  labor  upon  the  farm  is  mainly  furnished  by 
inmates,  and  those  thus  employed  are  usually  improved 
physically  during  the  time  that  they  remain.  The  reduced 
appropriation  for  salaries  and  wages  the  past  year  has 
cramped  the  operations  of  the  farm  to  some  extent ;  but,  with 
such  means  as  were  at  our  disposal,  the  result  is  beyond  our 
anticipations.     About  seventy-five  acres  are  devoted  to  tillage, 
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and  a  like  quantity  to  mowing,  while  the  balance  of  the  225 
acres  is  pasture.  Serious  inconvenience  is  experienced  by 
the  present  arrangement  of  closing  the  fiscal  year  Sept.  30, 
which  compels  the  Trustees  to  grope  in  a  maze  of  doubt  and 
uncertainty  through  half  the  year,  before  they  are  apprised 
of  the  action  of  the  Legislature  as  to  appropriations  to  meet 
expenditures  already  made.  A  change  in  the  law  that  would 
obviate  this  difficulty  seems  to  us  desirable. 

The  insecurity  of  this  institution  as  to  facilities  for  extin- 
guishing fire  is  a  matter  which  has  been  alluded  to  in  former 
reports.  The  present  limited  appliances  prompt  to  unceasing 
vigilance,  and  the  use  of  inflammable  oils  is  almost  entirely 
excluded  from  the  premises.  Humanity  and  the  safety  of 
property  calls  for  an  outlay  of  about  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  for  this  purpose.  The  small  number  of  women  at 
this  institution  requires  about  the  same  number  of  matrons 
as  when  there  were  twice  the  present  number  under  their 
supervision.  We  cannot  but  commend  the  kindly  spirit  of 
the  Chief  Matron,  Mrs.  Leonard,  and  her  assistants,  whose 
influence  and  assiduous  labors  are  manifest  in  the  good  order 
and  discipline  that  characterizes  this  department.  The  sani- 
taty  condition  of  the  institution  was  never  better ;  and  this 
may  be  in  no  small  degree  ascribed  to  the  cleanliness  that  is 
noticeable,  and  to  the  excellent  water-supply  with  which  we 
are  favored.  The  number  of  officers  has  been  reduced  to  the 
lowest  number  consistent  with  safety;  and,  in  view  of  the 
character  of  a  large  portion  of  the  prisoners,  we  have  been 
fortunate  in  maintaining  that  degree  of  order  and  discipline 
that  prevails.  There  are  about  thirty  insane  persons  in  the 
institution,  most  of  whom  are  harmless,  while  they  may  be 
classed  as  hopeless.  With  this  element  mingling  with  the 
other  prisoners,  constant  trouble  is  experienced.  We  ques- 
tion the  wisdom  of  sending  this  class  of  people  to  a  work- 
house. The  influence  of  such  disordered  minds  upon  those 
that  are  sane  cannot  fail  to  be  deleterious.  While  there 
have  been  some  improvements  made  within  a  few  years  in 
the  classification  of  prisoners  in  the  penal  institutions  of  the 
Commonwealth,  there  remains  still  much  to  be  done  in  the 
line  of  this  much-needed  reform,  and  we  trust  the  day  is  not 
far  distant  when  the  simple  pauper,  the  insane,  and  the  vilest 
of  criminals  will  no  longer  be  found  mingling  in  common  in 
any  of  our  public  institutions. 
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The  pauper  class  that  are  sentenced  here  from  one  to  two 
years,  are  capable  of  performing  but  little  service,  either  upon 
the  farm  or  in  the  work-shop,  while  the  more  able-bodied, 
under  short  sentence,  are  chiefly  employed  in  the  shop  under 
a  closer  surveillance.  The  peculiar  structure  of  this  institu- 
tion requires  unceasing  vigilance  and  a  larger  number  of 
officers  than  an  ordinary  prison. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Trustees  to  adhere  to  the  prin- 
ciple of  true  economy  in  expenditures,  and  in  this  they  have' 
had  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Superintendent.  The  few 
women  that  remain  are  largely  of  the  class  that  have  been 
the  rounds  of  prison  life,  and  are  susceptible  of  little  im- 
provement, while  they  are  not  especially  serviceable  in  the 
ordinary  labor  of  the  institution. 

The  chapel  service  is  still  in  charge  of  Rev.  Joseph  Jenks, 
and  a  good  degree  of  interest  is  manifested. 

Daring  the  winter  season  a  school  has  been  sustained, 
which  has  afforded  opportunity  for  many  of  the  inmates  to 
improve  in  reading  and  writing. 

Rev.  John  Conlon  of  the  Catholic  Church  is  always  a  wel- 
come visitor  at  the  institution. 

The  entire  appropriation  for  this  institution  for  the  year 
was  forty-six  thousand  dollars.  This  sum  was  amply  suf- 
ficient, if  the  Trustees  were  permitted  to  distribute  it  at  their 
own  discretion ;  but  the  Legislature  saw  fit  to  make  a  divis- 
ion that  has  been  a  constant  source  of  embarrassment,  com- 
pelling us  to  keep  within  a  specified  sum  for  salaries  and 
wages,  which  includes  payments  for  labor  of  all  kinds.  It  is 
in  a  degree  absurd  for  any  one  except  the  immediate  man- 
agers of  an  institution  to  prescribe  such  limit  or  division, 
when  it  is  well  known  that  the  sum  necessarily  required 
depends  upon  circumstances  that  are  liable  to  constant 
change. 

The  accompanying  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Physi- 
cian, and  Chaplain  furnish  interesting  information  as  to  the 
financial,  sanitary,  and  moral  aspect  of  the  institution.

The  general  health  of  the  institution  for  the  past  year  has 
been  good,  and  we  have  again  to  record  freedom  from  epi- 
demic disease  among  those  under  our  care. 

The  removal  of  most  of  our  female  inmates  to  Sherborn 
has  considerably  reduced  the  numbers  in  our  hospitals.  This 
reduction  would  have  been  more  marked  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  among  those  transferred  from  sister  institutions  are 
some  whose  physical  and  mental  condition  has  unfitted  them 
for  any  thing  but  habitants  of  our  hospitals;  while  the  num- 
ber of  admissions  have  been  but  a  little  less  than  last  year, 
the  average  number  on  the  sick-list  has  been  but  about  two- 
thirds  as  large. 

On  referring  to  the  tables  annexed,  it  will  be  seen  that  of 
the  thirteen  deaths  recorded,  five  were  of  children  under  two 
years  of  age,  one  of  suicide,  and  four  of  the  remaining  seven 
of  incurable  disease. 

Three  illegitimate  children  have  been  born  during  the  year, 
two  of  whose  mothers  were  of  Irish,  and  one  of  English 
parentage. 

The  general  good  order  and  cleanliness  of  the  institution, 
which  have  done  so  much  to  lighten  our  labors  in  years  past, 
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are  too  well  known  to  your  honorable  board  to  require  men- 
tion at  this  time. 

In  concluding,  I  would  again  bear  testimony  to  the  unvary- 
ing courtesy  and  assistance  of  the  Superintendent,  Matron, 
and  other  officers  of  the  institution,  for  their  aid  in  the 
discharge  of  my  official  duties.

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CHAPLAIN'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Stale  Workhouse  in  Bridgewater. 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  present  his  third  re- 
port as  Chaplain.  In  looking  over  the  past  year,  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  I  think  of  the  opportunities  given  and  used 
of  my  official  duties.  One  cannot  help  feeling  an  increasing 
interest  in  the  work.  Every  week  brings  its  new  characters 
to  be  influenced  by  the  gospel  of  our  Lord.  Many  of  them 
have  been  outside  of  the  ordinary  channels  of  moral  instruc- 
tion, and  may  hear  in  this  place  for  the  first  time  words  of 
encouragement  and  guidance.  Instead  of  creating  disgust,  a 
longer  acquaintance  with  these  men  and  women,  while  it 
increases  sympathy  for  them,  gives  also  a  greater  faith  in  God 
and  the  abiding  influence  of  His  truth.  Very  few  can  hear 
the  offers  of  mercy  that  our  Lord  extends  to  fallen  humanity 
without  being  impressed  to  some  extent.  Jt  has  been  my 
experience  here,  that  the  more  openly  the  plain  gospel  is 
preached,  the  better  has  been  the  effect  of  the  hours  devoted 
to  religious  services. 

Short  sentences  keep  the  inmates  under  the  chapel  and 
other  reformatory  influences  for  but  a  little  while :  yet  it  is 
known  we  have  not  labored  in  vain ;  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  there  are  greater  results,  though  they  may  be  seen  only 
by  our  Heavenly  Father  who  shall  receive  many  souls 
redeemed  at  last.  No  one  can  fully  estimate  the  value  of 
this  instruction  in  the  gospel.  We  do  not  in  any  sense 
preach  ourselves,  but  the  Lord  Jesus.  One  feels  that  this 
may  be  his  only  opportunity.  In  the  few  hours  spent  with 
men  and  women  so  soon  to  go  into  greater  temptation,  we 
must  speak  to  the  point.  The  reality  of  evil,  the  power  of 
God's  grace,  His  mercy  and  love,  the  Fatherhood  and  yet 
the  justice  of  God,  must  be  plainly  preached  in  all  tender- 
ness, but  with  the  earnestness  of  those  who  seek  to  save. 
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When  we  are  persuaded  of  the  value  of  an  immortal  soul, 
that  thought  will  affect  all  our  intercourse  with  the  prisoner. 
Not  alone  in  the  chapel,  but  everywhere,  is  the  reforming 
influence  of  the  gospel  to  be  carried  out  in  gentleness, 
in  patience,  in  sympathy,  in  encouragement.  This  effort  to 
make  the  gospel  of  Jesus  a  life,  even  when  brought  in 
closest  contact  with  rebellious  natures,  makes  the  work  of 
the  many  noble  men  and  women  who  are  officers  and 
matrons  in  our  public  institutions  an  every  day  labor,  and 
thus,  in  its  total  result,  the  community  receives  more  than  it 
gives. 

Each  year  of  service  renders  me  more  convinced  of  the 
necessity  of  experience  in  this  peculiar  work.  However  easy 
it  may  seem  to  the  outsider,  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  deal 
justly,  to  act  wisely,  with  the  hundreds  and  thousands  who 
are  placed  by  society  under  restraint.  Men  and  women 
are  sent  to  our  reformatories  having  a  feeling  of  enmity 
toward  the  world.  Many  of  them  are  sent  under  sentences 
not  always  the  most  appropriate  to  their  misdemeanors. 
Many  receive  their  deserts ;  but,  in  this  mingling  of  justice 
with  injustice,  there  must  be  as  a  result,  on  the  one  hand,  a 
continuance  of  rebellion,  even  against  a  just  sentence  ;  and 
when  unjust,  the  irritation  is  of  course  increased.  Men  and 
women  do  not  leave  their  nature  behind  when  they  enter 
a  prison.  Under  these  conditions  every  committal  must 
bring  with  it  a  new  problem  to  be  worked  out  for  the  best. 
Body,  mind,  soul,  must  be  directed  in  the  right  way, — 
given  something  to  do.  We  must  have  work  for  our  crimi- 
nals for  their  own  sake.  If  they  come  without  a  knowledge 
of  reading  and  writing,  we  should  teach  them.  We  should 
furnish  them  with  books  to  read,  that  idle  hours  may  not  be 
spent  in  worse  than  idle  thoughts.  A  good  book  is  one  of 
the  best  of  teachers,  and  our  prison  libraries  should  be  con- 
sidered as  one  of  the  best  instruments  of  reform. 

Especially  with  our  younger  inmates  is  it  necessary  to 
keep  them  busy.  Also  when  a  prisoner  is  brought  to  the 
hospital,  and  is  forced  to  spend  many  hours  by  himself,  then 
the  library  may  have  its  best  influence.  Outside  of  the 
prison  the  sick-room  is  often  cheered  by  the  conversation 
of  friends ;  in  prison  it  cannot  be,  as  a  rule.  So  books,  pa- 
pers, magazines,  fill  up  the  hours  and  do  good.     I  think  that 
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we  have  faithfully  followed  out  these  principles  of  moral 
reform  so  far  as  we  have  had  the  means. 

The  chapel  services  have  been  regularly  maintained,  with 
attendance  of  all  prisoners  able  to  be  present.  A  school, 
during  a  portion  of  the  year,  has  been  kept  in  the  chapel 
during  the  week,  taught  by  the  officers,  and  quite  satisfac- 
tory results  attained.  The  library  might  be  made  more  useful 
than  it  is  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes.  Espe- 
cially is  it  necessary  in  the  winter  season.  A  large  number 
of  the  inmates  have  been  engaged  at  labor  which  is  both  a 
useful  employment  for  them  here,  and  also  will  be  a  means 
of  support  when  they  go  out. 

Year  by  year  shows  that  the  habit  of  drunkenness  has  its 
sad  effect  in  sending  to  prison  many  who  might  be  useful 
citizens  were  it  not  for  this  terrible  passion.  While  we 
rejoice  at  the  reform  which  has  been  made  in  many  men  and 
women  by  the  influences  and  restraint  of  this  prison,  we 
cannot  but  feel  that  what,  under  the  grace  of  God,  we  have 
done  here  should  be  continued  by  the  moral  support  of  the 
community  in  which  they  may  happen  to  live.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  the  Honorable    Council  of  the    Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridgewater 
herewith  submit  their  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1880. 

This  Institution,  which  was  originally  designed  as  a  State 
Almshouse,  and  which  was  occupied  as  such  until  1866,  con- 
tinues under  the  superintendence  of  Capt.  Nahum  Leonard, 
who  succeeded  Hon.  L.  L.  Goodspeed,  its  first  superintendent, 
in  1870.  There  has  been  little  change  in  the  management 
for  several  years.  During  the  past  year  some  substantial 
repairs  have  been  made,  and  much  of  the  fence  around  the 
establishment  has  been  rebuilt  anew,  and  the  buildings  have 
been  thoroughly  painted.  For  many  years  we  have  felt  the 
necessity  of  better  protection  from  fire ;  and,  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Trustees,  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session  made 
an  appropriation  which  has  enabled  them  to  contract  for  a 
large  Knowles  fire-pump,  with  a  quick-steaming  boiler,  pip- 
ing, and  seven  hydrants,  hose,  &c,  capable  of  doing  efficient 
service.  Six  brick  reservoirs  twelve  by  fifteen  feet  each,  all 
connected,  and  a  boiler-house  fifteen  by  twenty-six,  have  also 
been  built ;  the  entire  cost  of  which,  when  complete,  will  be 
$8,483. 

The  Institution  was  never  in  better  condition  ;  and  the 
corps  of  officers  have  shown  special  fitness  for  the  duties 
assigned  them.  The  demand  for  labor  in  all  manufacturing 
centres  has  tended  to  reduce  the  number  of  commitments; 
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and  the  continued  prosperity  is  likely  to  diminish  the  num- 
ber of  tramps  that  have  in  years  past  found  a  convenient 
asylum  in  our  charitable  and  reformatory  institutions.  The 
number  of  women  has  steadily  diminished  since  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Women's  Prison  at  Sherborn.  With  our  present 
accommodations  in  the  female  department,  there  might  be  an 
increased  number  advantageously  employed,  and  the  expense 
of  their  maintenance  would  be  probably  somewhat  less  than 
at  Sherborn.  The  chief  Matron,  Mrs.  P.  J.  Leonard,  wife  of 
the  Superintendent,  has  had  large  experience,  and  we  can 
highly  commend  her  for  the  excellent  service  she  has  ren- 
dered at  the  head  of  her  department. 

The  farm  connected  with  the  Workhouse  lias  been  well 
managed  the  past  season,  and  its  products  have  been  an 
important  contribution  to  the  tables  of  the  Institution.  The 
live-stock  consists  of  22  milch  cows,  8  oxen,  11  young  cattle, 
4  horses,  306  swine,  of  which  40  are  fat  hogs.  The  hay 
raised  upon  the  farm  is  sufficient  for  the  stock,  and  the  root 
and  potato  crop  is  also  usually  large,  and  is  valuable  for 
cattle  and  for  table  use. 

The  only  industry,  except  that  pertaining  to  the  farm,  that 
has  occupied  the  male  department  is  the  seating  of  chairs, 
which  has  been  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent  for  the 
past  year  and  a  half.  The  contract  for  this  labor  yields  but 
a  small  income ;  but  this  employment  is  far  preferable  to 
idleness.  Few  of  the  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  have  ever 
learned  a  trade.  This  fact  may  well  attract  the  attention  of 
the  students  of  social  science,  as  it  clearly  shows  that  men 
without  a  fixed  occupation  chiefly  compose  the  vast  train 
that  fall  into  vicious  habits,  and  become  a  public  charge 
within  the  walls  of  the  prison  or  workhouse. 

The  Report  of  the  Superintendent,  herewith  transmitted, 
shows  the  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  which,  as 
compared  with  former  years,  is  quite  satisfactory. 

The  good  order  and  discipline  of  the  Institution  is  such 
that  we  cannot  fail  to  make  special  note  of  it,  and  the  many 
good  influences  that  are  surrounding  the  class  that  are  here 
confined  must  in  some  instances  prove  salutary. 

The  health  of  the  Institution  has  been  remarkably  good  the 
past  year,  as  will  appear  from  the  annexed  Report  of  the 
Physician. 
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The  chapel  service  is,  as  heretofore,  in  charge  of  Rev. 
Joseph  Jenks ;  and  the  attendance  and  influence  of  this  ser- 
vice is  such  as  encourages  the  belief  that  much  good  results 
therefrom.  The  simple  presentation  of  Scripture  lessons 
never  fails  to  receive  most  earnest  and  respectful  attention 
from  those  who  congregate  in  this  weekly  service.  The 
library  has  been  replenished  with  several  hundred  new  books 
the  past  year,  and  reading  occupies  many  leisure  hours. 

In  view  of  all  that  is  being  done  for  the  criminal  classes, 
•we  may  congratulate  our  Commonwealth  for  its  beneficence 
that  protects  its  citizens,  while  it  surrounds  even  its  prisons 
with  the  benign  influences  of  reform.

The  health  of  the  Institution  as  a  whole  for  the  year  has 
been  good,  though  the  number  of  admissions  to  the  hospital 
has  been  considerably  increased  by  the  frequent  discharge 
and  re-admission  of  the  same  patient,  in  some  cases  reaching 
as  many  as  ten  times  during  the  year.  When  this  occurs 
with  but  a  few  patients,  the  whole  number  is  very  materially 
increased,  as  well  as  the  average  number  on  the  sick-list, 
which,  for  the  year,  is  larger  than  that  of  the  preceding. 

But  one  child,  and  that  of  illegitimate  parentage,  has  been 
born. 

Fourteen  deaths  have  occurred.  One-half  of  this  number 
were  of  persons  between  forty  and  sixty  years  of  age,  and 
from  long-standing  lung-diseases. 

For  further  particulars,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the 
tables  accompanying  this  report. 

The  cleanliness  and  order  so  well  known  to  you,  together 
with  the  courtesy  and  assistance  of  the  Superintendent,  Ma- 
tron, and  other  officers  of  the  Institution,  have  been  of  the 
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utmost   advantage   in   the    discharge  of  my  duties,  and  is 
herein  gratefully  acknowledged.

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CHAPLAIN'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  State  Workhouse. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  his  Fourth  Report. 
The  year  last  past  has  not  been  marked  by  any  unusual  ex- 
perience. The  chapel  services  have  been  regularly  main- 
tained, and  the  inmates  visited  individually  when  requested. 
The  class  of  inmates  in  the  Workhouse  must  always  create 
an  increasing  interest  to  any  one  who  seeks  to  preach  the 
Gospel.  We  cannot  always  see  immediate  results,  but  we 
may  hope  that  words  spoken  in  the  chapel  and  elsewhere 
may  yield  some  time  their  appropriate  fruit.  We  must  there- 
fore continue  to  speak,  whether  they  seem  to  accept  the  in- 
struction or  not,  doing  what  we  can,  keeping  always  in 
view  "  Jesus,  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith." 

It  is  very  easy  to  theorize  in  relation  to  an  institution 
like  this ;  but,  when  brought  face  to  face  with  the  inevitable 
facts  of  human  nature  presented  here,  the  fine  "  system  "  and 
the  apparently  well-considered  theory  have  to  be  adapted  to 
the  circumstances,  and  often  must  be  completely  changed. 
There  is  a  tendency  in  the  criminal  world  to  consider  it 
a  mark  of  distinction  to  be  sent  to  other  prisons  than  the 
Workhouse.  This  desire  should  be  discouraged  as  much  as 
possible ;  and  the  Workhouse  gives  the  opportunity.  Our 
Institution  would  seem  to  be  far  better  adapted  for  the  ref- 
ormation of  the  less  hardened  offenders  than  the  stricter  con- 
finement of  other  prisons.  If  we  could  be  more  thoroughly 
furnished  with  opportunities  to  make  the  Institution  in  the 
highest  sense  a  workhouse,  if  we  could  keep  our  inmates 
long  enough  to  teach  them  some  kind  of  trade  or  business, 
and  train  them  to  habits  of  industry,  we  should,  I  think,  be 
doing  still  more  for  the  moral  benefit  of  the  community  than 
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even  we  do  now.  Many  of  our  present  number  are  perhaps 
incapable,  by  reason  of  age  or  mental  infirmity,  of  doing  much 
that  requires  any  thing  but  the  scantiest  capacity.  Still, 
there  are  a  large  number  who  might  be  made  to  realize  the 
happiness  of  intelligent  labor,  and  at  the  same  time  to  under- 
stand that  good  old  law  of  justice,  laid  down  by  Paul  when 
he  wrote  his  exhortation,  "  If  any  would  not  work,  neither 
should  he  eat." 

We  want  longer  sentences,  and  therefore  more  opportunity 
to  train  and  teach.  We  are  not  a  lodging-house  for  the  win- 
ter simply,  but  a  house  of  reformation  ;  and  to  be  this  we 
should  have  the  fullest  opportunity.  The  class  of  men  or 
women  who  seek  for  imprisonment  just  before  the  colder 
weather  of  the  holidays,  and  then  strenuously  implore  for  par- 
don with  the  return  of  milder  weather  and  less  generous  fare, 
are  certainly  not  to  be  encouraged  bj  a  three-months'  sen- 
tence. We  notice  too  often  the  familiar  countenance  of  the 
inmate  who  does  not  intend  to  do  any  thing  requiring  much 
exertion,  and  annually  depends  upon  State  assistance  to  make 
his  hibernation  pleasant.  It  cannot  be  the  true  interest  of 
the  community  to  have  these  persons  come  and  go  untaught, 
untrained,  because  the  time  is  not  given  in  which  to  make  a 
right  impression  upon  them. 

It  would  be  easy  to  enlarge  upon  this  point,  but  limited 
space  forbids  it.  One  matter  of  especial  interest  must  how- 
ever be  noticed,  and  that  is,  our  small  number  of  women. 
Without  in  any  way  contrasting  unfavorably  our  facilities 
with  those  of  other  institutions,  it  would  seem  as  if  we  should 
have  more  of  the  female  prisoners  of  the  State  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Workhouse.  It  is  true  that  the  moral  advan- 
tage coincides  with  true  economy,  but  I  leave  that  point  for 
other  hands.  I  may,  however,  speak  of  the  serious  injury  of 
mingling  the  women  more  advanced  in  crime  with  those  of 
less  experience.  True,  you  may  isolate  in  cells,  you  may 
forbid  conversation,  you  may  have  the  strictest  discipline ; 
but,  after  all,  it  is  in  the  very  atmosphere.  The  association  of 
the  prisoner  is  with  the  hardened,  both  in  the  mind  of  the 
prisoner  and  in  the  sentiment  of  the  outside  world.  Where 
all  grades  of  prisoners  are  confined,  there  are  invisible  influ- 
ences at  work,  which,  like  the  contagious  disease,  are  none 
the  less  powerful  because  we   cannot  see   the  fever  germs. 
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Take  these  women  away  from  the  more  abandoned  to  a  sepa- 
rate prison,  where  they  may  have  the  experienced  and  gen- 
tle discipline,  and  you  confer  upon  them  a  great  benefit. 
There  is  no  eclat  here  for  the  professional  criminal ;  and 
for  the  many  who  would  lead  better  lives,  and  to  whom  we 
hope  the  name  of  prison  is  an  abhorrence,  there  is  no  despair 
of  obtaining  at  last  a  good  character. 

Our  effort  should  be  to  prevent  the  extinction  of  self- 
respect  in  any  one  who,  for  the  sake  of  herself  or  the  com- 
munity, is  brought  under  restraint.  We  should  also  remove 
as  much  as  possible  the  idea  that  imprisonment  is  vin- 
dictive ;  and  how  can  we  do  this  when  we  take  the  offender 
with  perhaps  little  criminal  instinct,  and  mingle  her  with 
those  whose  profession  and  delight  is  crime  ?  The  irritation 
has  no  good  effect  on  character,  and  the  degradation  is  not  in 
proportion  to  the  offence. 

If  we  need  this  grading  of  classes  placed  under  restraint 
among  the  women,  we  certainly  need  it  among  the  men. 
Both  in  and  out  of  our  institutions,  we  notice  that  the  num- 
ber of  men  who  have  nothing  to  do,  for  the  reason  that  early 
years  have  been  wasted  without  the  formation  of  industrious 
habits,  is  larger  every  day.  They  are  not  bad  enough  for 
close  confinement ;  and  yet  they  have  too  strong  a  tendency 
to  mischief  to  be  let  loose,  and  should  be  kept  from  more 
experienced  criminals. 

Again,  there  are  those  who  are  honestly  endeavoring  to 
reform,  and  would  be  helped  greatly  toward  it  by  the  en- 
couragement of  separation  from  their  more  obstinate  fellow- 
prisoners.  For  these,  and  others  who  might  be  classified,  we 
think  we  are  doing,  and  are  in  some  measure  prepared  to  do, 
a  good  work.  More  might  be  sent  to  us  than  are  sent.  May 
God  grant  such  wisdom  to  those  in  authority,  that  an  inter- 
mediate prison  may  have  its  full  opportunity  to  prevent,  as 
well  as  reform,  crime  !

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  the  Honorable  Council  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes,  the 
Trustees  of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridge  water  herewith 
submit  their  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  season  of  special  favor  as 
relates  to  the  health  and  general  condition  of  this  institution. 
With  the  rising  tide  of  prosperity  in  all  branches  of  industry, 
and  a  demand  for  labor  well-nigh  unprecedented,  there  has 
been  a  large  reduction  in  the  number  committed  to  this  and 
other  institutions,  particularly  during  the  past  six  months. 
This  condition  is  not  likely  to  continue,  as  with  the  approach 
of  winter  there  is  usually  a  rapid  increase  in  numbers. 

There  have  been  some  very  substantial  improvements 
added  to  the  establishment  the  past  year. 

The  large  fire-pump,  with  a  brick  building,  with  reservoir, 
pipes,  and  hydrants,  meets  a  want  that  had  long  been  felt. 
This  was  provided  by  a  special  appropriation  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  1880.  The  driveways  and  walks  have  been  con- 
creted, and  the  buildings  have  been  thoroughly  painted. 
The  farm,  of  over  two  hundred  acres,  is  well  cultivated,  and 
the  products  show  good  management.  The  hay  crop  the 
past  season  was  about  two  hundred  tons,  and  the  general 
crop  of  vegetables  such  as  meet  the  wants  of  the  institution. 
The  fine  herd  of  milch  cows  are  an  important  contribution  in 
the  products  of  the  dairy.  The  labor  of  the  farm,  which  is 
performed  by  inmates  under  the  supervision  of  officers,  is 
unquestionably  an   employment  not  only  conducive  to  the 
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health  of  this  class,  but  more  favorable  to  their  reform  than 
a  more  confined  occupation.  With  the  general  reduction  in 
numbers  of  inmates,  the  number  employed  in  the  chair-seat- 
ing shop  has  been  proportionately  reduced,  and  the  receipts 
from  this  source  considerably  lessened. 

In  former  reports  there  have  been  frequent  allusions  to  the 
desirability  of  a  more  thorough  classification  in  this  and  simi- 
lar institutions.  Grave  difficulties  have  interposed,  and  this 
much-desired  end  has  never  been  fully  realized. 

The  courts  have  most  to  do  with  this  matter  as  relates  to 
criminal  classes,  and  so  long  as  there  is  no  discrimination  in 
sentencing,  so  long  will  all  shades  of  criminals  be  found  in 
our  institutions.  Drunkenness  is  the  prime  cause  that  brings 
the  largest  number  to  the  workhouse  and  the  houses  of  cor- 
rection. The  law  should  be  so  framed  as  to  fix  the  length  of 
sentence,  instead  of  leaving  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  courts. 
As  at  present  administered,  the  penalties  for  the  same  of- 
fence, under  precisely  the  same  circumstances,  vary  from  six 
months  to  two  years.  This  is  clearly  unwise  and  unjust. 
Reform  should  ever  be  kept  in  view  in  an  institution  of  this 
kind,  and  to  that  end  short  sentences  should  be  discarded, 
except  for  the  first  or  second  offence.  In  ordinary  cases,  for 
old  offenders,  long  sentences  afford  the  only  reasonable  hope 
of  reform ;  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Charity  having 
authority  to  pardon  in  all  cases  where  deemed  justifiable  and 
expedient.  In  our  various  penal  institutions  there  are  large 
numbers  of  what  may  be  termed  the  better  class  of  criminals 
indiscriminately  mingling  with  the  most  hardened  and  cor- 
rupt prisoners.  Could  the  better  class  of  men  be  transferred 
to  the  workhouse,  surrounded  by  better  influences,  and  with 
larger  liberty  than  is  possible  in  the  common  prison,  we  might 
hope  for  good  results.  Should  there  be  no  change  in  the 
policy  in  regard  to  commitments  of  a  special  class  of  men 
to  this  institution,  it  would  seem  clearly  advisable  to  increase 
the  number  of  women,  limiting  them  to  two  classes,  one  of 
which  could  do  some  service  in  the  department  of  labor  to 
winch  they  are  specially  adapted.  This  would  not  increase 
the  expense  of  supervision  in  the  female  department,  and 
would  be  a  saving  of  expense,  while  they  would  be  in  charge 
of  a  matron  who  has  no  superior  for  the  management  of 
women. 
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In  the  management  and  classification  of  the  inmates  of 
our  public  institutions,  occasional  meetings  of  the  different 
boards  for  conference  would  be  of  special  value.  The  Super- 
intendent's report,  herewith  submitted,  furnishes  a  more  par- 
ticular statement  of  the  products  of  the  farm,  the  number  of 
inmates,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  institution.  The 
religious  services  of  the  chapel,  and  the  moral  influence  that 
pervades  the  institution,  encourages  the  belief  that  some  may- 
be led  in  the  way  of  a  better  life.  The  chapel  services  are 
in  charge  of  Rev.  Joseph  Jenks,  whose  report  is  also  sub- 
mitted, together  with  the  report  of  the  Physician,  Dr.  Edward 
Sawyer.  Rev.  John  Conlon,  of  the  Catholic  church,  fre- 
quently visits  the  institution,  ministering  to  those  of  that 
religious  faith. 

The  general  condition  of  the  institution  in  all  its  depart- 
ments was  never  so  good  as  at  the  present  time.  Of  its 
management  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  Capt.  N.  Leonard  and 
wife  are  still  devoting  their  best  energies  to  its  welfare,  aided 
by  the  efficient  assistant-superintendent  and  subordinate  offi- 
cers, all  of  whom  seem  to  have  discharged  their  duties  with 
marked  fidelity.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  foregoing'  statement  comprises 
items  which  properly  come  under  the  head  of  extraordinary 
expenses ;  and  in  the  financial  report  made  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  Lunacy,  and  Charity,  these  items  have  received  a 
different  classification. 

The  extension  of  the  old  pump-house  at  the  spring ;  the 
purchase  of  a  new  patent  steam-pump  and  tubular  boiler,  for 
the  purpose  of  pumping  water  into  the  reservoirs  located  near 
the  new  fire-pump  house ;  the  concreting  in  the  court  and 
front  yard,  rendered  necessary  in  part  by  the  excavations 
made  through  the  grounds  when  the  water-pipes  and  hy- 
drants were  put  in ;  the  stand-pipes  erected  in  the  court  with 
a  view  of  completing  and  perfecting  the  arrangements  made 
for  protection  against  fire  ;  the  introduction  of  gas  into  the 
main  house ;  the  conservatory ;  the  new  sheds  for  coal,  etc., 
are  among  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  past  year, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  84,888.87. 

Deducting  this  amount  from  the  total  expenditures,  leaves 
$33,557.75  which  properly  belongs  under  the  head  of  Ordi- 
nary Current  Expenses. 

Dividing  this  amount  by  the  average  number  of  inmates 
gives  an  average  annual  cost  of  $146.72,  equivalent  to  an 
average  weekly  cost  of  $2.82. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  expenses  of  an  institution  do  not 
diminish  in  the  same  ratio  that  its  numbers  decrease.  Had 
our  average  been  thrice  as  great  as  it  is,  the  cost  per  inmate 
would  have  been  much  less  than  now. 

Last  winter,  when  the  influx  of  inmates  was  comparatively 
large,  and  when  our  numbers  exceeded  400,  the  expenses 
(excepting   in  a  few  particulars)  were  but  a  trifle   greater 
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than  during  the  summer,  when  the  numbers  went  down  to 
150. 

The  hospitals,  the  kitchens,  the  laundries,  the  workshops, 
and  the  farm  must  be  hept  running,  and  officers  must  be 
employed  to  take  charge  of  the  different  departments, 
whether  they  are  full  or  not. 

If  our  low  average  during  the  past  year  is  the  result  of  a 
decrease  in  crime,  it  is  cause  for  much  gratification. 

The  operation  of  the  tramp-law,  and  the  activity  in  all 
branches  of  business,  may  explain  to  some  extent  the  de- 
pleted condition  of  this  and  similar  institutions. 

The  tramps,  however,  are  not  all  at  work,  nor  are  the 
criminals  all  reformed. 

Undoubtedly  correctional  institutions  will  continue  to  be 
a  necessity  for  many  years  to  come. 

But  it  would  seem  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when 
suggestions  in  regard  to  the  future  of  this  institution  will  be 
pertinent,  and  that  some  changes  should  be  recommended 
with  a  view  of  rendering  it  more  useful  and  efficient  than  it 
is  at  present.  I  know  that  this  subject  is  already  receiving 
the  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  Trustees,  and  I  only  wish 
to  suggest,  that,  while  contemplating  important  changes,  it 
should  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  buildings  were  originally 
designed,  and  for  many  years  were  used,  for  a  State  pauper 
establishment,  and  are  therefore  not  properly  constructed  for 
the  detention  of  violent  and  desperate  criminals ;  that  the 
buildings  are  nearly  all  of  wood,  but  yet  sufficiently  strong 
and  well  adapted  for  the  milder  classes  of  criminals ;  and 
that  we  have  a  large  and  valuable  farm,  which  for  eight  or 
nine  months  of  the  year  would  furnish  healthful  employment 
to  any  class  of  inmates  not  requiring  a  great  degree  of  re- 
straint. 

An  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty on  hand  Oct.  1, 1881,  were  made  by  Hon.  Lloyd  Parsons 
and  Joshua  E.  Crane.

The  health  of  the  institution  has  been  good  for  the  past 
year ;  we  have  escaped  any  severe  contagion  and  the  con- 
sequent ill  effects  attendant  upon  it.  By  referring  to  the 
annexed  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  greater  number  of 
admissions  to  the  hospital  occurred  during  the  winter  months, 
and  most  of  the  deaths  are  to  be  found  in  the  same  time. 

Five  children  have  been  born  during  the  year,  including 
one  pair  of  twins,  all  of  whom  are  illegitimate ;  two  of  the 
mothers  are  of  Irish  and  two  of  American  parentage. 

For  farther  particulars  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the 
accompanying  tables. 

The  cleanliness  and  order  of  the  institution  is  too  well 
known  to  require  comment  from  me.  This,  together  with 
the  uniform  courtesy  and  assistance  of  the  superintendent, 
matron,  and  officers  of  the  institution,  have  aided  greatly 
in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  and  are  thankfully 
acknowledged.

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CHAPLAIN'S   EEPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  State   Workhouse. 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  present  his  Annual 
Report.  During  the  past  year  services  have  been  held  in  the 
chapel  on  Sunday,  and  at  other  times  when  called  for.  In 
the  first  half  of  the  year  the  institution  was  so  filled  with 
male  inmates,  that  services  were  held  in  the  chapel  and  in 
one  of  the  lower  rooms,  the  Chaplain  at  both,  on  the  same" 
Sunday.  In  the  last  half  of  the  year,  the  number  of  inmates 
having  decreased  largely,  service  was  held  in  the  chapel  only. 

If  it  were  a  fact  that  the  number  of  criminals  in  the  State 
had  decreased,  it  would  be  a  subject  of  congratulation  to 
note  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  our  inmates.  As  it  is 
very  probable  that  the  causes  which  have  filled  the  work- 
house in  the  past  are  not  removed,  we  must  expect  that  the 
winter  will  fill  up  our  wards.  And  if  these  persons  do  not 
come  to  us  they  will  be  a  charge  somewhere  else.  Permit 
me  to  suggest  that  as  we  have  an  excellent  location,  a  fertile 
farm,  and  experienced  officers,  it  would  seem  as  if  our  oppor- 
tunity for  the  reform  of  certain  classes  of  criminals  would  be 
still  greater  were  the  system  of  graded  prisons  in  use  in  the 
Commonwealth.  I  need  not  enter  into  the  details  of  advan- 
tage possessed  by  the  system  which  separates  the  experienced 
criminal  from  those  passing  through  their  first  sentence. 
Your  own  philanthropy  and  entensive  knowledge  have  made 
you  acquainted  with  the  broader  views  of  reformatory  discip- 
line which  have  been  accepted  of  late  years,  and  cannot  have 
failed  to  impress  you  with  the  great  facilities  we  enjoy  for 
the  reformation  of  less  confirmed  offenders.  I  sincerely  think 
we  can  do  a  great  deal  in  this  work.  The  mingling  of  old 
and  young  criminals  must  be  a  source  of  contamination  to  the 
less  reprobate.  We  should  have  longer  sentences,  in  order  to 
influence  more  fully  the  characters  of  the  inmates,  and  carry 
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out  the  gospel  idea  of  seeking  and  saving  the  lost.  How 
difficult  it  is  to  make  the  criminal  understand  this  motive. 
Yet,  I  do  believe  that  our  endeavors  are  not  in  vain,  and  that 
we  do  see  some  results  in  fulfilment  of  the  precious  promise 
that  God  will  bless  His  gospel  to  the  salvation  of  souls.  The 
system  of  classifying  criminals,  I  cannot  but  think,  is  the  rig'ht 
way  to  help  them  to  restore  their  self-respect,  to  make  them 
feel  that  they  are  not  utterly  abandoned.  We  do  this  now 
so  far  as  we  can.  We  plead  with  them  for  their  soul's  sake. 
We  endeavor  to  show  them  the  mercy  and  love  of  God : 
that  in  Him  only  can  man  find  pardon  and  grace.  But  when 
the  hardened  sinner  may  contaminate  the  more  innocent,  it 
makes  the  work  of  reformation  harder  than  it  need  be.  We 
do  prevent  a  great  deal  of  crime  by  our  charities ;  we  do 
reform ;  we  do  save  a  great  many,  and  yet  there  is  still  great 
need  of  a  care  for  individual  cases.  Jesus  did  not  save  men 
as  u  masses,"  but  as  individuals,  and  so  must  we  apply  His 
gospel.  We  should  have  the  number  at  any  one  prison  large 
enough  to  be  economical,  but  not  too  large  so  as  to  forget 
their  individuality.  It  is  an  important  question  as  to  econ- 
omy, but  we  must  look  also  at  the  expense  the  discharged 
convict  will  make  for  the  community  in  the  future.  It  is  the 
best  economy  so  to  effect  his  reform  and  educate  him  that  he 
may  be  a  good  citizen.  Deprivation  of  liberty  is,  to  almost 
every  man,  by  itself  a  punishment,  with  prison  rules  and 
prison  fare. 

We  want  to  have  all  our  efforts  tend  toward  the  one  object 
of  restoring  to  the  community  a  citizen  who  will  be  no  more 
expense  to  it,  because  he  has  been  taught  a  more  excellent 
way.  To  this  object  all  else  is  subordinate.  If  we  can  do  it 
by  teaching  our  criminals  a  trade;  by  keeping  them  from  evil 
associations  till  mental  and  physical  habits  have  changed ;  by 
separating  classes  of  criminals ;  by  gospel  influences,  we  shall 
succeed  in  being  faithful  servants  of  the  people  and  of  God.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His    Excellency    the    Governor,  and    the  Honorable    Council   of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

In  conformity  with  the  statute,  the  Trustees  of  the  State 
Workhouse  at  Bridge/water,  herewith  submit  their  twenty- 
ninth  annual  report. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  with  no  special  change  in 
the  management  of  the  State  Workhouse.     The  same  discreet 
direction  of  its  affairs,  under  the  superintendence  of  Capt. 
Nahum  Leonard,  has  continued,  with  few  changes  in  subor- 
dinate officers.     The  spirit  of  obedience  that  has   prevailed 
among  the  inmates  is  worthy  of  notice,  while  the  general  dis- 
cipline has  been  such  as  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  institu- 
tion.    The  various  shades  of  criminals   that   are  sent  here, 
which  embrace  the  vicious,  demented  and  insane,  as  well  as 
the  pauper  element,  renders  the  government  of  the  institution 
always  difficult,  while  it  calls  for  much  patience  and  discre- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  officers.     Under  such  circumstances 
we  are  happy  to  note  the  uniform,  kind  and   humane  treat- 
ment that  has  prevailed,  and  which   finds  acknowledgment 
in  the  absence  of  complaint.     The  number  of  inmates  in  the 
institution  usually  reaches  the  lowest  point  at  this  season  of 
the  year,  while  as  winter  approaches  the  numbers   increase. 
Drunkenness  and  vagrancy  are  the  leading  causes  of  sentence 
here,   and  we  may   expect  a   continual  flow  of  this  type  of 
criminals  to  this  institution  so  long  as  the  grog-shop   is  per- 
mitted to   do   its  work.     Broken  down   physically   and   en- 
feebled in  intellect,  large  numbers  of  these  have  little  strength 
to  resist  temptation,  and  there  is  little  hope  of  their  reforma- 
tion.    The  condition  of  some  of  the  younger  portion  of  the 
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inmates  is  not  entirely  hopeless,  and  efforts  for  their  reform 
we  would  strongly  encourage  as  a  sacred  duty.  To  that  end 
we  would  favor  longer  sentences  in  case  of  repeated  convic- 
tions for  drunkenness.  But  we  adhere  to  the  belief  that 
moral  influences  are  more  potent  than  law,  as  without  moral 
support  law  itself  is  of  no  effect.  The  library  of  the  institu- 
tion affords  reading  to  such  as  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege,  and  the  Sunday  services  of  the  chapel  are  well  at- 
tended, and  we  trust  not  without  some  influence  for  good. 
The  female  department,  under  the  special  charge  of  Mrs. 
Leonard,  has  forty-three  women  and  twenty-six  children, 
and  is  entirely  separate  from  the  men.  The  women  are 
young,  and  in  many  cases  are  more  the  victims  of  misfortune 
than  of  confirmed  vicious  tendencies.  Special  care  is -taken 
that  these  are  provided  with  good  situations  when  they  go 
out,  and  in  many  cases  good  reports  are  received  from  those 
thus  provided  for. 

The  chief  employment  of  the  men  is  the  labor  upon  the 
farm  and  in  the  chair-shop,  the  latter  contract  work,  employ- 
ing about  one  hundred  during  the  winter.  The  farm  prod- 
ucts have  been  somewhat  affected  by  drouth,  but  the  yield 
has  been  quite  satisfactory.  The  leading  products  are  150 
tons  of  hay,  25  tons  of  oat  straw,  350  bushels  oats,  1,000 
bushels  potatoes,  1,250  bushels  beets,  100  bushels  turnips, 
300  bushels  rye,  42  bushels  beans,  sweet  corn,  cabbage,  180 
barrels  of  apples.  The  live  stock  consists  of  25  cows,  6  oxen, 
2  bulls,  4  calves,  3  horses,  100  swine,  250  fowls.  The  con- 
dition of  the  farm  is  highly  creditable  to  the  management. 
The  buildings  are  in  excellent  repair,  though  the  nature  of 
their  occupancy  requires  constant  attention.  The  cleanliness 
that  is  exacted,  and  the  excellent  drainage  that  has  always 
been  maintained,  secures  a  sanitary  condition  that  is  most 
gratifying.

For  nine  months  of  the  year  a  good  degree  of  health  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  institution.  The  late  winter  and  early 
spring  months  always  find  our  hospital  wards  more  crowded 
than  the  warmer  months.  This  difference  has  been  more 
marked  this  past  than  in  former  years. 

Twenty-five  living  children  have  been  born,  twenty-three 
of  whom  were  illegitimate,  and  twenty-eight  deaths  have 
occurred. 

The  following  tables  show  the  more  important  facts  of  the 
past  year's  work,  and  to  them  you  are  respectfully  referred 
for  further  particulars. 

The  discipline  and  2:ood  order,  as  well  as  cleanliness 
throughout  the  institution,  are  too  well  known  to  require 
comment. 

The  kindly,  considerate  co-operation  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, Matron,  and  officers  of  the  institution,  have  greatly 
assisted  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties.  To  them, 
through  your  honorable  body,  I  would  extend  my  hearty  and 
appreciative  thanks.

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CHAPLAIN'S  KEPOKT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Workhouse  at.Bridgewater. 

Gentlemen  :  — I  herewith  present  my  report  as  Chaplain 
of  the  State  Workhouse. 

My  official  connection  with  this  institution  dates  only 
from  July  1,  1882,  though  I  performed  the  active  duties 
of  the  office  during  the  month  preceding.  My  experience, 
therefore,  has  been  but  limited,  extending  over  a  period  of 
only  four  months,  and  my  report  will  be  correspondingly 
brief. 

I  gratefully  recognize  and  recall  the  extreme  courtesy  and 
warmth  of  my  reception  by  all  of  the  officers  of  the  institu- 
tion, as  well  as  the  heartiness  of  their  co-operation  with  me 
in  my  special  work  ever  since.  My  labors  have  been  largely 
confined  to  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  and  I  have  been 
highly  gratified  and  surprised  at  the  intelligent  interest 
taken  in  all  the  services  of  the  chapel,  and  particularly  at 
the  close  attention  which  has  uniformly  been  given  to  the 
pulpit  efforts.  I  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  these 
weekly  gatherings  for  praise,  prayer  and  preaching  have  not 
only  been  a  source  of  pleasure  to  the  inmates,  by  breaking 
the  monotony  of  prison  life,  but  have  resulted  in  a  lively 
interest  and  real  profit  to  some  souls. 

I  cannot  forbear  from  thus  acknowledging  my  gratitude 
to  Miss  Louise  Leonard,  who  has  so  long  presided  at  the 
chapel  organ,  and  whose  services,  gratuitously  rendered,  have 
aided  greatly  in  the  singing.  We  have  also  received  the 
benefits  of  her  skill  in  rendering  purely  instrumental  music, 
as  the  sacred  selections  performed  while  the  prisoners  retire 
from  the  room  abundantly  testify. 

Through  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  matron  many  addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  library,  and  a  neat  room  has 
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been  fitted  up  for  the  reception  of  the  books.     The  selec- 
tions are  good,  and  the  books  frequently  called  for. 

Have  baptized  four  children  during  the  past  four  months. 

In  conclusion,  pardon  me  if  I  overstep  the  boundaries  of 
my  special  duties,  by  saying  that  my  brief  experience  as  an 
officer  of  this  institution  leads  me  to  believe  that  the  impor- 
tant and  perplexing  problem  of  prison  discipline  has  met 
with  a  very  satisfactory  solution  within  the  walls  of  the 
State  Workhouse;  viz.,  a  jealous  regard  for  the  convict's 
rights  on  the  part  of  the  management  and  a  profound  respect 
for  the  Superintendent  on  the  part  of  the  inmates.  I  know 
that,  from  whatever  cause,  Capt.  Leonard  has  the  moral  sup- 
port of  the  great  majority  of  the  prisoners,  and  that  in  case 
of  any  serious  difficulty  arising,  they  would  be  deterred 
from  an  outbreak,  not  so  much  by  a  fear  of  consequences 
as  by  an  unwillingness  to  embarrass  their  best  friend  and 
ally,  whose  firm  though  quiet  demeanor  and  kindly  manner 
impressed  them  so  favorably  when  they  were  first  placed 
in  his  charge.  So  completely  has  this  spirit  of  silent  moral 
power  been  impressed  upon  the  discipline,  that  harsh  tones 
and  rough  words  have  been  banished,  and  even  so  constant 
a  visitor  as  I  have  been,  does  not  so  much  as  hear  an  order 
given.  Others  who  have  to  deal  with  the  same  class  of  men 
could  learn  invaluable  lessons  here.

TEUSTEES'  EEPOET. 


To   His   Excellency  the    Governor,  and    the  Honorable  Council  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts : 

In  accordance  with  statute  provision,  the  Trustees  of  the 
State  Workhouse  at  Brid^ewater  submit  their  Thirtieth 
Annual  Report. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  remarkable  in  some  aspects 
in  the  history  of  our  institution.  The  first  nine  months  of 
the  year  the  institution  was  in  charge  of  Capt.  Nahum 
Leonard,  who  for  more  than  twelve  years  has  done  faithful 
service  as  its  Superintendent. 

The  transfer  of  women  to  the  Reform  Prison  at  Sherborn, 
and  the  discontinuing  commitments  of  females  to  the  Work- 
house, except  in  a  few  cases,  nearly  extinguished  the  female 
department,  which  in  former  years  was  nearly  equal  to  that 
of  the  men  in  numbers.  The  few  that  remained  were 
serviceable  to  some  extent  in  the  labor  to  which  they  were 
adapted.  The  inmates  are  composed  of  both  prisoners  and 
paupers,  and  a  portion  of  the  year  in  about  equal  numbers. 
Many  of  the  paupers,  by  reason  of  age  and  physical  infirmi- 
ties, are  unable  to  perform  much  labor,  while  the  prisoners, 
being  more  generally  able-bodied,  are  employed  upon  the 
farm  and  in  the  chair-shop.  The  usual  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  farm,  which  contributes  in  milk  and  vegetables 
an  important  supply  for  the  institution.  The  leading 
products  this  year  have  been  hay,  potatoes  and  root  crops. 
The  extreme  drought  this  season  has  reduced  the  products 
from  that  of  former  years.     The  stock  upon  the  farm  con-

sists  of  22  cows,  8  oxen,  8  young  cattle,  4  horses,  and 
about  100  swine.  The  farm  is  largely  tillage  and  pasture, 
and  consists  of  about  220  acres.  It  was  originally  stony, 
and  the  mile  and  one-half  of  stone  wall  that  has  been  built 
upon  it  is  from  material  found  upon  the  premises.  The 
hay  crop  this  year  was  140  tons,  which  is  below  an  average 
crop;  the  product  of  potatoes  1,400  bushels.  The  health 
of  the  institution  has  been  good,  and  the  management  and 
discipline  eminently  satisfactory.  It  was  writh  sincere  regret 
that  the  Trustees,  in  May  last,  received  the  resignation  of 
Capt.  Leonard  as  Superintendent,  the  special  reason  assigned 
being  the  condition  of  his  wife's  health.  At  the  special 
solicitation  of  the  Trustees,  the  Superintendent  was  induced 
to  modify  his  resignation  so  as  to  take  effect  July  1.  The 
reluctance  with  which  this  resignation  was  accepted  can  well 
be  imagined.  During  the  entire  term  of  his  service,  his 
rare  judgment  in  the  discharge  of  the  difficult  duties  of  his 
office  has  been  a  constant  aid  to  the  Trustees,  and  during  all 
this  time  no  indiscretion  on  his  part  ever  occasioned  a  jar  in 
their  deliberations.  More  than  this.  The  devoted  labors 
of  his  estimable  wife,  whose  constant  care  and  anxiety  for 
the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  inmates,  particularly  the 
sick,  had  been  like  the  warmth  of  sunshine  in  the  institu- 
tion, was  a  service  which  we  were  most  reluctant  to  part 
with. 

Fortunately,  after  much  inquiry  and  deliberation,  in  which 
the  claims  and  fitness  of  several  most  excellent  men  were 
considered,  the  Trustees  were  unanimous  in  the  choice  of 
Mr.  Hollis  M.  Blackstone,  a  gentleman  of  large  experience 
in  the  public  institutions  of  Boston.  The  acceptance  of  the 
appointment  by  Mr.  Blackstone  gave  promise  of  the  same 
successful  administration  that  had  characterized  his  prede- 
cessor. When  he  came  to  the  institution  he  found  what 
seemed  no  very  difficult  task,  where  good  order  and  disci- 
pline had  so  long  been  the  rule. 

But  the  7th  July,  two  days  after  removing  his  family  to 
the  institution,  brought  an  unexpected  experience  to  the 
new  Superintendent.  On  the  morning  of  that  day,  when 
many  of  the  officers  and  inmates  were  engaged  in  the  hay- 
field,  the  Superintendent  discovered  flames  bursting  from  the 
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ventilator  of  the  east  wing,  and  before  any  appliances  for 
extinguishing  it  could  be  brought  to  bear,  the  tire  was  hope- 
lessly beyond  control.  The  building  was  a  wooden  struc- 
ture, and  the  point  where  the  fire  was  discovered  was  in  the 
highest  part  of  the  third  story,  and  had  made  such  headway 
as  to  render  it  impossible  to  stay  its  progress ;  and  the 
entire  building  was  consumed.  The  fire  departments  of 
Taunton  and  of  Brockton  promptly  responded  to  the  call  for 
aid,  and  each,  with  steamers,  rendered  efficient  help  in  saving 
two  large  barns  filled  with  hay,  and  a  long  tier  of  outbuild- 
ings, with  all  the  carriages  and  the  valuable  outfit  for  carry- 
ing on  the  farm.  For  the  despatch  with  which  this  aid  was 
rendered  we  are  much  indebted  to  the  Old  Colony  Railway 
Company,  which  furnished  transportation.  An  inmate  who 
was  serving  two  years'  sentence  was  undoubtedly  the  incen- 
diary. And  he  is  now  in  Plymouth  jail  awaiting  trial  for 
the  crime.  All  the  books  and  papers  in  the  office  were 
saved,  and  quite  a  large  portion  of  the  furniture  in  the 
Superintendent's  department  was  saved  in  a  damaged  condi- 
tion. The  greater  part  of  the  furniture  and  bedding  in  the 
inmates'  department  was  destroyed.  There  was  no  loss  of 
life  or  accident,  and  the  prisoners  and  paupers  rendered 
much  assistance  in  saving  property.  This  uulooked  for  dis- 
aster rendered  it  necessary  to  promptly  provide  shelter  for 
the  inmates,  and  by  the  timely  action  of  the  Governor  and 
the  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy  and  Charity,  the  prisoners  were 
transferred  to  Westborough  and  the  paupers  to  Tewksbury 
the  same  evening,  with  the  exception  of  one  sick  man  and 
half  a  dozen  paupers,  who  were  retained  at  the  farm,  where 
they  were  cared  for.  By  an  act  of  the  legislature  the  Trus- 
tees were  authorized  to  establish  the  Workhouse  at  the 
buildings  of  the  State  Reform  School  at  Westborough,  and 
there  are  about  sixty  prisoners  comfortably  provided  for  at 
that  institution.  The  transfer  of  the  prisoners  to  Westbo- 
rough has  been  attended  with  considerable  expense  in  fitting 
up  for  their  accommodation  and  for  new  clothing,  bedding,  etc. 
Labor  has  been  provided  for  a  portion  of  the  prisoners  in 
the  seating  of  chairs  ;  but  by  this  change  the  force  that  has 
usually  done  good  service  upon  the  farm  has  not  been 
available. 
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To  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent  of  the  Reform  School 
would  we  tender  our  acknowledgments  for  their  many 
courtesies  incident  to  the  transfer  of  our  prisoners  to  the 
buildings  of  that  institution. 

The    legislature  having  authorized  the  rebuilding   of  the 
Workhouse,   the  Trustees   and    Superintendent    have  com- 
menced  work  upon   the  foundations,  and  they  are   nearly 
ready  for  the  new  structure,  the  plans  of  which  have  received 
your  approval.     In  the  reconstruction  of  the  institution  the 
old  basements  and  foundation  walls  had  much  to  do,  in  view 
of  economy,  in  determining  the  new  plan,  consequently  the 
general  outline  of  the  former  building  has  been  preserved  ; 
but  instead  of  one  continuous  structure,  the  new  institution 
will   be   divided   into  a  group  of    nine   separate  buildings, 
seven  of  which  are  now  in  process  of  construction,  consist- 
ing of  Superintendent's  house,  hospital  building,  two  dormi- 
tory buildings,  kitchen  and  laundry-room,  boiler-house,  and 
office  and  water-tower  combined,  the  basement  of  which  will 
be  the  general  store-room  for  new  goods  and  supplies.     The 
inmates'  buildings,  occupying  as  they  do  the   old  site,  are 
situated  on   three  sides  of  a  court-yard,  or  hollow  square, 
and  disconnected  at  the  front  centre  and  either  right  angles 
by  open  spaces  of  twenty-five  feet.     The  Superintendent's 
house  stands  in  front,  and  is  disconnected  by  a  space  of  about 
forty  feet.     The  hospital,  the  basement  of  which  is  to  be  the 
inmates'  dining-room,  is  connected  with   kitchen   by  an  iron 
corridor   one   story    high.      The    boiler-room    has    been    so 
located   as  to  utilize  the  old  chimney,  which  was   left  unin- 
jured by  the  fire,  and  which  was  perfect  in  construction  and 
draft.     These  buildings  are  to  be  constructed  of  brick,  and 
two  stories  and  a   basement  in    height,   the  basement  fully 
half  a  story    above    the   ground.      The    underpinning   and 
trimmings  are  of  granite,  with  brick  projecting  courses  and 
heavy,    arched  window-heads.     Special   attention   has   been 
given   to  the  fire-proof  qualities,   the  floors   being   of  mill 
construction,  and  all  staircases  and  landings  of  iron.     The 
walls  are  also  to  be  plastered  upon  brick,  and  the  air-space 
usually  made  by    furring  and  lathing,  and  which  acts  as  a 
fire-conductor,  has  been   overcome  by  constructing  a  two- 
inch  vault  in  the  wall  itself.     With  the  above  precautions  in 
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construction,  and  the  arrangement  of  buildings  on  a  separate 
plan,  we  hope  to  avoid  the  recurrence  of  another  disaster, 
and  also  to  be  relieved  from  the  anxiety  that  has  so  long 
been  uppermost  from  fear  of  fire.  The  sleeping,  dining  and 
hospital  accommodations  in  the  present  outlay  will  provide 
for  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  inmates. 

The  architect  is  Mr.  George  A.  Clough  of  Boston.  The 
Trustees  and  Superintendent,  while  considering  plans  for 
rebuilding  the  institution,  are  indebted  to  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  for  valuable  hints  and  suggestions  relating  to 
that  subject,  and  to  the  special  committee  of  the  Legislature 
and  the  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy  and  Charity  for  their 
prompt  and  decisive~action  would  they  express  their  special 
acknowledgments. 

The  building  destroyed  had  been  in  use  as  an  almshouse 
and  State  workhouse  for  thirty  years,  and,  on  account  of  its 
combustible  character,  had  been  a  source  of  constant  anxiety 
lest  some  appalling  disaster  should  befall  it,  and  the  Trustees 
have  frequently  referred  to  the  matter  in  their  reports. 
Fortunately  the  destruction  came  at  mid-day,  and  at  a 
season  when  the  inmates  were  at  the  lowest  number.  While 
we  cannot  but  regret  the  loss  of  so  much  property,  there 
is  occasion  for  congratulation  that  we  were  spared  its 
destruction  in  winter,  when  its  wards  would  have  been 
crowded  with  helpless  and  infirm  inmates.  With  such 
buildings  as  we  contemplate  erecting,  we  may  feel  assured 
that  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  end,  sustains  no  loss ;  but  in 
view  of  the  improved  arrangements,  may  account  it  as  a 
humane  advance  in  our  system  of  charities  and  penal  super- 
vision. 

The  expenditure  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year, 
which  was  up  to  the  time  of  the  fire,  was  $26,952.29  for  an 
average  number  of  258,  or  $2.68  cents  per  week  for  each 
inmate.  The  destruction  of  nearly  all  the  clothing,  bed- 
ding and  furniture  in  the  inmates'  department,  and  the 
removal  from  the  farm  (our  great  source  of  supply  for  vege- 
tables and  milk)  had  the  effect  to  swell  the  expense  to  an 
unusual  amount,  while  the  reduced  numbers  in  conse- 
quence of  the  transfer  to  Tewksbury  tended  to  largely 
increase  the  cost  per  capita  of  the  numbers  remaining,  and  the 
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peculiar  circumstances,  requiring  a  full  force  of  officers  at 
both  Bridgewater  and  Westborough,  has  kept  the  expense  for 
salaries  at  about  the  same  point  as  when  we  had  three  times 
our  present  number.  If  the  number  of  inmates  in  the  work- 
house when  the  fire  occurred,  had  continued,  the  expendi- 
ture in  the  same  ratio  would  have  been  $32,631.21,  instead 
o  $36,276.95,  which  it  has  been.  This  increased  expendi- 
ture may  be  fairly  termed  extraordinary. 

In  the  unlooked  for  emergency  incident  to  the  fire,  the 
new  Superintendent  proved  himself  equal  to  the  difficult  task, 
and  his  experience  has  greatly  aided  the  Trustees  in  the  prep- 
aration of  plans  for  the  new  buildings,  and  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

In  view  of  the  important  place  that  this  institution  has 
held  in  the  system  of  charities  in  our  Commonwealth  for  so 
many  years,  we  enter  upon  this  new  era  in  its  history  with 
the  hope  to  win  your  approval,  while  we  adhere  to  the  same 
humane  and  economical  administration  that  has  character- 
ized its  record  in  the  past.

Bridgewater,  Mass.,  Oct.  1,  1883. 
lo  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

The  following  is  submitted  as  the  report  of  the  State 
Workhouse  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1883,  covering 
nine  months  under  the  superintendence  of  my  predecessor, 
Capt.  Nahum  Leonard,  and  three  months  of  the  undersigned. 

I  arrived  at  the  institution  July  5,  and  entered  upon  my 
new  duties. 

On  the  morning  of  July  7,  about  9.20,  fire  was  dis- 
covered in  the  east  wing,  and  at  2  o'clock  nothing  remained 
of  the  State  Workhouse  but  the  barns  and  outbuildings. 

The  details  of  the  fire,  the  disposition  made  of  the 
inmates,  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  institution,  are  so 
thoroughly  treated  in  your  report  that  it  would  be  but 
useless  repetition  for  me  to  report  further  concerning  them. 
The  destruction  of  all  the  habitable  portion  of  the  buildings 
so  disorganized  the  institution  that  in  the  short  time  I  have 
been  in  charge  I  find  it  impossible  to  make  comment  or  offer 
suggestion  about  the  general  workings  of  the  institution.

The  report  of  hospital  work  to  July  7,  1883,  is  respect- 
fully submitted.

The  winter  and  spring  months  saw  our  wards  considerably 
more  crowded  than  usual,  owing  to  the  increased  number  oi 
invalids  and  broken-down  constitutions  then  committed 
to  the  institution.  Recoveries  among  this  number  were 
proportionally  large,  so  that  but  one  remained  who  could 
not  safely  be  removed  to  a  sister  institution  at  the  breaking 
out  of  fire,  which  so  quickly  consumed  the  tinderbox  known 
as  the  Bridgewater  Workhouse. 

Had  this  fire  occurred  in  the  night,  and  a  few  months 
earlier,  the  loss  of  life  must  have  been  appalling. 

The  management  of  the  institution  and  the  State  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  so  fortunate  an  escape  from  so  dire  a 
calamity. 

Twenty-seven  deaths  occurred  previous  to  July  7,  and 
one,  who  could  not  safely  be  removed,  has  been  provided 
for  at  the  town  almshouse,  until  his  death,  September  14. 

Five  children  have  been  born,  four  of  whom  were  ille- 
gitimate. 

In  concluding  we  would  express  our  regret  that  our  official 
relations  with  those   who  for  years  have  so  faithfully  man- 
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aged  the  affairs  of  this  institution  should  have  been  severed, 
and  for  whose  past  kindness  and  assistance  we  would  renew 
our  thanks,  and  to  their  successors  will  look  for  the  same 
courtesy  and  kindly  help  which  has  so  materially  assisted  in 
the  discharge  of  our  official  duties.

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PHYSICIAN'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Workhouse  : 

Immediately  following  the  arrival  of  the  inmates,  my  atten- 
tion was  called  to  nine  different  men  who  were  ailing,  all  of 
whom  were  treated  without  going  to  the  hospital. 

The  first  case  in  the  hospital  was  William  Kinsler,  ad- 
mitted July  15.  He  was  found  far  advanced  in  consump- 
tion and  died  August  4. 

John  Burns  was  admitted  August  2.  He  was  not  of  sound 
mind,  and  his  history  could  not  be  obtained.  He  died  Sep- 
tember 7,  of  consumption. 

Robert  McAdams,  a  man  of  slender  constitution,  was 
taken,  August  11,  with  a  severe  attack  of  sporadic  cholera 
(generally  called  cholera  morbus)  ;  he  passed  almost  imme- 
diately into  a  state  of  collapse,  and  in  spite  of  our  best 
efforts  died  August  19. 

Thomas  Curran,  for  a  long  time  a  confirmed  epileptic,  was 
taken  with  apoplexy  August  19.  He  became  rapidly  para- 
lyzed, passed  into  profound  stupor,  and  died  August  24. 

Many  other  cases  have  received  treatment  without  being 
confined  in  the  hospital. 

The  inmates  are  now  in  good  health,  and  the  hospital  is 
unoccupied.

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CHAPLAIN'S    REPORT. 


Bridgewater,  Oct.  5,  1883. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  State  Workhouse,  Bridgewater : 

Gentlemen, —  Upon  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Mr.  Hingeley 
as  Chaplain  of  the  above-named  institution,  I  had  the  honor 
of  being  appointed  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  office. 

My  labors  there  commenced  the  first  of  May,  and  con- 
tinued up  to  the  time  of  the  burning  of  the  buildings  of  the 
institution.  It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  from 
Sabbath  to  Sabbath  the  attention  given  to  all  the  services  was 
excellent.  The  Superintendent  and  his  family,  and  the 
officers  generally,  gave  the  meetings  their  personal  attend- 
ance and  influence. 

The  various  phases  of  the  institution  were  more  or  less 
represented  also.  The  greatest  possible  stillness  and  atten- 
tion were  always  apparent,  even  by  those  least  informed,  as 
well  as  by  all  others. 

The  organ  was  played  and  the  singing  led  by  Miss  Louise 
Leonard,  daughter  of  the  late  Superintendent.  The  whole 
audience  was  requested  to  join  in  the  singing,  which  they 
usually  did,  to  some  extent,  with  evident  delight. 

We  close  by  saying  that  the  time  and  means  employed  in 
the  religious  services  in  such  a  place  are  not  in  vain,  but 
evince  the  wisdom  of  those  in  authority  who  order  and 
sustain  them.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council : 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Work- 
house, in  compliance  with  sect.  3,  chap.  88,  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  herewith  present  their  thirty-first  annual  report, 
showing  the  condition  of  said  workhouse  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1884.  At  the  present  time  there  are  legally 
two  institutions  known  as  the  State  Workhouse  department : 
one  at  Westborough,  where  criminals  are  committed,  and  to 
which  paupers  are  transferred,  and  the  other  at  Bridgewater, 
where  new  buildings  are  being  erected,  to  which,  when  com- 
pleted, all  the  inmates  at  Westborough  will  be  removed,  as 
authorized  under  chap.  76  of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  1884. 
But  little  can  be  said  in  relation  to  the  department  at 
Westborough,  as  the  number  of  inmates  has  been  compara- 
tively small  for  most  of  the  year.  This  has  arisen  from  va- 
rious causes,  many  of  which  will  cease  to  exist  when  the  new 
buildings  at  Bridgewater  are  completed.  Since  the  institu- 
tion has  been  located  at  Westborough,  the  inmates  who  were 
able  to  perform  labor  have  been  employed Jn  seating  chairs, 
an  industry  useful  but  not  largely  remunerative.  The  health 
of  the  institution  has  been  generally  good.  Nothing  of  im- 
portance has  occurred  during  the  past  year  to  disturb  the 
general  routine  of  duties,  or  add  new  responsibilities  in  the 
management  of  the  institution.  A  considerable  amount  of 
money  has  been  received,  and  paid  into  the  Treasury,  for  la- 
bor performed  by  inmates,  and  from  cities  and  towns  where 
settlements  of  the  same  have  been  established,  thereby  in  a 
measure  reducing  the  expense  of  the  institution  to  the  State. 
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The   report   of  the   Superintendent,   herewith  submitted, 
gives  a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  inmates  admitted 
during  the  year,  the  amount  and  value  of  labor  performed, 
the  average  cost  of  each  person,  and  the  general  financial 
statement  of  the  institution.     It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
average  cost  has  somewhat  increased  over  previous  years,  for 
the  reason  that  two  institutions  necessarily  require  a  greater 
proportionate  outlay  than  one,  especially  when  they  are  fifty 
miles  apart.     Additional  officers  are  required  for  their  man- 
agement, while  at  the  same  time  it  is  impossible  to  utilize  the 
products  of  the  farm  at  Bridgewater  for  both  institutions,  in 
consequence  of  freights  and  cartage  to  Westborough  amount- 
ing to  nearly  the  value  of  such  supplies.     The  additional  ex- 
pense required  in  fitting  up   and   furnishing  the  building  at 
Westborough  for  the  accommodation  of  inmates  during  the 
last  winter  should  also  be  considered.     All  of  these  disad- 
vantageous circumstances  will  soon  be  remedied  by  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  buildings  at  Bridgewater.     Many  of  the 
commitments    to  the    State   Workhouse   department  are   of 
what  might  be  termed  criminal    paupers,    such    as    tramps 
seeking  food  and  shelter  wherever  they  may  happen  to  be, 
or  vagrants  and  vagabonds,  who  live  without  lawful  employ- 
ment orvisible  means  of  support.     If  there   were   a  greater 
uniformity  in  sentencing  this  class  of  criminals  it  would  be 
an  improvement  on  the  present  system  in   many   instances. 
In  one  part  of  the  Commonwealth  a  tramp  now  receives  a 
sentence  for  the  term  of  six  months,  in  another  for  one  year, 
and  in  still  another  for  two  years.     Perhaps  the  former  re- 
ceives his  sentence  in  the  month  of  July  and  is  entitled  to 
his  discharge  in  midwinter,  which  generally  results  in  his 
re-commitment  for  a   similar  offence,   thereby   necessitating 
an  additional  expense,  with  no  possible  benefit  to  the  person 
committed.     If  a  maximum  sentence  should  be  imposed,  and 
the  State  Board,  by  its  agents,  should,  upon  carefully  inves- 
tigating each  case,  decide  that  certain  inmates  could  be  other- 
wise properly  provided  for,  these  latter  might  then   be  par- 
doned or  discharged  by  the  proper  authorities,  which  would 
be  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  Trustees  take   this   opportunity  to  acknowledge  the 
kind  feelings  manifested  and  the  uniform  courtesies  extended 
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on  all  occasions,  by  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent  of  the 
State  Reform  School  while  occupying  the  institution  at  West- 
borough  in  part  with  them.  Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone  still 
continues  superintendent,  and  has  devoted  his  best  energies 
during  the  past  year,  not  only  to  the  management  of  the  in- 
stitution under  his  charge  at  Westborough,  but  in  rendering 
efficient  aid  to  the  Trustees  during  the  construction  of  the 
new  buildings  at  Bridgewater. 

On  the  27th  of  July,  1883,  an  appropriation  was  made  by 
the  legislature  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  re-building  the 
State  Workhouse  at  Bridgewater,  and  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  for  furnishing  the  same,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent  of  said  in- 
stitution. The  Governor  and  Council  were  to  decide,  first, 
upon  the  expediency  of  re-building ;  and,  having  so  decided, 
the  plans  and  specifications  were  to  be  submitted  for  their 
approval,  previous  to  making  a  contract  for  the  same.  Mr. 
George  A.  Clough,  architect,  of  Boston,  presented  plans  and 
specifications  which  were  approved  and  accepted.  Work 
was  commenced  as  early  as  possible  in  the  fall  of  1883,  but 
the  season  had  so  far  advanced  that  the  cold  and  inclement 
weather  of  the  winter  months  delayed  it  very  materially,  and 
during  a  part  of  the  time  it  was  abandoned  entirely.  Dur- 
ing this  interval  the  institution  at  Westborough  had  been 
filled  by  the  transfer  of  paupers  from  Tewksbury,  and  as  a 
relief  for  the  same  the  old  laundry  building  at  Bridgewater, 
which  was  not  wholly  destroyed  by  fire,  was  rebuilt  and  fur- 
nished for  the  accommodation  of  the  overflow  of  inmates  at 
Tewksbury  and  Westborough.  In  the  early  spring  of  the 
present  }rear,  it  appeared  to  the  Trustees  that  to  complete 
the  buildings  and  erect  new  ones  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  intended  and  needed,  more  money  would  be  re- 
quired. The  subject  was  presented  to  the  legislature  and 
an  appropriation  of  $35,000  was  made  for  the  completion  of 
the  buildings  already  in  process  of  erection,  and  $50,000 
for  the  construction  of  additional  buildings  for  a  prison  wing 
in  the  workhouse  department,  in  accordance  with  plans  to  be 
approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  thus  providing  for  a 
criminal  as  well  as  a  pauper  department,  with  sufficient  ac- 
commodations to  so  classify  the  inmates  that  paupers  and 
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criminals  will  not  occupy  the  same  buildings  or  apartments. 
The  following  is  a  description  of  buildings  in  process  of  erec- 
tion at  the  State   Workhouse,  Bridgewater. 

The  original  buildings  contracted  for  last  year  under  the 
first  appropriation,  consisted  of  two  dormitory  buildings,  the 
administration  and  hospital  buildings,  and  a  kitchen  connect- 
ing with  the  latter.  These  buildings,  as  previously  described 
in  the  report  of  last  year,  were  of  a  very  simple  character. 
They  were  constructed  of  brick,  were  built  with  special  re- 
gard to  their  fire-proof  qualities,  and  were  mainly  detached. 
They  were  originally  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
pauper  department,  but  by  the  addition  to  the  institution  of 
a  criminal  department,  as  provided  for  at  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature,  it  was  found  necessary  to  modify  somewhat 
the  general  grouping  or  lay-out  of  the  original  plan  ;  and  one 
of  the  dormitory  buildings  which  was  on  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  site,  has  been,  on  account  of  its  location,  considerably 
changed,  and  has  been  converted  into  quarters  for  the  officers 
of  the  institution,  and  a  chapel  for  both  criminal  and  pauper 
departments.  Connecting  with  it,  a  new  prison  wing  is  now 
in  process  of  construction,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  January  1st,  1885.  Under  this  new  arrangement,  the 
group  of  buildings  intended  to  accommodate  the  pauper  de- 
partment will  occupy  the  western  boundary  of  the  site,  which 
will  consist  of  two  dormitory  buildings,  constructed  to  ac- 
commodate one  hundred  and  fifty  each  ;  the  hospital,  kitchen 
and  bath-room  buildings,  and  the  boiler-house.  Attached  to 
this  group  is  a  one-story  structure  thirty-six  by  eighty  feet 
in  dimensions,  known  as  a  "  shanty,"  or  general  loafing 
place  for  the  paupers  in  stormy  weather,  etc.  ;  while  in  the 
prison  department  will  be  the  chapel  building  and  officers 
quarters,  and  the  new  prison  wing,  which  is  one  hundred 
and  eighty  feet  long  and  forty- four  feet  wide.  Occupying 
one-half  of  this  structure  are  ninety-six  cells,  arranged  in 
tiers,  twenty-four  cells  to  each  tier,  connected  with  stair- 
cases and  iron  balconies,  in  the  most  modern  and  improved 
manner.  In  the  other  half  are  three  stories,  to  be  devoted  to 
dormitories  and  workshops.  The  guard-room  connect'ng 
with  the  prison  is  at  the  first  floor  level,  and  in  the  chapel 
building.     The  new  wing  has  a  prison  yard,  with  an  area  of 
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twelve  thousand  square  feet,  inclosed  with  a  solid  masonry 
wall  sixteen  feet  high.  One  of  the  features  of  the  chapel  and 
prison  buildings  is  an  exterior  brick  and  stone  staircase  to 
each,  connecting  with  the  basement  and  the  several  stories 
above.  Upon  the  exterior  this  staircase  is  sufficiently  pro- 
tected from  the  weather  by  brick  walls,  with  open  arches, 
serving  all  the  purposes  of  an  interior  staircase,  and  at  the 
same  time,  being  entirely  removed  from  any  danger  of  fire 
from  the  interior,  it  insures  the  very  safest  exit,  The  ad- 
ministration building,  or  Superintendent's  house,  occupies 
the  front  of  the  institution,  and  is  now  nearly  complete,  and 
contains  accommodations  for  the  family  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, the  Trustees  on  their  official  visits,  and  an  officers' dining- 
room.  A  new  water-tower  is  to  be  erected  on  a  knoll  at 
the  highest  point  of  the  State  lands,  about  fifty  rods  distant 
from  the  main  institution,  and  is  to  consist  of  a  wrought-iron 
tank,  thirty-five  feet  high  and  eighteen  feet  in  diameter, 
resting  upon  a  substructure  of  masonry  about  twenty  feet 
above  the  grade.  The  tank  has  a  capacity  of  about  sixty 
thousand  gallons.  Of  the  remaining  work  to  be  done  to 
complete  the  general  group,  will  be  the  erection  of  an  office 
building  and  bell-tower,  adjoining  the  end  of  the  main  dor- 
mitory, in  the  rear  of  the  administration  building.  The 
general  group,  with  all  the  buildings  completed,  will  com- 
prise the  following : 

(1.)     Administration  building. 

(2.)     Pauper  Department. 

Dormitory  No.  1. 

Kitchen. 

Boiler  house. 

Bath  room. 

Dormitory  No.  2. 

Laundry. 

Shanty. 

Office. 

Bell-tower,  connected  with  dormitory  No.  1. 

(3.)      Criminal  Department. 

Chapel  building  and  officers'  quarters. 
Prison  wing  building. 
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All  of  these  buildings  are  constructed  of  brick  and  stone 
masonry,  of  a  very  substantial  character,  and  are  of  sound 
and  reliable  workmanship  throughout.  The  buildings  con- 
structed last  year,  comprising  ten  of  the  group,  were  erected 
by  James  Fagan,  mason  and  contractor,  of  Boston.  The 
prison  wing,  contracted  for  the  present  year,  is  being  built 
by  Messrs.  Dady  &  Flint,  masons  and  contractors,  of  Boston. 
Messrs.  Ingalls  &  Kendricken  are  putting  in  the  steam  heat- 
ing apparatus  in  the  pauper  department,  and  have  the  same 
nearly  completed.  All  the  plumbing  and  painting  are  being 
done  by  the  day,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  institution.

Deduct  the  amount  paid  into 
treasury  from  the  amount  expended,  and  it  gives  a 
net  cost  of  $3.31  weekly. 

The  average  expenditure  is  large,  but  when  we  consider 
the  very  unfavorable  circumstances  under  which  it  has  heen 
incurred,  — that  of  small  average  number ;  cost  of  running 
expenses  of  practically  two  institutions,  the  one  at  Westbor- 
ough,  the  other  at  Bridgewater  ;  inability  to  utilize  farm  prod- 
ucts at  Westborough  and  inmate  labor  of  Westborough  on 
farm  at  Bridgewater,  and  employment  of  hired  labor  instead  ; 
extra  transportation  and  travelling  expenses  ;  expense  of  fit- 
ting up  for  temporary  reception  of  large  numbers  of  overflow 
paupers  from  State  Almshouse  in  early  winter  at  both  West- 
borough  and  Bridgewater ;  large  outlay  for  bedding  and 
clothing  in  consequence  of  all  surplus  stock  having  been 
destroyed  in  the  fire ;  and  many  other  expenses,  incurred  on 
account  of  a  divided  institution,  small  individually,  but  taken 
in  the  aggregate  largely  increase  the  total  cost  or  expendi- 
ture.

Very  little  sickness  has  originated  among  the  prisoners 
during  the  year. 

Many  of  them  were  admitted  in  bad  condition  from  the 
effects  of  vice  and  exposure  ;  many  of  them  were  seriously 
diseased ;  but  as  a  rule  they  have  improved  rapidly  in  health 
under  the  salutary  influence  of  cleanliness  and  regular  habits.

Some  among  this  class  thought  themselves  entitled  to  a  bed, 
but  understanding  that  the  workhouse  was  not  designed  for 
the  repose  of  indolence,  it  was  our  purpose  to  keep  out  of 
the  hospital  every  man  who  could  do  any  work  without  self- 
injury. 

For  a  part  of  the  winter  the  Garden  House  was  used  as  a 
hospital,  giving  excellent  accommodations,  and,  what  is  so 
essential  in  a  sick-room,  sunshine.  From  the  following 
causes  there  have  been  10  deaths  in  the  year  :  Consumption, 
6;  pneumonia,  3;  heart  disease,  1.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Workhouse  : 

Since  the  presentation  of  the  last  annual  hospital  report 
of  the  State  Workhouse  there  has  been  no  separate  hospital 
established,  nor  any  necessity  for  one,  at  Bridgevvater ;  the 
few  cases  coming  under  treatment  having  been  cared  for  in  a 
large,  airy,  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated  dormitory,  where, 
for  the  short  time  they  have  required  medical  attendance,  they 
have  been  as  well  and  comfortably  cared  for  as  formerly  in 
better  regulated  but  more  crowded  quarters. 

Most  of  the  medical  work  here  has  been  for  such  as  would 
formerly  have  been  considered  as  out-patients  and  whose 
names  would  not  have  appeared  upon  the  hospital  records.

TEUSTEBS'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council : 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Workhouse 
herewith  present  their  Thirty-second  Annual  Report,  showing 
the  condition  of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridgewater  (as 
required  under  sect.  3,  chap.  88,  of  the  Public  Statutes),  to 
which  are  .appended  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and 
the  Physician  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1885. 

The  new  workhouse  buildings,  commenced  late  in  the  fall 
of  1883,  under  an  Act  passed  July  27  of  said  year,  and 
under  subsequent  Acts  of  the  legislature,  authorizing  the 
same,  have  been  enlarged  and  completed  during  the  present 
year,  and  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent,  under  whose  direc- 
tion said  buildings  have  been  erected,  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
state  that  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the  same  have  not 
been  exceeded,  and  that  no  extra  appropriation  will  be  re- 
quired for  their  completion. 

The  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy 
and  Charity,  states  in  relation  to  the  same  (page  137)  "  that 
the  buildings  are  fire-proof,  thoroughly  constructed,  and  so 
arranged  that  a  better  classification  of  the  inmates  can  be 
made  than  was  ever  possible  in  the  old  buildings  which  these 
replace.  The  whole  establishment,  though  built  with  great 
economy,  and  chiefly  adapted  for  able-bodied  men  and  the 
hospital  cases  that  naturally  occur  among  such,  is  one  of  the 
best  for  its  purposes  that  the  Commonwealth  possesses." 

The  inmates  who  were  placed  temporarily  in  the  State 
Reform  School  buildings  at  Westborough,  at  the  time  when 
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the  workhouse  at  Bridgewater  was  destroyed  by  fire  (July  7, 
1883),  were  transferred  to  the  new  workhouse  buildings  in 
December  last,  as  required  by  law. 

During  the  winter  months  the  buildings  were  not  sufficient 
to  accommodate,  in  the  proper  departments,  the  large  number 
who  were  committed,  and  it  became  necessary  to  use  the  chapel 
as  a  dormitory  for  a  portion  of  the  time,  but  during  the  spring 
and  summer  months  the  number  was  largely  reduced,  either 
by  the  granting  of  pardons  or  the  termination  of  sentences. 
The  commitments  generally  commence,  early  in  the  month 
of  October  in  each  year,  and  continue  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  until  the  following  January. 

It  may  be  a  question  worth  considering,  whether  or  not  it 
would  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction  if  provision  were  to  be 
made  whereby  those  persons  who  are  committed  for  a  second 
or  third  time,  should  remain  during  the  full  term  of  their 
sentences,  and  thereby  contribute  somewhat  towards  their 
own  support  by  the  labor  which  they  could  perform  on  the 
farm  or  elsewhere  during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 

The  transfer  of  inmates  from  the  State  Almshouse  at  Tewks- 
bury  to  the  pauper  department  of  the  State  Workhouse  at 
Bridgewater,  as  authorized  under  sect.  4,  chap.  297,  of  the 
Acts  of  1884,  has  proved  beneficial,  inasmuch  as  the  number 
of  inmates  can  in  this  way  be  more  equally  distributed  between 
the  two  institutions.  Several  transfers  have  been  made  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  Lunacy  and  Charity. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  accommodations  for  another 
department  in  the  institution  should  be  provided  so  as  to  admit 
women.  A  few  of  these  are  now  committed  to  the  pauper 
department,  and  should  the  commitments  continue  to  any 
great  extent,  or  transfers  be  made,  an  appropriation  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  an  entirely  separate  department,  with  a 
hospital  and  other  conveniences,  and  where  female  nurses  and 
attendants  shall  be  employed.  Unless  such  a  plan  is  adopted 
it  would  be  far  better  to  postpone  for  the  present  the  transfer 
or  commitment  of  women  to  said  institution,  except  a  small 
number  who  can  aid  in  the  housekeeping  department. 

Several  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  farm  during 
the  past  year,  and  good  crops  have  been  the  result,  the  labor 
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being  performed  mostly  by  inmates.  The  only  industry  at 
the  present  time,  except  work  on  the  farm,  is  that  of  seating 
chairs,  which  employment  is  not  very  remunerative,  but  it 
furnishes  work  for  a  class  of  inmates,  who  require  a  cer- 
tain degree  of  restraint,  and  would  otherwise  remain  idle. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent  that 
the  inmates  shall  receive  kind  and  humane  treatment,  but  at 
the  same  time  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government 
of  the  institution  are  to  be  strictly  observed  and  enforced. 

It  seems  quite  necessary  that  one  of  the  large  barns,  which 
was  erected  about  thirty  years  ago,  should  receive  extensive 
repairs  and  be  moved  from  its  present  location  to  a  point 
somewhat  farther  from  the  institution  buildings.  A  shed 
is  also  much  needed  for  the  storage  of  coal,  and  a  reasonable 
appropriation  could  be  economically  expended  for  these 
purposes. 

Chap.  116  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  authorized  the  Trustees  to 
procure  a  supply  of  water  from  Taunton  River  for  the  insti- 
tution. In  compliance  with  said  act  a  lot  of  land,  containing 
four  and  one-fourth  acres  adjoining  Taunton  River,  has  been 
purchased  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twelve  and  fifty  one 
hundredths  dollars,  a  pumping  station  has  been  erected  on 
the  same,  and  the  necessary  machinery  and  fixtures  connected 
therewith  will  soon  be  completed,  which  will  furnish  the 
institution  with  an  abundant  supply  of  water. 

In  compliance  with  sect.  7,  chap.  79,  of  the  Public  Statutes 
the  Trustees  appointed  Messrs.  Joshua  E.  Crane  and  Nahum 
Leonard  of  Bridgewater  to  take  an  inventory  and  make  an 
appraisal  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with 
the  institution  and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  whose 
report  is  herewith  submitted.

Allowance  for  these  sums  reduces  the  expense  of  the  in- 
stitution to  the  State,  for  the  year  to  about  $39,039.53. 
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Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone  remains  Superintendent,  and  his 
experience  in  the  management  of  public  institutions  eminently 
qualifies  him  for  the  duties  of  his  position.  His  valuable 
services,  and  the  aid  rendered  by  him  in  the  erection  of  the 
new  buildings,  have  been  fully  appreciated  by  the  Trustees. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  the 
number  of  inmates  admitted,  the  average  weekly  cost  of  the 
same,  and  other  statistics  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  herewith  presented.

I  can  hardly  subscribe  to  the  report  without  first  express- 
ing the  sense  of  relief  we  feel  that  many  of  the  difficulties 
and  embarrassments  of  the  past  two  years,  or  during  the 
period  since  the  burning  of  the  institution,  have  now  practi- 
cally ended.  The  new  buildings  are  completed  and  we  are, 
so  to  speak,  "  home  again." 

The  workhouse  at  Westborough,  has  been  abolished  and 
re-established  at  Bridgewater  on  the  old  site,  but  in  new 
quarters,  and  its  operations  and  interests  are  again  centred 
in  one  household.  The  farm  and  its  products  and  labor  of 
inmates  are  now  made,  if  not  a  source  of  profit,  one  of 
revenue  which  will  largely  reduce  expenses.  That  we  are 
once  more  settled,  I  am  sure  you  are  well  pleased,  but  I  can 
assure  you  not  more  so  than  your  Superintendent  and  officers, 
whose  duties  and  cares  have  been,  from  necessity,  at  times, 
arduous  and  trying  during  this  period  ;  and  of  the  latter  it 
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gives  me  much  pleasure  to  attest,  in  almost  every  instance, 
their  faithful  performance  of  the  work  assigned  them. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  many 
favors  and  courtesies  shown  me  by  the  Board  of  Health, 
Lunacy  and  Charity  and  its  several  departmental  officials, 
the  Reform  School  and  officers,  and  all  others  with  whom 
we  have  been  more  or  less  connected. 

To  you,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
I  am  deeply  indebted  for  your  most  generous  support  and 
confidence.

The   thirty-second  annual  report  is  herewith  respectfully

The  first  three  months  of  the  past  fiscal  year  our  work 
was  mostly  confined  to  out-patients,  who,  while  never  appear- 
ing on  the  hospital  record,  yet  by  their  numerous  ills,  real 
or  imagined,  more  than  doubled  the  labor  of  your  medical 
attendant  and  his  assistant,  and  for  the  year  have  necessi- 
tated something  over  eight  hundred  prescriptions. 

January  first,  when  the  inmates  from  Westborough  were 
transferred,  our  hospital  labor  began  and  was  continued  quite 
uniformly  up  to  the  present  time,  our  numbers  ranging  from 
twelve  to  fifty-nine  and  averaging  twenty-five  for  the  past 
nine  months. 

Admissions  for  the  several  months  have  been  as  follows  : 
for  the  months  of  Oct.,  1;  Nov.,  1;  Dec,  15;  Jan.,  23; 
Feb.,  11 ;  March,  17  ;  April,  12  ;  May,  47  ;  June,  9  ;  July, 
8  ;  Aug.,  10  ;  Sept.,  22.  Very  few  of  the  cases  have  origi- 
nated since  admission  to  the  institution,  but  have  been 
brought  here  by  their  fault  or  misfortune.  While  our  chari- 
table institutions  are  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  unfortunates 
of  the  State,  this  is  to  be  expected ;  but  when,  superadded  to 
this,  our  sister  institution  at  Tewksbury  sends  us  of  her  super- 
abundance of  decrepit  humanity,  four-fifths  of  whom  must  of 
necessity  come  at  once  under  hospital  treatment,  we  must 
expect  to  find  our  invalid  corps  disproportionately  large. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  names  of  the  principal  dis

TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Workhouse 
respectfully  submit  their  Thirty-third  Annual  Report,  show- 
ing the  condition  of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridge  water  (in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  sect.  3,  chap.  88,  of  the 
Public  Statutes) ,  to  which  are  added  the  reports  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  Physician  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1886. 

The  trustees  have  held  regular  meetings  at  the  institution 
during  the  year,  and  some  members  of  the  board  have  vis- 
ited the  different  departments  of  the  same  each  week  as 
required  by  law ;  and  they  cannot  but  bear  testimony  that 
the  same  excellent  management  and  condition  prevail  which 
have  existed  in  previous  years. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  has  been  somewhat  less 
than  formerly,  which  necessarily  increases  the  expense  per 
inmate  over  what  it  would  be  if  the  number  had  been  larger 
and  more  permanent  for  the  entire  year. 

Several  transfers  of  inmates  from  the  State  Almshouse  have 
been  made  during  the  year,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Lunacy  and  Charity,  principally  to  the  hospital  department. 

In  the  prison  department  the  inmates  are  still  employed 
in  seating  chairs,  —  to  a  limited  extent  during  the  summer, 
but  more  extensively  during  the  winter. 

The  products  of  the  farm  have  been  abundant  the  past 
year,  the  labor  being  principally  performed  by  inmates. 

Some  discussion  was  had  during  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  but  no  action  taken,  in  relation  to  providing 
some  means  for  the  reformation  of  confirmed  inebriates,  or 
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in  other  words  to  provide  some  suitable  place  where  those 
who  are  habitually  addicted  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  who  are  legally  termed  common  drunkards,  might  be 
committed  under  due  process  of  law,  which  should  be  a 
separate  department  in  some  institution  where  the  inmates 
could  receive  such  treatment  and  care  as  would  tend  towards 
their  reformation.  Persons  who  are  now  convicted  of  said 
offence  under  existing  laws  are  committed  to  the  Houses  of 
Correction,  State  Reformatory  and  State  Workhouse,  with 
other  criminals  who  have  committed  greater  or  less  offences. 
From  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  on  Prisons  it  appears 
that  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  persons  were  committed  to 
the  different  houses  of  correction  in  this  Commonwealth,  as 
common  drunkards,  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  3,  1885. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  discuss  the  advantages  or  disad- 
vantages which  might  result  from  such  proposed  attempt  at 
reforming  this  class  of  criminals  ;  but  if  the  experiment  is 
worth  making,  one  of  the  large  buildings  at  the  workhouse 
could  be  used  for  that  purpose,  with  very  little  expense  to 
the  Commonwealth. 

Under  chap.  33  of  the  Resolves  of  1886,  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  moving 
and  repairing  one  of  the  barns,  and  for  the  erection  of  stock 
sheds,  a  stable  and  a  suitable  building  for  the  storage  of 
coal.  The  barn  has  been  moved  and  repaired,  and  a  suita- 
ble stock  shed  erected  in  connection  therewith,  with  such  im- 
provements as  will  give  more  commodious  quarters  for  the  safe 
keeping  and  storage  of  the  various  products  of  the  farm  than 
have  hitherto  been  provided.  Work  will  soon  be  commenced 
on  the  other  buildings  provided  for  under  said  Resolve. 

Under  chap.  219  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  provide  a  Building  for  the  Chronic  Insane  at  the  State 
Workhouse  at  Bridgewater,"  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars was  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  John  A.  Fox,  Esq., 
of  Boston,  was  employed  as  architect,  to  prepare  plans  and 
make  specifications  for  the  same.  As  required  under  said 
Act  said  plans  and  specifications  have  been  presented  to  the 
Governor  and  Council,  and  received  their  approval. 

The  work  of  construction  was  commenced  shortly  after- 
wards, and  it  is  expected  that  the  buildings  will  be  com- 
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pleted  and  ready  for  occupancy  soon  after  the  first  of 
January  next.  The  Act  provides  that  said  building  shall 
accommodate  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
chronic  insane  persons  of  the  pauper  and  harmless  class. 
The  building,  when  completed,  will  accommodate  one  hun- 
dred and  forty  persons. 

On  the  fourteenth  day  of  September  last  fifty  chronic 
insane  persons  were  transferred  from  the  different  lunatic 
hospitals  in  the  Commonwealth  to  the  State  Workhouse, 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and 
Charity,  and  placed  temporarily  in  the  almshouse  depart- 
ment until  the  new  hospital  buildings  are  completed. 

A  portion  of  the  stone  walls  south  and  east  of  the  institu- 
tion buildings  having  been  removed,  and  used  in  construct- 
ing the  foundation  for  the  same,  an  appropriation  will  be 
required  for  building  a  suitable  fence  in  place  of  said  walls  ; 
also  for  a  fence  around  the  buildings  for  the  insane  and  the 
yard  connected  therewith. 

Provision  should  also  be  made  for  the  erection  and  fur- 
nishing of  a  suitable  building  for  laundry  purposes,  and  for 
the  storage  and  safe  keeping  of  groceries  and  other  supplies 
for  the  institution,  and  a  reasonable  appropriation  for  the 
same  could  be  economically  expended. 

It  is  suggested  for  consideration  that  some  name  should 
be  substituted  for  that  of  State  Workhouse,  by  which  the 
institution  shall  hereafter  be  designated.  Its  present  name 
carries  with  it,  to  the  minds  of  many  persons,  an  erroneous 
idea  of  its  real  character.  Although  a  portion  of  the 
inmates  are  criminals  under  the  law,  a  large  number  are 
paupers  ;  and  soon  an  insane  department  will  also  be  estab- 
lished in  said  workhouse.  The  offences  for  which  persons 
are  committed  to  the  prison  department  are  often  simple  in 
their  character,  and  the  persons  committing  such  offences 
are  those  who  might  properly  be  termed,  in  many  instances, 
pauper  criminals.  If  some  such  name  were  to  be  adopted 
as  "  State  Farm  "  it  would  appear  more  mild,  and  would 
not  carry  with  it  that  terror  to  certain  persons  which  is  now 
sometimes  the  case.  Under  its  present  name  it  is  associated 
with  those  institutions  in  places  and  countries  where  regular 
workhouses,  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  are  established  by 
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law,  and  which  are  of  an  entirely  different  character  from 
the  only  one  in  our  own  Commonwealth.

In  compliance  with  sect.  7,  chap.  79,  of  the  Public  Stat- 
utes, the  trustees  appointed  Hon.  Joshua  E.  Crane  and  Capt. 
Nahum  Leonard  of  Bridgewater  to  take  the  annual  inven- 
tory and  make  an  appraisal  of  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty connected  with  the  institution  and  belonging  to  the 
Commonwealth,  whose  statement  is  herewith  submitted. 

A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  insti- 
tution, the  number  of  inmates  admitted  during  the  year, 
the  average  weekly  cost  of  the  same  and  other  statistics  will 
be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Physician 
herewith  presented. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone  is  still  superintendent,  and  the 
three  years  of  his  administration  have  been  pre-eminently 
successful  and  satisfactory,  not  only  in  the  government  and 
management  of  the  institution,  but  in  the  efficient  aid  and 
valuable  services  which  he  has  rendered  in  the  erection  of 
the  new  buildings  as  well  as  those  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction. 

The  subordinate  officers  appointed  by  the  Superintendent, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Trustees,  have  been  faithful  and 
efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties.

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HOSPITAL   REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridge- 
water. 

The  Hospital  Report  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1886, 
is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year,  we  are  forcibly  struck 
with  the  large  proportion  of  diseases  incident  to  old  age  and 
complete  exhaustion  of  the  vftal  powers  of  those  who  have 
come  under  our  care,  many  of  whom  from  the  first  have  been 
in  the  old  men's  ward,  where  they  have  received  much  of 
the  care  and  attention  which  would  have  been  given  them  in 
the  hospital  proper,  and  to  which  only  a  small  proportion 
have  been  transferred ;  consequently  their  names  are  not,  as 
in  former  years,  entered  upon  the  hospital  record.  This 
fact  alone  makes  a  large  reduction  in  the  number  of  admis- 
sions, while  of  those  admitted  the  proportional  death  rate  is 
very  much  increased,  as  must  inevitably  be  the  case  when 
they  are  transferred  to  render  their  last  days  more  quiet  and 
comfortable  than  can  be  done  among  their  associates  in  the 
old  men's  ward,  a  hospital  in  effect  though  not  in  name,  and 
where  they  often  wish  to  be  allowed  to  remain,  fearing  to 
lose  some  of  their  liberties  by  the  change.

There  have  been  an  average  of  twenty-eight  inmates  in  the 
hospital  for  the  year,  and  while  the  number  is  smaller,  for 
the  reasons  before  mentioned,  this  average  is  larger  than 
usual.     Of  the  seventy-eight  deaths  recorded,  fifty-two  were 
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of  diseases  of  debility,  exhaustion  and  consumption  ;  eight 
others  of  diseases  of  the  nerve  centres,  and  incurable  from 
their  very  nature ;  deducting  these,  sixteen  deaths  remain 
from  diseases  such  as  constitute  the  greater  part  of  those 
usually  to  be  met  with  in  the  larger  hospitals  of  the  State  ; 
of  these  latter,  only  a  portion  of  which  are  curable,  some 
very  satisfactory  and  unexpected  results  have  followed. 
These  results  could  only  have  been  attained  through  the 
intelligent  and  unremitting  attention  of  the  hospital  steward, 
Dr.  Charles  A.  Blake,  whose  unwearying  and  scrupulous 
oversight  and  personal  effort  have  secured  a  degree  of  order 
and  cleanliness  which  have  rendered  a  resort  to  disinfectants 
for  the  purpose  of  deodorization  entirely  unnecessary ;  and 
by  purification  of  beds  and  their  surroundings,  as  well  as 
personal  cleanliness  of  their  inmates,  the  baneful  influence  of 
the  aggregation  of  loathsome  diseases  has  been  overcome, 
and  our  wards  rendered  more  homelike  and  attractive  than 
ever. 

The  medical  work  of  your  physician  and  hospital  steward 
is  by  no  means  confined  to  the  hospital  and  old  men's  ward, 
but  during  some  of  the  months  of  the  year  is  more  than 
doubled  by  the  calls  for  assistance  from  those  who  are  better 
off  in  the  shop  and  on  the  farm  than  in  the  hospital,  where 
their  indolence  and  desire  for  personal  attention  from  the 
medical  officers  would  place  them ;  for  here  we  have  to  deal 
with  a  class  of  patients  who  prefer  to  be  sick,  rather  than 
perform  the  light  tasks  required  of  them,  the  doing  of  which 
is  the  best  possible  medicine  for  them  and  without  which 
the  adage,  "  Satan  finds  mischief  for  idle  hands  to  do,"  is 
repeatedly  verified. 

In  closing  this  report  I  would  return  thanks  to  the  super- 
intendent, matron  and  officers  of  the  institution,  for  their 
uniform  kindness  and  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  my  offi- 
cial duties.

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TEUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council: 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm  here- 
with present  their  thirty-fourth  annual  report,  showing  the 
condition  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridge  water  (as  required 
under  sect.  3,  chap.  88  of  the  Public  Statutes),  to  which  is 
added  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Physician  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1887. 

The  inmates  of  the  institution  who  are  able  to  perform 
labor  have  been  employed  in  the  workshop  and  on  the  farm, 
as  in  previous  years. 

The  farm,  which  contains  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
acres,  is  in  an  excellent  state  of  cultivation.  Its  products 
have  been  abundant  during  the  past  year,  and  most  of  the 
labor  has  been  done  by  inmates. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  three  separate  departments 
in  the  institution,  as  established  under  different  acts  of  the 
Legislature,  viz.  :  A  workhouse  department,  to  which  are 
committed  persons  who  are  found  guilty,  by  the  various 
courts  in  the  Commonwealth,  of  being  tramps,  vagabonds, 
common  drunkards,  and  the  like  ;  an  almshouse  department 
where  persons  are  admitted  who  apply  for  aid,  but  who 
have  no  legal  settlement  in  the  State,  also  where  the  trus- 
tees, with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and 
Charity,  transfer  inmates  from  the  State  Almshouse;  also 
an  asylum  for  the  chronic  insane  of  the  pauper  and  harmless 
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class,  who  are  transferred  from  the  several  lunatic  hospitals 
by  the  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity,  all  under  the  direction 
and  management  of  one  Superintendent. 

Under  chap.  219  of  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1886, 
entitled  an  "  Act  to  provide  a  Building  for  the  Chronic 
Insane  at  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridge  water,"  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

The  building  has  been  erected  and  furnished  without 
exceeding  said  appropriation. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  said  new  building  was  planned 
and  erected  to  accommodate  only  chronic  insane  men  of  the 
pauper  and  harmless  class  (chap.  219,  acts  of  1886),  yet  in 
consequence  of  the  transfer  from  different  lunatic  hospitals 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  quite  a  large  number  who  belong  to 
the  criminal  insane  class,  it  becomes  necessary  to  provide 
additional  accommodations  more  safe  and  secure  than  was 
originally  contemplated  and  provided  for  under  said  act. 

An  appropriation  will  therefore  be  required  for  said  pur- 
pose. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  one  hundred  and  thirty-live 
insane  persons  in  the  institution. 

Under  chap.  56  of  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1887,  a 
suitable  fence  has  been  erected  around  a  portion  of  the  State 
Farm  buildings,  also  new  laundry  apartments  have  been  pre- 
pared and  furnished,  and  certain  important  changes  made  in 
the  kitchen  and  dining-room  departments. 

Additional  land  has  also  been  purchased  for  cemetery 
purposes  as  authorized  under  said  act. 

In  compliance  with  sect.  7,  chap.  79,  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  the  Trustees  have  caused  the  annual  inventory  to 
be  taken,  and  an  appraisal  made  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  a  statement  of 
which  is  herewith  submitted. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  the 
number  admitted  to  the  institution,  the  number  discharged, 
the  average  weekly  cost  and  the  amount  expended  under 
special  appropriations  for  new  buildings  the  past  year,  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Trustees  again  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing 
their  confidence  in  the  ability  and  faithfulness  of  Mr.  H.  M. 
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Blacks  tone,  the  Superintendent,  not  only  because  of  his 
excellent  management  of  the  institution,  but  also  on  account 
of  the  valuable  services  he  has  rendered  in  the  construction 
and  erection  of  the  new  hospital  buildings. 

The  officers  appointed  by  the  Superintendent,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Trustees,  have  discharged  their  duties  in  a 
faithful  and  satisfactory  manner.

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HOSPITAL    EEPOKT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater, 
Mass. 

The  Hospital  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  this 
thirtieth  day  of  September,  1887,  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  this  department  since  our  last 
report,  we  mid  the  same  characteristics  that  have  been 
noticed  in  years  past,  and  probably  will  be  noticed  in  years 
to  come,  by  those  who  have  in  charge  the  physical  ailments 
of  such  as,  from  ignorance,  vice,  or  misfortune,  for  the  most 
part,  fill  the  charitable  and  reformatory  institutions  all  over 
the  land.  Our  wards  show  a  large  proportion  of  diseases 
of  debility  combined  with  such  as  arise  from  the  depraved 
lives  of  the  vicious  in  person,  or  of  their  ancestors ;  super- 
added to  these  is  that  element  which  has  been  provided  for 
by  the  legislation  of  the  past  two  years,  resulting  in  the  re- 
cent establishment  of  a  department  tor  the  criminal  and 
incurable  insane,  who,  since  the  completion  of  the  new  build- 
ings, have  been  transferred  here  to  the  number  of  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  or  more,  and  for  whose  accommodation 
ample  provisions  have  been  made  in  the  large,  well-lighted 
and  heated  dormitories  and  in  the  sunny,  cheerful  day  rooms 
of  those  buildings.  In  submitting  this  report  we  will  not 
review  in  detail  the  large  amount  of  work  necessitated  for 
the  out-patients,  which,  while  it  is  in  the  especial  province 
of  your  Physician  and  his  Assistant,  and  demands  a  large 
proportion  of  their  time,  is  not  a  subject  of  such  record  as 
would  appear  here  beyond  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
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not  far  from  one  thousand  different  prescriptions  have  been 
required  over  and  above  the  care  and  time  bestowed  upon 
their  surgical  necessities,  and  as  a  result  our  wards  have  not 
been  over-crowded,  which  in  itself  is  a  cause  for  congratu- 
lation both  to  inmates  and  their  attendants, — twenty-live 
being  the  average  number  for  the  year.  In  this  connection 
we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  well-lighted 
and  heated  surgical  ward  or  operating-room,  opening  from 
or  near  the  main  ward,  is  a  most  desirable  addition  to  our 
present  accommodations  for  the  performance  of  even  minor 
operations,  and  the  administration  of  ether  in  a  general  ward 
is  highly  objectionable,  both  to  those  in  charge  and  the 
surrounding  patients.

Sixty-seven  different  diseases,  with  many  variations  in 
their  type  and  severity,  have  come  under  treatment.  Fifty- 
eight  deaths,  one-half  of  which  were  from  lung  diseases, 
have  occurred ;  diseases  of  nerve  centres  and  general  debil- 
ity have  carried  off  fifteen  more,  leaving  fourteen  deaths 
attributable  to  all  other  causes. 

The  order  and  cleanliness  secured  has  been  the  subject  of 
favorable  comment  of  such  visitors  as  are  familiar  with  hos- 
pital work,  and  must  have  challenged  approval  on  your 
official  inspection  during  the  year,  and  merits  from  you, 
as  it  certainly  receives  from  your  visiting  physician,  most 
hearty  commendation ;  nor  would  we  forget  the  constant 
watchful  care  bestowed  upon  those  of  our  inmates  who,  from 
mental  incapacity  or  physical  defect,  might  of  themselves 
have  been  overlooked  or  thrust  aside  by  more  clamorous 
pretenders  for  our  professional  attention  whose  professed 
ills  often  prove  of  little  or  no  merit. 

For  the  considerate,  intelligent  service  of  the  Steward  and 
the  uniform  courtesy  of  the  officers  of  the  institution  we  are 
indebted  for  much  of  the  success  and  personal  satisfaction 
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attendant  upon  the  discharge  of  our  duties,  as  well  as  for 
the  favorable  sanitary  condition  obtained  by  this  harmonious 
conjoined  action. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  not  forget  the  courteous  consid- 
eration extended  to  us  by  your  honorable  board  and  the 
Superintendent,  nor  his  ready  and  wise  support  in  the  dis- 
charge of  our  official  duties.

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TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3, 
chapter  88  of  the  Public  Statutes,  the  Trustees  of  the  State 
Almshouse  and  State  Farm  herewith  present  their  Thirty- 
fifth  Annual  Report,  showing  the  condition  of  the  State 
Farm  at  Bridgewater,  to  which  is  added  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  for  the  financial  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1888. 

The  inmates  of  the  institution  who  are  able  to  perform 
labor  have  been  employed  on  the  farm  and  in  the  workshop 
as  formerly. 

The  farm  is  under  a  good  state  of  cultivation,  and  the 
products  of  the  same  during  the  past  year  have  been  abun- 
dant. 

The  main  buildings  of  the  institution  are  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  will  require  no  special  appropriation  for  repairs  or 
otherwise  during  the  coming  year. 

Under  chapter  89  of  the  Resolves  for  the  year  1888  an 
appropriation  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
furnishing  strong  buildings  for  insane  male  criminals,  also 
for  building  an  addition  to  the  hospital  for  the  medical  treat- 
ment of  the  sick  insane.  Plans  have  been  prepared  and 
work  has  been  commenced  on  said  buildings,  and  will  be 
continued,  so  far  as  practicable,  during  the  present  year. 
Said  resolve  requires  provision  to  be  made  in  said  building 
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for  not  less  than  one  hundred  patients,  including  accommo- 
dations for  the  physician  and  attendants.  From  careful 
examination  it  is  estimated  that  the  amount  appropriated  for 
said  buildings  will  not  be  sufficient  to  complete  and  furnish 
the  same  as  required. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for 
obtaining  a  supply  of  pure  water  for  the  institution,  for 
moving  and  repairing  the  barn  nearest  the  main  buildings, 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  storage  of  ice,  and  for 
furnishing,  lighting  and  heating  the  new  buildings  in  process 
of  construction. 

In  compliance  with  section  7,  chapter  79  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  the  Trustees  have  caused  the  annual  inventory  to 
be  taken  and  an  appraisal  made  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  a  statement  of 
which  is  hereto  annexed. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  the  Trustees  to  give  a  full  and 
detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  inmates  admitted  and 
discharged  since  their  last  report,  or  the  number  remaining 
in  the  institution,  the  appropriations  and  receipts,  the  aver- 
age weekly  cost,  the  disbursements  and  expenditure  of 
money  under  special  appropriations  and  otherwise,  as  all  of 
these  facts,  with  other  valuable  information,  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  herewith  submitted. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone  still  holds  the  position  of  Super- 
intendent. His  record  as  a  competent  and  efficient  public 
officer  requires  no  endorsement  from  the  Trustees.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S     REPORT. 


State  Farm,  Bridgewater,  Sept.«30,  1888. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm. 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  188S:  — 

The  year  just  closing  seems,  after  careful  and  thoughtful 
review,  to  be  just  like  the  others  recently  passed.  It  is  one 
that  we  can  safely  say  has  been  attended  with  average  suc- 
cess and  prosperity,  in  the  institution  sense  of  the  terms  ; 
at  least,  nothing  extraordinary  or  especially  eventful  has 
occurred  to  sharply  contrast  it  with  former  years.  The  same 
complex  population  has  come  and  gone,  —  come  from  various 
sources,  for  the  same  reasons,  and  we  have  fulfilled  statute 
requirements  in  their  care  and  detention.  Those  able  to 
perform  labor  have  been  steadily  employed,  the  aged  and 
infirm  have  been  made  as  comfortable  and  cheerful  in  their 
declining  years  as  circumstances  would  permit,  the  sick  have 
been  well  and  humanely  cared  for.  No  epidemic  or  danger- 
ous disease  has  broken  out,  no  insubordination  or  especial 
disorder  has  occurred  ;  nothing,  in  fact,  has  transpired  to 
distinguish  this  from  former  years,  and  if  we  conceive  the 
foregoing  to  be  our  full  measure  of  duty,  we  may,  with  regu- 
lation compliments  and  mutual  congratulations,  with  reverent 
thankfulness  for  past  blessings  and  hope  for  the  future, x;lose 
this  thirty-fifth  annual  with  a  fair  degree  of  complacency. 

But  while  I  would  in  no  way  belittle  the  work  we  have 
done,  I  am  impressed  that  a  careful  analysis  of  our  labors 
with  those  committed  to  our  charge  will  not  show  such 
marked  progress  toward  the  one  great  end  —  reformation  — 
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as  we  could  wish.  It  may  be  said  that  we  do  what  the  State 
directs ;  but  if,  for  any  reason,  the  State's  direction  is  a 
wrong  one,  who  can  more  consistently  suggest  improvement 
than  those  directly  and  indirectly  intrusted  with  the  care  of 
these  unfortunate  people  ? 

Observation  and  experience  for  years  are  of  little  value  if 
they  teach  nothing.  The  class  I  have  in  mind  are  those 
committed  to  our  prison  department,  principally  for  the 
following  causes :  tramping,  vagrancy  and  drunkenness. 
For  the  latter  class,  I  firmly  believe,  and  have  long  felt,  that 
more  effectual  work  might  be  done.  Much  has  been  said 
and  written,  socially,  sentimentally  and  scientifically,  on  this 
question,  either  as  intemperance,  intoxication  or  inebriation, 
and  finally  dipsomania.  I  have  not  the  ability  or  desire  to 
enter  upon  a  discussion  of  these  different  conditions  in  the 
relations  mentioned  ;  but  from  observation  during  a  period 
of  sixteen  years,  and  an  experience  of  almost  daily  contact 
with  a  class  who  can  unquestionably  be  denominated  drunk- 
ards, we  venture  the  suggestion  that  plain  common  sense 
demands  a  different  treatment  for  this  unfortunate  class, 
who,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  will  be  found  true  men,  well 
worthy  of  our  best  efforts  for  reformation. 

The  imposing  a  fine  or  a  positive  sentence  of  a  few  months 
offers  but  temporary  restraint  at  best,  and  its  wisdom  may 
well  be  questioned  ;  doubtless  many  men  have  become  con- 
firmed drunkards  through  the  operation  of  this  well-intended 
but  positively  injurious  system  of  law  for  correcting  this 
great  and  alarmingly  increasing  evil.  In  my  judgment  a 
commitment  for  a  long  period,  which  shall  amount  practically 
to  guardianship,  will  effect  better  and  greater  restraint,  less 
actual  detention,  and  exert  a  much  stronger  reformatory 
influence.  I  have  yet  to  discover  a  case  whose  treatment 
under  this  fine  and  costs  or  short  term  plan  ever  effected 
anything  more  than  temporary  restraint.  Believing  that 
some  more  effective  treatment  is  necessary  for  this  class,  and 
that  the  State  Farm  offers  a  most  favorable  place  to  inaugu- 
rate a  new  system  for  their  care  and  control,  it  therefore 
seems  to  me  that  some  plan  might  be  instituted,  with  new 
legislation,  by  which  progress  in  the  right  direction  might 
be  made.    We  have  good  buildings,  good  location,  —  remote 
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from  temptations  and  neighborhood  annoyances, — and, 
with  a  transposition  or  exchange  of  population  with  the 
several  county  jails  and  houses  of  correction,  I  believe  the 
continued  drunkards  can  be  all  accommodated  here  with 
no  great  outlay. 

The  majority  of  our  commitments  are  made  in  October 
and  November,  for  six  months,  as  tramps  and  vagrants.  In 
most  cases  they  are  sought  for  by  the  prisoners  themselves, 
who  regard  the  institution  as  a  comfortable  refuge  for  the 
winter  months.  Temporary  care  and  repair  are  secured, 
and  indigence  is  thus  encouraged.  It  is  not  my  intention  to 
enter  into  a  detailed  discussion  of  this  question,  but  to  refer 
to  it  as  a  "  way  and  means"  by  which  to  bring  it  to  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature. 

With  your  approval  I  would  earnestly  suggest  asking  the 
next  Legislature  to  consider  a  proposition  to  so  change  the 
laws  of  commitment  of  tramps,  vagrants  and  drunkards  as  to 
give  this  institution  the  latter  class  exclusively ;  the  sen- 
tence to  be  indeterminate,  and  the  Trustees  to  have  the  same 
power  to  release  and  remand  as  is  now  given  the  Prison 
Commissioners  for  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory. 

The  asylum  department  for  insane  men  was  opened  in  the 
summer  of  1887,  and  by  the  beginning  of  the  present  year 
was  fairly  well  organized  ;  so  that  it  may  be  said  to  have  had 
a  full  year's  trial,  the  result  of  which  is  certainly  satisfactory. 
I  think  we  may  say,  without  hesitation,  that  the  claims  and 
predictions  of  its  advocates  have  been  fully  realized.  The 
patients  have  been  as  well  cared  for  here  as  they  would  have 
been  in  the  large  and  overcrowded  hospitals,  and  at  a  reduc- 
tion in  cost.  It  has  also  given  us  a  more  permanent  popula- 
tion, and  added  materially  to  the  force  for  farm  and  garden 
labor,  which  in  the  past  had  been  very  deficient.  This  ad- 
dition has  raised  the  total  average  number  in  the  institution 
to  530,  —  larger  by  far  than  any  previous  year, — and  has 
necessitated  a  much  larger  expenditure  than  heretofore, 
amounting,  in  total,  to  $61,556.36.  Although  the  amount 
expended  is  greater  than  in  any  previous  year,  the  per  capita 
weekly  cost  has  been  less,  including  the  insane  —  $2.02  this 
year  against  $2.15  last  year.  A  chair-seating  shop,  oper- 
ated by  patients,  was  started  February  23  and  continues  to 
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date.  Were  this  operation  an  actual  expense  we  should  be 
loth  to  give  it  up,  on  account  of  its  beneficial  influence,  not 
only  by  its  development  of  mental  and  physical  capacity, 
but  for  its  promotion  of  discipline  and  good  order  as  well ; 
the  effect  on  the  general  welfare  of  the  asylum  is  most  ex- 
cellent. The  author  of  "Idleness  is  the  devil's  workshop" 
must  have  thoroughly  studied  the  question,  and  perhaps 
been  officially  connected  with  the  "criminal  insane."  But, 
aside  from  the  benefits  mentioned,  it  is  gratifying  to  report 
that  their  labor  has  added  a  substantial  item  to  our  income, 
over  one  thousand  dollars  having  been  turned  into  the  State 
treasury  from  this  source. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  financial  year,  Sept.  30,  1887,  it 
was  found  that  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation 
for  the  calendar  year  1887  was  ample  for  all  ordinary  ex- 
penses for  October,  November  and  December,  and  some 
needed  repairs  and  improvements  besides. 

Among  the  needful  matters  receiving  immediate  attention 
was  the  old  piggery  arrangements.  The  old  sheds  known 
as  piggery  were  so  poor  and  unsuitably  located  that  money 
expended  in  repairs  would  have  been  worse  than  wasted,  so 
it  was  thought  best  to  tear  down  and  rebuild,  using  as  much 
of  the  old  material  as  was  suitable.  The  work  was  begun, 
with  your  approval,  from  last  year's  appropriation,  and  fin- 
ished from  that  of  this  year  ;  and,  while  the  expenditure  ap- 
pears wholly  in  this  financial  year,  it  has  nevertheless  been 
made  from  two  annual  appropriations.  The  worn  and  rotten 
wood  flooring  in  the  large  room  known  as  pauper  shanty  has 
been  replaced  by  brick  paving,  and  the  stone  wails  sheathed, 
making  it  much  more  tidy,  cleanly  and  comfortable.  Five 
new  lock-up  cells  have  been  built  in  the  prison  department, 
much  more  secure  and  less  attractive  in  location  for  the  oc- 
cupant than  those  in  the  stone  building,  and  much  more 
effectual  in  their  purpose. 

Having  provided  the  asylum  patients  with  occupation, 
and  remembering  the  axiom  "  All  work  and  no  play,"  etc., 
we  were  in  duty  bound  to  recognize  the  necessity  of  amuse- 
ment. The  suggestion  finding  favor  in  your  Board,  provision 
was  made  by  finishing  the  unoccupied  front  basement  in  the 
west  wing,  a  portion  of  which  was  set  apart  as  an  amusement 
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room,  and  furnished  with  a  good  second-hand  billiard  table 
and  pool  table.  Occasional  visits  during  recreation  hours 
would  dispel  any  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom  of  your  action. 

The  steam  mains  throughout  the  asylum  and  in  the  prison 
boiler-room  have  been  covered  with  a  non-conducting  cover- 
ing of  asbestos  cement.  Many  of  the  single  rooms  in  the 
asylum  with  plastered  walls  have  been  sheathed  seven  feet 
high,  and  two  new  rooms  made  in  the  corridor  basement  for 
noisy  and  violent  patients.  The  old  shed  used  for  carpenter 
shop  has  been  moved  near  the  long  shed  used  for  storage  of 
agricultural  implement*,  a  connection  built  for  storage  of 
carts  and  lumber,  and  both  newly  shingled,  thoroughly 
repaired  and  painted.  New  cow-yard  and  lane  fences,  west 
barn,  cow  barn,  and  carriage  house  painted  ;  and  many  other 
less  important  but  absolutely  needed  improvements  have 
been  made.  Doubtless  some  of  these  improvements  might 
have  been  obtained  by  special  appropriation,  and  therefore 
could  be  classed  as  extraordinary,  but  just  where  the  ordi- 
nary leaves  off  and  the  extraordinary  begins  would  be 
difficult  to  decide.  The  work  has  been  well  and  economi- 
cally done,  and  is  worth  far  more  to  the  institution  than  its 
cost. 

The  farm  has  been  fairly  productive,  notwithstanding  the 
extreme  season  of  wet  and  cold.  It  is  now  under  an 
excellent  state  of  cultivation,  but  the  soil  is  so  light  that  it 
requires  attentive  nursing  with  dressing  and  fertilizer  to 
keep  it  up  to  its  present  standard.  In  this  connection  1 
would  suggest  that  our  sewerage  be  made  a  subject  of 
investigation,  with  a  twofold  purpose  of  better  disposal  and 
more  valuable  application  as  fertilizer. 

In  obedience  to  statute  requirements,  under  direction  of 
the  State  Auditor  a  farm  account  of  debit  and  credit  was 
opened  Oct.  1,  1887.  The  balance  Oct.  1,  1888,  including 
increase  of  stock  in  trade,  outside  of  plant,  shows  $2,063.87 
in  favor  of  the  farm,  making  no  estimate  or  account  of 
inmate  labor.  To  make  a  correct  estimate  of  the  value  of 
this  labor  would  certainly  puzzle  any  State  Farm  official, 
and  somewhat  tax  a  "  Philadelphia  lawyer."  But,  whatever 
the  balance  might  show,  the  real  value  of  the  farm  to  the 
institution  in  all  its  relations  could  not  be  fully  realized  until 
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deprived  of  it,  and   there   is   little  danger  of  overestimat- 
ing. 

Our  hospitals  and  the  care  of  the  sick  and  infirm  have 
been  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  resident  physician 
(Dr.  C.  A.  Blake)  the  past  year,  with  Drs.  Edward  Sawyer 
and  Calvin  Pratt  as  visiting  and  consulting  physicians  for 
alternate  periods  of  three  months  each.  The  value  of  con- 
stant attendance  upon  the  sick  by  a  resident  physician, 
assisted  by  frequent  visits  from  physicians  in  general  prac- 
tice, will  be  readily  proven  by  a  comparison  of  the  hospital 
statistics  of  this  with  former  years,  and  justify  the  change 
from  the  old  plan  as  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 

Under  chapter  89  of  the  Laws  and  Resolves  of  1888, 
making  an  appropriation  for  additional  strong  buildings  for 
insane  male  criminals,  an  addition  to  the  hospital  for  treat- 
ment of  the  sick  and  infirm  insane,  and  accommodations  for 
physician  and  attendants,  work  has  been  begun.  After  this 
resolve  was  reported  by  the  Charitable  Committee  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  there  was  some  doubt 
about  its  passage,  because  of  the  unusual  number  (aggre- 
gating a  large  amount)  of  special  appropriations  already 
reported  and  pending.  The  Charitable  Committee  had  cut 
down  our  estimate  five  thousand  dollars,  which  was  certainly 
low  originally,  and  when  advised  that  only  one-half  of  the 
reported  amount  would  probably  be  reported  this  year, 
if  any,  it  was  our  intention,  when  we  should  be  called 
before^  the  Finance  Committee,  to  ask  to  have  the  amount 
which  had  been  cut  down  restored.  No  action  was  taken, 
however,  until  the  last  of  the  session,  when  the  resolve  was 
reported,  without  further  conference  with  us,  and  with  the 
restriction  that  but  half  of  the  appropriation  should  be 
expended  this  year. 

With  this  limitation  of  the  amount  available  this  year,  the 
season  already  two  months  advanced  and  no  previous  prepa- 
ration of  plans,  it  was  decided  not  to  begin  too  extensively 
this  season.  Accordingly  plans  were  prepared  and  work 
commenced  on  the  hospital  addition  only,  which  we  hope  to 
complete  and  occupy  early  in  the  new  year.  This  addition 
will  contain  infirmary  wards  for  twenty  insane  patients,  sev- 
enteen single  rooms  for   individual  treatment,  sitting  or  sun 
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room  for  convalescents,  two  lavatories  and  bath-rooms,  store- 
rooms, dining-room,  hospital  kitchen  and  operating  room, 
1  all  on  first  and  second  floors.  In  basement,  which  is  a  clear 
story  on  three  sides,  it  is  intended  to  finish  dining-room  for 
paupers.  This  building  is  connected  with  the  present  hos- 
pital and  old  men's  ward  by  a  fire-proof  corridor  and  iron 
staircases,  in  which  will  be  placed  a  hydraulic  elevator  for 
the  use  of  the  sick  and  helpless. 

I  regard  the  somewhat  complicated  condition  of  this 
appropriation  and  delay  as  particularly  fortunate,  in  that  it 
has  given  more  time  for  comprehensive  study  of  the  ultimate 
needs,  free  from  the  embarrassment  of  haste  and  confusion. 
The  result  of  our  deliberations  in  this  direction  is  given  in  a 
new  plan  for  the  proposed  asylum  additions,  differing  radically 
from  the  arrangement  suggested,  which  I  fear  was  gov- 
erned by  a  too  narrow  consideration  of  cost.  The  resolve 
does  not  dictate  or  enforce  adherence  to  the  rough  plan 
hurriedly  prepared  and  presented  last  winter,  and  we  most 
earnestly  advocate  the  adoption  of  the  plan  now  presented, 
on  the  ground  that  its  superiority  over  the  other  is  so  plainly 
apparent  that  it  will  convince  all  interested  of  its  merits. 
In  fact,  I  believe,  not  to  do  so  now,  when  we  may,  would 
invite  just  and  severe  criticism. 

The  present  insane  buildings  have  received  commenda- 
tion without  exception  from  every  visitor  at  all  familiar  with 
hospital  work  and  who  understood  desirable  features,  and 
many  volunteered  the  remark  that  the  arrangement  for 
securing  the  greatest  amount  of  sun,  light  and  air  was  supe- 
rior to  any  they  had  seen.  With  such  testimony  in  its  favor, 
we  were  led  to  abandon  the  plan  of  extending  the  two  prin- 
cipal wings  and  destroying  their  proportion,  and  suggested 
to  ourselves  that  if  these  were  all  right,  why  not  duplicate  them? 

In  this  suggestion  the  new  plan  had  its  origin,  and  is,  in 
short,  a  duplicate  of  the  present  wings,  located  at  proper 
distances  from  the  other,  each  completely  distinct,  but  all 
connected  with  low,  one-story  corridors  leading  to  a  central 
building  having  accommodations  common  to  all  of  the  four 
buildings;  namely,  dining-room,  workshop,  and  hall  or 
chapel.     This   plan    contemplates   the    provision    for   more 
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patients  than  specified  in  the  resolve,  and  more  appropria- 
tion. No  change  has  been  made  in  the  proposed  enlarge- 
ment of  the  attendants'  quarters  or  cottage  house  for  the 
physician. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  water  supply  from  Taunton 
River.  While  the  supply  is  abundant  and  never  failing,  the 
quality  is  not  good  enough,  and  provision  should  be  made 
this  coming  year  for  pure  water,  for  which  an  appropriation 
should  be  made. 

Larger  institutions  and  more  inmates  means  increased 
facilities  for  their  maintenance.  More  cow  barn  is  needed, 
and  I  recommend  that  the  horse  stable  (which  is  in  the  same 
building)  be  taken  for  cows  and  a  new  stable  built  for  horses  ; 
also,  that  the  east  barn  be  moved  farther  from  the  institution 
buildings  and  an  addition  for  oxen  and  dry  stock  be  built  on. 
These  changes  would  give  us  a  much-needed  increase  of  hay 
and  fodder  storage.     An  ice-house  is  also  wanted. 

The  subject  of  gas  (I  mean  for  illumination)  will,  I  think, 
demand  investigation  in  the  near  future.  Gasolene  grows 
poorer  each  year,  and  some  better  lighting  is  desirable. 

The  force  of  officers  in  the  prison  and  almshouse  depart- 
ments have  remained  almost  intact,  performing  faithful  duty. 
The  attendants  in  the  asylum  have  been,  as  a  whole,  less 
constant  in  service  ;  but  most,  if  not  all  of  them,  are  now 
assuming  a  stability  in  this  direction  worthy  of  mention.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  officers  and  attendants  in  all  departments, 
offering  faithful  and  meritorious  service,  may  find  in  it  suf- 
ficient encouragement  and  inducement  to  long  continue,  and 
for  all  such  I  hereby  tender  my  full  and  generous  apprecia- 
tion of  the  service  already  rendered. 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  the  customary  tables 
of  statistical  information,  detailed  accounts  of  expenditures, 
current  and  special,  enumeration  of  live  stock  and  farm  prod- 
ucts, also  an  abstract  and  summary  of  the  inventory  and 
appraisal  of  State  property.  The  amount  of  labor  involved 
in  the  preparation  of  this  work  requires  more  time  than  the 
two  weeks  given.  I  would  therefore  recommend  asking  an 
extension  to  November  1. 

Acompanying  this  is  the  report  of  the  Resident  Physician, 
giving  full  and  valuable  information  of  the  hospital  work. 
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The  Trustees,  I  am  sure,  will  indulge  me  in  offering  the 
stereotyped  paragraph,  "We  tender  our  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments for  continued  support  and  confidence"  ;  but  1  beg 
to  assure  you  that,  however  commonplace  or  threadbare  this 
appendage  fnay  have  become,  its  use  at  this  time  is  not 
meaningless.

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HOSPITAL    REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater, 
Mass.

In  considering  the  work  of  the  past  year  it  will  be  seen 
that  consumption,  as  usual,  has  furnished  by  far  the  greater 
number  of  cases  (forty-two)  of  any  one  disease,  and  shows 
proportionately  in  our  mortality.  There  have  been  fewer 
deaths  from  old  age  than  last  year,  but  of  deaths  caused 
by  diseases  which  are  the  usual  concomitants  of  old  age  there 
have  been  twenty-eight,  thirteen  of  whom  were  over  sixty, 
ten  seventy  and  five  eighty  years  of  age. 

Of  acute  lung  diseases  there  have  been  more  than  for  some 
years  past;  pneumonia  leading  with  eleven,  pleurisy  four, 
bronchitis  and  capillary  bronchitis  six. 

Of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  complications  there  have 
been  nine,  and  of  erysipelas  there  have  been  six  cases,  two 
of  which  were  from  traumatic  causes.  There  have  been  two 
sudden  deaths  during  the  year ;  one  in  the  old  men's  ward, 
from  pulmonary  hemorrhage,  and  one  upon  the  prison  side, 
from  ossification  of  the  walls  of  the  heart.  The  medical 
examiner  was  called  in  both  cases. 
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The  old  men's  ward  (which  is  in  reality  an  adjunct  of  our 
hospital)  has  had  a  larger  proportion  of  the  sick  during  the 
year  than  before,  and  a  new  ward  has  been  opened  to  receive 
the  more  able  of  the  old  men.  Most  of  the  occupants  of 
the  former  ward  are  under  constant  medical  treatment,  as 
not  only  are  those  who  are  convalescent  placed  here,  but  also 
those  who  are  suffering  from  chronic  diseases,  whose  afflic- 
tions have  not  progressed  to  the  point  of  requiring  a  place  in 
the  hospital. 

There  has  been  a  much  larger  number  (1,633)  prescribed 
for  in  the  out-patient  department  than  last  year,  and  although 
this  lias  necessitated  much  more  attention  than  formerly,  it 
does  not  indicate  a  more  unhealthy  condition  of  the  inmates 
so  much  as  it  does  the  convenience  of  having  a  "  physician 
in  the  house  ;  "  yet  in  this  department  there  is  much  good 
work  to  be  done,  and  many  of  the  cases  presented  demand 
careful  attention  else  they  will  become  hospital  patients.  It 
is  here  that  the  "  ounce  of  prevention  "  is  used,  and  by  being 
taken  in  time  severe  sickness  may  be  prevented.  Many  of 
the  surgical  cases  not  requiring  operative  treatment  are  here 
cared  for,  and  some  of  them  require  daily  attention  for  long 
periods  of  time.  There  have  been  sixty  patients  of  this 
class  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  admissions  to  our  hospital  is  greater  than 
last  year;  our  mortality,  however,  is  not  as  great  as  for  two 
previous  years.  Compared  with  the  admissions,  the  per- 
centage in  1886  was  68  per  cent.,  in  1887  42  per  cent.,  and 
for  the  past  year  33  per  cent.  ;  and  compared  with  the  aver- 
age number  of  inmates  for  those  years,  was  2  per  cent,  in 
1886,  1.5  per  cent  in  1887  and  is  1.1  per  cent,  for  the  year 
now  ending.  There  have  been  sixty-one  deaths  during  the 
year. 

The  inconveniences  and  necessities,  amounting  in  some 
cases  almost  to  obstacles,  which  have  been  experienced  in  the 
performance  of  work  in  this  department,  will  have  become 
things  of  the  past  so  soon  as  the  new  buildings,  now  being 
erected,  shall  be  completed  ;  and  your  medical  officers  feel 
sure  that  all  duties  connected  with  the  hospital  will  be  so 
much  more  readily  performed,  our  patients  in  many  cases  so 
much  better  cared  for,  and   the  general  welfare  so  far  pro- 
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moted,  that  you  will  be  more  than   satisfied  with  the  good 
resulting  from  the  expenditure. 

In  the  asylum  department  I  have  to  report  a  very  satis- 
factory condition  of  health.  There  have  been  a  few  cases  of 
slight  ailments,  which  were  readily  relieved ;  others,  of  a 
more  serious  character,  being  taken  to  the  hospital.  There 
have  been  eleven  of  these  cases.  The  larger  portion  of  them 
were  chronic  in  character ;  the  evidence  of  disease  was 
present  when  they  were  admitted  to  the  asylum,  and  their 
stay  was  a  matter  of  time  only. 

We  have  several  epileptics,  and  your  physician  would 
suggest  that  at  some  time  a  ward  be  provided  for  these 
cases  ;  and,  if  it  be  deemed  advisable,  that  those  afflicted 
with  this  distressing  malady  be  taken  from  all  departments 
of  the  institution  and  cared  for  by  an  attendant  provided  for 
the  purpose.  The  witnessing  of  the  struggles  and  distress- 
ing details  of  an  epileptic  seizure  cannot  but  be  degrading 
and  demoralizing  in  its  effect  upon  others. 

Our  patients  have  been  kept  as  busy  with  work  and  recre- 
ation as  circumstances  would  allow.  The  free  use  of  the 
billiard-room  and  the  yard,  and  walks  in  the  surrounding 
country,  have  been  made  as  frequently  as  the  weather  would 
permit.  It  has  been  the  aim  to  keep  them  occupied  as  much 
as  their  condition  would  permit,  idleness  only  being  indulged 
in  by  those  who  are  unfit  to  perform  any  duty.  No  patient 
is  asked  to  do  as  much  as  his  condition  permits,  only  so 
much  as  will  constitute  a  healthy  activity  ;  and,  a  spirit  of 
industry  prevailing,  all  are  cheerful  workers,  and  the  half 
holiday  given  each  Saturday  afternoon  is  enjoyed  by  them 
with  greater  zest,  whether  it  be  devoted  to  walking,  a  game 
of  ball,  or  a  quiet  smoke  in  the  yard. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a  few  of  our  patients  do  not 
belong  to  the  class  for  which  our  present  buildings  were 
constructed,  and  some  disadvantages  are  experienced  there- 
from ;  but  as  these  are  to  be  met  in  the  buildings  soon  to 
be  constructed,  they  have  only  to  be  tolerated  for  a  time. 

On  reference  to  the  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  those  refer- 
ring to  the  insane  are  dated  from  Sept.  14,  1886,  and  include 
the  whole  number  admitted  from  that  time.     This  has  been

clone  that  the  reports  may  show  a  complete  record  of  the 
insane  from  the  first  date  of  their  admission. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  Superintend- 
ent, Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone,  and  to  our  visiting  physicians, 
Drs.  Sawyer  and  Pratt,  for  their  hearty  support  and  assist- 
ance. My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Wilson  for  faithful 
service  in  the  hospital,  and  to  all  others  with  whom  I  have 
been  associated  in  my  connection  with  the  institution.

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3, 
chapter  %%  of  the  Public  Statutes,  the  trustees  of  the  State 
Almshouse  and  State  Farm  herewith  present  their  Thirty- 
sixth  Annual  Report,  showing  the  condition  of  the  State 
Farm  at  Bridgewater,  to  which  is  added  the  reports  of  the 
superintendent  and  resident  physician  for  the  financial  year 
ending  Sept.  30,  1889. 

In  reviewing  the  condition  of  the  institution  at  the  close 
of  another  year,  the  trustees  find  that  but  little  change  has 
taken  place,  as  compared  with  previous  years,  except  the 
making  of  such  improvements  as  have  been  authorized  by 
the  Legislature,  and  for  which  special  appropriations  were 
made. 

Under  chapter  89  of  the  Eesolves  of  1888,  an  appropria- 
tion was  made  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  strong  buildings 
for  insane  male  criminals,  also  for  building  an  addition  to 
the  hospital  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  sick  insane. 
Plans  were  prepared  and  work  was  at  once  commenced  on 
said  buildings,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  same  will  be  com- 
pleted and  furnished  ready  for  occupancy  during  the  coming 
year. 


6  STATE   FARM  AT  BRIDGEWATER.       [Oct. 

Under  the  authority  given  in  chapter  82  of  the  Resolves 
of  1889,  the  barn  nearest  the  main  buildings  has  been  moved, 
repaired  and  enlarged  ;  also,  under  said  Resolve,  a  suitable 
building  is  being  erected  for  the  storage  of  ice. 

With  the  increased  number  of  inmates,  more  particularly 
in  the  insane  and  hospital  departments,  it  has  become  neces- 
sary to  furnish  more  milk  than  has  heretofore  been  produced 
on  the  farm.  It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  for  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  suitable  for  pasturage 
and  convenient  to  the  institution,  provided  the  same  can  be 
purchased  at  a  reasonable  price. 

The  recommendation  made  last  year  is  again  renewed,  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  for  obtaining  a  supply  of  pure 
water  for  the  institution.  The  trustees  feel  the  importance 
of  the  recommendation,  and  that  prompt  and  favorable  action 
should  be  taken  with  regard  to  it. 

During  the  past  year  seven  inmates  have  been  discharged 
from  the  institution,  it  appearing  to  the  trustees  that  they 
had  reformed,  and  were  desirous  of  returning  to  an  orderly 
course  of  life. 

While  the  farm  is  in  an  excellent  state  of  cultivation,  the 
past  season  has  been  unfavorable  for  some  of  the  crops, 
especially  that  of  potatoes.  In  others  the  yield  has  been 
large,  and,  as  a  whole,  quite  satisfactory. 

In  compliance  with  section  7,  chapter  79  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  the  trustees  have  caused  the  annual  inventory  to 
be  taken,  and  an  appraisal  made  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  a  statement  of 
which  is  hereto  annexed. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  anticipate  additional  suggestions  and 
recommendations  relative  to  matters  which  come  more 
directly  under  the  attention  of  the  superintendent.  These 
will  be  found  in  his  report  to  the  trustees,  hereto  annexed, 
together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  inmates 
admitted  and  discharged  the  past  year ;  the  number  remain- 
ing in  the  institution  ;  the  receipts  and  appropriations  ;  the 
average  weekly  cost ;  the  disbursements  of  money,  under 
special  appropriations  and  otherwise ;  and  other  statistical 
information  relating  to  the  institution. 
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Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone  has  occupied  the  position  as  super- 
intendent for  the  past  six  years,  and  the  trustees  feel  that 
they  have  good  reason  to  congratulate  him  upon  the  success 
of  his  administration  during  said  time.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


State  Farm,  Bridgewater,  Oct.  1,  1889. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  this  institution 
for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1889  :  — 

The  thirty-sixth  year  closes  with  ordinary  satisfaction.  It 
would  have  been  a  source  of  great  pleasure  had  the  Legisla- 
ture given  us  a  specific  and  better- organized  work  with  the 
class  known  as  drunkards,  —  a  subject  concerning  which  we 
made  reference  and  suggestions  in  our  last  report.  A  long 
step  was  taken  by  the  Legislature,  looking  forward  to  the 
improvement  of  drunkards,  by  its  enactment  of  a  law 
creating  an  inebriate  asylum.  I  believe,  however,  that  the 
field  is  wider  and  broader  than  has  yet  been  conceived,  and 
that  there  will  be  evolved  a  legislative  wisdom  which  will 
revolutionize  the  treatment  of  the  drunkard,  and  wipe  out 
the  present  senseless  and  hap-hazard  methods  of  dealing 
with  them.  The  chance  and  heedless  system  will  be  abol- 
ished, by  which  drunkards  get  fined  from  one  to  a  dozen 
times  annually  for  a  "first  offence,"  and  about  as  often  are 
committed  to  the  jail  or  house  of  correction  thirty  days  for 
non-payment  in  one  county,  while  a  neighboring  court  or 
county  imposes  a  positive  sentence  of  one  year  or  more  for  a 
"third  conviction." 

I  would  modestly  but  earnestly  urge  before  the  proper 
committees  of  the  Legislature  my  recommendations  of  last 
year  ;  namely,  a  classification  of  the  commitments  now  made 
to  the  houses  of  correction  and  State  Farm,  having  reference 
to  sending  to  this  institution  drunkards  exclusively. 
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The  hospital  addition,  completed  the  present  year,  is  now 
occupied,  and  is  just  what  was  needed.  The  balance  of  the 
appropriation  for  criminal  insane  buildings  (  not  provided 
for  in  1888  )  was  made  by  the  last  Legislature,  also  an  ap- 
propriation for  heating  and  furnishing  the  same.  The  work 
of  building  is  now  going  on,  and  will  be  completed  early  in 
1890.  I  learn  there  are  already  a  number  of  patients  in  the 
State  hospital,  whom  the  authorities  desire  to  transfer,  suffi- 
cient to  fill  this  building  now,  if  completed ;  and  certainly  it 
looks  as  though  the  fourth  wing  contemplated  in  the  com- 
plete asylum  design  could  not  be  provided  before  needed.  I 
hope  the  appropriation  may  be  made  this  year  for  this  wing. 

The  farm  has  yielded  very  abundantly  in  hay  and  such 
other  crops  as  would  do  well  in  an  excessively  wet  season. 
Two  of  the  staple  crops,  however, —  potatoes  and  cabbages, — 
have  been  almost  dead  failures,  presumably  on  account  of  the 
extremely  wet  season.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  cultivate  the 
farm  solely  with  reference  to  "home  market ; "  that  is,  to  pro- 
duce such  crops  as  we  can  consume  in  the  institution.  The 
farm  book-keeping  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1889, 
shows  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  farm  of  $3,457.25.  In  ex- 
planation of  this  flattering  exhibit,  it  is  due  to  state,  that,  in 
our  system  of  accounting,  credit  for  produce  furnished  the 
institution  is  given  when  issued,  —  not  in  the  harvest  season  ; 
so  that  the  short  crops  of  the  present  season  will  not  be  ap- 
parent until  next  year's  account.  The  credit  allowed  farm 
for  team  work  on  improvements,  new  buildings,  etc.,  the 
present  year,  has  been  quite  an  item,  and  will  probably  be 
much  less  next  year ;  so  that  we  may  reasonably  expect  a 
much  reduced  balance  the  ensuing  year. 

For  several  years  we  have  been  obliged  to  lease  pasturage 
land,  and  this  year  were  obliged  to  lease  tillage  land,  on 
account  of  so  much  of  ours  being  low  and  too  wet  to  work 
in  season.  Lands  adjoining  our  farm,  which  heretofore 
could  not  be  purchased,  have  recently  changed  hands  and 
are  now  available.  I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of 
such  portions  as  we  seem  to  need,  and  ask  an  appropriation 
for  the  same. 

I  would  renew  the  recommendation  of  last  year,  with 
reference  to  obtaining  a  better  water  supply.     Between  this 
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date  and  the  meeting  of  the  next  Legislature,  we  hope  to 
make  some  investigations  on  this  subject,  which  will  enable 
us  to  make  more  comprehensive  suggestions. 

I  beg  to  repeat  my  suggestion  of  last  year,  that  the  trus- 
tees ask  more  time  for  the  preparation  of  the  annual  reports. 
These  tabulations  and  computations,  when  compiled  and 
condensed,  do  not  show  the  amount  of  labor  and  time  re- 
quired for  their  preparation. 

On  following  pages  will  be  found,  as  usual,  full  and 
complete  statistics.  Annexed  to  these  is  the  report  of  the 
resident  physician,  giving  thorough  information  concerning 
the  hospital  and  asylum  work.  The  interesting  detail  of 
his  report  shows  not  only  the  physician's  familiarity,  but  a 
zealous  interest  in  his  work. 

The  officers  and  attendants  of  the  institution,  in  all  the 
departments,  have  as  a  rule  been  faithful  and  loyal  helpers 
in  its  management.  On  them  devolve  the  detail  and  indi- 
vidual work,  and  upon  this  more  largely  than  any  other 
depends  our  success.  Trustees,  managers  or  superintend- 
ents are  of  little  value,  if  our  subordinates  are  of  a  cheap, 
changing,  shiftless  class.  The  growing  stability  and  effi- 
ciency of  our  force  is  most  encouraging,  and  I  heartily  com- 
mend them  for  proper  and  just  recognition. 

For  your  most  generous  and  kind  treatment  of  me, 
wherever,  whenever  and  however  we  meet,  I  am  most  duly 
and  truly  grateful.

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HOSPITAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater , 
Mass. 

The  following  report  of  the  hospital  and  asylum  depart- 
ments is  respectfully  submitted  :  —

In  the  hospital  department  the  year  has  passed  very 
quietly,  unmarked  by  any  special  increase  in  any  form  of 
disease.  There  has  been  the  usual  variety,  with  fewer  cases 
of  acute  lung  diseases  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  admissions  to  the  hospital  has  increased. 
Our  mortality,  however,  has  been  less,  and  the  general 
health  of  the  population  has  been  better.  With  a  larger 
average- population,  our  mortality  fulls  considerably  below  last 
year ;  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  admissions  for  the  past 
year  being  20  per  cent.,  against  33  per  cent,  for  the  year 
1888  ;  and,  as  compared  with  the  average  number  of  in- 
mates, is  .008  per  cent,  for  the  past  year,  and  1.1  per  cent, 
for  1888.  But,  while  thus  far  steadily  declining,  our  mor- 
tality will  not  perhaps  continue  to  decline  in  the  same  ratio, 
as,  with  our  class  of  inmates,  there  will  always  be  an  average 
of  certain  diseases  that  do  not  tend  to  recovery ;  consid- 
ering, also,  the  probability  of  transfers,  there  having  been 
none  made  from  Tewksbury  during  the  past  year. 
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The  work  in  the  hospital  is  steadily  increasing.  With 
closer  attention  to  details,  and  an  increasing  population,  it 
cannot  be  otherwise  ;  and  the  time  is  coming  when  a  more 
permanent  corps  of  help  than  we  now  have  will  be  required. 
The  expense  will  be  greater,  but  the  service  will  in  every 
way  be  more  efficient,  and  many  details  will  be  regarded  that 
are  now  omitted.  <  The  recent  addition  to  the  hospital  has 
been  of  marked  benefit;  work  is  performed  more  easily, 
quickly,  and  in  better  order  than  before,  the  comfort  afford- 
ed the  sick  by  our  being  enabled  to  remove  disagreeable 
patients  to  other  quarters  cannot  be  estimated,  and  the  peace 
and  quiet  which  we  are  able  to  maintain  redounds  to  the 
goocl  of  all . 

The  work  in  the  out-patient  department  continues  to  in- 
crease, 2,320  calls  having  been  attended ;  and,  while  not  of 
the  importance  of  hospital  cases  in  most  instances,  many  of 
them  are  quite  as  difficult  to  treat.  The  degree  of  attention 
required  in  this  portion  of  our  work  is  not  inconsiderable  ; 
there  are  many  minor  surgical  cases  to  be  treated,  and  many 
of  the  medical  cases  are  such  as  to  require  attention  for  the 
entire  length  of  their  stay. 

In  the  asylum  department  the  daily  routine  has  been  un- 
changed by  any  sickness  or  accident,  save  one, —  the  suicide 
of  one  of  our  patients  by  drowning.  Walking  in  company 
with  other  patients  and  attendants,  he  jumped  from  a  bridge 
( which  they  were  crossing)  into  the  river ;  the  current  was 
strong,  and  he  was  soon  beyond  reach.  The  body  was  re- 
covered as  quickly  as  possible,  but  life  was  extinct. 

The  condition  of  affairs  in  this  department  is  more  favor- 
able than  last  year.  The  employment  of  patients  has  proved 
to  be  all  that  was  expected.  The  benefits  are  many.  The 
patients  are  more  orderly ;  each  one  feels  a  sense  of  duty, 
that  there  is  something  to  be  done  which  he  alone  must  do ; 
there  is  also  economy  in  management  and  in  clothing ; 
patients  are  also  in  better  physical  as  well  as  mental  con- 
dition ;  and  employment  prevents  much  mischief. 

While  not  advocating  the  abolishment  of  restraint  and 
seclusion,  believing  that  both  are  at  times  necessary,  and 
that  when  necessary  either  should  be  resorted  to,  I  am  pleased 
to  state  that,  owing  to  good  management  and  good-will  on 
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both  the  part  of  the  patients  and  attendants,  we  find  restraint 
and  seclusion  the  exception.  This  is  also  in  part  due  to  the 
constant  employment  of  the  patients,  —  their  minds  are 
occupied  with  their  work.  Good  judgment  and  care  on  the 
part  of  attendants  will  prevent  many  a  quarrel  and  other 
disturbance  ;  and  the  time  is  soon  coming  when  all  our  hos- 
pitals will  require  a  more  efficient  corps  of  attendants  than 
they  have.  Training  schools  are  doing  good  work,  and  the 
conditions  will  so  far  change  that  no  one  can  become  an 
attendant  simply  from  lack  of  other  employment.  With 
desirable  men  for  attendants,  and  (within  reasonable  limits) 
the  situation  made  desirable,  a  most  decided  step  toward 
non-restraint  and  non-seclusion  will  be  made.  There  is  a 
moral,  as  well  as  a  financial  and  public,  aspect  to  the  ques- 
tion ;  and  where  is  good  judgment  and  knowledge  most 
required,  if  not  in  the  care  of  those  whose  relatives  and 
friends  are  unable  to  care  for  them?  Constant  change  of 
attendants  does  not  result  in  the  greatest  good  to  the  patient. 
With  long  periods  of  service,  patient  and  attendant  come  to 
know  each  other  better,  the  good  of  both  is  promoted,  and 
the  general  social  atmosphere  of  the  institution  is  improved. 

Reference  to  the  tables  will  give  necessary  information  con- 
cerning both  hospital  and  asylum  departments.  Tables 
concerning  the  insane  are  for  the  total  number  of  persons 
admitted  ;  readmissions  are  indicated. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  superintend- 
ent and  to  the  consulting  physicians,  for  their  support  and 
many  kindnesses  ;  and  to  all  officers  and  attendants  with 
whom  I  have  been  associated,  I  extend  thanks,  none  the  less 
sincere  because  customary.

TKUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  the  State  Farm 
(in  compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3, 
chapter  88  of  the  Public  Statutes)  herewith  present  their 
Thirty-seventh  Annual  Report,  showing  the  condition  of  the 
State  Farm  at  Bridgewater,  to  which  is  added  the  reports  of 
the  superintendent  and  resident  physician  for  the  financial 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1890. 

The  trustees  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  institution 
continues  in  the  same  excellent  condition  in  all  its  depart- 
ments as  in  previous  years,  and  with  the  continued  co-opera- 
tion of  the  present  efficient  superintendent,  no  effort  will  be 
spared,  or  opportunity  neglected,  to  keep  it  up  to  its  present 
standard,  making  such  regulations  and  improvements  from 
time  to  time  as  may  appear  advisable  and  judicious. 

The  inmates  who  are  able  to  perform  labor  have  been 
employed  in  seating  chairs,  and  working  on  the  farm,  as  in 
former  years. 

The  farm  is  in  a  good  state  of  cultivation,  and  the  products 
of  the  same  have  generally  been  satisfactory. 

An  appropriation  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
stable  (under  chapter  82  of  the  Resolves  for  1889)  ;  the 
same  is  nearly  completed,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
the  present  year. 

The  subject  of  extending  the  high-service  water  and 
obtaining  an  additional  supply  of  pure  water  has  been  care- 
fully examined  by  the  trustees  and  superintendent,  and  it 
was  found  the  appropriation  already  made  for  said  purpose 
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was  insufficient  to  complete  the  same  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  For  recommendation  in  relation  thereto,  see  report 
of  superintendent. 

Under  chapter  43  of  the  Resolves  for  the  year  1890,  an 
appropriation  was  made  for  the  purchase  of  additional  tillage 
and  pasture  land.  The  same  has  been  purchased  for  a 
reasonable  consideration,  and  the  farm  at  the  present  time 
is  more  equally  divided  for  tillage  and  pasture,  and  there- 
fore made  more  available  for  farm  purposes  than  heretofore. 

In  the  report  of  the  superintendent  to  the  trustees,  hereto 
annexed,  will  be  found  important  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations, which  have  been  carefully  considered  by  the 
trustees  and  have  received  their  approval.  It  also  contains 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  inmates  admitted  and 
discharged  during  the  year ;  the  number  remaining  in  the 
institution  ;  the  average  expense  each  week  per  inmate  ;  the 
nativity  of  those  admitted  ;  the  courts  from  which  prisoners 
were  sentenced,  with  their  terms  of  sentence  and  crimes 
committed  ;  the  amount  received  from  sales,  and  labor  of 
inmates,  and  the  disposition  of  the  same  ;  the  products  of 
the  farm ;  the  list  of  officers  and  employees,  with  other 
important  information  and  statistics  ;  which  statement,  care- 
fully and  accurately  prepared,  gives  in  detail  full  information 
as  to  the  condition  and  management  of  the  institution,  and 
the  disposition  of  the  money  appropriated  and  expended  for 
its  maintenance. 

The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chapter 

79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal 

made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the 

institution  and  belonging  to  th#  Commonwealth,  by  David 

Gr.  Pratt,  Esq.,  of  Middleborough,  whose  report  is  hereto 

annexed.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


State  Farm,  Bridgewater,  Mass.,  Oct.  1,  1890. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm. 

In  presenting  you  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Report  of 
the  State  Farm,  I  might  use  the  old  saying,  "  All's  well  that 
ends  well,"  and  fairly  cover  the  ground,  for  I  feel  that  in 
the  general  sense  of  the  term  the  year  has  ended  compar- 
atively well.  How  much  of  real  lasting  reformation  of  the 
"  all  wool  and  yard  wide  kind"  has  been  accomplished  I 
am  unable  to  estimate  or  even  guess,  but  I  must  indulge  the 
hope  that  some  of  the  many  who  have  come  under  our 
observation  and  care  have  been  benefited  and  reformed.  I 
know  that  many  expressed  resolutions  for  better  life,  in  the 
great  number  of  interviews  I  have  had  with  unfortunate  men 
in  the  past  year,  have  been  shams  and  unworthy  ;  but  some 
were  sincere  and  faithful,  and  I  believe  have  been  benefited 
by  their  commitment  to  this  institution.  The  commitments 
to  the  prison  or  workhouse  department  have  been  more 
generally  from  all  over  the  State  than  heretofore,  and  have 
been  nearly  100  in  excess  of  the  number  committed  the 
previous  year.  Naturally  the  number  in  this  department 
will  gradually  attain  a  greater  average.  All  of  the  old  and 
infirm  sentenced  men  have  been  cared  for  in  the  almshouse 
department  for  the  past  three  or  four  years,  else  the  prison 
would  have  been  overcrowded  —  a  condition  demoralizing 
and  vicious  with  sentenced  men.  The  average  number  of 
prisoners  the  past  year  has  been  249, —  49  more  than  this 
plant  was  designed  for ;  and  but  for  the  transfers  above 
mentioned  we  should  have  been  very  much  overcrowded. 
I  therefore  think  we  need  additional  room  in  this  depart- 
ment,   not   only    for   present   and   prospective    increase    of 
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numbers,  but  for  better  classification  of  those  we  already 
have.  I  earnestly  recommend  that  an  addition  of  100  rooms 
or  cells  be  made  to  this  department. 

The  so-called  "  strong  building"  for  criminal  insane  males 
is  now  completed,  and  will  be  occupied  the  fifteenth  of  this 
month  by  transfers  made  by  the  Board  of  Lunacy  and 
Charity  from  the  several  State  lunatic  hospitals.  The  centre 
building,  containing  a  congregate  dining-room,  workshop 
and  chapel — a  part  of  the  asylum  plant  —  is  also  completed, 
and  will  be  occupied  at  the  same  date.  A  tenement  for  the 
resident  physician  has  also  been  arranged  in  the  front  centre 
building. 

I  would  again  suggest  that  the  fourth  wing  for  insane, 
designed  in  the  plan  of  this  plant,  be  built,  and  a  much 
needed  ward  for  epileptics  secured ;  also  that  a  brick  wall  be 
built  between  the  street  and  strong  buildings  for  insane,  in 
place  of  the  high  board  fence. 

Considering  the  amount  of  work,  noise  and  confusion, 
unavoidable  and  necessary  in  building  the  asylum  additions, 
it  is  noteworthy  that  so  little  disturbance  or  disorder 
occurred  among  the  patients.  It  shows  watchful  care  by 
their  attendants. 

The  farming  department  is  becoming  more  extensive  and 
important  by  reason  of  a  large  addition  to  its  acreage  this 
year.  Several  purchases  have  been  made  under  the  appro- 
priation granted  by  last  Legislature  for  this  purpose,  includ- 
ing two  homestead  farms  and  five  smaller  lots,  all  aggregating 
165  acres.  More  than  100  acres  of  this  is  covered  by  young 
wood,  bushes  and  stones,  but  will  make  valuable  farming 
land  when  reclaimed,  as  well  as  furnish  a  "  field"  of  labor 
for  years  to  come.  The  crops  generally  have  been  good, 
hay  especially  so,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  "farm 
account,"  instituted  by  statute  some  three  years  ago,  under 
direction  of  State  Auditor,  again  shows  a  balance  in  favor  of 
the  farm,  of  $3,112.56,  —  a  good  margin,  but  somewhat 
reduced  as  compared  with  last  year,  on  account  of  the 
failure  of  two  staple  crops  of  last  season  which  enter  into  the 
present  year's  account. 

Under  the  appropriation  for  extending  high-service  water 
and   obtaining  additional   pure  water,   something  has  been 
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accomplished  in  both  directions,  but  not  sufficient  to  satisfy 
in  either.  An  artesian  well  has  been  bored  or  driven  in  one 
of  the  courtyards,  —  a  location  as  convenient  to  all  depart- 
ments as  could  be  found.  After  boring  170  feet  a  sufficient 
supply  had  been  obtained  to  furnish  good,  cold  water  for 
drinking  and  table  purposes,  but  not  enough  to  warrant 
further  expenditure  in  the  hope  of  securing  our  whole  sup- 
ply, as  the  formation  and  indications  were  not  thought  to 
promise  much  of  a  flow.  The  well  has  been  a  source  of 
great  luxury  and  comfort,  and  saved  much  ice,  no  ice- water 
being  required  as  formerly  when  we  had  only  river  water. 

Several  test  wells  were  bored  near  the  river  and  pumping 
station  to  depths  varying  from  75  to  150  feet,  without  find- 
ing much  water.  These  operations  constitute  our  investiga- 
tions in  this  direction.  There  are  several  more  fields  to 
explore,  —  some  on  the  lands  recently  acquired  ;  and  I  have 
hope  that  plenty  of  water  will  be  found  in  some  of  those 
locations  yet  to  be  tested. 

This  failure  to  find  underground  water  plenty  has  settled 
permanently  the  question  of  where  to  take  water  for  fire 
service.  Our  connections  with  the  Taunton  Eiver  will  con- 
tinue, and  the  large  fire-service  pump  and  engine  now 
located  at  the  old  cisterns  will  be  placed  there  in  an  addition 
now  building.  The  large  new  high-pressure,  quick-steam- 
ing boiler  is  on  the  ground,  and  when  set  and  connected 
with  a  new  70^-foot  chimney,  just  finished,  will  make  a  fire- 
service  plant  equal  in  efficiency  to  any  in  the  country  of  its 
size.  The  contemplated  addition  to  the  water  tower  had  to 
be  given  up  for  this  year  on  account  of  the  *  estimate  for 
this  work  being  insufficient.  A  second  examination  bv  an 
engineer  decided  the  tank  not  strong  enough  to  admit  of 
making  sufficient  addition  to  the  top  to  gain  the  pressure 
and  storage  necessary.  They  recommend  raising  this  struc- 
ture and  placing  the  addition  required  under  the  tank, 
necessitating  much  heavier  and  more  expensive  iron-work. 

The  general  scheme  of  removing  all  the  barns,  piggery 
and  agricultural  buildings  farther  from  the  institution,  begun 
some  four  years  ago,  is  about  carried  out.  The  completion 
of  the  new  stable  provided  in  1889  will  finish  this  rearrange- 
ment.    This  change  gives  opportunity  to  enlarge  the  yards 
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north  of  the  institution  and  lay  out  a  better  system  of  gates 
and  driveways.  A  gateman's  lodge  will  be  required,  and  it 
might  be  more  economical  to  arrange  for  a  greenhouse  con- 
nected, as  one  heating  apparatus  would  suffice  for  both. 

Each  year  adds  permanency  to  the  official  force  of  our 
institution.  In  looking  over  the  annual  lists  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  ratio  of  "  yearly"  service  increases.  This  tendency 
toward  longer  service  means  greater  usefulness,  and  is  a 
subject  for  mutual  congratulation.  The  first  death  among 
the  officers  since  my  connection  with  the  institution  occurred 
last  winter,  — the  engineer,  Josiah  Robinson,  who  had  been 
in  the  service  many  years,  died  suddenly,  after  a  few  days' 
illness,  with  the  great  epidemic  of  the  season.  He  had  been 
an  able,  faithful  officer  and  a  noble  and  loyal  citizen,  and  his 
loss  was  keenly  felt. 

Annexed  will  be  found  full  and  complete  statistics,  and 
the  report  of  the  resident  physician. 

I  would  renew  the  suggestion  that  more  time  be  given  for 
making  up  the  tables,  reports,  etc. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  board 
my  renewed  obligations  for  their  kind  and  hearty  support.

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HOSPITAL  KEPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater,

The  number  of  admissions  is  116  greater  than  last  year, 
the  larger  number  of  which  were  acute  cases.  The  per- 
centage of  deaths  to  admission  is  .15  per  cent.,  against  .20 
per  cent,  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1889 ;  and,  as 
compared  with  the  average  population,  is  .09  per  cent, 
for  the  past  year,  against  .08  per  cent,  for  the  year  pre- 
ceding. 

There  have  been  49  cases  of  phthisis  treated  in  the  hos- 
pital, of  which  26  have  died,  —  nearly  one-half  of  our 
mortality.  Persons  suffering  from  chronic  lung  diseases 
were  severely  affected  by  the  general  sickness  which  pre- 
vailed during  the  winter,  which  partially  explains  the  severe 
mortality  in  these  cases.  There  were  13  cases  of  pneumonia 
treated  ;  of  the  4  deaths  reported  from  this  disease,  2  were 
secondary  to  other  diseases. 

The  amount  of  work  in  the  hospital  has  been  largely 
increased  during  the  year ;  there  has  been  a  much  larger 
number  of  patients,  and  details  of  the  work  have  been  more 
fully  entered  into.     The  influence  of  the  various  improve- 
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ments  made  has  been  readily  felt,  and  the  employment  of 
another  nurse  has  added  much  to  the  comfort  and  condition 
of  the  old  men's  ward,  and  all  pertaining  thereto.  The  out- 
patient department  continues  to  call  for  increased  attention. 
Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty  calls  have  been  at- 
tended. Dr.  F.  J.  Collinson,  as  hospital  steward,  has  been 
with  us  the  entire  year,  and  the  minor  portions  of  the  work 
in  this  department  and  in  the  hospital  have  been  better  per- 
formed than  before. 

In  the  asylum  department  the  year  has  passed  very 
quietly;  there  has  been  no  general  sickness.  The  good 
feeling  between  patients  and  attendants  has  been  main- 
tained. The  benefits  of  long  service  on  the  part  of  attend- 
ants are  plainly  to  be  seen,  and  all  the  advantages  derived' 
from  the  employment  of  patients  have  proved  to  be  per- 
manent. There  have  been  49  cases  of  sickness  in  this 
department  treated  in  the  hospital ;  14  of  these  were  of 
phthisis,  of  which  8  died  ;  of  the  5  other  deaths  reported 
there  was  one  each  from  chronic  diseases.  In  common  with 
other  institutions,  we  were  visited  by  the  epidemic  known 
as  "La  Grippe."  There  were  in  all  among  inmates  213 
cases,  33  of  which  were  treated  in  the  hospital.  Thinking 
that  the  least  exposure  necessary  would  best  conserve  the 
health  of  the  patients,  those  in  the  asylum  department  were 
kept  well  within  doors  during  the  height  of  the  general 
sickness,  and  of  their  number  (145)  there  were  but  6 
attacked  ;  while,  of  the  14  attendants  who  cared  for  them, 
and  who  were  more  or  less  out  of  doors  at  pleasure,  8  were 
attacked,  2  of  whom  had  pneumonia  secondarily.  There 
were  207  cases  in  the  other  departments,  inmates  in  these 
departments  being  necessarily  more  exposed  to  atmospheric 
influence,  through  employment  and  exercise,  than  those  in 
the  asylum.  Very  few  of  these  cases  assumed  the  more 
severe  forms,  and  of  the  number  sick  there  is  but  one  death 
to  record,  that  of  Mr.  Josiah  Robinson,  an  officer  beloved 
by  all,  who  died  from  cerebral  congestion. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  would  respectfully  ask  your  atten- 
tion to  the  apparent  need  of  some  regulation  or  of  some 
legislation  in  regard  to  the  retention  of  venereal  cases  which 
come  to  our  charitable  institutions  for  treatment.  No  sooner 
are    abraded    surfaces    healed,    and    a   condition    of   health 
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attained  which  enables  the  patient  to  feel  comfortable,  than 
he  is  clamorous  for  his  discharge.  In  most  cases  he  "is  with- 
out principle,  and  gratifies  himself  at  the  expense  of  the 
community.  Too  seldom  does  he  reap  the  penalty  of  his 
wrong-doing ;  the  shattered  constitutions  of  women  and 
children  in  our  charitable  institutions  testify  to  the  evil 
which  has  been  wrought.  If  such  cases  could  be  retained 
until  tertiary  or  even  secondary  symptoms  could  be  treated, 
much  of  this  wrong  might  be  prevented.  There  are  no  lock 
hospitals  in .  the  State  ;  but  if  there  were  some  regulation 
whereby  such  persons  applying  for  treatment  could  be  com- 
pelled to  remain  until  in  a  proper  degree  of  health  and 
suitable  for  discharge,  there  would  perhaps  be  some  mitiga- 
tion of  this  evil,  and  fewer  children  born  with  an  inefface- 
able curse  upon  them. 

The  various  tables  appended  give  statistical  information 
for  the  year,  and  for  the  whole  number  of  patients  admitted 
to  the  asylum. 

Allow  me  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  superintendent, 
Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone,  and  to  the  consulting  physicians, 
Drs.  Sawyer  and  Pratt,  for  their  kindness  and  support ;  and 
to  officers  and  attendants  with  whom  I  am  associated,  I 
return  thanks  most  truly  theirs.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm,  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3,  chapter 
88  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  as  amended  by  chapter  299 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1891,  herewith  present  their  thirty- 
eighth  annual  report,  which,  with  the  reports  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  resident  physician,  herein  submitted,  shows  the 
condition  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1891. 

When  a  public  institution  like  the  State  Farm,  organized 
and  governed  in  accordance  with  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth relating  to  the  same,  continues  under  the  control  and 
management  of  competent,  efficient  and  trustworthy  officers, 
and  remains  in  the  same  excellent  condition  year  after  year, 
it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  speak  each  year  in  new  terms  in 
relation  to  its  condition,  except  as  to  improvements  made  or 
to  present  some  important  matter  for  future  consideration. 

The  institution  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  and  will 
require  no  large  expenditure  of  money  for  repairs  or 
improvements  the  coming  year. 

The  farm,  containing  about  four  hundred  acres,  has  been 
well  cultivated  and  improved,  and  good  crops  have  been  the 
result.  A  portion  of  the  land  recently  purchased  has  been 
reclaimed  the  past  year,  the  labor  on  the  same  being 
principally  performed  by  inmates. 

In  the  workshop,  inmates  who  are  able  to  perform  labor 
have  been  employed  in  seating  chairs,  as  formerly. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  64  of  the  Acts  of  1891, 
the  sum  of  $72,500  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  institution  for  the  present  calendar 
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year.  For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
same,  see  report  of  the  superintendent,  hereto  annexed, 
which  has  been  examined  and  verified  by  the  trustees. 

Under  chapter  68  of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  1891,  the 
sum  of  $40,000  was  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  a- new 
building  for  a  .workshop,  and  for  the  construction  of  one 
hundred  additional  cells  for  the  workhouse  department,  the 
sum  of  $20,000  only  to  be  expended  on  the  same  during 
the  present  year.  The  progress  and  condition  of  this  work 
will  be  found  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  wall  or  fence  around  a  portion 
of  the  institution  grounds,  more  particularly  between  the 
public  street  and  the  strong  buildings  occupied  by  the 
criminal  insane.  Other  important  suggestions  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  superintendent. 

For  information  in  relation  to  the  work  performed  and 
the  condition  of  the  hospital  and  asylum,  see  report  of  the 
resident  physician. 

In  reviewing  the  institution,  its  official  management  and 
work  accomplished  at  the  close  of  another  year,  the  trustees 
can  speak  only  words  of  highest  commendation  and  approval 
in  relation  to  the  administration  of  the  present  superintendent, 
Mr.  H.  M.  Blackstone,  and  of  each  department  under  his 
charge. 

The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chapter 
79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal 
made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the 
institution  and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  bv  David 
G.  Pratt,  Esq.,  of  Middleborough,  whose  report  is  hereto 
annexed.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPOET. 


State  Farm,  Bridgewater,  Mass.,  Oct.  1,  1891. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm. 

I  herewith  present  the  following  as  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  Sept.  30,  1891. 

In  presenting  this  the  thirty-eighth  annual  report  I  have 
little  to  offer  aside  from  the  figures  and  statistics.  The  most 
noteworthy  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  opening  of  the 
strong  building  for  the  criminal  insane  males,  which  occurred 
in  October,  1890,  and  was  filled  by  patients  transferred  from 
the  several  insane  and  lunatic  hospitals  of  the  State.  Bring- 
ing together  all  of  this  class  into  one  household  under  one 
management  adds  much  care  and  responsibility  to  all  directly 
connected  with  it.  I  have  heard  it  said,  by  those  in  positions 
to  know,  that  the  criminal  insane  are  not  different  from  other 
insane ;  this  is  only  true  of  a  few  exceptional  cases  ;  but  as 
a  class  they  are  different.  Criminal  and  convict  life  has 
done  them  much  harm;  they  are  much  smarter  window-bar 
breakers,  more  athletic  fence  jumpers,  and  offer  more  deter- 
mined resistance  to  order  and  discipline,  than  those  who  have 
led  orderly  lives.  We  ♦now  fully  understand  the  anxiety  of 
the  several  State  hospitals  to  eliminate  the  criminals  from 
their  population,  and  cordially  congratulate  them  in  their 
success.  On  the  basis  of  "  general  average,"  they  must  be 
happier. 

The  per  capita  weekly  expenditure  of  the  whole  institution 
has  been  a  little  more  than  last  year,  —  $2.18  in  1891, 
against  $2.09  in  1890  ;  net  cost,  $2.04  in  1891,  against  $1.97 
in  1890.  It  costs  more  for  the  insane  than  for  the  other 
classes ;  the  most  notable  difference  is  that  of  salaries. 
Insane  cost  per  capita,  $46.00;  almshouse  and  workhouse, 
$23.00.     Almost   every  item  of  expense  is  greater,  —  food, 
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clothing,  bedding,  heating,  and  wear  and  tear  of  plant.  The 
expense  will  of  necessity  be  more  as  the  criminal  class  of 
insane  increase  in  numbers,  and  the  chronic,  harmless  class 
decrease. 

In  connection  with  this  department  I  refer  again  to  need 
of  the  fourth  wing  in  which  we  could  provide  a  ward  for 
epileptics,  and  more  single  rooms  ;  also  repeat  my  former 
recommendation  for  brick  wall  to  surround  their  grounds  in 
place  of  the  wood  fence.  In  the  workhouse  department, 
contrary  to  our  prediction  and  former  records,  the  commit- 
ments have  fallen  off  from  397  last  year  to  324  this  year. 
The  decrease  seems  to  have  been  in  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year,  when  the  commitments  were  but  169,  compared 
with  243  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year ;  while 
the  second  six  months  of  the  present  year  is  155  against  154, 
exceeding  by  one  the  commitments  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.  Perhaps  this  decrease  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  present  year  may  be  accounted  for  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  new  statute  of  1890,  requiring  the  towns  and  cities, 
instead  of  the  county,  to  bear  expenses  of  conviction  and 
commitment  of  arrests  made  within  their  respective  limits. 
Inasmuch  as  the  professional  "looking-for-work"  class, 
otherwise  known  as  tramps  and  vagrants,  are  generally 
apprehended  in  the  cities  and  towns  situated  along  the  trunk- 
line  railways,  it  will  be  seen  that  an  extraordinary  expense 
must  be  borne  if  they  continue  to  make  complaints  of  this 
class,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  fewer  arrests  were  made. 
The  new  "  drunk"  law  may  also  account  for  the  commitments 
of  the  past  six  months  keeping  up  to  the  number  of  the  cor- 
responding period  of  last  year  ;  for  nearly  double  the  number 
of  cases  of  drunkenness  have  been  committed  in  this  same 
period.  The  addition  to  this  department,  for  which  an 
appropriation  of  $10,000  was  made,  but  limited  to  an 
expenditure  of  only  one-half  that  amount  this  year,  is  well 
advanced  under  the  first  section.  The  new  workshop, 
bathing,  clothing  and  loafing  rooms  will  be  ready  to  occupy 
by  or  before  January  1 ,  so  that  we  can  go  right  along  with 
the  construction  of  the  additional  cells  (one  hundred  in 
number),  which  are  to  occupy  the  space  of  the  present  work- 
shop and  loafing-room.     In  the  final  arrangement  of  plans  for 
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this  addition  it  was  found  to  be  best,  and  surely  cheapest  in 
the  end,  to  provide  much-needed  store-rooms  and  gate  lodge 
in  connection  with  these  changes  ;  and  we  have  endeavored 
to  cut  the  whole  suit  from  the  coat  pattern.  It  may  necessi- 
tate asking  a  somewhat  larger  appropriation  for  furnishing 
and  heating  than  was  contemplated,  but  we  hope  it  will  not. 

The  water  question  is  still  an  open  one  ;  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  our  supply  must  come,  as  now,  from  the  Taunton 
River,  and  that  some  system  of  filtration  must  be  used.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  another  tank  be  built,  of  greater 
pressure  and  capacity,  and  the  water  for  domestic  uses  be 
filtered  from  the  greater  to  the  older  and  smaller  tank  ;  I 
incline  quite  strongly  to  this  suggestion. 

When  the  addition  for  criminals  was  made  to  the  insane 
department,  a  larger  chapel  was  provided,  in  which  the 
inmates  from  all  three  departments  could  assemble,  having 
outgrown  the  room  first  set  aside  for  this  purpose.  It  was 
argued  at  that  time  that,  if  the  chapel  room  was  connected 
with  the  asylum,  the  patients  would  attend  in  much  larger 
numbers  ;  and,  as  that  department  was  likely  to  increase,  the 
chapel  attendance  would  also  naturally  increase.  But  an 
actual  experience  demonstrates  the  fact  that  the  percentage 
of  attendance  from  that  department  with  the  chapel  under 
their  own  roof  is  actually  less  than  when  they  had  to  come 
out  of  doors  and  cross  three  court  yards  to  the  old  one.  I 
think  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  task  and  hazard  of  tak- 
ing from  the  workhouse  enclosure  the  large  number  of  men 
who  attend  service  across  three  courtyards  and  up  two  flights 
of  stairs  is  great,  to  say  nothing  of  the  almshouse  population, 
among  whom  are  many  old  and  infirm,  but  most  constant  of 
all  in  their  worship.  I  need  say  no  more  to  prove  that  this 
arrangement  was  an  error,  and  I  acknowledge  my  full  share 
of  it.  Necessity  requires  that  other  provision  be  made,  either 
in  separate  building  more  safely  and  conveniently  located,  or 
by  enlargement  of  old  chapel  room.  The  room  now  used 
can  be  utilized  for  needful  purposes.  We  have  two  religious 
services  on  Sundays,  morning  service  at  8.30  and  afternoon 
service  at  3  o'clock  ;  the  morning  service  by  the  parish  priest 
of  Middleborough,  Rev.  Father  O'Neil,  and  afternoon  service 
by  vario  .   clergymen  from  surrounding  towns.     My  relations 
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with  all  the  attending  clergymen  have  been  very  pleasant, 
and  particularly  so  with  Father  O'Neil,  who  visits  the  hospital 
and  infirmary  many  times  week  days.  I  desire  to  hereby 
give  notice  to  all  visiting  clergymen  that  these  wards  are 
open  at  all  times,  and  you  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  them. 

This  present  year  we  have  taken  a  hand  in  repairing  high- 
ways in  our  neighborhood.  If  nothing  further  has  been 
accomplished  in  this  action,  it  has  removed  us  from  the  list 
of  "  fault  finders,  "  and  we  frankly  confess  that  it  is  easier  to 
growl  about  Bridgewater's  poor  roads  than  to  decently  repair 
them.  It  is  well  known  locally  that  the  highways  approach- 
ing this  institution  from  every  direction  are  (except  for  a 
short  summer  period)  in  a  miserable  condition,  and  it  would 
surely  be  a  hardship  for  the  town  to  keep  them  in  repair,  for 
the  obvious  reason  that  there  is  no  gravel  to  be  found  within 
three  miles  of  the  place.  I  have  this  proposition  to  make  ; 
namely,  that  we  ask  a  small  appropriation  for  a  stone-crusher, 
and  repair  the  highways  adjacent  to  the  farm  with  the  abun- 
dance of  stone  we  shall  gather  from  year  to  year  reclaiming 
land,  —  this  not  only  in  good-will  to  the  town,  but  in  our 
own  self-defence. 

Our  farming  operations  have  been  somewhat  more  exten- 
sive than  last  year,  but  in  the  direction  of  obtaining  future 
benefits  rather  than  immediate  profits.  Several  acres  of  last 
year's  purchase  have  been  reclaimed  for  tillage,  and  much 
more  for  grazing.  Crops,  with  the  exception  of  hay,  have 
been  good  as  compared  with  the  preceding  two  years  ;  the 
hay  crop  was  cut  short,  having  suffered  from  the  early  sum- 
mer droughts.  The  "J^arm  Account"  for  this  year  shows  a 
balance  in  its  favor  of  $3,990.27,  —  an  excess  of  $877.71  over 
last  year.  A  portion  of  this  amount  is  accounted  for  in  the 
increase  of  stock  and  utensils. 

As  has  been  expressed  in  previous  reports,  the  growing 
stability  of  our  official  force  is  worthy  of  notice,  and  our 
warm  commendation  is  due  and  freely  given  them  for  faith- 
ful duties  performed  in  all  departments.  I  do  not  want  to 
be  understood  that  there  has  been  no  dereliction  of  duty  or 
failures,  for  such  is  not  the  case,  but  the  great  majority  have 
been  faithful. 

The  hospital  continues  in  the  care  of  two  visiting  physi- 
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cians,  Drs.  Sawyer  and  Pratt,  and  the  resident  physician, 
Dr.  Blake,  whose  report  is  herewith  annexed. 

On  the  succeeding  pages  will  be  found  the  usual  tables, 
containing  interesting  statistics  of  the  inmates  committed 
to  our  care,  and  detailed  statements  of  all  financial  transac- 
tions, with  an  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  State  property. 
I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  confidence  you  have  so  freely 
held  and  generous  support  accorded  me  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  administration  of  the  institution,  and  I  most 
sincerely  thank  you,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  trustees.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater,

The  number  of  admissions  is  nearly  the  same  as  last  year. 
The  percentage  of  deaths  to  admissions  is  .13  J ,  a  slight  gain 
over  last  year ;  and,  as  compared  with  the  average  popula- 
tion, is  .07  per  cent.,  against  .09  per  cent,  for  the  previous 
year. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  hospital  work  in  consequence 
of  admissions.  The  admissions  have  been  more  evenly  dis- 
tributed through  the  months  of  the  year,  there  having  been 
more  during  the  summer  and  fewer  through  the  winter,  a 
condition  much  to  be  desired.  Two  thousand  and  forty  sick 
calls  have  been  answered  in  the  out-patient  department. 
There  have  been  338  cases  treated  in  the  hospital,  56  of 
which  were  of  phthisis,  with  95  other  forms  of  disease. 

In  the  table  of  deaths  there  are  two  cases  of  alcoholic  poi- 
soning reported,  which  occurred  from  the  use  of  "  wTood  " 
alcohol,  which  the  unfortunate  subjects  obtained  surrepti- 
tiously. The  suicide  reported  was  in  the  case  of  a  patient 
suffering  with  epithelioma  of  the  face ;  he  had  just  been 
dressed,  and,  knowing  that  the  nurse  would  not  be  around 
to  see  him  for  a  little  time,  he  took  the  opportunity  to  end 
his  suffering. 
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In  the  asylum  department  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients,  some  of  whom  belong  to  a  more  violent 
class  than  those  previously  sent  here.  In  most  cases,  how- 
ever, they  have  learned  to  do  as  do  those  who  came  before 
them,  and  there  are  many  who  occupy  their  time  working  in 
the  chair  shop  or  on  the  wards.  There  must  needs  be  a  few, 
however,  who  are  simply  mischief-makers  and  breeders  of 
strife,  and  these  can  best  be  taken  care  of  in  their  rooms  dur- 
ing periods  of  unpleasantness.  As  a  whole,  however,  there 
is  but  little  isolation,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  among 
epileptics,  our  number  of  these  cases  having  increased  dur- 
ing the  year.  « 

Of  our  daily  number  of  199  patients,  there  has  been  an 
average  of  117  employed  ;  of  this  number,  70  have  worked 
in  the  chair  shop,  the  remainder  working  on  the  farm,  and 
within  doors  at  various  kinds  of  employment.  The  various 
tables  appended  give  statistical  information  regarding  the 
hospital  and  asylum.  Tables  concerning  the  asylum  are 
both  for  the  year  and  for  the  whole  time  since  the  asylum 
was  opened. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  refer  to  my  report  of  last  year  in 
regard  to  the  detention  of  venereal  cases.  Some  effort  has 
been  made  during  the  year  in  this  direction  by  members  of 
the  medical  profession.  It  seems  to  me  that  responsibility 
does  not  rest  merely  upon  retaining  them  long  enough  to 
restore  them  to  a  fairly  healthy  condition,  but  that  they 
should  be  detained  long  enough  to  rid  them,  as  far  as  may 
be,  of  their  disease. 

Permit  me  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  superintendent 
and  to  the  consulting  physicians  for  their  support  in  the  dis- 
charge of  my  duties.  My  thanks  are  also  extended  to  all 
officers  and  attendants  w7ith  whom  I  have  been  associated.

TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm,  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3,  chapter 
88  of  the  Public.  Statutes,  herewith  present  their  thirty- 
ninth  annual  report,  which,  with  the  reports  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  resident  physician,  herein  submitted,  shows  the 
condition  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1&92. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  22  of  the  Acts  of  1892, 
the  sum  of  $76,800  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  institution  for  the  present  calendar 
year.  For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
same,  see  report  of  the  superintendent,  hereto  annexed, 
which  has  been  examined  and  verified  by  the  trustees. 

Under  chapter  13  of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  1892,  the 
sum  of  $23,000  was  appropriated  for  heating,  lighting, 
plumbing  and  furnishing  the  new  workhouse  building ;  for 
yard  walls,  concrete  walks,  and  for  repairs  on  chapel  build- 
ing and  various  other  purposes.  The  new  building  has  been 
completed,  and  one  hundred  additional  cells  added  to  the 
workhouse  department ;  it  is  now  occupied,  and  is  well 
adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  erected. 

The  yard  walls  have  also  been  completed  in  part,  but  an 
additional  appropriation  will  be  required  to  extend  the  same 
so  as  to  completely  surround  the  institution  buildings. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  building  to  he  occupied  exclusively  by 
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women,  as  it  is  necessary  that  a  certain  number  be  employed 
at  the  institution,  It  is  also  thought  advisable  that  the 
estate  situate  next  east  from  the  farm,  and  adjoining  the 
same,  should  be  purchased  whenever  the  same  can  be  obtained 
at  a  reasonable  consideration.  Other  important  suggestions 
and  recommendations  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
superintendent,  which  has  been  fully  considered  by  the 
trustees  and  has  received  their  approval. 

The  inmates  who  are  able  to  perform  labor  have  been 
employed  in  seating  chairs  and  working  on  the  farm,  as  in 
former  years. 

The  farm  has  yielded  an  abundance  of  various  crops,  and 
the  same  have  been  harvested  in  good  condition.  Additional 
land  is  being  cleared  and  cultivated  annually,  mostly  by  the 
labor  of  inmates,  which  adds  materially  to  the  value  of  the 
farm  each  year. 

In  the  report  of  the  superintendent  to  the  trustees,  hereto 
annexed,  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of 
inmates  admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year ;  the  num- 
ber remaining  in  the  institution  ;  the  average  expense  each 
week  per  inmate  ;  the  nativity  of  those  admitted  ;  the  courts 
from  which  prisoners  were  sentenced,  with  their  terms  of 
sentence  and  crimes  committed ;  the  amount  received  from 
sales  and  labor  of  inmates,  and  the  disposition  of  the  same  ; 
the  products  of  the  farm  ;  the  list  of  officers  and  employees, 
with  other  important  information  and  statistics ;  which 
statement,  carefully  and  accurately  prepared,  gives  in  detail 
full  information  as  to  the  condition  and  management  of  the 
institution,  and  the  disposition  of  the  money  appropriated 
and  expended  for  its  maintenance. 

The  report  of  the  resident  physician,  Dr.  Charles  A. 
Blake,  herewith  submitted,  contains  information,  statistical 
and  otherwise,  in  relation  to  the  hospital  and  asylum  depart- 
ments, showing  the  number  and  variety  of  diseases  treated, 
the  number  of  deaths,  the  number  received  from  each  hos- 
pital, the  nativity  and  occupation  of  insane  patients,  and 
other  important  facts  in  relation  to  said  departments. 

At  the  close  of  another  year  the  trustees  feel  they  have 
good  cause  to  congratulate  the  Commonwealth  upon  the 
continued    excellent  condition  of  the   institution,    which    is 
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largely  due  to  the  faithful  and  efficient  services  and  admirable 
management  of  H.  M.  Blackstone,  Esq.,  the  superintendent. 
The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chap- 
ter 79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an 
appraisal  made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected 
with  the  institution  and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  by 
David  G.  Pratt,  Esq.,  of  Middleborough,  whose  report  is 
hereto  annexed.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  EEPORT. 


State  Farm,  Oct.  1,  1892. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm. 

In  submitting  this  report  as  a  simple  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  institution,  I  find  in  one  respect  at  least 
it  is  no  exception  to  the  general  rule  of  the  past  nine  years. 
Annually  the  statement  of  growth,  enlarged  household  and 
increased  population  has  been  unvarying.  I  am  forced  to 
make  the  statement  with  greater  emphasis  this  year  than 
ever,  because  the  excess  is  greater  than  in  any  recent  year. 
The  figures  are  as  follows  :  — 

Total  average  number,  1892, 774 

Total  average  number,  1891 660 

Total  average  gain  this  year  114,  and  176  more  in  the 
institution  at  this  date  than  one  year  ago. 

The  total  expenditure  has  been  $80,962.62,  and  is  $4,162 
in  excess  of  the  appropriation  for  1892,  which  was  $76,800. 
The  expenses  of  the  three  remaining  months  of  this  calendar 
year  are  likely  to  be  heavy,  and  the  balance  of  appropriation, 
$14,088.78,  will  not  maintain  the  institution  the  balance  of 
the  year.  The  deficiency  will  be  in  the  current  expense 
account,  and  mainly  for  provisions,  clothing  and  supplies. 
The  average  per  capita  expenditure  and  cost  has,  however, 
been  less  than  ever  before,  standing  this  year  as  follows: 
weekly  per  capita  expenditure,  $2.01  ;  weekly  per  capita 
cost,  $1.84,  as  against  $2.18  and  $2.04  last  year. 

The  increase  of  population  has  been  principally  in  the 
workhouse  department,  through  commitments  for  drunken- 
ness, and  is  probably  accounted  for  in  the  new  drunk  law. 
Commitments  for  tramping  and  vagrancy  are  not  much  in 
excess  of  last  year,  and  far  below  some  previous  years.     It 
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is  undoubtedly  true  that  quite  a  percentage  of  the  arrests  for 
vagrancy  were  really  for  drunkenness,  enough,  I  believe,  to 
justify  the  assumption  that  less  actual  tramps  and  vagrants 
have  been  committed  this  year.  I  do  not  think  we  find 
among  this  class  as  large  a  proportion  of  professional  tramps 
as  formerly,  young  men  who  "go  on  the  road  looking  for 
work,"  and  invariably  refuse  it  when  offered  ;  lodgers  in 
town  lock-ups,  epicures  on  "  grub,''  samplers  of  institutions 
all  over  the  country.  I  fully  believe  the  fashion  or  "fad" 
is  waning,  and  hope  the  charm  for  young  men  to  go  on  the 
road  has  lost  some  of  its  power,  and  this  demoralizing  and 
degrading  practice  may  be  abandoned.  Adding  to  the  pro- 
fessionals the  cranky  cases  who  are  simply  aimless  wanderers, 
with  no  ambition  for  anything  save  an  extensive  wardrobe, 
which  is  all  worn  at  the  same  time,  regardless  of  seasons, 
who  are  picked  up  in  a  different  locality  each  time  arrested, 
and  sent  in  as  a  deed  of  charity  to  the  neighborhood  and 
themselves,  we  shall  still  find  a  large  number  arrested  and 
convicted  upon  these  complaints  who  are  in  reality  drunkards. 
Men  who  have  identity  and  belong  somewhere,  but  have  be- 
come indifferent  to  home  and  friends  by  intemperance,  and 
are  spreeing  it  most  of  the  time,  with  a  few  days'  vacation 
at  labor  now  and  then  to  earn  enough  to  resume  the  debauch 
with  renewed  energy ;  usually  drifting  from  .one  city  to 
another  until  completely  used  up,  they  find  their  way  to  the 
workhouse  or  jail,  where  they  repair  and  reflect,  and  resolve, 
some  to  quit,  some  to  try  it  again,  and  seldom  reform.  The 
large  number  of  men  committed  under  the  drunk  law,  to- 
gether with  the  class  of  vagrants  just  referred  to,  if  accounted 
drunkards,  seems  to  make  the  workhouse  department  what  I 
think  it  should  be,  —  an  institution  for  the  care  and  deten- 
tion of  cases  of  drunkenness,  rather  than  a  receptacle  for 
everybody  who  is  not  wanted  elsewhere. 

Two  needful  features  in  the  treatment  of  these  men  are  want- 
ing. I  refer  first  to  their  employment  in  proper  and  active 
industries,  —  something  requiring  more  energy  and  develop- 
ment than  their  present  employment  at  weaving  cane  into 
chair  seats.  I  would  surest  making  the  whole  chair,  as  is 
now  done  successfully  in  one  shop  at  the  reformatory.  Much 
of  the  lumber  for  the  cheaper  grades  of  oak  chairs  such  as 
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are  exported  can  be  found  in  the  surrounding  country.  Not 
a  great  outlay  would  be  necessary,  as  I  think  the  chair  manu- 
facturers would  furnish  machinery.  I  would  earnestly  ask 
consideration  of  this  important  matter. 

The  second  needful  feature  I  believe  to  be  the  indetermi- 
nate sentence  for  drunkenness.  If  this  form  of  commitment 
is  applicable  to  any  class  of  law  breakers,  it  most  assuredly 
is  for  those  whose  transgression  is  least  sinful  and  most 
frequent.  It  should  prevail  from  an  economic  stand-point, 
even  if  the  offender  was  counted  out  of  consideration  alto- 
gether. It  is  expensive  to  put  a  man  through  the  whole 
judicial  mill  five  or  six  times  annually,  not  only  in  direct  expen- 
diture by  the  town,  county  or  State,  but  in  the  wear  and  tear 
of  the  man.  It  will  not  be  denied  that  to-day  man's  greatest 
bane  in  our  country  is  intemperance,  drunkenness  ;  it  is  clearly 
understood  and  admitted  by  all  ;  and  nobody  is  more  con- 
scious of  this  fact  than  the  unfortunate  man  who  is  afflicted, 
and  it  is  fair  to  state  that  nobody  feels  any  worse  about  it 
than  the  man  who  has  been  convicted,  committed,  and  has 
had  opportunity  to  soberly  reflect.  His  surroundings  suggest 
reflection  and  generally  repentance.  The  bitter  expressions 
of  remorse  for  the  past  and  wholesale  promises  for  the  future 
which  we  insiders  are  accustomed  to  hear  from  the  lips  of 
the  afflicted,  would  seem  convincing  evidence  of  their  com- 
plete  cure  and  probable  retirement  from  the  business.  It  is 
hopeful  that  some  do  retire  ;  but  far  too  many  come  back 
again  and  again,  victims  of  habit,  failures  of  moral  responsi- 
bility, products  of  a  system  and  machinery  originally  adjusted 
for  raw  material.  A  notable  example  was  James ,  com- 
mitted to  Boston  House  of  Industry  one  hundred  times,  more 
or  less,  for  first-offence  drunkenness.  As  long  as  men  drink 
to  excess  and  become  drunkards  either  at  home  or  on  the 
road  they  must  be  apprehended  and  restrained.  This  service 
must  be  done  by  the  qualified  officers  of  law  and  order, 
sheriffs,  marshals  and  police,  because  of  the  disorderly  and 
often  dangerous  nature  of  the  drunken  man's  disturbance. 
Once  secured,  the  dangers  of  wife-beating  and  kindred 
amusements  are  over  for  the  time  being.  If  he  is  compara- 
tively new  to  the  business,  and  there  are  extenuating  cir- 
cumstances,  the    offices   of  the    probation    agent  intercede. 
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So  far  so  good.  If  thorough  investigation  finds  him  a 
drunkard,  whether  formerly  convicted  or  nor,  something 
must  be  done  ;  and  it  is  here  I  would  employ  the  indeter- 
minate sentence  with  a  long  limit,  and  commit  him  to  the 
care  of  a  State,  county  or  city  board,  having  in  charge  the 
respective  institutions,  and  authorize  them  to  direct  his 
destiny  for  a  few  years  in  confinement  or  freedom  according 
as  he  pleases  to  elect,  by  indulgence  or  abstinence.  Under 
wise  and  well-enforced  regulations,  I  believe  much  less  time 
will  be  spent  in  confinement,  and  a  better,  stronger  restraint 
exerted  in  freedom,  than  by  the  short  positive  sentence. 

On  account  of  the  increased  number  in  the  wrorkhouse  this 
year,  we  were  unable  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  building  one 
hundred  additional  cells  in  the  space  of  the  workshop  and 
dormitory,  because  wTe  could  not  vacate  them.  As  the  next 
best  plan  and  compromise  with  this  condition,  we  have  built 
seventy-two  rooms  in  a  separate  building,  locating  it  parallel 
with  the  present  prison  wing  on  the  east  side  at  a  distance 
ninety  feet  away.  The  rooms  are  arranged  on  the  court 
yard,  each  having  an  ordinary-sized  window.  The  rooms 
are  arranged  on  three  floors  with  six  corridors,  two  to  each 
floor,  and  twelve  rooms  to  each  corridor,  entrance  and  stair- 
case dividing  the  building  in  the  centre.  The  other  twenty- 
eight  are  being  built  as  additions  to  the  old  block,  using  the 
space  vacated  as  boiler  room  and  a  small  portion  of  the  shop 
and  dormitory.  The  growth  of  this  branch  of  the  institution 
since  the  appropriation  was  made  for  its  addition  has  been  so 
great  as  to  positively  require  fifty  more  rooms  even  before 
the  completion  of  these. 

While  we  call  our  institution  one  of  men,  there  are  and 
always  have  been  a  few  women.  There  have  been  for  the 
past  two  years  a  number  varying  from  ten  to  fifteen.  Some 
are  committed  for  drunkenness  and  vagrancv,  and  some  are 
admitted  as  paupers  from  south-eastern  Massachusetts.  They 
are  a  necessity  for  domestic  service,  but  their  care  and 
management  is  awkward  and  unsatisfactory,  because  there  is 
no  distinctive  women's  department.  The  rooms  over  the 
house  kitchen  and  officers'  dining  rooms  and  upper  chambers 
of  the  superintendent's  house  are  used  for  their  apartments. 
It  requires  at  least  a  dozen  women  for  the  necessary  kitchen 
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and  laundry  work,  — ten  would  not  be  enough,  and  fifteen 
crowd  the  accommodations.  As  they  average  in  ability,  it 
would  require  a  family  of  from  forty  to  fifty  from  which  the 
dozen  or  more  needed  domestics  could  be  selected.  Because 
of  the  lack  of  accommodations  every  sick  woman  admitted  has 
to  be  immediately  transferred  to  the  State  Almshouse  at 
Tewksbury,  attended  often  by  hardship  to  the  patient  as 
well  as  the  expense  and  inconvenience  to  the  institution. 
Both  for  this  class  and  for  those  who  fall  sick  while  here  the 
necessity  of  a  small  sick  ward  is  obvious.  To  accomplish 
both  purposes,  I  recommend  providing  a  building  which  will 
accommodate  thirty  to  forty  women,  including  a  sick  ward, 
and  ask  a  small  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Under  chapter  13  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1892,  mak- 
ing special  appropriation  for  various  improvements,  items 
were  included  for  changiDg  chapel  and  lighting  some  por- 
tions of  the  institution  by  electricity,  neither  of  which  upon 
fuller  development  of  the  plans  appear  sufficient  to  make 
these  improvements  as  now  seems  best.  In  this  view  of  the 
matter  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  expend  any  of  the  appropri- 
ation for  these  purposes  until  we  could  ask  a  reconsideration 
of  the  plan,  which,  I  believe,  will  be  found  to  be  most  eco- 
nomicaHn  the  end,  and  find  favor  when  fully  presented. 

Concerning  the  asylum  for  insane,  I  may  say  that  the 
observations  noted  a  year  ago  about  the  changing  character 
of  its  inmates  are  fully  confirmed  in  this  year's  experience. 
The  transfers  to  this  department  have  been  wholly  criminals 
and  convicts,  mostly  the  latter,  from  the  State  prisons  and 
houses  of  corrections  via  the  State  lunatic  hospitals.  All  of 
them  are,  of  course,  insane,  else  they  would  not  be  here. 
Some  of  them,  however,  have  just  enough  insanity,  real  or 
sham,  to  make  a  convenient  cloak  for  what  we  call  "cussed- 
ness  "  in  the  workhouse  department,  and  there  treat  it  accord- 
ingly. Some  others  are  generally  well-behaved,  pleasant 
and  agreeable,  not  seriously  troubled  by  their  mental  distur- 
bance, but  keenly  watchful  for  an  opportunity  to  break  their 
ties  with  the  State,  which,  I  am  obliged  to  acknowledge, 
have  in  several  cases  proved  weak.  Many  of  these  are  from 
State  Prison,  with  long  sentences;  and  liberation  by  escape 
or  otherwise  is  the  paramount  thought,  and  trivial  obstacles 
will  not  obstruct  their  ambition. 
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The  pauper  and  harmless  class  of  insane  with  which 
the  asylum  first  started,  and  for  whom  the  first  two 
buildings,  to  care  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  were 
built,  are  fast  disappearing.  Of  the  original  fifty  men 
first  sent  here,  but  eighteen  remain.  Discharges  are 
of  course  from  the  milder  and  harmless  patients,  —  from 
the  feeble  and  infirm  by  death,  and  by  transfer  to  care 
of  friends  and  to  other  States  and  countries  from  the 
harmless.  It  will  be  readily  seen  that  very  soon  the  en- 
tire number  will  be  convicts  and  criminals,  largely  the 
former.  Of  the  present  total  number,  230,  there  are  127 
convicts  from  the  State  Prison  and  houses  of  correction. 
The  north-west  wing,  containing  fifty  strong  rooms,  is  all  the 
sufficiently  strong  accommodations  we  have  for  the  safe  care 
and  keeping  of  this  dangerous  class  of  men.  The  transfers 
to  the  asylum  are  all  now  from  this  class,  who  almost  without 
exception  should  have  a  single  strong  room.  To  undertake 
their  care  in  the  older  asylum  buildings  on  the  dormitory 
plan  is  positively  unsafe  and  dangerous.  Escapes  will  be 
frequent,  and  too  great  hazard  attends  their  care,  with 
perhaps  grave  and  serious  results  to  themselves  and  their 
keepers.  I  therefore  think  it  imperative  that  fifty  or  more 
strong  rooms  be  added  to  this  department  with  the  least 
possible  delay.  With  an  addition  of  say  seventy-five  rooms, 
a  rearrangement  could  be  made  so  as  to  provide  a  ward  for 
epileptics  in  the  east  wing,  an  improvement  earnestly  recom- 
mended in  preceding  reports.  The  substitution  of  brick 
walls,  begun  this  year,  for  high  board  fences,  should  con- 
tinue until  all  the  yards  are  walled  in. 

There  is  little  change,  if  any,  to  note  in  the  farming  opera- 
tions. Excepting  in  years  of  failure  amounting  to  calamity, 
one  year  about  averages  with  another.  Crops  this  year  have 
about  averaged,  falling  short  in  some  products  and  more 
abundant  in  others.  With  the  harvest  closely  estimated  and 
appraised,  the  account  stands  about  as  last  year,  showing  a 
balance  of  about  $4,000  in  favor  of  the  farm  ;  accurately 
stated,  $4,074.27  in  1892  and  $3,990.27  in  1891.  Much 
labor  has  been  expended  this  year,  reclaiming  and  under- 
draining  rough,  wet  land,  which  shows  no  credit  on  the 
account  now,  but  will  in  a  year  or  two  be  as  productive  as 
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the  best.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  institution 
the  owner  of  the  coveted  land  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
workhouse  plant  has  signified  a  willingness  to  sell  all  of  his 
farm,  reserving  only  a  small  lot  with  their  homestead  build- 
ings. If  it  can  be  purchased  at  a  fair  valuation  I  would 
earnestly  favor  it,  both  because  we  need  it,  and  can  get  it. 
Twice  within  five  years  we  have  had  to  beg  the  accommoda- 
tion of  insignificant  portions  of  this  land  for  enlargement  of 
buildings,  and  the  land  is  altogether  too  near  our  buildings  to 
be  owned  by  an  abutter.  Like  all  others  entrusted  with  the 
care  of  large  institutions,  our  attention  to  sanitary  conditions 
was  agitated  and  quickened  somewhat  by  the  alarming 
report  of  the  appearance  of  Asiatic  cholera  within  a  three- 
dollar  ride  of  our  institution.  Minor  details  looked  after, 
inquiry  naturally  extended  to  the  more  important  questions 
of  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal.  Although  not  dis- 
charging directly  into  it,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  sewage 
of  Middleborough  village  finds  its  way  into  the  Nemasket 
branch  of  the  Taunton  River,  not  more  than  five  miles  from 
our  pumping  station  where  the  water  supply  is  taken.  The 
situation  is  serious,  and  demands  our  faithful  attention. 
Their  sewerage  system,  although  said  to  be  now  finished,  is, 
of  course,  just  begun,  because  of  the  present  and  prospective 
growth  of  the  town.  The  safe  disposal  of  our  own  sewage 
so  as  to  insure  protection  to  all  is  a  question  of  much  concern, 
and  should  receive  due  attention. 

In  referring  to  the  hospital  department,  I  am  obliged  to 
approach  the  painful  duty  of  recording  the  sudden  death  of 
Dr.  Edward  Sawyer,  who  was  the  principal  medical  officer 
of  the  institution  for  eighteen  years,  to  1887,  when  a  resident 
physician  was  appointed,  since  which  time  he  has  been  one 
of  the  alternate  visiting  and  consulting  physicians,  covering 
a  period  of  twenty-thiee  years.  An  unbroken  public  service 
in  full  view  of  a  critical  public  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
at  a  post  of  duty  whose  commands  must  be  obeyed,  in  sun- 
shine or  storm,  day  or  night,  which  were  always  answered 
with  promptness  and  good-will,  speak  much  stronger  of  his 
excellent  character  than  any  praise  we  can  offer.  Although 
his  service  appears  long,  he  was  yet  in  the  prime  of  life 
when  called  from  it  to  the    home  beyond,   where  no  truer 
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souls  have  entered.  He  was  a  man  of  action,  never  shrank 
from  the  performance  of  his  full  duty  as  he  understood  it, 
always  cheerful  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  it.  His 
character,  conspicuous  for  manliness  at  all  times,  warm- 
hearted love  of  his  fellow-men  and  good-will  to  all,  made 
us  all  better  for  having  known  him,  whether  in  the  sick 
wards  of  a  public  institution,  in  the  family  circle  or  in  the 
common  walks  of  every-day  life.  No  appointment  of  his 
successor  has  yet  been  made,  Dr.  Calvin  Pratt  visiting  all 
the  time  since  Dr.  Sawyer's  death,  instead  of  alternately,  as 
before. 

Dr.  Charles  A.  Blake  still  continues  as  resident  physician. 
His  report,  annexed,  gives  a  thorough  review  of  hospital 
wfork,  and  shows  a  large  increase  probably  accounted  for  in 
the  prevalence  of  influenza. 

The  religious  wants  of  our  inmates  continue  to  be  cared 
for  by  their  respective  clergymen  ;  not  only  do  the  Catholics 
find  pleasure  in  the  frequent  visits  of  their  pastor,  Rev.  J. 
H.  O'Neil,  but  all  enjoy  the  influence  of  his  generous  and 
genial  good-nature.  There  is  still  room  for  the  Protestant 
clergymen,  who  serve  us  on  Sunday,  to  do  good  unto  those 
of  their  faith  in  the  sick  wards  any  day  in  the  week. 

The  constancy  of  our  official  force  is  a  source  of  pride 
and  satisfaction.  Few  changes  have  occurred,  and  very  few 
indeed  for  inefficiency  or  faithlessness.  Most  all  have  been 
by  resignation  for  natural  causes,  and  are  sincerely  regretted. 

The  usual  tables  of  information,  which  should  satisfy  every 
desire  for  figures,  will  be  found  annexed. 

As  I  hand  you  this  report,  I  am  reminded  that  it  is  the 
tenth  time  I  have  enjoyed  this  pleasure.  Your  indulgence 
of  as  many  times  accepting  it  is  an  assurance  of  continued 
confidence  for  which  I  am  more  than  grateful.

The  following  report  of  the  hospital  and  asylum  depart- 
ments is  respectfully  submitted  :  — 

Number  in  hospital  Oct.  1,

The  number  of  admissions  exceeds  those  of  last  year  by 
nearly  two  hundred.*  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  admis- 
sions is  .14^,  an  increase  of  less  than  .01  per  cent,  over  last 
year,  and,  as  compared  with  the  average  population,  is  .09| 
per  cent.,  an  increase  of  .02|  per  cent,  over  last  year.  Two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  sick  calls  have  been 
answered  in  the  out-patient  department,  an  increase  of  eight 
hundred.  These  figures  readily  show  that  the  institution,  in 
common  with  others  and  with  surrounding  towns,  has  shared 
in  the  general  sickness  of  the  year.  There  were  111  cases 
of  "La  Grippe"  treated,  some  of  which  were  quite  severe, 
particularly  in  the  cases  of  those  who  were  phthisical  or 
somewhat  advanced  in  years.  Throat  and  lung  difficulties 
were  common  afflictions  in  the  out-door  department.  Thirty- 
one  cases  of  pneumonia  were  treated,  with  a  mortality  of  11, 
4  of  which  were  from  complications  of  chronic  or  organic 
character,  which  gave  no  promise  of  recovery  from  the 
"beginning.  The  second  largest  number  of  cases  was  of 
phthisis,  of  which  there  were  61  cases,  37  of  which  died, — 
nearly  one-half  our  mortality. 

*  One  hundred  and  ninety-six. 
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The  table  of  deaths  records  one  suicide  (an  insane  patient) , 
a  death  from  internal  hemorrhage,  and  one  from  probable 
rupture  of  the  heart.  These  sudden  deaths  are  included  in 
the  mortality  table,  and  were  not  cases  that  were  treated  in 
the  hospital,  which,  if  deducted,  would  reduce  the  mortality 
to  .13|  per  cent.,  —  scarcely  above  that  of  last  year. 

In  the  asylum  department  there  has  been  but  little  change. 
Twenty-eight  patients  have  been  discharged  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity,  59  have  been  admitted,  and 
there  have  been  21  deaths.     The  daily  average  of  patients 
employed  in  the  chair  shop,  on  the  farm  and  in  general  work 
in  the  asylum,  has  been  133,  80  of  whom  have  worked  in 
the  chair  shop,  where  54,900  chairs  were  seated.     The  con- 
tinued benefits  of  this  feature  of  our  institution  are  plainly 
to    be    seen.     The    employment   affords   occupation  for  the 
mind,  activity  for  the  body,  and  a  good  form  of  discipline 
for  the  patient.     The  idea  seems  quite  prevalent  that  a  per- 
son becoming  a  State  or  other  charitable  charge  is   to    be 
supported  in  idleness,  and  the  patients  and  friends  seem  to 
regard  whatever  is  done  by  the  patient  as  so  much  gain  to 
the  institution  ;  that  support  is  due  to  the  patient,  but  that 
he  owes  nothing  in  return.      When  we    consider   that  our 
institutions  are  supported  by  the  people,  and  that  the  vast 
sums  needed  are  contributed  by  the  various  business  interests 
and  the  wage  earners,  we  are  reminded  that  "  By  the  sweat 
of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread."     A  man  becoming  insane 
or  otherwise  afflicted  may  lose  individual  responsibility  to 
the  degree  that  life  in  an  institution  may  be  the  best  for  him 
and  all  connected  with    his  interests,    but    this    should  not 
relieve  him  from  the  responsibility  of  personal  maintenance; 
in  this  respect,  his  duty  to  himself  and  society  require  that, 
whatever  his  condition,  he  is  still  bound  to  do  what  he  can 
toward  personal  support. 

With  the  usual  exceptions  there  has  been  but  little  diffi- 
culty in  maintaining  a  fair  degree  of  discipline.  There  are, 
of  course,  a  few  who  delight  in  getting  others  into  trouble  ; 
but  as  a  whole  there  has  been  but  little  disturbance,  and 
many  who  were  among  the  most  troublesome  when  they 
came  have  settled  into  the  ways  of  life  to  which  they  found 
they  must  become  accustomed. 
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The  need  of  an  epileptic  ward  is  felt,  not  only  for  the 
asylum  department,  but  one  to  which  all  in  the  institution 
can  be  gathered.  Many  who  come  here  as  prisoners  are 
epileptics,  and  it  seems  as  if  the  best  interests^  of  society 
require  that  they  should  be  detained  here  ;  and,  if  so,  they 
should  "have  suitable  provision  made  for  their  care.  Their 
condition  at  best  is  pitiable,  and  how  much  their  misery  is 
increased  if  they  wander  about,  deprived  (through  no  fault 
of  their  own)  of  the  individual  responsibility  possessed  by 
their  fellows. 

Our  institution  life  has  been  saddened  by  the  death  of  Dr. 
Edward  Sawyer,  who  for  twenty-three  years  has  been  pro- 
fessionally connected  with  its  interests.  We  have  also  to 
record  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Clark,  an  attendant  in  the 
asylum  department,  a  young  man  of  good  character,  well 
liked  by  his  fellows,  aryi  faithful  in  the  performance  of 'his 
duties.  Thus  has  death  visited  our  institution  during  the 
year,  and  when  the  call  shall  come  to  those  of  us  who 
remain,  may  we  each  be  found,  like  those  whose  names  we 
hold  in  memory,  "  On  duty,  and  faithful  to  our  trust." 

The  tables  appended  give  general  and  particular  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  hospital  and  asylum.  The  tables 
concerning  the  asylum  are  both  for  the  year  and  for  the 
whole  time  since  the  opening  of  the  department,  and  are  also 
for  the  total  number  of  persons  admitted. 

Allow  me  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  superintendent  and 
to  the  consulting  physician  for  their  support,  and  to  extend 
my  regards  to  all  those  with  whom  I  have  been  officially 
connected.

TRUSTEES'  EEPORT. 


To  Ilis  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm,  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3,  chapter 
88  of  the  Public  Statutes,  herewith  present  their  fortieth 
annual  report,  which,  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  resident  physician,  herein  submitted,  shows  the  con- 
dition of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  27  of  the  Acts  of  1893, 
the  sum  of  $84,000  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 
salaries,  wages  and  labor,  and  for  other  current  expenses 
of  the  institution  for  the  present  calendar  year.  For  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  expenditure  of  the  same,  see  re- 
port of  the  superintendent,  hereto  annexed,  which  has  been 
examined  and  verified  by  the  trustees. 

Under  chapter  48  of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  1893  the 
sum  of  $50,000  was  appropriated  to  be  expended  at  the 
State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees 
and  superintendent  for  the  following  purposes  :  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  to  contain  seventy-five  strong  rooms,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $35,000  ;  for  an  asylum  wall,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $3,000;  for  the  erection  of  a  dormitory,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $7,000;  and  for  repairs  of  the  chapel  and 
providing  additional  room,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  authorized  in  chapter  13  of  the  Re- 
solves of  the  year  1892  for  the  same  purpose. 
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The  erection  of  said  buildings  and  the  improvements  thus 
provided  for  in  said  resolve  will  be  completed  during  the 
coming  year. 

An  appropriation  will  be  required  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  boiler-house,  also  provision  made  for  plumbing,  light- 
ing and  heating  the  asylum  building  when  completed. 

Seating  chairs  as  formerly  is  the  only  industry  conducted 
at  the  institution  from  which  any  revenue  is  derived,  and 
affords  employment  for  those  whose  labor  is  not  available  on 
the  farm. 

The  farm  has  been  kept  in  its  usual  high  state  of  cultiva- 
tion and  an  abundance  of  various  crops  has  been  the  result. 

In  the  report  of  the  superintendent  to  the  trustees,  hereto 
annexed,  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  the  number 
of  inmates  admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year ;  the 
number  remaining  in  the  institution  ;  the  average  expense 
each  week  per  inmate  ;  the  nativity  of  those  admitted  ;  the 
courts  from  which  prisoners  were  sentenced,  with  their 
terms  of  sentence  and  crimes  committed  ;  the  amount  re- 
ceived from  sales  and  labor  of  inmates,  and  the  disposition 
of  the  same  ;  the  products  of  the  farm  ;  the  list  of  officers 
and  employees,  with  other  important  information  and  statis- 
tics ;  which  statement,  carefully  and  accurately  prepared, 
gives  in  detail  full  information  as  to  the  condition  and 
management  of  the  institution,  and  the  disposition  of  the 
money  appropriated  and  expended  for  its  maintenance. 

The  report  of  the  resident  physician,  Dr.  Charles  A. 
Blake,  herewith  submitted,  contains  information,  statistical 
and  otherwise,  in  relation  to  the  hospital  and  asylum  de- 
partments, showing  the  number  and  variety  of  diseases 
treated,  the  number  of  deaths,  the  number  received  from 
each  hospital,  the  nativity  and  occupation  of  insane  patients, 
and  other  important  facts  in  relation  to  said  departments. 

The  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution  under 
the  present  superintendent  has  been  conducted  with  ability 
and  fidelity  and  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  in  all 
matters  have  been  wisely  cared  for. 

The  statement  made  in  previous  reports  that  the  institu- 
tion in  all  its  departments  was  in  excellent  condition  applies 
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with  equal   truth   and   might   be   even   more   strongly    em- 
phasized at  the  close  of  the  present  year. 

The  trustees  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  their 
last  report  that  authority  be  given  for  the  purchase  of  the 
estate  situate  next  east  from  the  State  Farm  and  adjoining 
the  same,  also  for  a  certain  piece  of  unimproved  land  lying 
between  the  State  Farm  and  the  railroad,  whenever  the 
same  can  be  purchased  for  a  reasonable  consideration. 

Owin£  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  inmates  the  office 
room  is  insufficient  for  properly  conducting  the  business 
connected  with  the  three  separate  and  distinct  departments 
of  the  institution.  Additional  room  is  also  required  for  the 
accommodation  of  officers  and  attendants  ;  a  sufficient  ap- 
propriation is  recommended  for  said  purposes.  Other 
important  improvements  have  been  suggested  by  the  super- 
intendent which  have  received  the  approval  of  the  trustees. 

The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chapter 
79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal 
made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the 
institution  and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  by  David 
G.  Pratt,  Esq.,  of  Middleborough,  whose  report  is  hereto 
annexed.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

In  this  Columbian  or  World's  Fair  year,  when  all  minor 
matters  have  been  practically  lost  in  the  shadows  of  the 
great  exposition,  it  would  seem  to  be  about  as  well  to  move 
up  the  date  of  some  former  document,  changing  only  the 
figures,  and  submit  it  as  the  annual  report,  conforming  with 
the  habit  and  statute  requirement. 

But  obedience  to  statute  compels  us  to  report  the  condi- 
tion of  the  institution,  and  it  must  be  done,  whether  of  inter- 
est or  not.  It  may  perhaps  be  interesting  to  ourselves  to 
note  that  this  year  of  1893  ends  the  first  decade  of  the 
reconstructed  institution,  a  period  also  identical  with  the 
service  of  your  superintendent.  With  building  operations 
and  improvements  now  going  on  about  as  actively  as  at  any 
time  during  this  ten  years  it  may  be  still  more  interesting  to 
inquire  when  the  institution  is  to  be  finished.  I  confess  my 
own  feeling  about  the  matter  is  not  unlike  that  of  another 
countryman  who  desired  to  live  long  enough  to  see  Boston 
finished. 

Referring  to  the  official  records  just  previous  to  its  de- 
struction by  fire  ten  years  ago,  we  find  by  comparison  that 
the  population  of  to-day  is  more  than  five  times  greater. 
To  reach  this  condition  from  the  small  beginning  in  this 
brief  period  has  made  it  necessary  to  be  busy  in  the  addi- 
tion or  building  business  almost  continuously.  Generally 
speaking,  corporations,  manufacturing  and  commercial  con- 
cerns are  pleased  to  exult  in  their  annual  reviews  over  en- 
largement, extensions  and  fuller  developments  as  evidence 
of  greater  prosperity.  We  can  surely  boast  of  additions  and 
enlargement,  but  must  hesitate  in  our  exultations  when  we 
consider  the  cause  of  it  all.     If  the  necessity  for  this  great 
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* 
growth  must  be,  we  may  take  pride  in  its  accomplishment, 

and  call  the  ten  years'  development  an  evidence  of  pros- 
perity. 

One-fourth  of  the  increase  is  accounted  for  in  the  depart- 
ment for  criminal  and  convict  insane,  which  has  been  an 
independent  addition,  having  no  special  relation  to  the  work- 
house and  almshouse  departments  ;  but  the  increase  aside 
from  this  has  been  mainly  in  the  workhouse  department,  and 
of  course,  while  the  commitments  are  for  technically  different 
offences,  drunkenness  is  probably  the  direct  cause  of  it  all. 
Some  of  these  men  are  good  enough  men  here,  as  elsewhere, 
when  sober  and  free  from  liquor ;  others  are  unreliable  here, 
as  they  are  everywhere,  and  practically  require  prison  con- 
finement. Many  have  served  time  in  other  institutions  in 
our  State,  and  not  a  few  have  had  extensive  observation  all 
over  the  country.  It  is  supposed  by  some,  and  positively 
asserted  by  others  of  close  observation,  that  the  great  ma- 
jority of  this  class  seek  commitment  to  our  institutions  for 
the  winter  season,  but  I  do  not  think  the  percentage  is  nearly 
as  large  here  as  in  houses  of  correction  or  jails,  where  shorter 
terms  are  the  rule.  I  know  from  personal  intercourse  that 
some  portion  of  our  men,  generally  indolent  dispositions, 
prefer  winter  housing  in  the  institutions  to  the  exposure  and 
hardship  they  would  suffer  in  dissipation,  and  still  a  few 
more  who  are  not  habitual  drunkards,  and  generally  too  heed- 
less and  lazy  to  enjoy  a  drunk,  who  purposely  seek  the 
support  of  public  charity  for  no  other  reason  save  that  of 
dodging  it  themselves  in  the  cold  or  rough  months  ;  but  the 
great  majority  of  the  commitments  are  unwilling,  and  not  of 
the  self-seeking  kind,  and  their  confinement  is  a  restraint,  a 
forcible  detention,  and  in  this  condition  their  care  and  govern- 
ment must  be  met.  As  this  class  grows  larger  from  year  to 
year  so  must  the  facilities  for  their  proper  care  and  manage- 
ment. Plans  and  purposes  which  were  suited  to  an  insti- 
tution of  five  hundred  are  entirely  upset  by  the  demands  of 
one  increased  to  six,  seven,  eight  and  nine  hundred  in  as 
many  consecutive  years.  Sleeping,  dining,  cooking,  laun- 
dry, hospital,  bathing  and  working  rooms,  agricultural  and 
administration  departments,  all  come  in  for  a  share  of  exten- 
sion and  necessary  alteration.     I  refer  more  in  detail  to  this 
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question  than  I  otherwise  would  lest  we  might  come  to  be 
regarded  in  the  "chronic  want  column"  when  making  re- 
quests  for  truly  urgent  and  needful  improvements.  A  review 
of  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  ten  years  would  be 
tame  and  uninteresting  to  us  who  have  been  identified  with 
it,  and  perhaps  disappointing  to  those  who  are  yet  to  become 
acquainted  with  it  in  reality  ;  so  chancing  to  make  apology 
for  what  we  want  to  do  in  the  future,  rather  than  what  we 
have  done  in  the  past,  I  leave  the  question,  confident  that 
the  institution  itself  can  tell  its  own  history  best,  and  pro- 
ceed to  the  future  necessities  as  I  conceive  them. 

In  my  last  report  were  several  recommendations  which 
went  over  without  direct  or  special  consideration.  The  more 
important  to  my  mind  was  the  question  of  the  employment 
of  the  inmates  in  proper  industries,  and  coupled  with  it  a 
recommendation  for  commitment  of  cases  of  drunkenness  by 
indeterminate  sentence.  I  would  most  heartily  renew  the 
industrial  suggestion,  that  of  making  the  cheap  export  chair, 
and  hope  the  matter  may  receive  favorable  attention.  Refer- 
ring to  the  second,  and  most  important  of  all,  that  of  indeter- 
minate sentence  for  drunkenness,  I  will  say  that  some  very 
zealous  advocates  of  a  better  method  of  treating  drunks  have 
kindly  requested  me  to  repeat  my  recommendation  of  last 
year,  and  one  gentleman  very  prominent  in  the  movement 
has  recently  expressed  a  desire  that  I  would  develop  some 
plan  of  applying  the  indeterminate  sentence.  The  only 
qualification  I  have  for  such  a  task  is  that  of  several  years' 
experience  and  observation  from  an  inside  and  one-sided 
view,  and  a  strong  desire,  amounting  to  conviction,  that  some- 
thing better  can  be  done  in  the  treatment  of  this  great  ques- 
tion ;  but  when  asked  to  develop  it  I  confess  weakness  at 
once.  The  question  of  drunkenness  has  always  been  a  great 
one,  but  its  multiplying  evils  and  distress  make  it,  to  my 
mind,  paramount  to  all  others  now.  The  agitation  given  it 
the  past  few  years  in  this  State,  in  repealing  old  and  enact- 
ing new  "drunk"  laws,  has  advanced  the  question  beyond 
the  need  of  pioneer  appeal  and  placed  it  boldly  to  the  front, 
in  position  to  commend  true  and  sincere  investigation. 

Questions  of  much  less  importance  and  surely  affecting  the 
welfare,  homes   and  happiness  of  very  many  less  families 
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have  been  deemed  worthy  of  legislative  inquiry  by  special 
commissions,  commanding  the  services  of  our  noblest  and 
truest  men  and  women.  I  thoroughly  believe  the  public 
mind  was  never  more  ready  for  a  comprehensive  effort  in 
this  direction  than  no  v.  I  would  ask  no  greater  honor  than 
that  this  suggestion  might  in  any  degree  be  the  means  of  a 
movement  which  would  result  in  the  investigation  of  this 
great  question  of  "  How  best  to  treat  drunkenness,"  by  a 
special  commission  of  zealous,  true-hearted  citizens  repre- 
senting every  side  of  the  question. 

The  yard  wall  on  the  east  boundary  of  the  workhouse  has 
been  built  in  such  manner  that  it  can  be  utilized  in  connec- 
tion with  an  extension  of  rooms  for  this  department.  The 
site  would  be  a  continuation  of  the  building  provided  last 
year,  and  on  the  same  plan  would  provide  forty-five  more 
rooms,  at  less  cost  that  in  any  other  way.  I  recommend  it 
be  done. 

The  chapel  addition  and  dormitory  provided  by  last  Legis- 
lature are  near  completion.  This  dormitory  was  intended  to 
take  the  men  from  domitory  No.  1,  and  the  space  thus  va- 
cated to  be  used  for  women.  At  this  writing  it  looks  as 
though  both  would  be  more  than  filled  by  men  in  "  double 
thick  "  form. 

The  building  providing  for  seventy-five  strong-rooms  for 
criminal  insane  men  is  well  under  way.  The  plan  of  this 
addition  was  a  subject  of  much  study  in  trying  to  adapt  it  to 
several  conditions,  first  of  all,  light,  airy  and  secure  rooms  ; 
second,  so  arranged  as  to  insure  safe  management,  with  the 
least  danger ;  and  third,  to  so  connect  it  with  the  existing 
plant  as  to  avoid  duplicating  the  departments  common  to 
both.  All  was  accomplished  except  boiler-room.  Consider- 
ing the  cramped  condition  of  both  the  asylum  and  almshouse 
boiler-rooms,  and  a  favorable  location  between  the  two 
plants  for  consolidating  both  under  one  management,  it  was 
thought  wise  and  economical  in  the  end  to  arrange  the  plan 
with  this  change  in  view.  The  building  should  be  some- 
thing  more  than  a  boiler-room  and  furnish  room  for  the 
engineer's  shop  and  storage  of  tools,  stock  and  fittings  of 
his  department,  and  electric  light  plant,  if  it  is  deemed  ad- 
visable to  light  by  electricity.     An  appropriation  for  heating, 
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lighting  and  furnishing  will  be  required,  and  as  the  boiler- 
house  is  a  kindred  matter  it  can  be  considered  with  it. 

In  the  administration  department  of  the  workhouse  there 
has  been  no  increase  or  enlargement  whatever  from  the 
original  provision.  The  necessity  has  been  postponed  by 
some  of  the  officers  with  families  building  houses  in  the 
vicinity,  and  thus  furnishing  rooms  in  their  own  houses. 
The  number  who  can  room  outside  the  institution  is  limited 
by  conditions  of  safety  and  security  of  inside  interests,  and, 
with  such  limit  already  taxed,  we  are  still  cramped  and 
crowded.  The  only  convenient  and  feasible  location  for 
adding  officers'  rooms  is  in  connection  with  the  office  build- 
ing, which  is  also  too  small  and  ill  suited  to  present  demands. 
At  the  time  of  building  the  office  we  had  no  special  appro- 
priation, but  used  up  odds  and  ends  left  over,  and  the  only 
thing  which  we  could  really  appropriate  without  stint  was 
land.  In  this  direction  we  may  have  been  lavish,  building 
but  one  story,  and  leaving  large  margins  of  ground  on  either 
side  which  now  need  to  be  occupied.  A  small  appropria- 
tion for  an  addition  and  alteration  for  purposes  of  adminis- 
tration is  necessary. 

The  farm  continues  to  be  operated,  as  we  understand  it,  on 
the  basis  of  greatest  value  to  the  institution,  by  producing 
only  such  crops  as  can  be  marketed  in  the  institution  as 
staples  of  subsistence.  No  attempt  is  made  to  produce  any 
crop  to  sell  in  any  other  market,  and  nothing  is  sold  but  the 
surplus  pigs  after  producing  all  the  pork  required.  A  debit 
and  credit  account  is  kept,  in  accordance  with  the  statute 
requirement,  and  the  balance  in  favor  of  the  farm  is  consider- 
ably larger  than  last  year,  amounting  in  total  to  $5,921.61, 
an  increase  of  $1,846.89.  The  prices  charged  by  the  farm 
for  its  products  are  those  current  in  general  market  at  time 
of  issue,  and  the  profit  apparent  is  of  course  somewhat 
greater  than  if  it  were  sold  in  general  market,  because  there 
is  no  shipping  or  commission  expense  as  well  as  less  in 
preparation  for  market.  Then,  too,  in  our  "  home"  market 
there  is  never  a  glut ;  the  demand  is  always  equal  to  the 
supply,  sweet  corn  and  cabbage  not  excepted,  and  the  whole 
crop  has  quick  sale.     The  high  price  of  pork  has  made  quite 
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an  increase  in  the  farm  balance ;  also  larger  quantities  of 
milk  and  garden  truck. 

The  real  value  of  a  farm  to  an  institution  of  this  size  can- 
not be  shown  by  book-keeping.  It  affords  wholesome, 
healthful  labor  for  large  numbers  of  inmates,  and  supplies  in 
return  wholesome,  healthful  food  to  the  whole. 

The  lands  acquired  four  and  five  years  ago  have  about  all 
been  reclaimed  and  we  need  more.  I  recommend  again  the 
purchase  of  the  Deacon  Alden  estate,  just  east  of  the  build- 
ings ;  also  the  long,  narrow  strip  of  rough  land  situated  be- 
tween our  eastern  boundary  and  the  railroad.  The  greater 
part  of  the  wood  and  timber  has  been  cut  off  and  the  whole 
track  is  now  covered  with  bushes  and  small  wood  of  but 
few  years'  growth,  which  makes  a  tempting  and  very  effect- 
ive hiding-place  for^  escaping  men.  When  cleaned  up  it 
would  add  convenient  grazing  land,  which  is  much  needed. 

In  connection  with  this  question  of  farming  I  would  like 
to  make  a  suggestion  concerning  this  and  other  outside 
labor  by  the  inmates.  Working  men  outside  of  the  en- 
closure, although  attended  by  an  officer,  necessarily  exposes 
them  to  greater  temptation  and  affords  them  greater  oppor- 
tunity for  escape  than  if  held  inside  by  walls  and  guards. 
But  there  is  an  implied  honor  or  trust  in  the  act  which 
generally  justifies  the  confidence  thus  placed,  though  occa- 
sionally I  regret  to  say  it  is  violated.  Another  set  of  men  are 
trusted  entirely  without  any  immediate  attendance,  such  as 
teamsters,  hostlers,  barn  men  and  many  others  specially 
detailed  for  individual  service,  who  most  of  all  prove  entirely 
trustworthy.  For  all  these  I  would  recommend  an  act  to 
enable  us  to  credit  much  more  so-called  "  good  time"  than 
is  now  provided  by  law.  In  the  same  generous  spirit  I 
would  urge  longer  sentence  for  those  who  violate. 

The  hospital  department,  though  in  very  comfortable  con- 
dition at  this  time,  has  been  unusuallv  crowded  during 
portions  of  the  year.  In  mid-winter,  for  a  period  of  two 
months,  one  large  ward  in  dormitory  No.  1  had  to  be  vacated 
and  temporarily  used  for  hospital  purposes,  and  even  with 
this  addition  there  was  too  much  crowding  for  the  comfort 
and  best  welfare  of  the  sick. 

The  resident  physician,  aided  by  an  assistant  physician  the 
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last  part  of  the  season,  had  his  time,  ability  and  energy  well 
taxed.  Dr.  Calvin  Pratt,  visiting  and  consulting  physician, 
was  subjected  for  a  time  to  unusual  demand.  The  great 
number  of  pneumonia  cases  and  the  reappearance  of  grippe 
account  in  a  great  measure  for  the  extraordinary  increase. 
Should  similar  conditions  reappear,  taken  in  connection  with 
the  increase  of  population,  the  alternative  of  more  hospital 
room  will  have  to  be  met.  In  the  event  of  enlargement  it 
might  seem  best  to  do  so  in  connection  with  workhouse 
department. 

The  official  force,  now  numbering  fifty,  nearly,  have  for 
the  most  part  continued  with  but  little  interruption.  The 
few  changes  have  been  for  current  cause  and  have  been 
generally  by  resignation.  One  notable  exception  is  that  of 
a  veteran  in  the  service  of  the  State,  and  a  veteran  of  the 
war  also.  He  had  performed  long  and  faithful  service  and 
though  in  failing  health  was  still  at  his  post  of  duty,  at 
which  he  was  most  brutally  assaulted,  without  provocation, 
with  a  deadly  weapon,  by  an  irresponsible  mulatto  who  had 
become  wrought  up  to  a  degree  of  excitement  uncontrolable. 
But  for  the  assistance  of  two  inmates  he  must  have  been 
killed.  He  escaped  with  a  compound  fracture  of  the  loft 
arm  near  the  elbow.  The  shock  and  fracture  so  complicated 
his  other  troubles  that  he  suffered  severely  for  a  long  period. 
Satisfied  that  he  could  never  resume  his  duty,  he  resigned 
and  is  still  in  a  crippled  condition,  with  no  use  of  the  maimed 
member.  His  is  certainly  a  case  for  legislative  assistance 
and  I  think  it  our  duty  to  thus  formally  commend  him. 

Spiritual  interests  remain  unchanged,  that  is,  the  adminis- 
tering of  these  comforts.  Just  how  deep  and  far-reaching 
these  influences  go  is  probably  beyond  mortal  comprehen- 
sion ;  but  that  comforts  are  realized  by  the  sick  and  dying  of 
the  Catholic  faith,  from  the  pastoral  visits  constantly  made 
by  their  attending  clergyman,  is  certain. 

Notwithstanding  a  declaration  from  the  pulpit  by  one  of 
our  most  popular  speakers  that  he  could  do  us  no  good  on 
the  death-bed,  I  yet  firmly  believe  that  the  prostrated  child 
of  God,  on  his  death-bed  of  public  charity,  without  friends, 
can  be  comforted  by  the  teachers  of  his  faith.  Sin  may  not 
all  wash  away,  but  burdens  can  be  lightened  for  the  time

being,  at  least.  Chapel  services  are  good  and  exert  power- 
ful influence,  but  their  fields  offer  more  wayside  and  stony 
ground  than  the  bedside  of  the  sick.  I  am  glad  to  repeat 
what  I  have  often  said  before,  that  these  wards  have  open 
doors  and  a  cordial  welcome  at  all  times. 

Having  alluded  at  the  beginning  of  this  report  to  my  own 
service,  I  can  hardly  close  without  expressing  my  obligation 
to  all  the  officials  who  have  been  associated  with  me  in  the 
management  of  our  institution,  some  of  whom  antedate  me 
and  are  in  active  service  still.  Neither  am  I  unconscious  or 
forgetful  of  the  whole-souled  support  always  given  me  by 
every  member  of  your  Board.  If  anything  of  success  or 
good  fortune  has  characterized  my  efforts,  it  is  due  to  the 
strength,  union  and  wisdom  of  the  trustees,  whose  unity 
and  harmony  are  as  yet  undisturbed.  To  have  enjoyed  all 
these  years  the  counsel  and  advice  of  the  chairman,  Mr.  J. 
White  Belcher  (whose  service,  by  the  way,  is  more  than 
double  that  of  my  own),  is  a  profit  and  pleasure  seldom 
realized  by  men  of  my  humble  station.

HOSPITAL  EEPOKT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgcwater, 

Mass. 

The  following  report  of  the  hospital  and  asylum  depart- 
ments is  respectfully  submitted  :  —

The  percentage  of  deaths  to  admissions  shows  an  increase 
of  .02^  per  cent,  over  last  year.  There  was  a  greater  amount 
of  sickness  during  the  winter  months  than  for  many  years 
previous.  Many  of  the  aged  and  infirm  could  ill  withstand 
any  protracted  illness,  especially  those  who  were  phthisical. 
Eighteen  of  those  who  died  were  over  seventy  3^ears  of  age, 
one  being  one  hundred. 

Seventy-one  cases  of  phthisis  were  treated  in  the  hospital, 
with  a  mortality  of  48.  There  were  70  cases  of  pneumonia, 
with  a  mortality  of  18  ;  4  of  whom  were  over  sixty-five  and 
4  over  seventy  years  of  age.  Four  others  were  complicated 
with  phthisis  and  heart  troubles,  which  gave  no  promise  of 
recovery  from  the  start.  There  was  a  considerable  number 
of  cases  of  influenza,  16  of  which  were  treated  in  the  hospital, 
with  1  death. 

In  the  asylum  department  there  his  been  no  change  ;  the 
average  number  employed  has  been  140.  The  chair  shop 
has  employed  an  average  of  78,  and  these  have  seated  and 
caned  56,524  chair  seats  and  rockers,  —  a  slight  increase 
over  last  year.  The  usual  order  and  discipline  have  pre- 
vailed.    We  have  a  few  patients  who  are  determined  not  to 
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remain  with  us,  notwithstanding  we  are  commanded  to  keep 
them.  The  number  of  successful  elopers,  however,  is  very 
small,  especially  so  when  the  large  number  who  are  actively 
employed  out  of  doors  is  considered.  The  real  and  charac- 
teristic difference  between  the  criminal  insane  and  the  crim- 
inal sane  is  being  developed.  They  seem  to  be  possessed 
of  the  love  of  liberty  in  the  same  degree,  and  to  continue 
efforts  for  its  recovery  with  equal  persistency. 

Allow  me  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  superintendent 
and  to  the  consulting  physician,  and  to  all  with  whom  I 
have  been  officially  associated  allow  me  to  extend  my 
regards.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm,  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3,  chapter  88 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  herewith  present  their  forty-first  annual 
report,  which,  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  resi- 
dent physcian,  herein  submitted,  shows  the  condition  of  the 
State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1894. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  34  of  the  Acts  of  1894  the 
sum  of  $91,800  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  salaries, 
wages  and  labor  and  for  other  current  expenses  at  said  institu- 
tion for  the  present  calendar  year.  For  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  same  see  report  of  the  superintend- 
ent, hereto  annexed,  which  has  been  examined  and  verified  by 
the  trustees. 

Under  chapter  66  of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  1894  appro- 
priations were  made  for  the  following  purposes,  viz.  :  for 
consolidating  the  heating  stations  of  the  asylum,  almshouse 
and  hospital  departments  in  a  central  plant,  including  boiler 
room  for  the  new  criminal  insane  wing;  for  heating,  lighting, 
plumbing  and  furnishing  the  new  criminal  insane  wing,  includ- 
ing attendants'  quarters ;  also  for  an  addition  to  the  workhouse 
department,  to  contain  not  less  than  fifty  rooms,  including 
heating,  lighting  and  furnishing  the  same  ;  all  of  which  are 
nearly  completed  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  use  and  occu- 
pancy. 
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The  inmates  of  the  institution  who  are  able  to  perform  labor 
have  been  employed  in  seating  chairs  and  working  on  the  farm, 
as  in  former  years. 

The  farm  is  in  a  good  state  of  cultivation,  and  the  products 
of  the  same  have  generally  been  satisfactory. 

The  acreage  has  been  somewhat  increased  during  the  past 
year,  a  portion  of  which  has  been  reclaimed  and  cultivated  so 
that  good  results  have  been  obtained. 

In  the  report  of  the  superintendent  to  the  trustees,  hereto 
annexed,  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of 
inmates  admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year ;  the  number 
remaining  in  the  institution ;  the  average  expense  each  week 
per  inmate ;  the  nativity  of  those  admitted ;  the  courts  from 
which  prisoners  were  sentenced,  with  their  terms  of  sentence 
and  crimes  committed  ;  the  amount  received  from  labor  of 
inmates,  and  from  other  sources,  and  the  disposition  of  the 
same  ;  the  products  of  the  farm  ;  the  list  of  officers  and  em- 
ployees, with  other  important  information  and  statistics  ;  which 
statement,  carefully  and  accurately  prepared,  gives  in  detail 
full  information  as  to  the  condition  and  management  of  the 
institution  and  the  disposition  of  the  money  appropriated  and 
expended  for  its  maintenance. 

After  careful  examination  of  the  subject  by  the  trustees,  as 
well  as  for  reasons  presented  by  the  superintendent  in  his 
report,  it  is  deemed  important  and  necessary  that  legislative 
authority  be  given  for  the  entire  separation  of  the  management 
of  the  insane  from  the  other  departments  of  the  institution. 
Several  other  important  improvements  and  additions  have  been 
suggested  by  the  superintendent  in  his  report,  which  have 
received  the  approval  of  the  trustees,  and  a  sufficient  appro- 
priation is  recommended  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

The  report  of  the  resident  physician,  Dr.  Charles  A.  Blake, 
herewith  submitted,  contains  information,  statistical  and  other- 
wise, in  relation  to  the  hospital  and  asylum  departments, 
showing  the  number  and  variety  of  diseases  treated,  the  num- 
ber of  deaths,  the  number  received  from  each  hospital,  the 
nativity  and  occupation  of  insane  patients,  and  other  important 
facts  in  relation  to  said  departments. 

The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chapter 
79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal 
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made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the 
institution  and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth  by  Messrs. 
David  G.  Pratt  and  George  E.  Doane  of  Middleborough, 
whose  report  is  hereto  annexed. 

The  excellent  condition  of  the  institution  and  the  success 
which  has  attended  the  administration  of  affairs  in  all  depart- 
ments at  the  State  Farm  for  several  years  past,  and  which 
continues  at  the  present  time,  is  the  direct  result  of  the  wise, 
faithful  and  efficient  management  of  H.  M.  Blackstone,  the 
present  superintendent,  aided  by  a  faithful  and  competent 
corps  of  officers  and  attendants. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  briefly  alluding  to  the 
great  loss  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  sustained  in  the  death  of 
Mr.  Weaver  Osborn  of  Fall  River,  which  occurred  after  a  short 
illness  in  February  of  the  present  year.  He  served  as  trustee 
for  many  years,  and  his  excellent  judgment  and  careful  con- 
sideration of  all  public  matters  intrusted  to  him  made  him  a 
most  valued  member  of  the  Board,  and  entitled  him  to  the 
highest  respect  and  fullest  confidence  of  his  associates.

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SUPERIJSTTEN  DENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

I  herewith  hand  you  the  following  as  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  this  date. 

The  present  offers  no  exception  in  the  unvarying  record  of 
increase.  The  average  number  in  the  institution  has  been  947, 
an  increase  of  161  over  the  average  for  the  preceding  year,  a 
net  gain  of  20  per  cent.  Probably  all  institutions  caring  for 
the  delinquent  and  pauper  classes  for  the  past  year  have  dis- 
covered that  calculations,  estimates  and  even  theories  have 
been  entirely  upset  by  their  extraordinary  increase  of  inmates. 
Although  in  a  different  form,  the  general  business  depression 
has  made  itself  familiar  in  institutions,  as  elsewhere.  To 
undertake  any  analysis  of  present  conditions,  and  say  how 
much  of  the  past  year's  growth  is  due  to  increasing  vice  or 
how  much  is  really  abnormal  because  of  "hard  times,"  is  a 
question  I  am  unable  even  to  guess  at  with  any  feeling  of 
confidence. 

We  find  the  increase  occurs  mainly  in  the  sentenced  or  court 
cases,  showing  an  excess  of  354  commitments  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.  However  much  of  this  may  be  charged  to  busi- 
ness depression,  the  obvious  fact  remains  that  drunkenness 
leads  in  the  causes  by  more  than  2  to  1,  claiming  255  of  this 
excess.  Many  touching  and  painful  experiences  have  been 
related  to  me  about  the  dreadfully  dull  times,  utter  inability 
to  find  any  employment  or  earn  a  penny ;  and  yet,  incongruous 
as  it  may  seem,  non-employment  and  hard  times  appear  to 
have  greatly  augmented  the  ways  and  means  for  dissipation. 
The  shaky  and  shattered  condition  of  some  of  these  unfortu- 
nates plainly  suggests  their  beverage  was  raw,  extremely  so, 
and  perhaps  free. 

The  increase  of  commitments  for  vagrancy  and  tramping 
has   been  considerable,  but  proportionately  far  behind   those 
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for  drunkenness.  Industrial  conditions  would  seem  to  have 
suggested  the  greatest  increase  from  these  causes.  That  they 
have  not  been  greater  is,  I  presume,  due  to  a  sort  of  "  letting- 
up  "  policy  by  the  city  and  town  authorities.  There  are  many 
familiar  faces  among  them,  and  when  lawfully  delivered  to  our 
custody  appear  to  have  completed  a  voluntary  and  agreeable 
contract.  I  note  less  complaint  about  being  "  sent  up  "  for  the 
mere  asking  a  night's  lodging  when  on  the  way  east  or  west 
looking  for  work. 

Institution  officials  are,  I  am  aware,  rather  expected  to  de- 
duce from  their  observation  and  experience  prophecies  and 
opinions,  as  contributions  in  their  branch  of  the  great  socio- 
logical problem,  project  new  theories,  suggest  new  proposi- 
tions, expound  new  doctrines  and  gospels  for  the  prevention 
and  cure  of  the  causes  which  so  alarmingly  increase  the  defec- 
tive classes  from  year  to  year,  and,  had  I  ability  equal  to  the 
demand,  I  should  account  it  a  pleasure  as  well  as  duty  to  con- 
tribute something  in  the  discussions  of  the  great  question  ;  but 
for  the  present,  or  until  we  have  returned  to  a  more  normal 
condition,  I  conceive  it  to  be  a  more  pressing  duty  to  address 
ourselves  to  the  task  now  upon  us,  and  get  over  the  exceptional 
hard-times  period  the  best  we  can.  Unless  indications  are  all 
wrong,  the  coming  winter  will  find  every  public  charitable 
institution  literally  packed.  It  promises  to  be  a  season  of 
which  we  can  forecast  little  save  crowded  conditions,  and  it  is 
useless  to  go  into  extended  and  elaborate  detailed  discussion 
of  improved  methods,  and  propose  new  industry  or  occupation, 
but  rather  accept  the  situation  in  the  light  of  the  present,  and 
satisfy  as  best  we  can  the  unusual  demands  certain  to  be  made. 
It  will  be  impossible  to  accommodate  another  20  per  cent,  in- 
crease of  sentenced  inmates,  for  the  additions  made  this  year 
were  not  of  the  expanding  kind.  The  cell  or  single-room 
building  contains  but  fifty-two  rooms,  and  of  course  can  take 
but  a  like  number  of  men,  unless  we  resort  to  the  undesirable 
practice  of  putting  two  men  in  each  room. 

In  the  almshouse  department  there  has  been  but  little  change, 
admissions  and  discharges  varying  but  little  from  last  year. 
Nearly  all  the  applications  which  we  may  call  local,  those  from 
south-eastern  Massachusetts,  including  the  cities  of  Brockton, 
Taunton,  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford,  surrounding  towns  and 
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the  Cape,  are  sick  and  infirm,  requiring  hospital  treatment. 
The  great  majority  of  the  total  admissions  are  now  from  appli- 
cations made  in  Boston  during  the  winter,  and  remain  only  till 
the  dawn  of  spring,  when  they  are  released  by  the  State  Board 
or  elope  when  opportunity  offers.  Among  these  applicants 
are  many  truly  worthy  cases  requiring  hospital  care ;  some 
professional  "  rounders,"  whose  only  occupation  is  that  of 
sampling  institutions  ;  and  the  balance,  a  full  majority  of  all, 
made  up  of  able-bodied  young  and  middle-aged  men,  more  or 
less  broken  up  by  debauch  and  neglect,  who  come  in  to  tide 
over  till  spring. 

It  has  been  the  custom  formerly  to  transfer  annually  from 
the  State  Almshouse  at  Tewksbury  to  this  department  large 
delegations  of  a  class  of  practically  incurables,  men  infirm  by 
age  or  disease,  and  cripples.  Since  the  completion  of  the  new 
hospitals  at  Tewksbury  a  year  or  two  ago  the  practice  has 
nearly  ceased,  and  the  result  is  directly  reflected  in  the  reduced 
death  rate  of  our  hospitals,  which  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  is 
but  57  this  year,  against  110  the  preceding.  Although  these 
particular  transfers  were  almost  wholly  made  up  of  hopelessly 
incurable  patients,  and  known  in  inmate  parlance  as  "  cemetery 
annex,"  I  would  not  be  understood  as  claiming  the  whole 
reduction  on  this  account.  The  severe  grippe  seasons  of  1890, 
'91  and  '92  had  much  to  do  with  the  large  death  rate  of  last 
year  indirectly,  as  complicating  other  diseases.  But  for  the 
absence  of  these  transfers  we  should  be  obliged  to  occupy 
permanently  one  or  more  dormitories  for  the  hospital.  For 
the  past  two  winters  we  have  been  obliged  to  establish  an  over- 
flow hospital  in  one  of  the  dormitories,  and  at  this  writing  the 
hospital  wards  are  comfortably  full  without  the  presence  of 
epidemic  or  extraordinary  sickness.  When  we  take  the  per- 
centage, I  find  but  little  more  than  5  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
number,  about  45,  under  treatment.  When  the  ailments  inci- 
dent to  cold  and  rough  weather  come  on  we  shall  positively 
need  additional  hospital  room  ;  I  therefore  recommend  provi- 
sion for  a  new  ward. 

The  lunatic  wards  or  asylums  for  the  criminal  and  convict  in- 
sane now  number  about  250.  This  department,  organized 
seven  years  ago  for  chronic  insane  males  of  the  pauper  and 
harmless  class,  has  undergone  such  changes  by  additional  wards 
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and  statute  enactments  as  to  practically  make  of  it  an  asylum 
for  the  convict  and  criminal  insane  males  of  the  whole  State. 
The  original  purpose  for  which  the  department  was  added,  that 
of  securing  farm  labor,  has  been  almost  defeated  by  these 
changes?  The  transfers  are  now  wholly  of  convicts  and  crimi- 
nals, and  very  few  of  them  can  be  employed  safely  in  farm 
and  garden  labor.  Inasmuch  as  its  character  has  so  radically 
changed,  having  become,  in  fact,  one  of  the  most  difficult  class 
of  patients  to  restrain  and  manage,  and  requiring  expert  medi- 
cal direction,  it  is  a  serious  question  whether  it  should  longer 
continue  as  a  ward  of  the  State  Farm,  or  be  separated  by  stat- 
ute law  and  managed  distinctly  as  an  independent  department 
or  institution.  The  criminal  court  cases,  together  with  the 
prison  cases,  now  number  155,  and  require  constant  pro- 
fessional observation  and  attention  by  physicians  fully  quali- 
fied to  render  expert  opinions  and  give  evidence  in  the  courts. 
I  am  sure  all  will  agree  that  these  officials  should  have  the  full- 
est authority  in  their  direction  and  management.  The  wards 
now  being  finished  will  give  this  department  a  capacity  of  325 
patients.  When  proportionate  infirmary,  hospital  and  epileptic 
wards  are  added,  the  accommodations  will  approach  a  total  of 
about  400  patients,  —  a  sufficient  number,  considering  their 
character,  to  engage  the  undivided  attention  of  an  able  expert 
medical  staff. 

The  grounds  originally  plotted  and  enclosed  as  airing  yards 
for  the  insane  and  holiday  recreations  for  the  whole  institution 
have  been  encroached  upon  to  such  an  extent  by  new  buildings 
as  to  require  a  new  location,  which  must  be  walled  in  at  an  ex- 
pense of  three  to  five  thousand  dollars,  according  to  area 
taken  in. 

As  a  matter  of  safety,  if  not  for  improved  illumination,  the 
asylum  should  be  lighted  by  electricity,  also  stable  and  barns. 

The  farming  operations  are  prosecuted  under  the  same  gen- 
eral policy  as  heretofore,  producing  only  such  products  as  can 
be  consumed  in  the  institution.  The  extreme  drought  suffered 
in  this  locality  has  lessened  the  product  visibly.  The  hay  crop 
yielded  but  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  tons,  and  the  usual 
harvest  of  rowen  or  second  crop  was  entirely  cut  off.  Roots 
and  truck  have  been  proportionately  short,  and  although  the 
quantity  produced  will  in  the  aggregate  seem  large,  yet  the 
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amount  is  short  comparatively,  considering  the  acreage  worked. 
With  recent  purchases  the  area  is  now  nearly  five  hundred 
acres.  The  labor  of  reclaiming  land  is  going  steadily  forward, 
and  I  am  confident  the  near  future  will  show  profits  which  will 
justify  the  wisdom  of  the  investment.  There  can  be  no  mis- 
take in  development  on  this  line,  and  there  will  be  little  danger 
of  becoming  land-poor  with  labor  increasing  at  the  rate  of 
20  per  cent,  yearly,  —  quantity,  not  price. 

Incidentally  with  this  subject  of  farming  comes  up  the  mat- 
ter of  teaming  or  trucking.  The  freight  and  coal  carting  from 
the  railroad  is  a  great  drag  and  burden  on  the  stock,  and  affords 
no  extra  labor  for  inmates.  For  the  first  time  I  am  able  to 
suggest  a  spur  from  the  railroad  to  the  institution  without  the 
liability  of  extensive  land  damage,  we  having  recently  acquired 
most  of  the  tract  such  a  spur  would  cross.  The  distance  is 
about  one-quarter  of  a  mile,  and  if  found  not  too  expensive  I 
would  advocate  building  it,  and  an  appropriation  for  the  same. 

The  question  of  proper  disposal  of  sewage  matter  must  en- 
gage our  immediate  attention,  and  we  may  need  to  ask  a  small 
appropriation  to  begin  this  improvement.  Before  our  matters 
will  come  before  the  appropriate  committees  of  the  Legislature, 
I  hope  to  have  a  comprehensive  plan  of  operation  matured. 

Our  new  chapel  is  completed  and  occupied.  It  is  a  beauti- 
ful room,  easy  of  access,  light,  airy,  cheerful  and  comfortable 
for  all  who  worship  in  it.  Religious  services  continue  as  here- 
tofore :  Catholic  service  in  the  morning  by  Rev.  J.  H.  O'Neil 
of  the  Sacred  Heart  Church  of  Middleborough,  and  a  general 
service  in  the  afternoon  by  visiting  clergymen  from  the  Protes- 
tant churches  of  Bridgewater  and  Middleborough.  The  small 
sum  of  five  dollars  which  we  appropriate  for  each  service  can 
hardly  be  regarded  as  a  consideration  for  the  sacrifice  a 
pastor  makes,  when,  in  addition  to  his  own  church  duties,  he 
drives  eight  and  ten  miles  to  hold  service  here.  This  task  so 
faithfully  attended  bespeaks  true  Christian  interest  in  those 
they  come  to  serve. 

A  pipe  organ,  in  the  hands  of  one  who  could  give  vocal 
instruction  to  such  of  the  inmates  as  were  musically  inclined, 
would  be  an  acquisition  highly  appreciated  by  both  services. 
No  service  is  complete  without  music.  But  for  the  kindness 
of  neighbors  and  visitors,  we  should  be  without  music. 
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Dr.  Charles  A.  Blake,  our  resident  physician  for  seven  years 
past,  was  visited  by  the  severest  affliction  the  last  of  the  sum- 
mer b\r  the  death  of  his  most  estimable  wife,  after  a  protracted 
illness  under  peculiarly  trying  and  distressing  conditions  and 
a  period  of  intense  anxiety.  The  shock  came  to  him  with  such 
depressing  effect  that  he  retired  from  duty  about  the  time  of 
the  sad  event,  August  23,  and  resigned  his  position,  to  take 
effect  October  1.  In  his  retirement  Dr.  Blake  takes  with  him 
the  deepest  sympathy  of  all  his  friends  for  the  great  sorrow  he 
sustains  for  one  who  had  especially  endeared  herself  to  all  her 
friends  and  associates.  The  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Arthur  H.  Harrington  of  the  Dan  vers 
Hospital  medical  staff,  who  assumes  the  duties  on  this  date. 

Annexed  will  be  found  account  of  expenditures  for  both  cur- 
rent and  special  appropriations.  The  expenditure,  gross  per 
capita,  has  been  reduced  a  little,  but  the  net  remains  prac- 
tically the  same.  What  little  revenue  we  receive  from  chair 
seating  was  seriously  cut  down  this  year,  and  I  may  say  that 
we  accounted  it  good  luck  to  have  had  work  at  any  price. 

In  expressing  my  sincere  gratitude  for  the  continued  good 
will,  wise  direction  and  sustaining  influence  of  your  honorable 
Board,  I  should  fail  in  appreciation  of  such  assistance  if  I  did 
not  here  record  the  great  loss  we  have  all  met  in  the  death  of 
the  Hon.  Weaver  Osborn  of  Fall  River,  the  senior  member  of 
your  Board  in  age,  and  second  only  in  time  of  service.  By 
reason  of  locality  he  was  the  most  frequent  official  visitor, 
seldom  failing  to  subscribe  weekly  to  the  book  of  registry ; 
and,  consistent  with  his  life  of  push  and  vigor,  he  came  early 
in  the  day  as  well  as  often.  My  own  services  have  been  con- 
stantly in  his  counsel  and  advice.  He  always  advocated  the 
right  and  denounced  wrong  without  fear  or  favor.  The  pain- 
ful absence  of  his  "  e very-day  "  sort  of  salutation  to  one  and 
all,  and  the  wide-awake  business  impulse  and  good  cheer 
always  given  us  in  his  frequent  visits,  speak  more  strongly  of 
our  serious  loss  than  any  words  of  mine.

The  percentage  of  deaths  to  admissions  is  .11  per  cent.,  and 
in  proportion  to  the  average  population  is  .06  per  cent.,  con- 
siderably less  than  for  some  years.  Of  the  57  deaths  reported, 
33  were  from  phthisis,  66  cases  of  wThich  were  treated  in  the 
hospital.  There  were  31  cases  of.  pneumonia,  with  a  mortality 
of  10,  some  of  which  were  complicated  with  other  diseases. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  asylum  department.  An 
average  of  78  patients  has  been  employed  in  the  chair  shop, 
and  those  have  caned  34,151  chair  seats  and  19,215  rocker 
backs.  The  whole  average  number  of  patients  employed  has 
been  144. 

The  tables  appended  give  general  information  in  regard  to 
the  hospital  and  asylum.  The  tables  concerning  the  asylum 
are  for  the  year  and  for  the  whole  time  since  the  opening  of  the 
department,  and  are  also  for  the  total  number  of  persons  ad- 
mitted.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  Hi*  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm,  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3,  chapter  88 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  herewith  present  their  forty-second 
annual  report,  which,  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  medical  director,  herein  submitted,  shows  the  condition 
of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1895. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  73  of  the  Acts  of  1895  the 
sum  of  $107,000  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  salaries, 
wages  and  labor,  and  for  other  current  expenses  at  said  insti- 
tution for  the  present  calendar  year.  For  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  expenditure  of  the  same  see  report  of  the 
superintendent,  hereto  annexed,  which  has  been  examined 
and  verified  by  the  trustees. 

Under  chapter  55  of  the  Resolves  for  the  year  1895  the 
sum  of  $30,000  was  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing additional  hospital  and  infirmary  accommodations 
and  heating  and  furnishing  the  same  for  not  less  than  sixty 
inmates.  Work  has  been  commenced  on  said  building,  which 
will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  during  the  coming 
year. 

Under  chapter  390  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  entitled  "  An  act 
to  establish  an  asylum  for  insane  criminals  at  Bridgewater 
and  to  regulate  commitments  and  removals  to  the  same," 
designated  as  the  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals,  pro- 
vision is  therein  made  that  the  superintendent  of  the  State 
Farm,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  trustees,  shall  appoint 
a  physician  as  medical  director  of  the  said  asylum.  Said 
director  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  inmates  of  the 
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asylum,  and  shall  govern  the  same  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  approved  by  the  trustees!  In  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  said  act,  Dr.  Arthur  H.  Harring- 
ton, formerly  of  the  Danvers  Insane  Asylum,  was  appointed 
by  the  superintendent  and  approved  by  the  trustees.  His 
successful  administration  thus  far  has  shown  in  a  marked 
degree  the  wisdom  of  said  appointment.  His  report  to  the 
trustees,  showing  the  condition  of  the  department  under  his 
charge  as  medical  director,  is  hereto  annexed. 

As  the  institution  increases  in  numbers,  which  at  the  pres- 
ent time  include  not  only  sentenced  misdemeanants  but  insane 
criminals  both  acute  and  chronic,  also  paupers,  it  necessarily 
requires  an  additional  outlay  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of 
each  class  of  inmates,  for  rooms  and  other  conveniences  nec- 
essary for  the  successful  management  of  such  an  institution. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the 
continuation  of  the  brick  wall  around  a  part  of  the  institu- 
tion buildings,  for  an  extension  of  the  present  prison  build- 
ings, for  additional  concreting,  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
land  and  for  providing  more  suitable  accommodations  for  the 
family  of  the  medical  director. 

In  the  report  of  the  superintendent  and  medical  director 
to  the  trustees,  hereto  annexed,  will  be  found  important 
suggestions  and  recommendations,  which  have  been  carefully 
considered  by  the  trustees,  and  they  recommend  that  a  suffi- 
cient appropriation  be  made  to  carry  the  same  into  effect.  It 
also  contains  a  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  inmates 
admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year  ;  the  number  remain- 
ing in  the  institution ;  the  average  expense  each  week  per 
inmate  ;  the  nativity  of  those  admitted  ;  the  courts  from  which 
prisoners  were  sentenced,  with  their  terms  of  sentence  and 
crimes  committed ;  the  amount  received  from  sales  and  labor 
of  inmates,  and  the  disposition  of  the  same ;  the  products 
of  the  farm  ;  the  list  of  officers  and  employees,  with  other 
important  information  and  statistics  ;  which  statement,  care- 
fully and  accurately  prepared,  gives  in  detail  full  information 
as  to  the  condition  and  management  of  the  institution  and  the 
disposition  of  the  money  appropriated  and  expended  for  its 
maintenance. 

The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chapter 


1895.]  PUBLIC   DOCUMENT —  No.  24.  7 

79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal 
made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the 
institution  and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  by  David 
G.  Pratt,  Esqr. ,  of  Middleborough,  whose  report  is  hereto 
annexed. 

The  farm  has  been  well  cultivated  and  improved,  and  good 
crops  generally  have  been  the  result.  A  portion  of  the  land 
recently  purchased  has  been  reclaimed  the  past  year,  the 
labor  on  the  same  being  principally  performed  by  inmates. 

In  the  workshop,  inmates  who  are  able  to  perform  labor 
have  been  employed  in  seating  chairs,  as  formerly. 

The  various  officers  appointed  by  the  superintendent,  with 
the  approval  of  the  trustees,  have  discharged  their  duties  in 
a  faithful  and  satisfactory  manner. 

In  closing  this  report  the  trustees  take  pleasure  in  again 
testifying  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  responsible  and 
varied  duties  of  the  superintendent,  H.  M.  Blackstone,  and 
fully  indorse  the  statement  made  in  the  last  report  of  the 
Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity,  that  the  "  State  Farm  is  ad- 
mirably managed  in  all  its  departments."

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

The  following  is  submitted  as  my  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing Sept.  30,  1895. 

The  duty  of  reviewing  year  after  year  the  conduct  of  affairs 
in  an  institution  of  this  size  is  one  of  importance  and  respon- 
sibility, but  I  cannot  resist  the  conviction  that  its  sameness 
of  tenor  must  make  it  uninteresting  for  any  except  to  us 
directly  connected,  and  possibly  those  indirectly  connected, 
who  are  already  more  or  less  familiar  with  its  workings.  But, 
prosy  and  monotonous  as  the  document  will  be,  I  am  obliged 
by  custom  to  give  you  something  of  its  events  in  detail,  and 
make  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  concerning  its 
affairs  as  seem  to  me  wise  and  needful. 

Our  suggestion,  ventured  a  year  ago,  that  all  institutions 
caring  for  the  dependent  and  delinquent  classes  would  be 
crowded  in  1895, 1  think  will  in  the  main  be  found  reasonably 
correct.  The  almshou?e  or  State  pauper  cases  are  the  ex- 
ception and  show  a  decline  in  numbers ;  these  voluntary 
admissions  fell  off  very  markedly  early  in  the  year,  but  from 
what  cause  I  am  unable  to  state.  Possibly  the  revival  of 
business  had  something  to  do  with  it,  and  possibly  the  deter- 
mined effort  of  the  in-door  poor  department  to  prevent  winter- 
ing an  army  of  able-bodied  shiftless  men  who  exist  on  the 
plan  that  the  world  owes  them  a  living,  and  come  around 
annually  by  Thanksgiving  time  to  credit  up  the  account  with 
board  and  clothes  for  the  next  four  or  five  months,  may  have 
had  some  preventive  effect.  Notwithstanding  the  falling  off  in 
the  almshouse  cases,  the  shrinkage  has  been  more  than  offset 
by  a  great  increase  in  the  workhouse.  The  average  number 
in  the  whole  institution  has  been  1,002,  against  953  last  year. 
The  gain  has  been  wholly  in  sentenced  cases,  and  wholly,  too, 
in  cases  of  drunkenness.     The  workhouse  shows  a  gain  of 
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109,  and   makes  the   number  remaining  at  this   date   574, 
against  465  last  year. 

The  ready  inference  from  these  figures  is  that  drunkenness 
is  rapidly  increasing  or  the  means  of  cure  and  prevention  are 
faulty  and  failing.  Opinions  on  this  subject  are  decided  and 
widely  different.  Those  proclaiming  the  whole  plan  of  sal- 
vation with  the  greatest  emphasis  usually  know  but  little 
about  it,  or,  knowing  little,  think  they  know  it  all.  Some 
drunkards  do  reform,  but  I  doubt  if  a  compilation  of  their 
confessions  as  to  the  causes  of  their  reformation  could  be 
reduced  to  an  intelligible  formula  for  the  service  or  action  of 
others.  Whether  the  cures  and  preventive  measures  publicly 
in  force  were  influences  of  value,  he  can  hardly  tell,  or 
whether  some  silent,  unknown  power  turned  him  about,  only 
his  Maker  knows.  The  most  deplorable  thought  on  the 
matter  is,  that  so  few  find  the  way  of  turning,  whether  the 
cause  be  found  in  this  or  that  direction.  Whatever  may  be 
said  of  the  successes  or  failures  of  the  so-called  "  drug  cures," 
it  is  certain  that  among  the  rank  and  file  of  the  afflicted,  and 
their  friends,  there  exists  wide-spread  opposition  to  its  adop- 
tion. The  number  treated  by  the  various  cures  does  not 
appear  to  materially  affect  the  great  whole.  Restraint  by  law 
continues  to  be  the  remedy  applied  to  the  great  majority  of 
cases,  and  all  the  machinery  employed  for  the  drunkards' 
rescue  and  care  are  based  on  this  idea  of  compulsory  absti- 
nence. The  remedy  works  while  the  restraint  is  on,  surely, 
but  results  beyond  this  limit  are  too  often  sad  and  disap- 
pointing. There  is  some  hope,  of  course,  for  the  confirmed 
drunkard  of  mature  age  and  experience  ;  but  the  prepon- 
derance of  miserable  failures  in  special  cases  which  I  have 
undertaken  personally  to  direct,  after  they  have  passed  from 
my  custodial  charge,  knocks  my  enthusiasm  for  wholesale 
redemption  well  out  of  me.  It  is  certainly  true  that  con- 
tinued dissipation  of  the  unfortunate  man,  sometimes  weak, 
sometimes  wilful,  exposed  as  he  is  by  association  to  the 
whacks  and  bangs  of  immorality  and  degraded  life,  so  bruises 
and  scars  his  manhood  as  to  destroy  better  desires  and  leave 
him  powerless  to  restrain  himself.  Like  any  other  malady 
or  vice,  the  hope  for  prevention  or  cure  is  during  the  early 
symptoms  ;  and  I  believe  that  little  will  be  accomplished  with 
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the  habitual  drunkard  beyond  periodical  restraint  applied  in 
the  light  of  a  progressive  experience  and  broadening  humanity. 
The  principle  of  restraint  may  be  all  right,  and  the  method 
of  applying  it  imperfect.  The  varying  customs  of  the  differ- 
ent courts  in  imposing  penalties  make  many  a  man  nurse 
into  conviction  the  frequent  complaint  that  the  "  court  and 
officers  were  down  on  him."  Comparing  notes  with  his  asso- 
ciate here,  he  finds  the  one  come  down  from  Berkshire  for 
twelve  months  while  the  other  came  up  from  Essex  for  but 
six  months.  Both  had  been  "  first  offenders"  several  times, 
both  had  had  former  convictions  and  second  offence  all  right, 
both  had  worked  the  probation  plan  fully,  nothing  lacking  in 
previous  preparation  to  make  their  cases  identical,  yet  a 
great  difference  in  penalty  and  a  great  feeling  of  injustice  on 
the  part  of  the  long-term  man.  I  believe  that  it  would  be 
far  better,  after  the  court  has  adjudged  the  case  a  drunkard, 
to  commit  him  to  the  care  of  the  institution  under  the  inde- 
terminate sentence  plan.  With  this  method  well  in  force, 
I  am  convinced  that  better  results  will  follow  and  with  less 
actual  confinement.  Such  form  of  sentence  would  indeed  be 
much  better  for  the  tramp  and  vagrant ;  they  would  cease 
canvassing,  during  the  autumn,  for  the  courts  whose  machin- 
ery was  set  in  their  favorite  gauge  of  four  and  six  months. 

The  care  and  proper  occupation  of  this  increasing  number 
of  men  have  come  to  be  a  very  important  question.  While 
our  building  operations  have  been  going  on  from  year  to  year, 
many  have  been  profitably  employed  in  this  work.  A  large 
force  has  also  been  employed  on  the  lands  and  general  farm- 
ing. The  residue,  after  details  for  all  other  work  in  and 
about  the  various  departments,  have  been  employed  in  the 
chair-caning  industry.  The  abundance  of  this  kind  of  labor 
and  the  restricted  demand  for  the  product  of  this  industry 
have  reduced  the  price  for  this  labor  to  nominally  nothing, 
and,  still  more  serious,  there  have  been  times  within  two 
years  when  the  occupation  came  dangerously  near  suspension 
altogether,  regardless  of  price.  Manufacturers  did  not  take 
kindly  to  the  plan  of  investing  ninety-five  cents  in  stock  to 
give  us  the  opportunity  of  doing  five  cents'  worth  of  labor, 
even  if  we  could  do  it  for  nothing.  Several  hundred  men 
employed  simply  as  occupation  is  a  condition  lacking  in  snap 
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and  force  as  well  as  value,  except  as  a  measure  of  discipline. 
But  occupation  we  must  have,  and  it  does  seem  to  me  that 
some  plan  of  employment  might  be  inaugurated  whereby  the 
present  condition  might  be  improved  with  mutual  advantage 
to  both  employed  and  employer.  Chair-caning  work  in  New 
England  is  almost  exclusively  done  in  the  institutions,  and  I 
believe  that  some  unity  of  action  on  the  part  of  all  the  insti- 
tution managers  in  disposing  of  this  labor  might  improve  the 
credit  side  of  the  account.  Two  or  three  years  since  I  rec- 
ommended that  we  provide  a  shop  and  manufacture  the  cheap 
export  chair.     I  earnestly  renew  the  recommendation. 

In  the  government  of  seven  or  eight  hundred  men  held 
under  sentence,  whether  for  misdemeanors  or  felonies,  there 
will  be  found  a  percentage  of  incorrigible  disposition  who 
not  only  make  themselves  uncomfortable  but  indirectly 
inflict  more  or  less  hardship  upon  their  associates  and  those 
in  charge.  It  is  now,  I  think,  the  consensus  of  opinion 
among  prison  authorities  in  this  country  that  separate  care 
for  such  cases  works  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  num- 
ber, and  my  own  experience  is  in  full  accord  with  this 
opinion.  The  deterrent  effect  upon  those  needing  it  would, 
I  believe,  be  very  marked  and  beneficial  by  the  opportunity 
to  use  say  fifteen  to  twenty-five  large,  light,  airy  rooms,  in 
which  they  could  reside  and  have  their  task  separate  from 
the  men  who  appreciate  good  treatment  and  return  good  con- 
duct as  a  fair  exchange.  Such  a  structure  should  be  adjacent 
to  a  yard  for  open-air  exercise.  I  recommend  that  an  appro- 
priation be  asked  for  these  rooms  and  the  completion  of  the 
north  prison  wall,  and  that  for  convenient  and  economical 
reasons  the  two  features  be  erected  together. 

The  farm  interests  are  yearly  gaining  in  importance  by 
reason  of  the  added  acreage  and  the  labor  expended  on  it. 
No  material  gain  has  as  yet  appeared  from  the  recent  land 
purchase,  but  a  vast  amount  of  labor  has  been  expended,  and 
improvements  are  well  under  way  which  will  in  the  future  be 
a  source  of  pride  and  I  trust  of  profit.  For  eight  or  nine 
months  of  each  year  much  labor  can  be  utilized  in  this  direc- 
tion, and  I  am  sure  it  will  be  granted  that  no  more  worthy 
pursuit  can  be  followed  than  reclaiming  waste  land  with  waste 
labor.     It  is  work  that  will   never  be  done  with  free   labor, 
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and  therefore  will  remain  undone,  unless  these  lands  be  made 
productive  by  us.  The  farm  now  contains  live  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  acres,  and  is  ready  for  more.  I  suggest  and  urge 
that  we  ask  for  small  appropriations  from  year  to  year,  for 
the  purchase  of  lands  whenever  it  seems  a  good  business 
move. 

The  amendment  of  the  so-called  good-time  law  in  1894, 
which  permits  us  to  give  greater  deductions  of  time  in  cases 
of  special  trust,  has  worked  admirably  for  the  most  part. 
Quite  a  large  number  of  men  have  been  fully  trusted,  and 
rendered  good  and  faithful  service  without  official  custody  or 
watchfulness,  other  than  supervisory.  The  violations  of  trust 
are  not  very  many,  considering  the  number  trusted ;  but  of 
course  the  selections  for  this  service  have  to  be  made  with 
great  caution.  The  temptation  to  escape  is  great,  but  I 
believe  if  the  act  of  escaping  and  recapture  constituted  con- 
viction, and  the  law  imposed  additional  time  for  the  breach 
of  trust,  and  so  worked  both  ways,  its  operation  would  be 
more  perfect,  and  the  law  as  a  whole  result  in  mutual  benefit 
to  all  concerned,  and  I  earnestly  hope  we  may  secure  a  favor 
able  amendment. 

On  maturing  plans  for  the  hospital  addition  provided  by 
the  last  Legislature,  it  was  thought  best  to  remove  the 
infirmary  ward,  which  was  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
present  hospital  building,  to  a  new  detached  building.  The 
ward  vacated  is  now  undergoing  such  repairs  and  alterations 
as  will  make  it  a  first-class  addition  to  the  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  acute  sickness.  By  this  change  of  plan  we  are 
able  to  make  a  better  classification  of  patients,  and  remove 
all  the  chronics  not  requiring  strict  hospital  care  to  the  new 
infirmary,  also  gain  much  in  the  convenience  of  adminis- 
tration. The  plan  for  the  new  infirmary  is  laid  out  with  a 
view  to  duplicating  the  bed  space  in  the  wards  now  building, 
which  contain  at  least  sixty  beds,  with  necessary  sanitaries, 
bath  and  pantry  rooms,  a  few  single  rooms,  and  two  day  or 
sitting  rooms  ample  for  this  and  the  proposed  wards.  The 
completion  of  this  plan  is  necessary,  as  it  will  furnish  a 
ward  for  the  separation  or  isolation  of  the  cases  of  tubercu- 
losis. I  hope  we  may  secure  the  means  necessary  for  its 
completion.     The  hospital   addition   was   understood,  when 
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the  resolve  was  drawn,  to  include  some  provision  for  females 
and  living  rooms  for  assistant  physicians,  nurses  and  matron. 
This  plan  has  been  carried  out  by  the  addition  of  a  small 
two-story  structure  to  the  west  end  of  the  south  dormitory, 
a  portion  of  which  is  now  used  for  women.  The  electric 
light  plant,  provided  by  the  same  resolve,  is  now  being 
installed,  and  will  be  in  operation  for  the  coming  winter. 

In  May  the  Deacon  Alden  estate  was  transferred  to  the 
Commonwealth  by  purchase,  on  condition  that  Mr.  Alden 
and  wife  have  right  of  residence  in  the  homestead  house. 
This  purchase  gives  us  all  the  land  to  the  railroad  tracks,  and 
therefore  clear  right  of  way  to  the  same.  I  recommend  ask- 
ing for  authority  to  build  a  spur  track  to  our  yards  and  coal 
bins.  — . 

The  insane  department  has  nominally  been  under  medical 
direction  during  the  whole  year,  and  entirely  so  since  June 
17,  when  the  provisions  of  chapter  390  of  the  laws  and 
resolves  of  1895  took  effect.  In  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations in  our  last  annual  report,  the  provisions  of  the 
chapter  referred  to  became  a  law.  The  law  does  not  em- 
body all  that  we  asked  for,  namely,  complete  separation  of 
this  department  from  the  State  Farm  under  independent  gov- 
ernment. But  it  gives  the  department  identity  in  name, 
4 'State  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals,"  and  places  the  cus- 
tody and  control  of  its  population  in  the  hands  of  a  medical 
director  ;  also  regulates  the  commitment  of  patients  on  the  line 
of  a  just  and  fair  classification  of  insane  criminals.  Experi- 
ence so  far  proves  the  wisdom  of  the  step  thus  taken. 
Economy  of  business  administration,  and  probable  friction 
in  the  adjustment  of  interests  common  to  both  departments, 
appeared  and  prevailed  as  objections  against  complete  sepa- 
ration. I  concede  these  objections  as  plausible  and  some- 
what forcible,  but  not  sufficiently  strong  to  overcome,  in  my 
judgment,  the  more  perfect  conditions  to  be  attained  by  a 
complete  and  distinct  division.  It  must  be  admitted  that 
such  action  would  be  attended  by  some  awkward  features, 
and  that  an  ideal  change  would  be  a  relocation  of  the  insane 
criminals  at  some  point  nearer  Boston,  a  centre  from  which 
a  majority  of  the  patients  are  received. 

Dr.  Arthur  H.  Harrington,  as  resident  physician  of  the 
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institution,  and  nominally  in  charge  of  this  department,  was, 
upon  the  passage  of  the  act  referred  to,  appointed  medical 
director.  His  long  experience  in  the  Danvers  Lunatic 
Hospital  well  fitted  him  for  the  difficult  and  trying  duties  of 
this  position,  and  so  far  he  seems  to  be  the  right  man  in  the 
right  place. 

The  administration  accommodations  for  this  department 
are  insufficient  for  the  new  plan  of  management,  and  I 
recommend  an  addition  to  the  present  office  building,  or  a 
cottage  house  of  moderate  cost  and  comfortable  proportions, 
for  the  use  of  the  medical  director  and  assistants. 

The  plumbing  in  the  east  and  west  wings,  the  older  and 
cheaper  buildings  of  this  department,  has  been  subjected  to  a 
wear  and  tear  much  more  rugged  and  severe  than  was  antici- 
pated when  it  was  put  in,  and  needs  to  be  thoroughly  repaired. 
In  connection  with  this  change  it  might  seem  best  to  re- 
arrange the  plan  of  bathing  in  a  central  bath-room  or  house, 
in  accord  with  the  modern  idea.  If  so,  an  appropriation 
would  be  required  for  both  improvements. 

Sunday  services  continue  twice  daily  in  the  new  chapel,  as 
formerly,  —  Catholic  service  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  O'Neil,  local 
parish  priest,  and  Protestant  service  by  visiting  pastors  from 
nearly  all  the  neighboring  churches.  These  services  are  con- 
ducted with  evident  interest,  and  doubtless  cultivate  desires 
and  make  lasting  impressions,  not  discernible  for  the  moment. 
The  good  seed  is  sown,  and  whither  it  falls  is  best  known  by 
what  we  individually  reap.  Father  O'Neil  is  unremitting  in 
his  visits  upon  the  sick,  and  exhibits  the  same  devotion  in 
this  fifth  year  of  his  work  as  in  the  first.  Through  the  agency 
of  these  visiting  clergymen  we  receive  much  valuable  and 
interesting  reading  matter,  and  I  improve  this  opportunity  to 
express  our  many  obligations  for  the  same.

Small  sums  should  be  appropriated  for  additional  laundry 
machinery,  extending  yard  wall,  making  concrete  walks  and 
painting  farm  buildings. 

The  customary  financial  and  statistical  statements  will  be 
found  on  succeeding  pages,  also  reports  of  the  resident  phy- 
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sician   of  hospital   and   medical  director  of  insane   criminal 
department. 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  my  great  obligation  to  the  trustees 
for  the  strength  and  support  they  give  me,  without  which 
success  would  be  impossible  ;  also  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  fidelity  and  faithful  service  of  our  assistants  and 
subordinate  officers.

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HOSPITAL    REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

I  herewith  present  the  following  report  of  the  hospital 
department  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1895. 

Number  remaining  in  the  hospital  Oct.  1,  1894,       ....  42 

Whole  number  admitted  during  the  year, 607

The  percentage  of  deaths  to  admissions  to  the  hospital  is 
9  per  cent.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  average  popu- 
lation of  the  whole  institution  is  5  per  cent. 

The  diseases  of  most  frequent  occurrence  among  our  pop- 
ulation are  pulmonary  and  cardiac  affections.  Phthisis  has 
furnished  about  one-fifth  of  all  the  pulmonary  cases  the  past 
year.  Undoubtedly  many  of  our  so-called  phthisical  cases 
were  tuberculous.  With  the  acquisition  of  proper  instru- 
ments, we  hope  during  the  coming  year  to  determine  posi- 
tively the  amount  of  tuberculosis  among  our  patients. 

Of  the  59  deaths,  34  per  cent,  were  from  phthisical 
affections. 

The  large  number  of  cases  of  alcoholism  treated  in  the 
hospital,  viz.,  107,  is  accounted  for  by  the  condition  of 
many  of  the  prisoners  when  brought  to  the  institution. 

The  tables  appended  show  the  variety  and  number  of  dis- 
eases treated  in  the  hospital,  but  these  do  not  convey  an 
estimate  of  the  whole  amount  of  medical  work.  The  "  out- 
patients" in  the  prison  and  alms  departments  claim  a  large 
share  of  the  attention  of  the  assistant  medical  staff. 

While  this  hospital  is  doing  good  work  and  is  relieving 
much  suffering,  yet  the  amount  of  acute  sickness  met  here 
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requires  a  high  grade  of  excellence  in  hospital  methods.  I 
believe  that  this  is  unattainable  without  the  employment  of 
female  nurses. 

The  institution  needs  a  sterilizing  apparatus  of  sufficient 
capacity  for  subjecting  clothing  and  bedding  to  steam  under 
pressure. 

The  duties  of  assistant  physician  are  being  ably  performed 
by  Dr.  James  F.  Blair,  and  his  value  to  the  institution  has 
increased  with  his  length  of  service.  Dr.  Richard  Gorshel, 
who  faithfully  filled  the  position  of  second  assistant  a  portion 
of  the  year,  retired  to  enter  private  practice. 

The  local  medical  staff  appreciate  the  action  of  the  trustees 
in  establishing  a  Board  of' Consulting  Physicians  to  the  hos- 
pital. The  physicians  appointed  to  this  Board  are  Henry 
F.  Borden,  M.D.,  Gustav  Liebmann,  M.D.,  Samuel  J. 
Mixter,  M.D.,  Calvin  Pratt,  M.D.,  and  Maurice  H.  Rich- 
ardson, M.D.  I  am  indebted  to  the  local  member  of  this 
Board,  Dr.  Calvin  Pratt  of  Bridge  water,  for  valuable  counsel 
the  past  year.

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KEPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  DIRECTOR  OP 

THE  STATE  ASYLUM  POR  INSANE 

CRIMINALS. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

The  following  report  of  the  State  Asylum  for  Insane 
Criminals  is  respectfully  submitted. 

AVith  this  issue  of  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Farm 
that  portion  of  the  institution  which  was  established  as  a 
department  for  the  insane  appears  for  the  first  time  under 
the  name  of  "  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals,"  a  name 
which  was  made  official  by  statutory  enactment  during  the 
legislative  session  of  1895.  The  designation  of  the  asylum 
department  by  this  special  name  recognizes  in  a  measure  the 
important  function  which  it  is  intended  to  perform  in  this 
Commonwealth  ;  namely,  the  care  and  custody  of  her  convict 
and  criminal  insane.  Further  provisions  of  the  same  act 
which  gave  this  asylum  an  official  name  provide  for  direct 
commitments  here,  so  that,  instead  of  being  a  receptacle 
merely  for  the  more  chronic  criminal  cases  transferred  from 
the  State  lunatic  hospitals,  it  becomes  in  itself  a  hospital  for 
the  treatment  of  recent  cases  of  insanity  occurring  in  criminals, 
as  well  as  an  institution  for  the  safe  custody  of  this  class. 

Inasmuch  as  with  the  recent  legislation  this  asylum  enters 
upon  a  new  stage,  it  would  be  well,  even  as  a  matter  of 
historic  interest,  to  review  its  past ;  but  the  especial  purpose 
in  doing  so  in  this  report  is  that  by  noting  the  departure 
from  the  original  purpose  which  this  asylum  has  undergone 
a  clearer  comprehension  can  be  gained  of  its  present  status 
and  future  needs. 

In  the  year  1886  the  Legislature  decided  to  authorize  the 
establishment  at  the  State  Workhouse,  as -the  institution  was 
then  called,  of  a  department  for  chronic  insane  men  of  the 
pauper  and  harmless  class,  the  object  being  to  relieve  the 
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overcrowded  State  hospitals  to  some  extent.  It  was  thought, 
too,  that  the  patients  could  be  employed  upon  the  extensive 
farm  belonging  to  the  institution,  and  it  was  shown  also  that 
they  could  be  supported  at  less  per  capita  cost  than  at  the 
State  hospitals.  An  appropriation  of  $50,000  was  made  for 
erecting  buildings.  The  first  transfer  of  50  men  was  made 
Sept.  14,  1886,  which  may  be  regarded  as  the  date  of  the 
opening  of  this  asylum;  and  by  the  1st  of  October,  1887, 
there  had  been  transferred  here  over  130  chronic  insane  men 
of  the  pauper  and  harmless  class. 

At  first  the  advocates  of  this  movement  were  fully  satisfied 
with  its  success  ;  but  within  two  years  of  the  first  transfer 
to  this  asylum  it  became  apparent  that  the  interest  of  the 
State  hospitals  were  being  consulted  in  a  greater  decree  in 
the  character  of  the  persons  transferred  than  had  been  antic- 
ipated by  the  State  Farm  people,  for  among  the  patients 
transferred  began  to  come  quite  a  large  number  of  criminal 
cases.  Of  the  insane  criminals  the  milder  cases  were  trans- 
ferred here ;  but,  while  they  were  harmless,  elopements 
began  to  be  frequent,  and  the  character  of  the  buildings  did 
not  afford  barriers  which  the  more  persistent  and  ingenious 
among  them  could  not  overcome  with  comparative  ease.  It 
seemed  necessary  to  provide  for  this  contingency  by  ad- 
ditional construction  which  should  be  more  secure.  On 
presenting  this  matter  to  the  Legislature,  however,  those 
interested  in  the  State  lunatic  hospitals  urged  that  if  further 
appropriations  were  made  for  additional  buildings  for  the 
insane  at  Bridgewater  the  transfers  thereto  should  hereafter 
be  wholly  from  the  convict  and  criminal  class.  The  appro- 
priation for  a  strong  building  was  granted,  the  statute 
authorizing  it  (chapter  89  of  the  Acts  of  1888)  assuming  this 
form  :  "  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  a  sum  not  exceeding  $60,000,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  and  furnishing  strong  buildings  for 
insane  male  criminals,  providing  for  not  less  than  100 
patients."  The  buildings  were  completed  and  occupied  in 
the  fall  of  1890,  and  the  capacity  of  the  department  for  the 
insane  was  thereby  raised  to  250.  From  this  time  on  the 
character  of  the  inmates  changed  materially.     The  transfers 
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were  almost  wholly  made  up  of  the  technically  criminal  and 
those  who  bore  criminal  histories. 

Within  a  comparatively  short  time  of  the  completion  of  the 
first  strong  building  it  was  seen  that  it  alone  would  be  insuffi- 
cient to  furnish  all  the  strong  accommodation  and  single 
rooms  needed.  The  Legislature  again  appropriated  the 
means  for  additional  strong  construction.  This  last  is  nearly 
completed,  and  raises  the  estimated  capacity  of  the  asylum 
to  325. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  here,  though  it  is  a  familiar  fact, 
that  for  more  than  twenty-five  years  a  strong  sentiment, 
founded  on  common-sense  principles,  has  been  demanding 
that  Massachusetts  should  make  separate  provision  for  her 
insane  criminals.  The  idea  had  been  gradually  strengthening 
itself  in  the  minds  of  officials  that  the  institution  at  Bridge- 
water  presented  an  opportunity  to  bring  this  about,  and  one 
more  step  in  the  development  or  transition  of  this  asylum  was 
reached  by  an  act  (chapter  251  of  the  Acts  of  1894)  the 
important  clause  of  which  reads  "  that  no  person  shall  be 
hereafter  transferred  thereto  [meaning  the  lunatic  wards  of 
the  State  Farm]  from  a  State  lunatic  hospital  except  those 
transferred  and  committed  to  said  hospitals  from  the  State 
Prison,  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  the  jails  and  the 
houses  of  correction  of  the  several  counties  and  the  House 
of  Industry  of  the  city  of  Boston,"  thus  eliminating  all  non- 
criminals  from  the  transfers  to  this  asylum. 

Thus  far  we  have  seen  the  gradual  change  of  this  depart- 
ment of  the  State  Farm  from  the  original  plan,  which  con- 
templated the  presence  of  only  125  chronic  insane  of  the 
pauper  and  harmless  class  to  an  organized  asylum,  providing 
for  over  300  of  the  most  difficult  class  of  the  insane  to  care 
for  and  control.  Much  praise  is  due  those  who  have  super- 
intended the  general  management  of  the  asylum  and  organized 
its  details  up  to  the  time  to  which  I  have  now  brought  this 
history,  namely,  1894. 

The  Lay  management  of  the  institution,  however,  has  not 
been  slow  in  discerning  that  here  in  the  asylum  was  a  field 
which  was  strictly  a  professional  one,  and  desired  to  be 
relieved  of  all  responsibility  of  the  department  for  the  insane. 
This  was  brought  out  in  the  annual  report  of  1894  by  both 
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the  trustees  and  superintendent,  and  during  the  last  legisla- 
tive session  the  matter  was  placed  before  the  joint  committee 
on  public  charitable  institutions.  The  change  desired  by  the 
trustees  and  superintendent  was  the  establishment  of  the 
department  for  the  insane  as  an  independent  institution,  with 
a  separate  Board  of  Trustees.  But  the  committee  were  not 
prepared  to  recommend  this  step.  The  trustees  and  superin- 
tendent insisted,  however,  that  for  the  present  there  should 
be  at  least  some  statutory  enactment  recognizing  the  profes- 
sional factor  in  the  conduct  of  the  institution,  and  placing 
upon  the  professional  representative  by  the  same  means  the 
responsibility  for  the  medical  management  of  the  asylum. 

A  bill  was  prepared  by  representatives  of  the  committee, 
by  representatives  of  the  State  hospitals,  of  the  State  Farm 
and  by  others,  which  became  a  law  June  17,  1895.  This 
act,  in  addition  to  local  measures  of  importance,  contains  the 
present  legislative  provisions  relating  to  the  care  and  custody 
of  insane  criminals  in  Massachusetts,  and,  as  they  effect 
certain  changes  in  previous  laws,  the  act  is  quoted  in  full. 
The  clauses  in  brackets  are  inserted  by  way  of  explanation 
of  the  statutory  references. 

[Chapter  390  of  the  Acts  of  1895.] 

An  Act  to  establish  an  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  at 
Bridgewater  and  to  regulate  Commitments  and  Removals 
to  the  Same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  as  follows. 

Section  1.  So  much  of  the  hospital  and  almshouse  depart- 
ments of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  as  was  established  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  insane  men  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six,  chapter  eighty-nine  of  the  Resolves  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  and  chapter  forty-eight 
of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
shall  hereafter  be  known  as  The  State  Asylum  for  Insane 
Criminals  and  shall  be  so  designated. 

Sect.  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  State  Farm,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  trustees,  shall  appoint  a  physician  as  medical 
director  of  the  said  asylum,  and  shall  fix  his  salary.  Said  director 
shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  inmates  of  the  asylum,  and 
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shall  govern  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
approved  by  the  trustees. 

Sect.  3.  The  insane  male  persons  mentioned  in  section  ten 
[insane  convicts  in  the  State  Prison  or  the  Reformatory  Prison] , 
section  twelve  [insane  convicts  in  a  house  of  correction  or  prison 
other  than  the  State  Prison  or  Reformatory  Prison]  and  section 
fourteen  [insane  persons  held  in  any  jail  for  trial  or  for  sentence 
except  for  a  capital  crime],  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty 
of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  [any  insane  prisoner  confined  in  the  Massachusetts  Reforma- 
tory] shall  hereafter  be  removed  to  said  Asylum  for  Insane 
Criminals  instead  of  to  a  State  lunatic  hospital. 

Sect.  4.  The  description  of  insane  male  persons  mentioned  in 
section  fifteen  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  Public 
Statutes  [persons  held  in  prison  on  a  charge  of  having  committed 
an  indictable  offence  but  not  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  by  reason 
of  insanity],  and  section  sixteen  [indicted  persons  found  to  be 
insane  at  time  of  trial],  section  nineteen  [person  acquitted  by 
reason  of  insanity],  and  section  twenty  [person  indicted  for 
murder  or  manslaughter  acquitted  by  reason  of  insanity],  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  may  be 
hereafter  committed  or  removed  to  the  Asylum  for  Insane  Crimi- 
nals, instead  of  to  a  State  lunatic  hospital,  as  therein  provided, 
when  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  said  insane  persons  are  criminals 
or  have  been  vicious  in  their  lives. 

Sect.  5.  The  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity  is  hereby 
authorized  to  transfer  to  and  from  the  State  lunatic  hospitals  and 
the  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  any  of  the  description  of  persons 
mentioned  in  this  act,  whenever  in  its  judgment  such  transfer  will 
insure  a  better  classification  of  insane  criminals. 

Sect.  6.  The  insane  persons  heretofore  transferred  to  said 
hospital  and  almshouse  departments  and  held  therein  in  accordance 
with  existing  law  shall  be  held  in  said  asylum  as  though  removed 
thereto  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  State  Board  of 
Lunacy  and  Charity  may  hereafter  transfer  and  commit  thereto 
any  inmate  of  a  State  lunatic  hospital,  of  the  Worcester  Insane 
Asylum  or  of  the  State  Farm  [prison  or  almshouse  departments] 
of  the  description  of  persons  mentioned  in  chapter  two  hundred 
and  fifty-one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  [persons  committed  from  the  State  Prison,  the  Massachusetts 
Reformatory,  the  jails  and  houses  of  correction  of  the  several 
counties  and  the  House  of  Industry  of  the  city  of  Boston] ,  and 
the  provisions  contained  in  section  two  of  said  chapter  relative  to 
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the  return  of  such  persons  to  the  prison  or  other  [penal]  institu- 
tion to  which  they  were  originally  committed  shall  apply  to  all 
persons  removed  to  the  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  7.  Section  twenty-one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  four- 
teen of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "  hospital"  in  the  first  line  the  words  "or  to  the  State 
Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals,"  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Sect. 
21.  Any  person  committed  to  a  State  lunatic  hospital  or  to  the 
State  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  under  the  preceding  section 
[persons  found  insane  and  committed  after  indictment  for  murder 
or  manslaughter]  may  be  discharged  therefrom  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  when  he  is 
satisfied  after  a  hearing  of  the  matter  that  such  person  may  be 
discharged  without,  danger  to  others. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  by  section  3  that  all  males  under- 
going penal  sentences  who  become  insane  will  hereafter  be 
sent  directly  to  this  asylum  instead  of  to  the  State  lunatic 
hospitals  ;  and  thus  the  impropriety  and  injustice  of  asso- 
ciating upon  the  wards  of  our  State  hospitals  insane  convicts 
with  persons  who  have  led  upright  and  respected  lives  will 
cease  with  the  transfer  here  of  such  convict  insane  as  still 
remain  in  the  hospitals. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  4  it  will  be  seen  that,  of  the 
so-called  "  court  cases,"  some  will  be  committed  directly  to 
this  asylum  and  some  to  the  State  hospitals,  according  as 
the  court  determines  that  the  individual  has  or  has  not  been 
criminal  or  vicious  in  his  past  life. 

* 

Consulting  Physicians. 

A  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  to  the  asylum  has  been 
established  by  the  trustees.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
four  physicians  who  have  been  tendered  appointments  to  this 
Board  have  accepted.  They  are  Walter  Channing,  M.D., 
George  F.  Jelly,  M.D.,  Philip  Coombs  Knapp,  M.D.,  and 
Henry  R.  Stedman,  M.D. 

Statistical  Tables. 

The  data  of  patients  transferred  here  has  been  meagre. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  apply  at  present  the  tables  uni- 
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formly  prescribed  for  the  State  lunatic  hospitals,  but  with 
direct  commitments  it  becomes  a  duty  to  present  tables 
which,  besides  general  information,  shall  contain  facts  of 
interest  relating  to  insane  criminals.  To  devise  tables 
worthy  of  permanency  will  require  time  and  thought.  The 
tables  which  follow  this  report  are  for  the  year  and  for  the 
whole  period  since  the  opening  of  the  asylum,  and  include 
the  non-criminal  who  have  been  transferred  here.  Many 
of  the  technically  non-criminal  were  sent  here  because  of 
vicious  tendencies.     Only  male  patients  have  been  received. 

Amusements. 

The  following  entertainments  have  been  given  in  the 
Chapel  the  past  year :  Dramatic  and  humorous  readings, 
by  Chas.  F.  Weston  ;  minstrel  entertainment,  by  inmates 
and  employees  of  the  institution  ;  stereopticon  lecture,  by 
Timothy  Drake  ;  humorous  entertainment,  by  Prof.  R.  H. 
Mohr ;  concert,  by  Mr.  Robert  Ferguson's  orchestra  of 
Bridgewater,  Mass.  ;  humorous  entertainment,  by  Professor 
Emerson,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Emerson  and  Miss  Clifford. 

Employment. 

The  average  number  employed  daily  has  been  135.  From 
60  to  80  patients  have  worked  throughout  the  year  caning 
chairs.  The  total  number  engaged  in  other  than  ward  work 
has  been  110,  as  a  rule. 

Restraint  and  Seclusion. 

Six  persons  have  been  restrained  by  mechanical  means 
the  past  year.  With  one  exception  the  restraint  has  been 
intermittent  and  usually  for  short  periods.  The  one  excep- 
tion is  a  patient  subject  to  paroxysms  of  violence  and  de- 
structiveness,  who  wears  constantly  wristlets  attached  to  a 
belt  about  the  waist. 

Twenty-eight  persons  have  been  secluded  during  the 
year ;  the  periods  of  seclusion  with  few  exceptions  have 
varied  from  a  few  hours  to  several  days.  A  few  patients 
have  undergone  prolonged  seclusion  to  prevent  concerted 
attempts  at  escape.     With  the  occupancy  of  the  new  strong 
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building,  we  hope  to  do  away  with  seclusion  for  the  latter 
reason  to  a  great  extent. 

Accidents. 

A  sad  accident  occurred  by  which  a  patient  lost  his  life. 
He  was  working  in  the  gravel  pit  with  other  patients  and  an 
attendant,  when  a  caving  of  the  bank  covered  him  with  sand. 
He  was  taken  out  as  soon  as  possible,  but  life  was  extinct. 
The  medical  examiner  returned  a  certificate  of  "  accidental 
suffocation." 

A  feeble  old  man  was  pushed  by  another  patient  and  fell 
upon  a  floor  register,  fracturing  the  femur.  Death  followed 
in  a  few  days  as  the  result  of  shock  to  an  already  enfeebled 
system. 

Elopements. 

There  have  been  no  elopements  the  past  year,  which  speaks 
well  for  the  vigilance  and  trustworthiness  of  our  attendants. 

Recommendations  . 

The  lavatories  and  water-closets  throughout  the  older 
parts  of  the  asylum  should  be  renovated  without  delay. 

We  need  a  hot-water  system  which  will  supply  plenty  of 
hot  water  day  and  night. 

In  this  connection  I  will  mention  my  conviction  of  the 
desirability  of  introducing  the  modern  rain  bath.  There  is 
no  suitable  location  for  it,  however,  within  the  present 
structures.  I  recommend  the  erection  of  a  two-story  build- 
ing about  twenty  by  forty  feet  on  the  south  side  of  the 
north-west  corridor,  near  its  junction  with  the  main  build- 
ing, the  lower  floor  to  be  used  for  the  baths,  the  second  for 
a  storeroom  for  clothing,  for  which  there  is  no  suitable  place 
at  present. 

Many  of  the  insane  appreciate  good  reading  matter,  of 
which  we  are  greatly  in  need.  I  suggest  that  as  the  begin- 
ning of  a  library  there  be  obtained  one  hundred  volumes  of 
works  of  fiction,  history  and  biography. 

If  a  portion  of  the  grove  west  of  the  asylum  were  enclosed 
by  a  light  wooden  fence,  it  would  answer  every  purpose  as 
a  resort  for  trusty  and  feeble  patients  during  the  heated 
term. 
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I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  assistant  physicians, 
officers  and  employees  for  earnest  co-operation  in  our  com- 
mon work,  both  in  the  hospital  and  in  the  asylum.  During 
this  my  first  year's  connection  with  the  institution  I  have 
been  aided  by  valuable  counsel  from  your  superintendent, 
Mr.  Blackstone,  for  which,  as  well  as  for  courtesies  extended 
by  your  Board,  I  am  deeply  grateful.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm,  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  under  section  3,  chapter  88 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  herewith  present  their  forty-third 
annual  report,  which,  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  medical  director  herein  submitted,  shows  the  condition  of 
the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1896. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  62  of  the  Acts  of  1896,  the 
sum  of  $114,900  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  salaries, 
wages  and  labor,  and  for  other  current  expenses  at  said  insti- 
tution for  the  present  calendar  year.  For  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  same  see  report  of  the  superintendent, 
hereto  annexed,  which  has  been  examined  and  verified  by  the 
trustees. 

Although  it  is  barely  possible  that  the  expenses  of  the  insti- 
tution can  be  kept  within  the  amount  appropriated  for  the 
present  year,  yet  with  the  large  number  of  commitments  of 
the  criminal  insane  a  much  larger  sum  will  be  necessary  for 
the  ensuing  year,  in  consequence  of  an  additional  number  of 
officers  and  attendants  being  required  for  the  safe  and  proper 
management  of  said  department. 

Under  chapter  89  of  the  Resolves  for  the  year  1896,  the 
sum  of  $34,200  was  appropriated  for  the  following  purposes, 
to  wit :  for  an  extension  of  the  prison  department,  and  a  work- 
shop, heating,  plumbing  and  furnishing  included,  and  all  neces- 
sary yard  and  connecting  walls  for  the  same  ;  for  increasing 
the  administration  accommodations  of  the  asylum   for  insane 
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criminals,  renewing  the  plumbing  in  the  east  and  west  wings, 
and  enlarging  the  hot  water  system  of  said  asylum  ;  for  ad- 
ditional laundry  machinery  and  a  sterilizer;  for  extending 
electric  lighting  and  a  system  of  arc  lights  for  the  yards,  and 
one  additional  boiler  for  the  same.  All  of  the  foregoing  im- 
provements  and  additions,  for  which  provision  has  been  made, 
are  in  process  of  construction  and  near  completion. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  the  trustees  to  repeat  in  their  report 
what  is  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and 
medical  examiner  hereto  annexed,  as  they  contain  full  infor- 
mation in  relation  to  the  condition  and  management  of  the 
institution,  and  the  disposition  of  the  money  appropriated  and 
expended  for  its  maintenance.  There  will  also  be  found  in 
said  reports  important  suggestions  and  recommendations  which 
have  been  carefully  considered  by  the  trustees,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  made  to  carry 
the  same  into  effect. 

The  question  of  sewerage  has  been  considered  by  the  trustees 
and  superintendent,  and  a  plan  or  system  for  said  purpose  will 
be  presented  to  the  Legislature,  and  an  appropriation  is  recom- 
mended therefor.  The  superintendent  has  fully  set  forth  in 
his  report  to  the  trustees  the  importance  of  said  project. 

It  is  recommended  that  appropriations  be  made  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  cow  barn,  in  order  to  provide  additional 
accommodations  for  a  larger  number  of  cows,  as  the  quantity 
of  milk  now  produced  is  not  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
institution ;  also  for  building  a  new  piggery,  for  additional 
concreting,  for  painting  a  portion  of  the  institution  buildings, 
and  for  the  purchase  of  additional  land  for  pasturage  and  other 
purposes,  when  the  same  can  be  obtained  for  a  reasonable 
consideration. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  additional  cells  be  constructed 
for  sentenced  criminals,  instead  of  having  so  large  a  number 
occupying  dormitories  as  at  present. 

The  recommendations  made  last  year  for  a  new  infirmary 
building,  also  for  a  spur  track  from  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  to  the  yards  and  coal  bins  con- 
nected with  the  institution,  are  again  renewed. 

The  farm  is  under  a  good  state  of  cultivation.  The  exces- 
sive drought  during  a  part  of  the  summer  affected  some  of  the 
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crops.  Several  acres  have  been  reclaimed  and  cultivated  the 
past  year  from  land  recently  purchased,  and  the  result  has 
been  satisfactory  and  will  soon  be  a  source  of  profit,  the  labor 
on  the  same  being  principally  performed  by  inmates. 

In  the  workshop,  inmates  who  are  able  to  perform  labor 
have  been  employed  in  chair-seating,  as  formerly ;  sewing, 
tailoring  and  cobbling  are  also  carried  on,  to  a  limited  extent. 

The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chapter 
79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal 
made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the 
institution  and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  by  David  G. 
Pratt,  Esq.,  of  Middleborough,  whose  report  is  hereto  annexed. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  the  trustees  at  the  close  of  another 
financial  year  to  again  speak  in  words  of  commendation  in  re- 
lation to  the  faithful  and  efficient  services  rendered  the  institu- 
tion by  the  superintendent,  H.  M.  Blackstone,  and  the  officers 
under  his  charge.  While  it  is  a  pleasure  to  the  trustees  to 
know  personally  that  the  institution  continues  in  the  same 
excellent  condition  as  in  former  years,  it  is  also  a  satisfaction 
to  know  that  others,  whose  official  posilion  requires  a  general 
supervision  of  the  same,  have  also  spoken  words  of  highest 
approval  in  regard  to  its  management. 

The  trustees  fully  recognize  the  valuable  services  of  Dr. 
Arthur  H.  Harrington,  medical  director  of  the  insane  criminal 
department,  who  has  been  eminently  successful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  varied  and  responsible  duties  devolving  upon 
him.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

I  herewith  present  the  following  report  of  the  State  Farm 
for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1896,  the  same  being  the  forty- 
third  annual  report. 

With  a  special  commission  authorized  by  the  last  Legislature 
to  report  upon  a  revision  of  the  public  institutions  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, it  would  seem  best  to  refrain  at  this  time  from 
speculation  in  new  theories  of  management  and  progress,  and 
rest  for  the  present  on  the  development  already  made,  — 
simply  content  with  warming  over  the  suggestions  of  the  past 
which  are  matters  of  record,  and  dealing  for  the  time  being 
with  current  matters  of  interest  and  the  more  common  needs 
of  the  institution. 

Comparison  of  numbers  with  last  year  show  90  more  inmates 
remaining  at  this  date  than  one  year  ago.  The  admissions  have 
been  1,669, —  an  excess  of  228  over  last  year;  the  discharges 
have  been  1,579,  —  an  excess  of  178  ;  the  average  number  has 
been  1,098,  —  an  increase  of  96  over  last  year. 

The  per  capita  expense  has  increased  11  cents  per  week  gross 
and  14  cents  net  over  last  year.  The  increase  is  accounted  for 
principally  in  the  more  expensive  care  of  the  Asylum  for 
Criminal  Insane,  made  necessary  by  the  reception  of  acute 
cases  and  the  transfer  from  all  the  other  State  hospitals  of  the 
whole  class  of  criminal  patients.  The  excess  of  the  net  cost 
over  the  gross  is  accounted  for  in  the  reduced  income  from  the 
labor  of  inmates. 

While  there  is  no  division  of  accounts  between  the  depart- 
ments, there  are  some  items  easily  discernible,  such  as  salaries 
and  wages,  of  which  nearly  half  the  whole  amount  appropri- 
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ated  is  expended  for  the  Asylum  with  little  more  than  one- 
fourth  the  whole  number  of  inmates. 

Scant  help  in  this  department  would  be  false  economy,  and 
a  disproportion  of  expenditure  is  well  defended  in  the  record 
of  good  order  maintained  there,  which  reports  but  one  success- 
ful break  or  escape  for  the  year. 

Concerning  the  general  conditions  of  the  asylum  department, 
I  have  nothing  to  suggest  not  in  full  accord  with  the  recom- 

O  Co 

mendations  of  our  last  annual  report.  While  its  affairs  have 
gone  along  without  friction  and  with  apparent  success,  I  yet 
believe  that  complete  separation  is  desirable  from  every  point 
of  consideration,  and  cordially  hope  such  action  may  result 
from  the  examination  now  being  made  of  the  State  institutions 
system. 

The  improvements  for  the  asylum  authorized  by  the  last 
Legislature  are  w7ell  under  way,  and  will  be  fully  completed 
within  the  year.  There  are  still  other  improvements  very 
necessary,  all  of  which  are  referred  to  in  detail  in  the  report 
of  the  medical  director.  For  the  proper  care  and  treatment 
of  acute  cases  of  insanity,  important  changes  had  to  be  made 
in  the  north-west  wing ;  and,  as  this  expense  was  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  it  had  to  be  made  from  current  expense 
account,  and  for  this  reason  we  made  only  such  changes  as 
would  answer  the  demands  for  the  time  being.  The  rest  of 
this  wing  should  be  changed  and  renovated  to  meet  the  certain 
demands  in  the  same  direction. 

The  necessity  for  greater  and  closer  classification  of  patients 
in  the  asylum  has  become  strikingly  apparent  since  the  whole 
class  of  criminals  have  been  collected  into  one  institution.  A 
percentage  of  the  so-called  criminals  are  not  only  of  unsound 
mind  but  incorrigible  and  dangerous.  They  should  be  allowed 
but  limited  liberty,  and  none  whatever  in  common  wTith  the 
majority  of  the  patients.  Their  presence  on  the  open  wards 
and  yards  is  a  constant  menace  to  the  good  order  and  happiness 
of  all  concerned,  —  an  exposed  danger  not  easily  defended  if 
attended  with  serious  results.  They  should  have  a  ward  so 
situated  as  to  molest  the  rest  of  the  wards  least,  and  yet  be 
as  accessible  as  possible  to  conveniences  of  care  and  adminis- 
tration. Probably  a  ward  of  twelve  to  fifteen  rooms  would 
meet  the  demands  for  several  years.     For  the  necessary  out- 
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door  exercise  and  recreation  of  the  patients  generally  during 
the  winter  months  all  the  walks  of  the  airing  yards  and  courts 
of  both  asylum  and  hospitals  should  be  paved  in  asphalt  or 
cement.  All  the  improvements  mentioned  are  necessary  and 
imperative,  and  appropriation  recommended.  The  central 
bathing  house  and  store-room  asked  for  last  year  are  again 
requested. 

The  insane  department  has  been  now  more  than  a  full  year 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  a  physician,  in  accordance 
with  chapter  390  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1895.  The  wis- 
dom both  of  the  legislation  and  the  selection  of  Dr.  A.  H. 
Harrington  as  the  medical  director  are  no  longer  matters  of 
question.  His  management  has  been  both  conservative  and 
able. 

The  workhouse  or  prison  department  has  maintained  its 
record  of  increasing  numbers  yearly.  Although  the  number 
remaining  in  this  department  at  this  date  is  but  4  more  than 
one  year  ago,  there  have  been  262  more  inmates  committed. 
Of  the  1,332  committed,  395,  or  more  than  25  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number,  had  been  former  inmates,  —  not  a  few  of  them 
many  times  recommitted.  I  do  not  know  that  the  number  is 
out  of  proportion  with  the  records  in  other  institutions  caring 
for  this  class  of  misdemeanants ;  but,  whatever  the  results 
elsewhere,  I  am  impressed  that  the  percentage  is  altogether 
too  great. 

An  inquiry  by  the  committee  on  prisons  in  the  last  Legis- 
lature, under  an  order  offered  in  the  Senate,  as  to  the  cause  of 
the  great  number  of  commitments  to  the  State  Farm,  resulted  in 
a  bill  being  offered  for  all  commitments  here  by  indeterminate 
sentence,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  :  — 

An  Act  Relative  to  Sentences  to  the  State  Farm. 

Section  1.  When  a  convict  is  sentenced  to  the  state  farm  the 
court  or  trial  justice  imposing  the  sentence  shall  not  fix  or  limit  the 
duration  thereof.  Whoever  is  so  sentenced  for  drunkenness  may  be 
held  in  the  custody  of  said  state  farm  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one 
year ;  and  whoever  is  so  sentenced  for  any  other  offence  may  be  held 
in  such  custody  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Sect.  2.  When  it  shall  appear  to  the  trustees  of  said  state  farm 
that  any  person  so  sentenced  is  reformed,  they  may  issue  to  him  a 
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permit  to  be  at  liberty  for  the  remainder  of  said  sentence  upon  such 
conditions  as  they  shall  establish ;  and  they  may  revoke  said  permit 
at  any  time  previous  to  its  expiration. 

Sect.  3.  When  any  permit  issued  as  aforesaid  has  been  revoked, 
said  trustees  may  issue  an  order  for  the  return  of  the  holder  thereof 
to  said  state  farm  ;  and  said  order  may  be  executed  by  any  officer 
authorized  to  serve  criminal  process.  The  holder  of  said  permit 
when  returned  to  said  state  farm  shall  be  detained  therein  according 
to  the  terms  of  his  original  sentence,  and  the  time  between  his  release 
on  permit  and  said  return  shall  not  be  considered  as  any  part  of  the 
term  of  the  sentence  named  in  this  act. 

Sect.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six. 

This  bill  was  introduced  late  in  the  session,  and  shared 
the  fate  of  many  other  late  comers,  by  reference  to  the  next 
General  Court. 

This  form  of  sentence  had  been  earnestly  advocated  and 
recommended  in  our  annual  report,  and  was  expected  to  have 
been  considered  and  reported  by  the  joint  committee  on  public 
charitable  institutions,  to  whom  the  document  was  referred  ; 
but  by  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  this  committee  the 
recommendation  failed  of  consideration  by  them.  Had  the  bill 
been  reported  earlier  in  the  session,  in  due  course  of  business 
I  believe  it  would  have  become  a  law  last  year.  Every  argu- 
ment in  its  favor  can  be  made  with  even  greater  force  now,  and 
I  earnestly  hope  that  this  form  of  sentence  may  be  enacted  not 
only  here  but  in  all  other  prisons  as  well. 

In  our  workhouse  plant  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  prisoners 
are  cared  for  in  dormitories,  there  being  but  225  cells  and  rooms, 
with  a  population  varying  from  500  to  700.  It  would  seem  that 
the  normal  or  average  number  of  this  department  would  con- 
tinue not  less  than  500.  For  the  safe  and  proper  care  of  this 
number  there  should  be  at  least  from  200  to  300  more  rooms  or 
cells.  I  recommend  the  rooms  as  cheaper,  and  much  better 
adapted  for  such  care  than  the  regulation  prison  cell,  and  urge 
an  appropriation  for  their  construction.  The  dormitories  thus 
vacated  will  be  needed  for  workshops.  There  is  much  time 
now  squandered    in   the  yards  and   so-called    loafing   rooms, 
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which  could  be  more  profitably  employed  in  their  rooms  dur- 
ing a  portion  of  their  leisure  time.  The  loafing  rooms  and 
dormitories  afford  too  great  opportunity  for  evil  development, 
and  should  not  be  continued. 

Oar  agricultural  interests  are  extensive,  and,  so  far  as  we 
can  estimate,  fairly  successful ;  if  not  so,  it  is  our  own  fault, 
for  we  not  only  raise  the  product  but  furnish  the  market  for 
its  consumption,  and  it  is  all  consumed.  The  cultivation  is 
wholly  within  these  limits.  The  crops  have  been  for  the  most 
part  satisfactory,  less  in  some  lines  and  more  abundant  in 
others,  but  on  the  whole  a  good  average. 

Reclaiming  waste  land  goes  on  and  thirty  acres  of  valuable 
land  have  been  added  to  the  acreage  this  year.  My  faith  in 
reclaiming  waste  lands  hereabout  is  still  strong.  Moderate 
additions  from  time  to  time  I  believe  to  be  good  policy. 

Our  barn  capacity  is  not  equal  to  the  requirements.  More 
milk  stock  is  needed,  to  meet  the  demands  of  an  enlarged  hos- 
pital and  increasing  asylum.  I  recommend  that  a  new  barn  be 
built,  and  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  same,  also  a  sum 
sufficient  to  repaint  all  the  agricultural  buildings. 

In  connection  with  our  reclaiming  land,  there  is  an  abundant 
harvest  of  stone.  From  some  of  the  surplus  we  have  made  on 
Conant  Street  about  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of  macadam  road. 
I  suggest  that  we  investigate,  with  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion, a  proposition  to  develop  this  public  work  in  our  locality 
(in  the  towns  of  Bridgewater  and  Middleborough),  and  refer 
with  pleasure  to  the  piece  made  as  a  sample  of  genuine  State 
road. 

The  question  of  our  sewage  disposal  has  been  considered 
somewhat  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Their  engineers  have 
made  several  examinations,  and  have  found  but  one  location 
where  the  sewage  could  be  disposed  of  by  filtration  without  the 
aid  of  pump  or  siphon.  The  adoption  of  this  plan  appears  at 
the  present  time  to  offer  the  simplest  as  well  as  the  least  ex- 
pensive solution  of  the  difficult  problem.  It  will  involve  the 
purchase  of  land  and  diverting  the  present  outlet  to  it  by  about 
five  thousand  feet  of  new  main  of  sufficient  capacity.  It  is 
possible  that  some  portion  of  the  sewage  matter  might  be  dis- 
posed of  by  irrigation  on  the  proposed  line  during  the  open 
season.     We  have  a  letter  on  file  from  the  local  board  of  health, 
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protesting  against  the  present  outlet.  It  is  imperative  that  the 
improvement  be  commenced  at  the  earliest  moment  possible, 
and  provision  made  for  the  same. 

Religious  services  have  been  continued  twice  daily  on  Sun- 
days through  the  year,  except  during  summer  vacation.  The 
afternoon  services  have  been  favored  with  many  exceptionally 
interesting  addresses  by  clergymen  of  eminence  and  ability, 
and  I  am  sure  deep  and  abiding  influences  for  better  and  truer 
living  have  been  received  with  sober  and  serious  thought  by 
those  enjoying  these  opportunities. 

Rev.  Father  J.  H.  O'Neil,  who  had  been  our  faithful  and 
energetic  attendant  upon  the  Catholic  interests  for  more  than 
five  years,  denied  us  the  further  pleasure  of  his  amiability  and 
wTide-awake  presence  by  resigning  his  pastoral  work  in  early 
summer.  Five  years  of  unbroken  service  between  officials  of 
differing  faiths  without  clash  or  friction  proves  that  jealousy 
of  creeds  found  no  place  in  the  spiritual  pursuits  of  this  insti- 
tution. The  innate  modesty  of  the  writer  accords  all  credit  to 
the  Rev.  Father  for  this  millennial  state.  He  has  the  best 
wishes  of  all  his  late  associates  for  his  continued  prosperity. 

Through  the  medium  of  the  attending  priest  and  visiting 
clergymen  we  have  been  provided  with  much  valuable  reading 
matter.  We  are  also  indebted  to  many  thoughtful  friends  in 
Bridgewater  for  donations  weekly  of  periodicals  and  magazines, 
also  to  Geo.  Henry  Shaw,  Esq.,  of  Middleborough,  and  to 
Rev.  P.  W.  Lyman  of  your  own  Board  for  a  valuable  set  of 
bound  periodicals  and  frequent  packages  of  miscellaneous 
reading  matter. 

The  stability  of  our  official  force,  particularly  in  the  prison 
department,  is  worthy  of  comment.  The  nature  of  the  asylum 
work  is  such  as  to  make  permanency  less  inviting  on  the 
part  of  the  employed  ;  but  even  there  the  records  show  a  large 
majority  whose  service  is  registered  in  years  instead  of  months. 
Good  wages  and  men  of  character  and  responsibility  are  quite 
as  necessary  in  the  care  of  insane  men  as  any  other  class. 
Judgment,  discretion  and  forbearance  are  highly  essential 
qualities  in  the  make-up  of  officers  entrusted  with  the  care  and 
responsibility  of  directing  men  suffering  penalties  in  restrained 
or  convict  life.  Complaints  of  excessive  bossing  or  domineer- 
ing manner  of  officers  are  rare  indeed,  and  their  duties  gen- 
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erally  have  been  very  satisfactorily  performed.  It  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  commend  the  force  as  worthy  of  your  highest 
confidence. 

The  encouraging  influence  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
uniform  approbation  of  our  work  by  all  visitors  and  inspectors 
in  authority  is  a  stimulus  of  no  uncertain  value,  and  its 
acknowledgment  here  is  not  mere  ceremony,  but  a  full  appre- 
ciation of  the  fact.

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HOSPITAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

I  herewith  present  the  following  report  of  the  hospital  de- 
partment for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1896.

Of  the  51  who  died,  12  were  prisoners,  30  were  paupers 
and  9  insane.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  admissions  to  the 
hospital  is  7.3.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  average  pop- 
ulation of  the  whole  institution  is  5. 

Of  the  51  deaths,  21.5  per  cent,  were  from  tuberculous  affec- 
tions. 

While  the  appended  tables  show  the  number  and  variety  of 
diseases  treated  in  the  hospital,  yet  they  do  not  convey  a 
proper  estimate  of  all  the  work  accomplished  by  the  medical 
assistants,  for  several  hundred  cases  are  treated  annually  among 
the  prison  and  pauper  population  without  admission  to  the  hos- 
pital. Although  the  affections  treated  in  this  way  are  not  of 
a  serious  nature,  as  a  rule,  yet  they  require  time  and  careful 
attention. 

One  object  constantly  kept  in  view  in  the  handling  of  our 
population  from  a  medical  stand-point  is  the  early  discovery 
and  to  a  certain  extent  the  isolation  of  all  persons  showing 
signs  of  tuberculosis.  Every  person  admitted  to  the  prison 
and  pauper  departments,  though  apparently  in  good  health,  is 
subjected  to  a  careful  physical  examination.     Our  pains  have 
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been  rewarded  in  bringing  to  light  a  considerable  number  of 
cases,  not  only  of  incipient  phthisis,  but  of  other  affections, 
which  would  have  escaped  notice  until  the  individuals  either 
complained  or  were  obviously  ill.  The  classification  of  those 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  in  any  form,  the  placing  of  them 
under  hygienic  conditions  and  especially  their  separation  from 
the  general  population,  are  matters  needing  special  attention 
here.  The  completion  of  the  infirmary  building  as  provided  for 
in  the  original  plans  would  give  us  very  satisfactory  facilities 
for  accomplishing  such  classification  and  separation. 

In  line  with  the  suggestion  of  last  year,  that  the  amount  of 
acute  sickness  met  here  requires  a  high  grade  of  excellence  in 
hospital  methods,  especially  nursing,  a  female  graduate  of  a 
general  hospital  training  school  has  been  placed  in  charge  of 
the  wards,  the  general  ward  work  being  done  as  formerly  by 
inmates.  The  presence  of  even  one  female  nurse  upon  the 
wards  is  proving  valuable.  In  times  of  unusual  amounts  of 
sickness  it  would  be  well  to  employ  additional  female  nurses. 
The  surgical  dressing  is  done  by  an  experienced  male  nurse. 
These  additions  to  the  employed  force  of  the  hospital  allow  the 
assistant  physicians  more  time  for  strictly  clinical  work. 

Several  instruments  to  aid  precision  in  diagnosis  have  been 
purchased  and  some  facilities  for  pathological  work  have  been 
furnished.  The  apparatus  for  sterilizing  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.,  for  which  an  appropriation  was  granted,  will  probably  be 
installed  and  in  operation  the  coming  year. 

Two  of  the  hospital  wards  have  been  renovated  and  re- 
modelled, with  reference  to  the  heating  and  ventilation  and  the 
relocation  of  the  sanitaries.  There  are  four  other  hospital 
wards  which  need  alterations  and  repairs. 

Dr.  James  F.  Blair  continues  as  assistant  to  the  hospital. 
Dr.  F.  B.  Colby  has  filled  the  position  of  interne  the  past  year. 
The  Consulting  Physicians  to  the  hospital,  whose  names  appear 
at  the  beginning  of  this  annual  report,  have  promptly  responded 
when  called.

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REPORT  OF   THE   MEDICAL  DIRECTOR   OF 

THE   STATE  ASYLUM   FOR   INSANE 

CRIMINALS. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

The  following  report  of  the  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Crim- 
inals for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1896,  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

The  number  of  patients  present  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
was  244 ;  at  the  close  there  are  300.  The  whole  number  of 
cases  under  treatment  during  the  year  has  been  344.  The 
daily  average  has  been  267.04.  There  were  100  admissions 
and  44  discharges.  Of  the  100  cases  admitted,  50  were  trans- 
ferred from  State  Lunatic  Hospitals  ;  46  were  committed  directly 
from  penal  institutions  and  the  courts  ;  4  were  received  from 
the  Almshouse  Department  of  the  State  Farm,  by  order  of  the 
State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity.  Of  the  44  cases  dis- 
charged, 7  were  recovered,  2  were  much  improved,  3  im- 
proved, 20  unimproved,  3  were  not  insane.  There  were  9 
deaths. 

Further  information  may  be  found  in  the  statistical  tables 
published  with  this  report. 

During  the  past  year  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity 
have,  1  believe,  with  few  exceptions,  transferred  all  the  crim- 
inals who  were  in  the  several  State  lunatic  hospitals  to  this 
asylum,  so  that  we  may  now  say  that  all  the  criminal  insane  of 
the  State  are  collected  here.  At  this  point  it  seems  well  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  the  criminal  insane 
is  212,  the  remaining  88  inmates  of  the  asylum  being  those 
who  are  still  left  of  the  pauper  class  with  which  this  asylum 
first  opened,  or  who  have  been  committed  from  time  to  time 
from  the  Almshouse  Department  of  the  State  Farm.  The  only 
source  from  which  we  now  receive  any  patients  who  are  not  of 
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the  criminal  class  is  the  Almshouse  Department  of.  the  State 
Farm.  If  we  did  not  from  year  to  year  receive  these  cases, 
the  non-criminals  would  in  time  be  eliminated  from  our  insane 
population.  It  would  be  well  if  such  inmates  of  the  Alms- 
house Department  as  become  insane  were  committed  to  the 
State  Lunatic  Hospitals,  as  the  practice  of  committing  them  to 
this  asylum  vitiates  the  legislation  which  aimed  at  a  separation 

of  the  criminal  and  non-criminal  insane. 
| ^- 

This  year  has  been  the  first  complete  hospital  year  under  the 
new  law  providing  for  direct  commitments  to  this  asylum.  Un- 
fortunately, we  are  unable  here  to  furnish  precise  data  for 
judging  how  many  direct  commitments  we  may  expect  annu- 
ally, as  through  lack  of  information  probably,  commitments 
which  should  have  been  made  to  this  asylum  continued  for 
some  time  after  the  new  law  took  effect  to  be  made  to  the  State 
Lunatic  Hospitals. 

The  year  has  passed  without  serious  accident.  Only  one 
patient  escaped  and  he  was  found  and  returned  after  an  absence 
of  four  weeks. 

Restraint  and  Seclusion. 

Of  the  344  cases  under  treatment  during  the  year,  mechan- 
ical restraint  has  been  used  for  short  periods,  with  one  excep- 
tion, upon  13  different  persons.  Seclusion  has  been  used,  for 
short  periods  with  few  exceptions,  in  the  care  of  98  different 
persons. 

Employment. 

The  caning  of  chairs  is  carried  on  as  an  industry  in  this 
asylum.  The  shop  has  been  in  operation  253  days  out  of  the 
365.  The  average  number  employed  daily  has  been  81.  The 
working  hours  are  from  7.15  a.m.  to  11  a.m.  and  from 
1.15  p.m.  to  4  p.m.  for  five  and  one-half  days  of  the  week. 
There  have  been  caned  this  year  29,905  chair  seats  and  8,220 
chair  backs. 

An  average  of  25  patients  has  been  employed  daily  on  the 
farm  the  past  summer. 

Amusements. 

Four  entertainments  were  given  in  the  amusement  hall  dur- 
ing the  \ear.  For  one  of  them  we  are  indebted  to  a  local 
organization,  "  The  Ladies'  Sewing  Society." 
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Additions  and  Improvements. 

The  new  north  building  was  completed  and  occupied  the 
first  of  last  March.  This  is  a  strong  building,  containing  80 
single  rooms,  connecting  by  corridors  with  two  day  rooms. 
This  building  raises  our  estimated  capacity  to  325. 

A  portion  of  the  north-west  building  has  been  renovated, 
most  of  the  plumbing  has  been  renewed  and  such  changes  made 
as  would  adapt  it  to  the  treatment  of  acute  cases.  The  wooden 
sheathing  has  been  removed  from  the  walls  of  some  of  the 
rooms  in  this  building,  and  the  partitions  plastered  with  Port- 
land cement  coated  with  Keen's  cement. 

The  renewal  of  the  plumbing  in  the  east  and  west  buildings 
is  being  carried  forward  as  fast  as  the  conditions  will  allow. 

The  asylum  has  been  equipped  throughout  with  a  system  of 
electric  signal  and  alarm  bells. 

A  recreation  yard  of  sufficient  size  for  baseball  and  football 
was  completed  the  past  summer.  It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  the 
conduct  of  the  patients  has  been  much  better  since  this  large 
yard  was  opened  to  daily  use. 

The  work  upon  the  house  intended  for  a  physician's  resi- 
dence, for  which  an  appropriation  was  granted  by  the  last 
Legislature,  is  progressing  favorably. 

Suggestions  and  Recommendations. 

My  conviction  of  the  desirability  of  the  shower  bath  for 
bathing  patients  remains  the  same  as  expressed  in  the  annual 
report  of  last  year.  The  lack  of  proper  storeroom  for  clothing 
still  subjects  us  to  great  inconvenience.  I  therefore  repeat  the 
recommendation  of  last  year,  — that  a  two-story  structure, 
about  20  by  40  feet,  be  erected  at  the  junction  of  the  north- 
west corridor  with  the  main  asylum  building,  that  the  lower 
floor  be  provided  with  the  modern  rain  bath  and  the  second 
floor  be  used  as  a  storeroom  for  clothing. 

I  also  repeat  the  suggestion  of  last  year,  that  a  portion  of 
the  grove  west  of  the  asylum  be  fenced  about  and  used  as  a 
resort  for  certain  patients.  Our  yards  are  necessarily  barren 
of  trees,  the  only  shade  being  that  afforded  by  the  shifting 
shadows  of  the  buildings  and  enclosure  walls.     The  feeble  and 
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more  trusty  patients  would  experience  a  great  deal  of  comfort 

during  the  hot  season,  if  this  suggestion  were  adopted. 

The   bringing   together  of  all   the  insane   criminals  of  the 

State  under  one  roof  gives  rise  to  problems  which  have  to  be 

met  as  we  go  along.      A  few  object  lessons  have  shown  the 

necessity    for    a    more    complete    classification    of    dangerous 

patients  than  can  be  had  on  wards  where  at  least  40  persons 

have  to  be  congregated.     I  therefore  recommend  that  a  build- 
er O 

ing  to  accommodate  not  over  15  patients  be  constructed,  and 
so  arranged  that  those  cared  for  in  it  shall  be  isolated  from  the 
rest  of  the  inmates. 

The  proportion  of  attendants  to  patients  is  still  too  small. 

I  think  it  desirable  to  revise  the  diet,  with  a  view  to  giving 
it  greater  variety. 

There  are  34  rooms  remaining  in  the  north-west  building, 
the  walls  of  which,  as  originally  constructed,  are  sheathed  with 
wood.  As  the  acute  and  uncleanly  cases  will  have  to  be  cared 
for  in  this  building,  and  as  it  is  impossible  to  secure  cleanliness 
where  the  wood  sheathing  remains,  it  is  recommended  that  in 
as  many  of  these  rooms  as  practicable  the  walls  be  plastered 
and  coated  with  hard  cement,  as  has  already  been  done  with  a 
few  of  them. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  recreation  yards  be  laid  down 
with  ample  concrete  walks.  On  account  of  the  present  surface 
conditions  in  these  yards,  there  are  four  or  five  months  in  the 
year  when  patients  are  confined  in-doors.  This  confinement  is 
a  source  of  irritation,  which  expresses  itself  by  various  dis- 
turbances, which  largely  disappear  with  daily  open-air  exercise. 

A  library,  furnished  with  two  hundred  volumes  of  history, 
fiction  and  biography,  would  be  a  great  boon  to  many  of  our 
patients. 

Appointments. 

Henry  A.  Roberts,  M.D.,  was  appointed  assistant  physician 
and  entered  upon  his  duties  in  November,  1895.  His  resigna- 
tion soon  takes  effect,  as  he  has  accepted  an  appointment  to 
another  institution.  In  this  connection  I  will  say  that,  in  order 
to  retain  capable  medical  assistants,  their  salaries  must  be 
placed  on  a  par  with  the  salaries  of  assistants  who  hold  corres- 
ponding-positions in  other  institutions  in  the  State.

Edward  Wyllys  Taylor,  M.D.,  has  accepted  from  your 
Board  the  appointment  of  Consulting  Pathologist,  otherwise  the 
Asylum  Consulting  Board  remains  unchanged.  We  have  been 
visited  by  its  members,  and  have  received  suggestions  from 
them  for  our  consideration.  These  suggestions  are  especially 
valuable,  as  they  come  from  physicians  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  asylum  management. 

Finally,  I  will  say  that  the  changing  character  of  this  asy- 
lum, in  consequence  of  the  recent  legislation  relating  to  it,  the 
increased  number  of  patients,  the  admission  of  acute  cases  and 
the  consequent  addition  to  the  force  of  attendants,  has  called 
for  more  organization  and  the  duties  required  from  all  have 
become  more  exacting.  There  has,  as  a  rule,  been  a  ready 
response  to  these  additional  requirements  on  the  part  of  offi- 
cers and  employees  with  whom  I  have  been  connected,  and  I 
take  this  opportunity  to  commend  them  to  your  Board  for  their 
work  the  past  year. 

I  desire  to  thank  your  Board  and  the  Superintendent  for  the 
confidence  shown  me,  the  continuance  of  which  I  hope  to  merit 
in  the  future.

TRUSTEES'  EEPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State 
Farm,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3,  chapter 
88  of  the  Public  Statutes,  herewith  present  their  forty-fourth 
annual  report,  which,  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  medical  director,  herein  submitted,  shows  the  condition  of 
the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1897. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  68  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  the 
sum  of  $127,400  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  salaries, 
wages  and  labor,  and  for  other  current  expenses  at  said  institu- 
tion for  the  present  calendar  year.  For  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  same  see  report  of  the  superintendent, 
hereto  annexed,  which  has  been  examined  and  verified  by  the 
trustees. 

The  various  improvements  authorized  to  be  made  at  the 
Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  under  chapter  56  of  the  Resolves 
of  1897,  also  for  the  erection  of  a  new  prison  building  au- 
thorized under  chapter  57,  are  in  process  of  construction  and 
will  be  completed  during  the  coming  year. 

In  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  medical  director, 
hereto  annexed,  will  be  found  the  total  number  of  inmates  ad- 
mitted to  the  institution  the  past  year,  the  per  capita  expense, 
also  full  information,  statistical  and  otherwise,  in  relation  to 
the  condition  and  management  of  the  institution  in  all  its 
departments. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  certain  suggestions 
and  recommendations  for  legislative  action  will  be  found  in  the

reports  of  the  superintendent  and  medical  director,  the  same 
having  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  trustees. 

The  farm  is  under  the  usual  state  of  cultivation.  The  hay 
crop  has  been  abundant  and  harvested  in  good  condition.  The 
vegetable  and  other  crops  have  been  fairly  up  to  the  average, 
with  the  exception  of  potatoes,  which,  as  in  many  other  locali- 
ties, have  been  a  failure. 

In  the  workshop,  inmates  who  are  able  to  perform  labor 
have  been  employed  in  chair-seating,  as  formerly ;  sewing, 
tailoring  and  cobbling  are  carried  on  to  a  limited  extent. 

The  institution  buildings  are  in  excellent  condition  and  well 
adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  erected,  and  are 
substantially  fire-proof. 

The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chapter 
79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal 
made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the  in- 
stitution and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  by  George 
E.  Doane,  Esq.,  of  Middleborough,  whose  report  is  hereto 
annexed. 

In  closing  this  report  the  trustees  take  the  opportunity  to 
place  upon  record  their  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services 
rendered  by  H.  M.  Blackstone  as  superintendent  during  the 
fourteen  years  of  his  administration,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
present  financial  year  find  that  the  institution,  under  his 
management,  continues  to  maintain  its  usual  high  standard 
in  all  its  departments. 

Dr.  Arthur  H.  Harrington,  who  has  held  the  position  as 
medical  director  of  the  criminal  insane  department  for  the  past 
three  years,  has  shown  himself  to  be  fully  qualified  by  charac- 
ter, ability  and  experience  to  discharge  the  responsible  duties 
of  his  position.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Slate  Farm. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  State  Farm  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1897. 

This  year  closes  with  the  unfailing  record  of  growth  of  each 
succeeding  year  unbroken.  There  were  remaining  in  the  in- 
stitution Sept.  30,  1896,  a  total  of  1,043  inmates;  Sept.  30, 
1897,  a  total  of  1,121  inmates,  in  divisions  as  follows  :  — 

Male  prisoners  615,  an  increase  of 53 

Female  prisoners  33,  an  increase  of 17 

Male  paupers  145,  a  decrease  of 18 

Female  paupers  3,  an  increase  of 1 

Male  insane  325,  an  increase  of 25

Net  increase,  78. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  increase  has  been  in  the  two  crim- 
inal and  larger  departments,  —  the  workhouse  and  asylum. 
The  pauper  department  shows  a  slight  decrease,  and  is  only 
about  one-eighth  of  the  whole  institution  census.  Although 
somewhat  insignificant  in  comparative  numbers,  it  is  an  im- 
portant and  necessary  part  of  the  whole  ;  but  its  presence  here, 
with  our  limited  opportunity  for  separation  from  prisoners, 
is  more  or  less  of  a  nuisance  to  all  concerned.  With  the 
occasional  overflow  transfer  from  Tewksbury  eliminated,  the 
State  paupers  who  come  here  would  be  simply  those  applying 
for  relief  in  south-eastern  Massachusetts,  —  the  cities  of  Fall 
Kiver,  New  Bedford,  Taunton  and  Brockton,  and  the  towns  of 
Plymouth,  Bristol  and  Barnstable  counties.  Much  the  larger 
number  of  such  applicants  are  sick  and  infirm,  and  require 
more  than  ordinary  almshouse  relief.  Many  of  them  need  at 
once  the  medical  aid  and  care  of  a  well-appointed  hospital,  and 
any  reorganization  of  this  department  necessarily  includes  the 
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care  of  the  sick  and  helpless  in  the  hospital  wards  of  the 
institution  ;  the  remainder  of  said  class,  including  oftentimes 
able-bodied  men,  who  are,  in  fact,  vagrants,  and  should,  I 
believe,  be  provided  for  in  about  such  measure  as  they  can,  by 
personal  effort,  contribute  to  their  own  care,  ought  in  some 
way  to  be  separated  from  prison  association,  and,  under  present 
conditions,  necessarily  prison  direction.  Individually  many  of 
them  are  alternately  pauper  and  prisoner,  and  require  even 
greater  restraint  than  many  of  the  latter  class ;  but  as  a  class 
they  should  be  separated,  and  relieve  the  few  worthy  men  of  a 
real  or  fancied  hardship.  I  do  not  know  but  the  prison  class 
would  also  plead  even  greater  hardship.  Of  one  fact  I  am 
certain,  that  the  management  suffer  an  unmistakable  burden  in 
the  association  of  the  two,  and  any  measure  which  effects  their 
separation  will  be  cordially  welcome. 

In  our  two  last  reports  I  have  urged  the  passage  of  the  inde- 
terminate sentence  law  for  the  workhouse  cases.  I  can  do  little 
else  than  again  suggest  its  enactment.  With  this  form  of 
sentence  is  coupled  the  marking  system,  by  which  the  prisoner 
works  out  his  own  destiny  for  the  time  being  at  least,  —  and 
if  for  the  time  being,  why  not  for  the  future  ?  The  prisoner's 
safe  care  and  employment  in  the  absence  of  industrial  activity 
will  be  a  problem  requiring  something  more  than  the  mere 
wearing  out  of  a  sentence  day  by  day.  Nothing  can  be  more 
detrimental  to  the  healthful  well-being  of  the  prisoner,  physi- 
cally and  morally,  than  to  hum-drum  away  his  time  day  by 
day,  half  employed  in  some  lifeless,  trumped-up  task  or  duty 
in  which  he  absolutely  has  no  interest  beyond  time-killing,  and 
no  incentive  but  to  worry  out  an  exact  number  of  days,  months 
or  years.  The  recommendation  for  this  form  of  sentence  was 
one  of  the  many  included  in  the  report  of  the  "  Special  Com- 
mission," and  perhaps  for  that  reason  did  not  receive  separate 
consideration  when  the  other  matters  of  our  report  were  dis- 
posed of.  Within  the  ensuing  year  the  three  hundred  prison 
rooms  now  under  way  will  be  completed  and  occupied,  —  a 
condition  both  convenient  and  opportune  to  inaugurate  the  new 
system  of  sentence.  I  think  I  can  safely  assume  that  a  large 
majority  of  the  district  and  police  court  magistrates  would 
favor  this  form  of  sentence  for  the  offences  committed  to  this 
institution,  and  I  urge  earnest  endeavor  on  our  part  to  secure 
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its  enactment  by  the  next  Legislature.  The  limitations  and 
restrictions  placed  upon  prison  labor  at  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Court  precludes  any  anxiety  on  the  part  of  prison 
officials  to  attempt  industrial  development  in  the  manufacture 
of  merchandise  as  a  total  or  partial  self-support  of  the  insti- 
tutions. Chair-caning  as  an  occupation  or  employment  was 
exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  bill ;  and,  though  the  earn- 
ings in  this  pursuit  are  nominally  nothing,  I  do  not  see  how 
we  could  get  on  without  it  as  a  means  of  discipline,  if  nothing 
more. 

The  Asylum  for  Criminal  Insane  is  now  full,  numbering  325 
patients.  If  there  was  not  a  prospect  of  lessening  this  number 
by  transfer  to  Medfield  of  some  of  the  olde*  non-criminal  cases, 
the  department  would  be  at  once  confronted  with  the  necessity 
of  substantial  enlargement.  Not  all  of  the  space  vacated  by 
the  non-criminals  will  be  available,  or  safe  for  the  class  of 
criminals  (mostly  convicts)  now  being  committed.  The 
older  wings  of  the  plant  are  not  adapted,  or  sufficiently 
secure,  for  the  reception  and  care  of  the  criminal  and  convict 
cases.  Whether  they  can  be  remodelled  for  such  patients 
without  too  great  waste  is  an  open  question ;  this  or  some 
other  provision  is  inevitable.  I  am  aware  that  it  might  be 
said  that  our  institution  up  to  date  has  been  one  asking  for  ex- 
tension of  one  department  or  another  almost  yearly,  and  the 
desire  for  enlargement  was  becoming  chronic ;  but  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  criminal  insane  question  develops  in  its  progress  its 
own  needs,  and  such  as  they  are  we  conceive  it  to  be  our  plain 
duty  to  record.  The  criminal  and  convict  insane  brought 
together  as  a  class  under  one  roof,  so  to  speak,  presents  a 
problem  whose  solution  cannot  ignore  restraints  of  the  strong 
and  stalwart  kind.  Their  safety  and  security  are  the  corner- 
stones of  their  care,  and  whoever  neglects  or  subordinates  this 
principle  will  be  guilty  of  grave  error  and  offence  to  public 
safety.  The  commitments  the  past  year  have  been  largely 
convicts,  —  56  of  the  62  committed  here  have  been  transferred 
from  the  prisons.  Comment  as  to  their  character  is  unneces- 
sary. The  necessities  of  the  hour  are  :  first,  safe  care  ;  second, 
treatment  for  mental  and  physical  disorder. 

The  increasing  demands  for  milk  as  a  food  product  in  the 
asylum,  infirmary  and  hospital  wards  require  more  milk  stock 
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and  a  new  barn.  More  barn  space  is  also  needed  for  the 
storage  of  hay  and'  other  farm  products. 

The  farm  now  numbers  551  acres,  and  is  fast  approaching  a 
plant  of  high  cultivation.  Three  hundred  and  fifteen  acres  are 
free  of  stone  and  under  cultivation  as  hay  and  crop  land.  The 
excessive  wet  season  and  almost  total  failure  of  the  most  im- 
portant staple  crop  of  potatoes  will  be  severely  felt  the  coming 
year.  The  harvest  is  some  4,000  bushels  short  of  our  plans 
and  expectations,  and  the  scant  crop  of  less  than  2,000  bushels 
stored  is  in  such  poor  condition  from  decay  that  this  staple, 
comparatively  speaking,  is  a  failure.  But  few  of  the  table 
crops  have  been  up  to  the  standard  of  the  past  years,  on 
account  of  the  exceptionally  wet  and  backward  season.  Hay 
was  especially  heavy.  Over  400  tons  of  feed  has  been  stored 
and  nearly  300  tons  are  good  English  hay. 

The  failure  of  the  potato  crop  here  and  in  the  country  gen- 
erally will  be  markedly  apparent  in  our  expenses  the  coming 
year,  also  in  a  heavy  falling  off  in  farm  credits.  It  is  difficult 
to  accurately  draw  the  exact  line  between  "farming"  and 
"  improvements"  in  our  divisions  of  labor  for  the  purpose  of 
farm  book-keeping  ;  but,  admitting  our  efforts  to  be  reasonably 
correct,  we  are  pleased  to  announce  a  comfortable  balance  in 
favor  of  the  farm. 

My  attention  has  been  called  during  the  year  to  the  excellent 
results  of  water  filtration  in  the  city  of  Lawrence.  I  am  satis- 
fied that  the  best  solution  of  pure  water  supply  for  this  institu- 
tion will  be  found  in  the  sand  and  gravel  filtration  installed 
under  plans  and  conditions  similar  to  one  in  Lawrence,  and 
believe  we  should  ask  an  appropriation  for  the  construction  of 
one  at  our  pumping  station,  taking  the  supply,  as  now,  from 
the  Taunton  River. 

The  demands  of  our  electric  light  plant  are  in  excess  of  our 
original  plans  and  purposes.  Their  convenience  of  operation 
increases  the  demand  for  plenty  of  light,  and  the  more  we  in- 
dulge the  luxury  the  more  we  wonder  how  we  got  on  without 
it.  I  am  now  a  confirmed  disciple  of  the  divine  injunction, 
"  Let  there  be  light."  The  300  cells  now  being  built  and  the 
225  old  cells  need  to  be  each  separately  lighted,  requiring 
about  a  500-light  outfit  in  addition  to  what  we  now  have.  I 
recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  same. 
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Our  chapel  services  have  been  conducted  as  formerly,  — 
morning  service  by  Eev.  Father  Murphy,  parish  priest  of  the 
Sacred  Heart  Church,  Middleborough,  and  afternoon  service 
by  Protestant  clergymen  of  the  vicinity.  All  of  the  services 
have  been  well  attended  and  with  evident  interest.  Rev. 
Father  Murphy  is  a  preacher  of  marked  ability,  whose  serious 
and  earnest  manner  and  efforts  for  the  uplifting  of  his  fellow 
men,  both  at  the  altar  and  in  the  wards,  cannot  fail  to  bear 
fruit. 

The  afternoon  services  have  been  fortunate  in  having  many 
extremely  interesting  and  profitable  as  well  as  powerful 
speakers.  I  say  powerful  because  the  preaching  has  been 
especially  free  of  dogma  and  sectarian  thought,  appealing  to 
us  in  a  simple,  practical  way,  and  interpreting  the  great 
gospel  truths  with  application  to  every-day  life.  The  plan  of 
ministrations  here  does  not  offer  organized  opportunity  for 
professions  of  spiritual  profit,  but  I  cannot  believe  all  the  seed 
has  been  sown  in  vain.  Although  not  able  to  make  inventory 
of  the  good  derived  from  the  observance  of  religious  services, 
I  am  sure  the  appraisal  should  be  one  of  great  value.  These 
services,  while  interesting,  are  incomplete  without  more  ac- 
companying music.  We  need  very  much  a  pipe  organ,  and  in 
this  year  of  very  moderate  calls  for  special  appropriation  I 
earnestly  urge  a  small  one  for  this  purpose. 

The  improvements  we  recommend,  and  for  which  we  ask 
special  appropriations,  are  new  barns,  additional  electric  light- 
ing, heating,  plumbing  and  furnishing  new  prison  buildings, 
water  nitration  plant  and  the  organ,  aggregating  not  over 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000). 

We  are  indebted  to  many  friends  for  much  interesting  and 
valuable  reading  matter.  Among  the  larger  contributors  I 
would  mention  the  Hospital  Newspaper  Society,  the  King's 
Daughters  societies  of  Bridge  water  and  Middleborough,  the 
Colportage  Society  of  Chicago  and  Rev.  Payson  W.  Lyman  of 
Fall  River,  as  supplying  an  abundance  of  instructive  and  use- 
ful matter. 

The  official  force  now  numbers  in  all  departments  about 
seventy.  While  there  have  been  some  changes  incident  to  so 
large  a  number,  they  have  been  few,  and  with  one  exception 
wholly  in  the  more  subordinate  list.     The  exception  noted  was 
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that  of  the  assistant  superintendent,  Thomas  J.  Cannon,  Esq., 
who  on  account  of  illness  was  granted  indefinite  leave  of 
absence,  to  return  when  recovered  in  health.  Mr.  Cannon  had 
completed  almost  twenty  years  of  faithful  and  conscientious 
service,  investing  his  whole  ability  earnestly  and  loyally  in  a 
position  heavily  laden  with  much  vexatious  detail.  His  fair- 
ness of  judgment  and  pacific  disposition  won  for  him  the  uni- 
versal respect  of  his  associate  officers  and  the  inmates  they 
jointly  governed  and  directed.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  observe  his 
condition  much  improved  at  this  writing,  and  to  indulge  the 
hope  of  a  complete  recovery  and  return  to  duty. 

In  the  responsibilities  attending  the  conduct  of  an  institution 
of  this  size  I  am  aware  that  its  recognized  head  sustains  the 
all-round  burden  in  greater  measure  relativelv  than  the  sub- 
ordinates,  but  I  should  be  unjust  if  I  did  not  here  acknowledge 
my  deep  gratitude  for  relief  given  me  and  the  genuine  interest 
of  the  entire  corps  of  assistants,  and  particularly  those  in 
charge  of  departments  ;  the  clerk,  the  deputy  superintendent, 
the  farmer,  the  engineer  and  the  different  overseers  and 
matrons  have  all  performed  their  duties  in  a  most  zealous  and 
helpful  way,  and  as  though  their  duty  here  was,  as  it  should 
be,  their  sole  business. 

In  the  asylum  department  Dr.  Harrington's  management  has 
been,  as  you  well  know,  able  and  conservative,  and  he  is 
richly  entitled  to  the  respect  he  enjoys. 

Nothing  could  make  the  cares  and  duties  of  us  all  less  heavily 
borne  than  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  of  the  ladies  and 
gentlemen  of  the  trustees,  who  without  exception  have  given 
their  best  abilities  to  prosecute  a  successful  management  of  the 
State  Farm.

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HOSPITAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

The  following  report  of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1897,  is  respectfully  submitted.  The  general  statis- 
tics for  the  year  are  as  follows  :  —

Attention  is  called  to  the  tabulated  statement  accompanying 
this  report,  which  gives  the  forms  of  diseases  treated  in  the 
hospital  during  the  year,  with  the  number  of  cases  of  each  dis- 
ease and  the  results  in  those  cases  discharged. 

Of  the  patients  who  died,  17  were  over  seventy  years  of  age, 
3  of  these  being  over  eighty,  17  were  between  the  ages  of  sixty 
and  seventy,  and  the  ages  of  the  remainder  ranged  between 
twenty  and  fifty.  Among  those  who  died  were  a  number  of 
persons  who  had  long  been  inmates  of  this  institution.  Six- 
teen of  the  deaths  occurred  from  cerebral  diseases,  14  from 
cardiac  diseases  and  37  from  the  various  forms  of  pulmonary 
diseases,  acute,  chronic  and  tubercular. 

In  regard  to  the  general  health  of  the  community,  a  consid- 
erable number  of  well-marked  cases  of  malaria  have  appeared 
among  both  old  resident  inmates  and  employees.  I  am  told 
that  heretofore  cases  of  malaria  have  not  been  known  to  ori^i- 
nate  here.  It  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  in  reclaiming  land 
and  in  building  much  soil  has  been  disturbed  the  past  two  years. 
The  best  preventive  against  malaria  will  be  the  thorough 
drainage  of  our  land. 
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Renovation  and  repairs  in  two  hospital  wards  have  made 
them  so  satisfactory  that  the  work  should  be  extended  to  the 
remaining  wards. 

The  hospital  nursing  under  the  charge  of  a  competent  female 
nurse  is  gradually  improving.  I  suggest  that,  if  the  amount  of 
our  work  becomes  unusual  during  the  coming  winter,  addi- 
tional female  assistance  be  placed  upon  our  wards. 

Dr.  James  F.  Blair  continues  as  hospital  assistant,  and  bears 
a  large  share  of  the  burden  and  responsibility.  The  position 
of  interne  has  been  filled  the  past  year  by  Dr.  H.  S.  Spear. 

The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  to  the  hospital  remains 
unchanged. 

I  wish  to  commend  to  your  Board  the  hospital  staff  of  physi- 
cians and  nurses  for  the  good  work  they  are  doing.

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EEPORT   OF   THE   MEDICAL  DIRECTOR   OF 

THE   STATE   ASYLUM   FOR   INSANE 

CRIMINALS. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

The  following  report  of  the  department  of  the  State  Farm 
known  by  statute  as  the  "  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals" 
is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was 
300  ;  at  the  close  there  are  325.  There  wTere  62  admissions 
and  37  discharges.  The  whole  number  of  cases  under  treat- 
ment during  the  year  was  362.  The  daily  average  has  been 
308.9. 

Of  the  62  cases  received,  14  were  committed  from  the  State 
Prison,  25  from  houses  of  correction,  2  from  the  Massachusetts 
Reformatory,  15  from  the  prison  department  of  the  State  Farm 
and  2  from  the  courts.  Two  cases  also,  one  a  court  case,  the 
other  a  non-criminal,  were  transferred  here  from  State  lunatic 
hospitals.  Two  non-criminals  were  received  from  the  alms- 
house department  of  the  btate  Farm. 

Of  the  37  cases  discharged,  6  were  recovered,  2  much  im- 
proved, 1  improved,  10  unimproved  and  3  were  not  insane. 
There  were  15  deaths  during  the  year.  Three  of  the  patients 
who  died  were  over  seventy  years  of  age,  3  were  between  sixty 
and  seventy  and  2  were  between  fifty  and  sixty.  Of  those  who 
died,  1  had  been  insane  over  thirty  }-ears,  1  over  twenty  years 
and  7  over  ten  years.  There  was  1  death  among  the  62  cases 
admitted  during  the  year. 

Of  the  Q2  persons  admitted,  23  were  natives  of  Massachu- 
setts, 13  of  other  States,  10  of  Ireland,  7  of  England  and  the 
British  Provinces,  6  of  other  foieign  countries  and  the  nativity 
of  3  was  unascertained. 

Our  population  at  the  close  of  the  year  contains  55  persons 
who   were   originally  committed   to  State   hospitals    and    this 
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asylum  from  the  State  Prison,  111  from  the  various  houses  of 
correction,  7  from  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  27  from  the 
prison  department  of  the  State  Farm  and  41  from  the  courts, 
making  in  all  241  criminal  cases.  The  remaining  84  cases 
which  make  up  the  total  of  325  are  the  non-criminals  who  were 
transferred  here  before  the  act  was  passed  which  made  this  an 
asylum  for  insane  criminals,  and  also  those  who  have  been  re- 
ceived from  time  to  time  from  the  almshouse  department  of  the 
State  Farm.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  on  criminal  lines  our 
classification  is  quite  imperfect,  containing,  as  it  does,  these 
84  non-criminals.  During  the  past  year  we  have  gained  25 
patients,  and  our  total  of  325  takes  us  up  to  the  limit  of  our 
capacity.  We  ought,  as  fast  as  accommodations  are  needed 
for  incoming  cases,  to  be  relieved  by  the  transfer  to  other  insti- 
tutions of  these  non-criminal  insane.  Our  classification  will 
continue  to  be  impaired  also  by  the  custom  by  which  the  insane 
who,  from  time  to  time,  appear  in  the  almshouse  department, 
are  transferred  to  this  asylum.  Some  provision  should  be 
made  at  once  to  send  such  cases  elsewhere.  These  cases  are 
not  criminals  upon  any  technical  grounds  certainly,  and  in  dis- 
position and  past  record  they  may  be  far  removed  from  the 
criminal  class. 

A  study  of  our  insane  in  relation  to  sentences  shows  that  we 
have  ten  patients  undergoing  life  sentences.  At  the  present 
writing  I  am  officially  informed  that  there  are  56  life  men  in 
the  Massachusetts  State  Prison,  so  that  out  of  6Q  life  men  15 
per  cent  are  insane  and  confined  in  this  asylum.  Four  patients 
are  undergoing  sentences  of  twenty  years  and  over,  5  have 
sentences  from  ten  to  twenty  years  and  44  have  sentences  of 
ten  years  and  less.  There  are  41  court  cases  and  there  are  137 
with  sentences  expired.  With  few  exceptions  these  cases  with 
sentences  expired  are  improper  subjects  for  other  State  institu- 
tions for  the  insane,  and  the  policy  should  undoubtedly  be  to 
retain  them  in  this  asylum  as  long  as  it  seems  necessary  to  con- 
fine them  on  account  of  their  insanity. 

A  patient  who  had  parole  failed  to  return  to  the  asylum, 
which  makes  the  first  successful  elopement  we  have  had  to 
record  in  three  years. 

A  patient  who  had  been  an  inmate  of  insane  hospitals  for  six- 
teen years  committed  suicide  by  hanging  himself  in  his  room. 
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Of  the  3T>2  cases  under  treatment  during  the  year,  mechan- 
ical restraint  has  heen  employed  for  short  periods,  with  a  single 
exception,  upon  7  different  persons.  Fifty-one  persons  have 
been  secluded,  all  with  few  exceptions  for  short  periods. 

Dietary. 

The  subject  of  the  asylum  dietary  has  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  your  Board  and  our  recommendations  have  met  with 
your  approval,  but  thus  far  we  have  been  able  to  carry  them 
out  only  to  a  limited  extent,  because  the  kitchen  facilities  of 
our  asylum  are  insufficient.  The  greater  part  of  the  food  for 
our  insane  is  prepared  in  the  main  kitchen,  where  the  cooking 
is  done  for  from  1,100  to  sometimes  over  1,300  inmates.  The 
specialization  which  a  diet  for  the  insane  should  receive  cannot 
be  carried  out  very  well  under  these  conditions.  I  think  that 
the  asylum  kitchen  accommodations  should  be  increased,  and 
that  all,  or  at  least  neaily  all,  thd  food  for  the  insane  should  be 
prepared  there.  When  I  add  that,  judging  by  the  number  of 
admissions  during  the  past  two  years,  we  shall  probably  receive 
annually  from  forty  to  fifty  recent  and  acute  cases,  and  when 
we  consider  that  the  early  treatment  of  such  cases  is  chiefly  the 
wise  and  timely  administration  of  proper  food,  the  need  of 
facilities  for  such  specialization  in  diet  is  seen  to  be  still  further 
enhanced. 

While  upon  this  subject  I  will  take  the  opportunity  to  say  a 
word  in  favor  of  the  more  general  use  of  milk  as  an  article  of 
diet  for  our  insane.  There  is  nothing  that  could  be  added  to 
our  dietary  which  would  be  so  much  appreciated  by  the  patients 
as  milk.  With  our  large  farm  it  ought  to  be  cheaply  produced, 
and  if  furnished  in  liberal  amounts  I  believe  it  would  diminish 
to  some  extent  the  consumption  of  more  expensive  foods.  At 
present  the  amount  of  milk  which  can  be  issued  to  the  asylum 
from  our  home  supply  barely  reaches  our  necessities.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  need  of  greater  barn  accommodations  in  order 
to  increase  our  milk  stock  will  not  be  overlooked. 

Single  Rooms. 
The  need  for  more  single  rooms  is  beginning  to  be  felt  and 
may  become  a  serious  one.     The  dormitory  plan  upon  which 
the  first  asylum  buildings  were  constructed  was  admirable  for 
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chronic  and  harmless  patients  as  contemplated  at  that  time,  but 
is  unsuited  to  the  present  class.  Moreover,  twenty-eight  single 
rooms,  which,  in  order  to  meet  the  pressing  needs  before  any 
strong  buildings  had  been  provided,  were  made  in  the  basement 
of  the  two  dormitory  buildings,  have  been  condemned  for  the 
use  of  patients  as  unhealthy.  Our  buildings  are  so  situated 
that  further  extension  of  our  asylum  plant  is  impracticable. 
There  seems  to  be  but  one  suggestion,  and  that  is,  if  we  con- 
tinue to  occupy  this  plant  and  necessity  compels,  one  or  both 
of  the  dormitories  may  have  to  be  reconstructed  so  as  to  give 
us  single  rooms  in  their  stead. 

The  addition  to  the  asylum  which  is  being  built  for  the  safer 
care  of  a  few  of  the  more  dangerous  and  troublesome  patients 
will  be  completed  the  coming  year.  When  ready  for  occupancy 
an  increase  in  our  force  of  attendants  will  be  necessary. 

The  comfortable  house  which  the  recommendation  of  the  su- 
perintendent, together  with  your  co-operation,  has  provided 
for  the  medical  director,  is  now  occupied  by  myself  and  family. 
The  privilege  of  living  outside  the  immediate  walls  of  the  insti- 
tution is  one  for  which  I  feel  deeply  grateful.  The  assistant 
physician  will  be  assigned  to  the  quarters  formerly  occupied 
by  the  medical  director.  They  require  furnishing,  and  the 
asylum  offices  also  should  be  equipped  with  conveniences  for 
carrying  on  the  administrative  work. 

The  vacancy  which  existed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in 
the  position  of  assistant  physician  to  the  asylum  was  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  H.  Walter  Mitchell,  M.D.  The  duties  of 
this  position  are  now  the  same  as  those  of  the  first  assist- 
ants in  our  State  hospitals,  and  the  compensation  should  be 
accordingly. 

The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  remains  unchanged. 

In  casting  a  retrospect  over  the  year,  wTe  feel  that  we  are 
fortunate  in  having  nothing  of  a  very  serious  nature  to  record, 
considering  the  element  with  which  we  have  to  deal.  Vigi- 
lance, strict  attention  to  work  during  the  hours  of  duty,  and 
firmness  tempered  with  a  spirit  of  kindness  toward  every 
patient,  are  the  cardinal  instructions  which  experience  has 
taught  us  to  give  our  attendants  in  caring  for  our  special  class. 
I  wish  to  thank  all  officers  and  attendants  of  this  asylum,  and 
to  commend  them  to  your  Board  for  the  increased  faithfulness 
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to  these  instructions  which  I  believe  I  have  observed  the  past 
year. 

In  closing  this  annual  report,  I  desire  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  valuable  counsel  I  have  received  from  your  Super- 
intendent, and  I  take  renewed  courage  from  the  confidence  in 
me  which  your  Board  has  shown.

TRUSTEES'  EEPOET. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State 
Farm,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3,  chapter 
299  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  herewith  present  their  forty-fifth 
annual  report,  which,  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  medical  director,  herein  submitted,  shows  the  condition  of 
the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1898. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  120  of  the  Acts  of  1898,  the 
sum  of  $137,000  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  salaries, 
wages  and  labor,  and  for  other  current  expenses  at  said  insti- 
tution for  the  present  calendar  year.  For  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  same  see  report  of  the  superintendent, 
hereto  annexed,  which  has  been  examined  and  verified  by  the 
trustees. 

The  various  improvements  authorized,  and  for  which  appro- 
priations have  been  made,  are  in  process  of  construction  and 
will  be  completed  during  the  coming  year. 

In  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  medical  director, 
hereto  annexed,  will  be  found  the  total  number  of  inmates 
admitted  to  the  institution  the  past  year,  the  per  capita  expense, 
also  full  information,  statistical  and  otherwise,  in  relation  to  the 
condition  and  management  of  the  institution  in  all  its  depart- 
ments;  also  certain  suggestions  and  recommendations,  which 
have  been  considered  and  approved  by  the  trustees,  and  which 
appear  important  and  useful  for  the  proper  management  of  the 
institution.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  reasonable  ap- 
propriations be  made  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 
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The  farm  is  under  the  usual  state  of  cultivation.  The  hay 
crop  has  been  unusually  large  and  harvested  in  good  condition. 
The  vegetable  and  other  products  which  usually  contribute 
materially  to  the  support  of  the  institution  have  not  been  as 
satisfactory  as  in  previous  years,  owing  to  the  unfavorable 
season. 

In  the  workshops  a  large  number  of  inmates  who  are  able  to 
perform  labor  have  been  employed  as  formerly  in  chair  seating ; 
others,  to  a  limited  extent,  are  engaged  in  sewing,  tailoring  and 
cobbling  on  work  connected  with  the  institution. 

The  institution  buildings  are  in  good  condition  and  will 
require  no  large  outlay  for  repairs  the  coming  year. 

The  annual  inventory,  as  required  under  section  7,  chapter 
79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal 
made  of  the  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the 
institution  and  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  by  Messrs. 
David  G.  Pratt  and  George  E.  Doane,  of  Middleborough, 
whose  report  is  hereto  annexed. 

Within  the  past  year  the  number  of  women  committed  to  the 
State  Farm  has  largely  increased  over  previous  years,  so  that 
it  has  become  an  important  question  what  provision  shall  be 
made  so  as  to  entirely  separate  them  from  the  departments 
occupied  b}'  men.  After  careful  consideration  by  the  trustees 
and  superintendent,  it  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building,  on  land  belong- 
ing to  the  State,  for  said  purpose. 

Dr.  Arthur  H.  Harrington,  who  has  been  officially  connected 
with  the  criminal  insane  department  as  medical  director  for  the 
past  four  years,  having  been  appointed  superintendent  of  the 
Danvers  Insane  Asylum,  tendered  his  resignation,  the  same  to 
take  effect  Aug.  1,  1898.  The  trustees  take  this  opportunity 
to  publicly  testify  to  the  eminent  ability  of  Dr.  Harrington  and 
the  faithful  and  conscientious  discharge  of  all  his  duties  while 
connected  with  the  institution. 

As  provided  under  chapter  390  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  Dr. 
Charles  A.  Drew,  who  was  first  assistant  at  the  Medfield  Insane 
Asylum  for  the  past  two  years,  was  appointed  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  State  Farm  as  the  successor  of  Dr.  Harrington. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  trustees,  held  August  30,  said  appointment 
was  approved.     The  high  recommendations   which  Dr.  Drew 
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received,  and  his  long  experience  and  practice  as  a  physician 
in  other  insane  hospitals,  should  insure  a  successful  administra- 
tion in  the  position  to  which  he  has  been  appointed. 

During  the  past  }^ear  Thomas  J.  Cannon,  who  for  the  past 
eighteen  years  held  the  position  as  assistant  superintendent, 
passed  away  after  a  continued  illness.  He  was  a  faithful 
officer,  honored  and  respected  by  his  friends  and  associates. 

The  institution,  which  for  the  past  fifteen  years  has  been 
under  the  efficient  management  of  the  present  superintendent, 
Hollis  M.  Blackstone,  continues  in  its  usual  excellent  condi- 
tion in  all  its  departments.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  State  Farm  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1898. 

There  were  remaining  Sept.  30,  1897;  a  total  number  of 
1,121  inmates.  There  have  been  committed  and  admitted 
during  the  year  1,767,  and  discharged  for  the  same  time  1,720. 
There  are  remaining  at  this  date  1,168.  The  average  daily 
population  has  been  1,198;  the  highest  number,  1,348;  the 
lowest,  1,044. 

While  the  number  remaining  in  the  institution  at  this  date  is 
greater  by  47  than  one  year  ago,  the  average  number  has  been 
but  30  greater ;  but  the  commitments  and  admissions  have  been 
64  more  and  discharges  95  more. 

By  departments  the  changes  have  been  as  follows  :  work- 
house, 165  more  committed;  almshouse,  94  less  admitted;  in- 
sane, 8  less  committed. 

The  decrease  of  insane  is  accounted  for  by  a  transfer  of  30 
chronic  patients  to  Medfield.  The  normal  population  of  the 
institution  seems  to  have  been  about  1,200  for  the  year. 

Beginning  this  year,  all  commitments  to  the  workhouse  de- 
partment will  be  by  indeterminate  sentence,  drunkenness  hav- 
ing a  limit  of  one  year  and  all  other  offences  a  limit  of  two 
years.  What  effect  this  form  of  sentence  may  have  upon  the 
future  population  is  now  uncertain,  but  we  anticipate  some  re- 
duction, believing  that  many  of  the  border  State  perennial 
tramps  and  vagrants  will  be  discouraged  and  deterred  in  their 
"  pursuit  of  work  "  for  the  winter  only  in  the  direction  of  Massa- 
chusetts State  Farm. 

We  also  expect  that  the  release  on  probation  of  men  sen- 
tenced by  this  plan  will  prevent  some  recommitments  by  the 
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courts.  The  inmate,  I  assume,  will,  if  conduct  and  progress 
here  merit  such  action,  be  in  many  cases  released  with  a  large 
balance  of  his  sentence  unserved.  By  the  terms  of  his  pro- 
bationary agreement  he  will  enjoy  entire  freedom  so  long  as  he 
leads  a  sober  and  orderly  life,  but  if  its  provisions  are  violated 
he  can  be  returned  to  serve  the  remainder  of  his  sentence  with- 
out resort  to  the  court.  I  have  much  hope  that  in  the  drunk 
cases  at  least  the  plan  of  release  will  be  a  restraining  influence 
and  protect  him  in  the  moment  of  temptation.  This  plan 
needs  to  have  the  co-operation  of  his  family,  friends  and  the 
local  authorities  in  a  spirit  of  kindness  to  attain  its  highest  aims 
and  purposes.  It  is  believed  that  many  of  the  tramps  and 
vagrants  will  reform, — that  is  to  say,  be  broken  up  in  their 
custom  of  coming  in  for  the  winter  at  the  State  Farm,  as  many 
have  done  in  the  past ;  the  probability  of  spending  a  possible 
two  years,  instead  of  the  favorite  six  months,  will  keep  out 
not  a  few  of  the  "rounders."  To  make  this  section  of  the 
sentence  more  effective,  its  provisions  should  apply  to  all  house 
of  correction  commitments  as  well  as  here.  There  are,  with- 
out doubt,  a  few  cases  of  this  class  which  would  be  benefited 
by  a  four  to  six  months'  sentence  in  an  institution,  in  which 
they  may  recover  some  of  their  lost  vitality  during  the  winter 
and  inclement  season.  A  man,  for  instance,  is  stranded  for 
the  first  time,  run  down  physically  and  discouraged,  ambition 
to  make  further  effort  lost,  and  no  option  but  to  turn  to  the 
authorities  for  care  and  support  for  the  present.  This  condi- 
tion met  and  relieved  "for  this  time  only"  is  not  necessarily 
vicious,  but  this  too  often  is  the  beginning  of  a  wasteful  and 
degraded  life.  He  finds  the  scheme  not  so  bad,  after  all ;  the 
mortification  of  going  to  prison  because  he  could  not  help  it  is 
soon  dispelled  amid  associates  of  kindred  experiences.  Spring 
opens,  his  "time  is  up,"  and  he  goes  forth  with  a  protest  that 
this  is  his  last  time  to  be  caught  in  such  a  dilemma ;  and  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  protest  would  be  of  value,  if  it  were  not 
coupled  with  a  mental  reservation  that  the  place  will  be  open 
just  the  same  next  winter,  if  he  should  not  happen  to  store  up 
in  the  harvest  time  for  the  winter.  This  very  option  is  respon- 
sible for  many  confirmed  vagrants,  and  I  contend  it  is  a  better 
plan  for  all  concerned  to  have  a  uniform  plan  of  commitment  for 
the  whole  class  which  will  break  up  such  periodical  bumming.

To  obtain  the  amount  of  domestic  labor  by  females  required 
in  an  institution  of  this  size  —  work  which  men  cannot  well 
do  —  there  must  be  maintained  a  number  of  inmates  consider- 
ably greater  than  the  actual  number  required  for  daily  detailed 
service.  The  number  of  women  here  now  ranges  between  40 
and  50,  and  about  this  number  is  needed  to  furnish  the  neces- 
sary detail  for  all  the  service  required.  For  the  most  part 
they  are  committed  as  drunks,  and  have  been  previously 
committed  in  the  local  houses  of  correction,  city  farms  and 
workhouses.  The  majority  are  orderly,  well-behaved  women, 
needing  little  restraint  beyond  supervision  ;  a  minority,  how- 
ever, are  of  troublesome  disposition,  and  intentional  doers  of 
evil  whether  in  prison  or  out.  For  such  we  should  have  cells 
or  individual  rooms.  I  recommend  such  reorganization  of  this 
part  of  the  workhouse  as  will  give  at  least  25  cells  or  single 
rooms. 

The  asylum  department  now  has  remaining  300  patients,  — 
a  reduction  of  25  from  one  year  ago.  The  commitments  have 
been  8  less  than  last  year,  but  the  lesser  number  remaining  is 
principally  accounted  for  by  the  transfer  of  30  patients  to  the 
Medfield  Asylum  in  December  last. 

The  normal  capacity  is  about  325,  divided  into  accommoda- 
tions as  follows  :  single  rooms  for  about  185,  dormitories  for 
about  140,  —  a  division  altogether  disproportionate  for  its 
actual  needs,  as  revealed  from  year  to  year  in  its  changing 
character  of  patients.  More  rooms  and  less  dormitories  are 
needed.  Since  the  plan  of  making  this  the  receptacle  for  the 
criminal  insane  was  inaugurated,  and  the  later  legislation  of 
1895,  making  this  department  in  fact  and  law  the  Asylum  for 
Insane  Criminals,  the  additions  to  the  plant  have  been  of  a  con- 
struction and  quality  in  keeping  with  the  changing  necessities. 
The  older  wings,  which  contain  all  the  dormitory  space,  are 
not  sufficiently  strong  nor  well  arranged  for  convict  and  crim- 
inal patients.  This  matter  was  discussed  somewhat  both  in 
the  report  of  the  medical  director  and  superintendent  last  year, 
but  no  specific  recommendation  made.  It  now  appears  to  me 
that  the  reconstruction  of  one  or  both  of  these  wings  is  desir- 
able, and  I  therefore  urge  its  importance.  It  is  possible  that 
a  detached  ward  or  building  for  the  acute  and  excited  might  be 
a  better  solution  of  the  question.     Such  an  arrangement  would 
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increase  the  capacity  of  the  plant  and  save  the  destruction  of 
existing  property. 

The  more  wards,  the  better  can  be  the  classification  of  pa- 
tients. Experience  teaches  us  that  smaller  wards,  fewer  pa- 
tients together  and  ample  attendance  insure  the  best  care  with 
much  less  friction  and  disturbance  than  takes  place  on  larger 
wards.  The  new  north-east  wing  has  been  a  great  relief  to 
the  other  wards.  Several  vicious  patients  are  now  well  sepa- 
rated and  more  easily  managed  in  this  building  designed  and 
fitted  for  these  cases. 

Dr.  Arthur  H.  Harrington,  medical  director  of  this  depart- 
ment since  the  enactment  of  the  law  of  1895,  making  it  the 
State  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals,  and  for  four  years  resident 
physician  of  the  institution,  resigned  August  1  to  accept  a 
proffered  and  well-earned  promotion  as  superintendent  of  the 
State  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Danvers.  I  cannot  omit  the  oppor- 
tunity to  record  an  expression  of  great  regret  that  we  lose  the 
service  of  an  official  of  eminent  professional  attainment,  a  most 
helpful  associate,  strong  personal  friend  and  agreeable  neighbor. 
Dr.  Charles  A.  Drew,  a  physician  of  much  experience  in  insane 
hospital  work,  then  first  assistant  at  Medfield,  was  appointed  as 
Dr.  Harrington's  successor,  and  assumed  the  duties  September  1. 
If  a  change  in  medical  director  must  be  made,  the  conditions  in 
both  the  insane  asylum  and  hospital  were  not  unfavorable  for 
such  change.  Dr.  Mitchell,  first  assistant  in  the  insane  depart- 
ment, and  Dr.  Blair,  first  assistant  in  the  hospital  department, 
are  physicians  of  excellent  ability  and  much  experience  in  their 
respective  positions.  Both  have  been  loyal  and  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  meet  the  extra  burden  and  responsibilities 
occasioned  by  the  change. 

A  very  wet  season  for  two  years  in  succession  has  been 
decidedly  against  successful  farming.  Nearly  all  crops  except 
hay  and  rowen  have  been  somewhat  short  of  expectation  and 
average  yield.  Much  of  the  lands  acquired  in  recent  years 
are  somewhat  low  and  heavy,  and  a  considerable  portion  has 
not  been  available  for  cultivation  during  these  two  wet  seasons. 
Some  more  dry  upland  is  needed  to  prevent  in  the  future  the 
partial  failure  of  the  last  two  crops  on  this  account.  A  short 
supply  in  root  and  vegetable  crops  is  serious. 

The  appropriation  made  this  year  for  new   barns  is  being 
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expended,  and  they  are  expected  to  be  completed  the  coming 
winter.  The  plan  is  to  about  double  the  milk  stock,  making  a 
herd  of  about  100  cows,  nearly  50  of  which  will  have  to  be 
purchased  by  special  appropriation.  At  this  writing  I  am  in 
doubt  about  completing  the  barns  with  all  the  fixtures  as 
planned  within  the  appropriation  made.  The  balance  in  favor 
of  the  farm,  as  shown  by  the  "  farm  account,"  amounting  to 
$5,090.73,  is  somewhat  misleading.  The  item  of  team  labor 
on  the  new  buildings  and  various  improvements,  not  a  part  of 
the  farming,  is  entered  as"  a  credit  in  favor  of  the  farm,  and  this 
year  is  more  than  half  of  the  whole  balance  in  its  favor. 
Another  item  of  over  $500  for  hay  sold  is  a  credit  to  the 
account  also.  While  both  items  are  proper  credits,  neither  of 
them  yield  anything  for  the  more  important  purpose  of  food 
products  and  the  traditional  boiled  dinner.  Short  crops  for 
two  years  on  account  of  the  excessively  wet  seasons  would 
have  seriously  crippled  the  farm  credits  but  for  the  items  men- 
tioned above. 

The  lands  purchased  early  in  the  year  nearly  a  mile  south- 
west of  the  institution  for  sewage  disposal  have  not  proved  as 
desirable  as  we  expected.  The  areas  of  sand  and  gravel  de- 
posits were  found,  after  the  stumpage  was  off,  to  be  uneven  in 
quality  and  distribution,  and  hardly  sufficient  to  fill  the  inter- 
vening dips  and  hollows  to  a  depth  of  six  feet  above  the  nat- 
ural drainage,  as  required  by  the  plan.  By  the  advice  of  the 
chief  engineer  0f  the  State  Board  of  Health  we  have  abandoned 
this  location,  and  planned  to  make  filtration  beds  on  lands  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  north  of  the  institution,  by  moving  the 
material  (sand  and  gravel)  from  the  Holmes  lot  to  the  new 
location  south  of  the  brook  flowing  westerly  across  the  farm. 
The  sand  hill  on  the  Holmes  lot  has  ample  material  of  good 
quality,  which  will  need  to  be  moved  less  than  one-fourth  of  a 
mile,  and  will  make  good  winter  work.  I  also  expect  that  in 
the  sand  hills  of  the  Holmes  farm  will  be  found  the  quality  of 
sand  needed  for  the  filtration  of  the  water  supply.  Malarial 
troubles  here  have  not  been  dangerous  or  alarming,  only  as  its 
presence  at  all  is  dangerous  or  alarming,  but  enough  so  to  make 
us  suspicious  that  the  sewage  of  our  neighbors  up  stream,  par- 
ticularly in  Middleborough,  where  contamination  of  the  river 
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by  sewage  is  unmistakable,  should  be  taken  care  of  as  well  as 
our  own. 

Religious  exercises  have  been  conducted  regularly  morning 
and  afternoon  on  Sundays,  with  good  attendance  and  attention. 
Practical  lessons  of  Christian  truths  from  altar  and  pulpit  have 
been  taught  by  priest  and  preacher  in  a  spirit  of  brotherly  love 
and  genuine  devotion.  The  marked  attention  of  the  hearers  is 
ample  evidence  that  the  subject  of  religion  is  a  vital  and  living 
one,  not  worn  and  monotonous  because  frequent  and  regular, 
but  at  once  interesting,  and  engaging  the  individual  conscience 
as  no  other  subject  can.  The  heedless  and  thoughtless  about 
all  things  else  give  ear  to  hear  about  the  unseen  world  and  the 
future  life. 

In  my  last  report  hope  was  expressed  that  the  convalescence 
of  Mr.  Cannon,  assistant  superintendent  for  nearly  twenty 
years,  might  lead  to  complete  recovery.  He  passed  a  com- 
fortable winter  and  spring,  and  was  so  much  improved  that  he 
resumed  service  in  the  institution  with  evident  pleasure  and 
interest.  After  a  few  months  his  latent  disease  became  active, 
and  he  passed  away  suddenly  on  the  morning  of  August  29. 
His  death  was  deeply  mourned  by  all  in  this  institution.  His 
life  had  been  an  example  of  right  doing  and  good  fellowship 
for  his  brother  man  of  whatever  station. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  trustees,  held  August  30,  the  following 
minute  was  adopted  :  — 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm  have  learned 
with  deep  regret  of  the  sudden  death  of  Thomas  J.  Cannon,  late  as- 
sistant superintendent  of  the  State  Farm. 

Mr.  Cannon  had  served  in  the  institution  in  the  aforesaid  capacity 
for  eighteen  years,  until  recently  temporarily  relieved  of  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office,  on  account  of  illness. 

Prior  to  his  appointment  as  an  officer  of  this  institution,  Mr.  Cannon 
had  learned  how  to  command,  as  master  of  a  whaling  vessel  and  as  an 
officer  in  the  United  States  Navy  during  the  civil  war.  He  was  a 
man  of  judicial  mind,  even  temper,  pacific  in  administration,  yet  not 
at  the  sacrifice  of  resolution.  Faithful  in  executing  the  orders  of  his 
superiors,  he  was  able  also  to  enforce  discipline  among  his  subordi- 
nates and  over  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  with  that  commingling 
of  personal  affability  and  firmness  which  makes  the  wise  and  success- 
ful officer.     Though  maintaining  the  most  friendly  relations  with 
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subordinates  and  inmates,  he  never  suffered  any  loss  of  respect  and 
authority. 

We  tender  to  the  bereaved  family  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their 
loss,  and  trust  that  they  may  receive  divine  comfort. 

The  force  of  officers  and  employees  remains  unchanged,  with 
few  exceptions,  and  nothing  in  the  pursuit  of  my  duties  gives 
me  greater  pleasure  than  to  commend  their  faithfulness  for 
your  honorable  consideration,  and  especially  so  this  year,  dur- 
ing a  portion  of  which  my  own  efforts  have  been  restricted  by 
illness  and  lameness,  and  theirs  made  more  burdensome. 

For  your  Board's  many  indulgences  I  am  greatly  indebted, 
also  for  your  continued  confidence.

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HOSPITAL  KEPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

The  following  report  of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1898,  is  respectfully  submitted.  The  general  sta- 
tistics for  the  year  are  as  follows  :  — 

Number  in  the  hospital  Oct.  1,  1897, 107 

Admitted  during  the  year, 634 

Total  under  treatment, 741 

Discharged, 569 

Died, 60

Remaining  in  hospital  Sept.  30,  1898, 112 

Of  the  107  patients  in  the  hospital  Oct.  1,  1897,  24  still 
remain,  63  were  discharged  and  20  died. 

The  tabulated  statement  accompanying  this  report  will  show 
the  forms  and  number  of  different  diseases  cared  for,  with  the 
result  of  treatment. 

Of  the  60  who  died,  17  were  under  forty  years  of  age,  32 
were  between  the  ages  of  forty  and  seventy  and  11  were  over 
seventy  years  old,  six  died  of  apoplexy,  4  of  pneumonia,  4  of 
valvular  disease  of  the  heart  and  20  of  tuberculosis.  Other 
diseases  caused  1  and  2  deaths  each,  as  per  table. 

Of  the  634  cases  admitted,  the  24  leading  classes  include  89 
cases  of  alcoholism,  10  of  asthma,  72  of  bronchitis,  4  of  cys- 
titis, 3  of  endocarditis,  14  of  acute  indigestion,  9  of  delirium 
tremens,  6  of  nephritis,  4  of  neuritis,  5  of  pharyngitis,  35  of 
pleurisy,  16  of  pneumonia,  25  of  rheumatism,  5  of  sciatica,  8 
of  syphilis,  4  of  gonorrhoea,  21  of  tonsilitis,  1  of  diphtheria, 
6  of  typhoid  fever,  21  of  valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  62  of 
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tuberculosis,  22  of  malaria,  54  of  diarrhoea  and  4  of  dysentery, 
other  diseases  being  represented  each  by  a  very  few  cases. 

Of  the  alcoholic  cases,  some  were  delirious,  many  had  com- 
plicating gastritis  with  vomiting  and  prostration,  and  nearly  all 
were  tremulous,  weak  and  wretched  on  admission. 

The  large  and  deserving  class  of  tuberculous  patients  are 
now  well  provided  for  in  the  new  infirmary,  with  its  double 
windows,  large  sun  room  and  forced  ventilation.  A  competent 
male  nurse  was  placed  in  charge  of  this  building  when  it  was 
opened,  in  the  latter  part  of  March. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  developed  during  the  year  in  a  pa- 
tient convalescing  from  pneumonia.  He  made  a  good  recovery, 
and  careful  hygienic  precautions  prevented  any  contagion. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  22  cases  of  malaria  is  a  decrease 
by  one-half  of  the  number  for  the  previous  year.  The  older 
names  of  "  swamp  fever"  and  "  marsh  miasm"  point  to  the 
aetiology  of  this  disease.  The  evidence  tends  to  prove  that 
the  micro-organism  causing  malaria  is  born  and  grows  in  the 
soil  of  low,  moist  lands.  It  can  be  borne  about  in  the  moist 
air  and  taken  in  by  the  lungs,  and  is  especially  prevalent  where 
new,  damp  soil  has  been  overturned.  The  bacilli  are  also 
doubtless  held  in  suspension  in  water  flowing  over  and  through 
low  lands,  and  may  gain  entrance  to  the  blood  through  the 
digestive  tract. 

Of  the  6  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  all 
had  the  fever  when  admitted  to  the  State  Farm,  or  were  at- 
tacked within  one  week  of  such  admission.  Of  the  two  cases 
who  died,  both  were  far  advanced  in  the  disease,  and  had  had 
no  treatment  prior  to  admission.  One  had  a  complicating 
pneumonia,  and  had  been  drinking  steadily  for  one  year ;  the 
other  had  a  dilated  heart,  so  weak  that  neither  cold  bathing 
nor  sponging  could  be  carried  out. 

In  considering  the  58  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  I 
desire,  at  the  risk  of  discussing  problems  of  hygiene  which 
your  Board  has  fully  considered,  to  emphasize  the  importance 
of  a  pure  water  supply.  It  is  hoped  the  plans  being  made  for 
the  filtration  of  our  supply  may  be  successful  and  installed  as 
early  the  coming  season  as  conditions  will  permit. 

It  is  now  an  admitted  fact  that  river  water,  rich  in  organic 
matter,  sewage  from  cities,  and  teeming  with  pathogenic  and 
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putrefactive  bacteria,  may,  by  scientific  filtration,  be  made  as 
free  from  organic  matter  and  disease-producing  germs  as  the 
water  of  the  average  unpolluted  spring.  The  "intermittent" 
sand  filter,  as  designed  by  Engineer  Mills,  now  in  use  in 
Lawrence,  may  not  be  quite  equal  in  yielding  a  filtrate  with 
a  very  low  bacterial  count  to  the  so-called  "continuous"  filters 
most  used  in  European  cities ;  but  it  is  less  expensive  to  keep 
in  proper  order,  and  has  amply  proved  its  excellence  in  the 
five  years'  trial,  purifying  Merrimac  River  water  for  the  city  of 
Lawrence. 

Previous  to  1893  Lawrence  had  a  yearly  death  rate  from 
typhoid  fever  of  from  10  to  12  for  each  10,000  population,  ac- 
cording to  Engineer  Hill.  After  the  Mills  filter  was  in  opera- 
tion there  was  a  marked  and  progressive  decrease  in  the  death 
rate,  as  the  people  were  educated  to  use  only  filtered  city  water, 
until  for  the  year  1896  the  death  rate  for  typhoid  fever  was  only 
1.5  per  10,000  population.  I  am  not  informed  as  to  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  lesser  intestinal  diseases  in  that  city ;  but  it  is  fair 
to  assume  that  a  filter  which  will  practically  destroy  the  typhoid 
bacilli  will  destroy  other  disease-producing  micro-organisms 
found  in  water  holding  organic  matter  in  suspension. 

The  relation  of  intestinal  disease  to  impure  water  is  well 
illustrated  by  the  fact  recorded  by  the  American  Water  Works 
Association,  that  "during  the  World's  Fair  at  Chicago  in  1893 
all  the  employees,  numbering  nearly  15,000,  used  sterilized 
drinking  water,  with  the  result  that,  so  long  as  this  water  was 
used,  no  diarrhceal  troubles  were  reported  among  the  help. 
Upon  the  few  occasions  when,  for  short  intervals  of  time,  the 
sterilized  drinking  water  was  discontinued,  intestinal  disorders 
arose ;  and  when  typhoid  fever  occurred,  it  was  traced  to  a 
disregard  of  the  rules  of  the  Exposition." 

Added  comfort  and  convenience  has  been  obtained  by  repairs 
and  improvements  on  the  hospital  wards  during  the  year.  The 
sanatories  in  wards  E  and  F  need  new  stools,  and  ought  to  be 
enlarged.  Ward  B  needs  new  closet  fixtures,  with  wash  bowls 
and  bathing  conveniences  added. 

The  position  of  hospital  interne  has  been  acceptably  filled 
during  the  year  by  Dr.  John  Wheeler  and  Dr.  H.  L.  Barnes. 

A  fair  idea  of  the  medical  work  done  by  Dr.  Blair  and  his 
assistants  may  be  had  by  considering  the  "out-patient"  service 
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and  the  physical  examination  of  all  the  cases  admitted  to  the 
prison  and  alms  department  — more  than  1,300  —  during  the 
year,  plus  the  hospital  and  dispensary  work  proper,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  tables  herewith  submitted. 

I  commend  to  your  Board  the  physicians  and  nurses  for  the 
good  work  they  are  doing.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm, 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  department  of 
the  State  Farm  known  as  the  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Crim- 
inals. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  325  patients ;  54 
were  admitted  during  the  year  and  79  were  discharged,  leaving 
300  patients  in  the  asylum  Sept.  30,  1898.  A  transfer  of  30 
patients  of  the  non-criminal  class  to  Medfield  Asylum  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  decrease  in  numbers  during  the 
year.     We  still  care  for  50  non-criminal  insane. 

Table  No.  1  will  show,  in  compact  form,  the  number  ad- 
mitted from  different  institutions,  total  cases  under  treatment, 
condition  of  those  discharged,  by  whom  discharged,  etc. 

Table  No.  2  will  show  the  largest  number  in  any  one  month 
(8)  was  admitted  in  March.  Only  one  was  admitted  in  Feb- 
ruary. Any  inference  from  this  would  be  misleading,  as  doubt- 
less those  brought  here  in  March  from  the  penal  institutions 
had  been  insane  and  under  observation  for  varying  periods. 

Table  No.  3  shows  that,  of  the  54  cases  admitted,  18  were 
natives  of  Massachusetts,  10  of  other  States,  9  of  Ireland,  4 
of  England  and  the  British  Provinces,  11  of  other  foreign 
countries,  while  the  nativity  of  2  was  not  known. 

Table  No.  4  shows  that  nearly  50  per  cent,  of  the  cases  ad- 
mitted were  classed  as  common  laborers,  or  "  no  occupation." 

Table  No.  5  shows  that,  of  the  number  admitted,  the  single 
men  outnumber  the  married  three  to  one. 

Table  No.  6  shows  only  one  man  to  have  been  readmitted 
during  the  year. 

Tables  Nos.  7  and  8  deal  with  the  relation  of  patients  ad- 
mitted to  their  residence  in  other  institutions. 
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Table  No.  9  shows  the  forms  of  insanity  in  cases  admitted  to 
be  about  as  varied  as  are  the  cases  admitted  to  a  hospital  for 
the  non-criminal  insane,  and  that  all  our  recoveries  during  the 
present  }rear  were  from  some  form  of  melancholia. 

Table  No.  10  shows  that,  of  our  5  recoveries,  4  had  been 
insane  less  than  six  months,  and  the  other  1  less  than  one 
year. 

Table  No.  11  shows  that,  of  the  24  who  died,  all  had  been 
insane  more  than  one  year,  and  more  than  one-half  the  number 
had  been  insane  more  than  5  years. 

Table  No.  12  shows  general  paralysis  and  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis (7  of  each)  to  have  caused  more  than  58  per  cent,  of 
the  deaths  occurring  during  the  year.  Our  tubercular  pa- 
tients from  the  almshouse  and  prison  department,  as  also  the 
quiet  and  tractable  insane,  are  now  well  provided  for  in  the 
new  infirmary  building,  with  its  large  sun  rooms  and  forced 
ventilation.  Every  institution  for  the  insane  should  have  sun 
rooms  so  built  that  even  the  turbulent  and  intractable  patient 
predisposed  to  tuberculosis  could  be  kept  in  the  sunlight  every 
hour  the  sun  is  shining. 

Table  No.  13  shows  the  relation  of  those  remaining  to  each 
year's  admission. 

Table  No.  14  shows  that  4  less  prison  cases,  4  less  house  of 
correction  cases,  one  less  reformatory  case,  the  same  number 
of  State  Farm  prison  cases  and  4  more  "  court"  cases  were  ad- 
mitted than  the  next  preceding  year. 

Table  No.  15  deals  with  the  crimes  charged  against  patients 
admitted.  It  shows  that,  of  the  54  cases,  some  form  of  theft 
was  the  object  of  the  crime  in  22  cases.  Vagrancy  was  charged 
against  15  and  drunkenness  against  4. 

Tables  Nos.  16  and  17  show  the  movement  of  different  classes 
of  cases  during  the  year  and  the  relation  of  those  remaining  to 
the  different  terms  of  sentence. 

Ten  different  patients  have  had  some  kind  of  mechanical  re- 
straint during  the  year,  mostly  for  surgical  reasons  and  for 
short  periods.  Forty-nine  different  cases  have  been  secluded 
in  their  rooms ;  7  of  these  have  been  kept  in  their  rooms  the 
larger  part  of  each  day  for  long  periods  because  of  their  per- 
sistent quarrelsomeness  and  frequent  attacks  on  other  patients 
and  attendants ;  the  other  42  cases  were  kept  in  their  rooms 
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for  short  periods  only,  while  under  temporary  anger  or  violent 
excitement. 

The  average  daily  number  working  in  the  chair  shop  was 
75.6. 

We  are  fortunate  that  for  the  coming  year  we  have  the  same 
faithful  and  competent  assistant  physicians  in  both  departments 
that  served  under  my  able  predecessor,  also  that  our  Boards  of 
Consulting  Physicians  remain  the  same. 

I  heartily  endorse  the  words  of  high  praise  for  Drs.  Blair 
and  Mitchell,  recorded  by  Dr.  Harrington  in  his  reports  of  last 
year.  Drs.  Barnes  and  Metzger,  internes  respectively  of  the 
hospital  and  asylum  departments,  are  both  doing  faithful  and 
intelligent  work,  and  promise  well  for  the  future.  The  addi- 
tion of  the  asylum  interne  to  our  medical  staff  is  already  bearing 
fruit  in  creditable  pathological  work  and  increased  attention  to 
individual  patients  and  case  records. 

We  feel  strongly  the  need  of  a  reference  library  covering 
general  medicine  and  surgery,  pathology,  neurology  and 
psychiatry.  Three  hundred  dollars  judiciously  expended  in 
standard,  up-to-date  medical  works  would  be  a  daily  stimu- 
lus to  better  work,  and  would  increase  the  confidence  of  the 
medical  staff  greatly.  We  also  need  a  new  microscope  and 
microtome,  to  facilitate  pathological  work  at  the  asylum.  The 
hospital  microscope  is  in  daily  use  at  the  hospital  department 
and  the  microtome  we  are  now  using  was  once  discarded  as 
unfit  for  use.  A  good  microscope  would  cost  about  ninety  dol- 
lars and  a  good  microtome  about  forty  dollars. 

The  new  north-east  building  for  the  most  intractable,  with 
the  shower  bath  in  the  basement  for  all  of  the  able-bodied  in- 
sane, completed  just  before  Dr.  Harrington  went  to  Danvers, 
meets  our  need  most  admirably,  and  reflects  great  credit  on 
those  who  planned  and  supervised  the  construction. 

There  is  need  of  a  new  sanatory  off  both  the  asylum  chair 
shop  and  associate  dining  room. 

I  concur  in  the  opinion  expressed  by  Dr.  Harrington  in  his 
last  report  regarding,  a  generous  dietary  for  the  insane  and  in- 
creased kitchen  accommodations  ;  also  that  the  problem  of  pro- 
viding more  single  rooms  for  our  future  need  be  worked  out 
©  © 

before  we  are  so  crowded  that  a  reconstruction  of  our  dormi- 
tories would  be  impracticable. 
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We  anticipate  much  benefit  from  the  addition  of  more  milk 
when  the  new  barn  now  building  makes  it  possible  to  care  for 
a  larger  dairy.  We  also  expect  a  marked  reduction  in  the  ex- 
tent and  severity  of  intestinal  diseases,  prevalent  during  a  por- 
tion of  the  year,  when  the  Mills  intermittent  sand  filter,  recom- 
mended by  the  superintendent  in  his  last  report,  is  completed 
for  the  purification  of  our  water  supply. 

It  has  been  my  observation  that  the  officers  and  attendants 
of  this  asylum  have  been  watchful  and  kind  in  discharging  the 
difficult  duty  of  caring  for  the  criminal  insane,  and  to  them 
a  large  measure  of  appreciation  is  due. 

Trusting  to  your  forbearance  and  the  kind  counsel  of  the 
superintendent  during  the  months  to  come,  we  shall  endeavor 
to  deserve  your  confidence  and  his.

TRUSTEES'   EEPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Farm,  as  re- 
quired by  section  3,  chapter  299  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  herewith 
present  their  forty-sixth  annual  report,  relative  to  the  condition 
of  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater  for  the  financial  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1899.  For  a  more  detailed  statement  they  invite 
attention  to  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  the  medical 
director,  hereto  appended. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  58  of  the  Acts  of  1899 
there  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  salaries,  wages  and 
labor  at  the  State  Farm  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $40,000,  and  for 
current  expenses  of  the  institution  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $97,000, 
a  total  of  $137,000  for  the  regular  needs  of  the  present  calen- 
dar year. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  gives  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  expenditures  incurred  under  this  act,  which  expenditures 
have  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  trustees.  The  total 
sum  expended  for  the  above  purposes  within  the  institution 
year  which  this  report  covers  was  $136,393.86.  This  gives  a 
per  capita  cost  of  $2.10  per  week.  During  the  year  the  mar- 
ket price  of  almost  every  item  of  institution  outlay  has  mate- 
rially advanced.  This  would  have  necessitated  an  excess  of 
expenditures  over  appropriations,  had  not  the  purchases  been 
somewhat  restricted,  so  that  the  stock  on  hand  at  the  present 
time  is  considerably  less  than  that  reported  a  year  since.  In 
providing  for  the  needs  of  another  year  the  certainty  of  in- 
creased cost  of  living  must  be  faced,  and  will  need  to  be  met 
by  increased  appropriations. 
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The  tables  herewith  presented  show  that  the  average  number 
of  inmates  during  the  year  was  1,246,  an  advance  of  48  over 
that  of  the  previous  year ;  that  the  highest  number  was  1,437, 
an  increase  of  89  ;  and  that  the  smallest  number  was  1,167,  an 
increase  of  123.  There  was  a  smaller  average  number  of  pris- 
oners, but  a  larger  average  number  of  paupers  and  insane. 

During  the  year  the  additions  and  improvements  in  the  insti- 
tution plant  authorized  under  legislative  action  have  been  in 
progress  as  follows  :  — 

The  stock  barns,  provided  for  by  chapter  82,  Resolves  of 
1898,  and  chapter  67,  Resolves  of  1899,  will  be  completed  and 
stocked  this  year,  with  the  addition  to  the  farm  herd  author- 
ized.    The  barns  are  a  model  for  buildings  of  their  kind. 

The  scheme  of  addition  to  the  prison  capacity,  authorized  by 
chapter  57  of  the  Resolves  of  1897,  is  nearly  completed,  300 
rooms  having  been  added.  The  workshop,  another  of  the  ad- 
ditions heretofore  authorized  as  a  part  of  the  prison  improve- 
ments, has  been  erected,  and  all  will  be  completed  during  the 
year  and  within  the  appropriation. 

The  constructions  necessary  for  the  nitration  of  the  water 
supply  of  the  institution,  for  which  provision  was  made  by 
chapter  82,  Resolves  of  1898,  are  not  complete,  but  work 
has  been  begun  toward  the  execution  of  that  purpose. 

The  Legislature,  in  chapter  57,  Resolves  of  1897,  made  an 
appropriation  to  provide  a  safe  method  of  sewage  disposal. 
The  plan  adopted  and  partially  executed  proposes  the  filtration 
of  the  sewage,  so  as  to  render  innocuous  the  fluid  finally  dis- 
charged from  the  filter  beds.  The  appropriation  is  exhausted, 
and  will  need  to  be  supplemented  by  an  additional  appropria- 
tion. This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  pursuance  of  the  original 
plan  about  one-third  of  the  appropriation  was  expended  for 
land  for  which  it  called.  The  plan  was  changed  so  as  not  to 
require  the  land  purchased,  but  that  remains  a  part  of  the  farm 
area  to  which  it  is  contiguous. 

The  apartments  for  women  committed  to  the  institution,  for 
the  construction  of  which  chapter  67  of  the  Resolves  of  1899 
provided,  have  been  built  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupancy. 

The  Legislature  of  1899,  under  chapter  (16  of  its  Resolves, 
made  an  appropriation  "  for  such  alterations  of  and  additions 
to  the  asylum  for  harmless  pauper  insane  men  as  will  provide 
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not  less  than  140  strong  rooms  for  insane  criminals."  The 
original  intention  was  to  alter  and  sufficiently  strengthen  cer- 
tain of  the  structures  now  in  use  for  the  care  of  the  criminal 
insane  ;  but  more  mature  counsels  have  led  the  trustees  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  exigency  calling  for  the  appropriation  could 
be  more  wisely  and  economically  met  by  the  erection  of  an 
entirely  new  structure.  The  difficulty  of  administering  the 
asylum,  while  needed  portions  of  its  buildings  were  under- 
going reconstruction,  and  the  fact  that  those  portions  are 
already  fitted  to  do  a  certain  part  of  the  work  required,  were 
considerations  which  led  to  a  change  of  plan.  This  change 
necessitated  the  sacrifice  of  a  portion  of  the  asylum  yard,  which 
fact  the  trustees  regret ;  but  they  believe  that  the  gain  warrants 
the  sacrifice,  and  that  the  lack  can  be  made  up  in  another  way. 

In  their  reports,  herewith  submitted,  the  superintendent  and 
the  medical  director  present  certain  needs  of  the  institution. 
These  recommendations  the  trustees  have  considered  and  ap- 
proved, and  they  concur  in  asking  that  the  needful  appropria- 
tions be  made. 

The  farming  operations  of  the  year  have  been,  on  the  whole, 
highly  satisfactory,  though  the  earty  drought  shortened  the 
hay  crop  and  the  early  garden  produce  to  some  extent.  The 
potato  yield  reached  extraordinary  proportions,  and  the  general 
average  of  product  has  been  high. 

The  annual  inventory  required  by  section  7,  chapter  79  of 
the  Public  Statutes,  has  been  taken,  and  an  appraisal  of  the 
real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the  institution  and 
belonging  to  the  Commonwealth  has  been. made  by  George  E. 
Doane,  Esq.,  whose  report  is  herewith  submitted. 

In  their  last  annual  report  the  trustees  noted  the  then  recent 
appointment  of  Dr.  Charles  A.  Drew  as  medical  director,  re- 
ferring to  their  reasons  for  expecting  at  his  hands  a  successful 
administration.  The  results  of  his  6rst  year  of  service  have 
fully  confirmed  their  expectation.  The  internal  management 
of  the  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  is  a  difficult  task,  but 
under  Dr.  Drew's  discreet  and  tactful  oversight  and  direction 
the  difficulties,  as  they  have  arisen,  have  been  surmounted,  so 
that  the  asylum  is  to-day  in  good  running  condition  and  under 
judicious  control. 

For  sixteen  years  the  institution  has  been  under  the  ener- 
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getic  and  sagacious  management  of  its  present  superintendent, 
Hollis  M.  Blackstone,  who  enjoys  the  confidence  of  the  trus- 
tees in  ever-increasing  degree.  Supported  as  he  is  by  a  faith- 
ful and  efficient  staff  of  officers,  the  institution  was  carried 
successfully  through  a  somewhat  protracted  illness  of  its  super- 
intendent during  the  year,  and  is  found  to-day  in  its  usual 
excellent  condition.  Much  credit  is  due  both  to  the  superin- 
tendent and  to  those  who,  during  his  illness,  with  admirable 
spirit  met  and  discharged  their  augmented  responsibilities. 
Under  this  effective  management  we  believe  there  is  every  rea- 
son to  expect  that  this  institution  will  continue  to  fulfil  well  its 
function  in  the  complex  charitable  and  correctional  system  of 
the  Commonwealth.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

The  following  is  submitted  as  the  forty-sixth  annual  report 
of  the  State  Farm.  In  doing  so  it  is  a  pleasure  to  remark  that 
no  one  of  the  past  years  within  my  own  knowledge  has  been 
more  free  of  trial  and  vexation.  No  fatal  accident,  alarming 
ills  or  epidemic  disease  has  appeared,  good  order  has  pre- 
vailed, and  I  devoutly  hope  that  moral  and  physical  improve- 
ment has  been  made.

The  total  average  number  supported  has  been  1,246,  or  48 
more  than  last  year.  By  classes  the  following  changes  occur 
in  the  averages  :  prisoners,  decrease  49  ;  paupers,  increase  81  ; 
insane,  increase  16. 

Prison  commitments  have  been  1,343,  or  185  less  than  last 
year,  and  there  are  47  less  remaining.  The  table  of  offences 
shows  that  the  decrease  in  prison  commitments  is  almost  iden- 
tical with  the  decrease  in  tramps  and  vagrants,  which  is  186. 
When  it  is  recalled  that  the  two  years  are  in  direct  and  exact 
comparison,  that  the  indeterminate  sentence  went  into  effect 
Oct.  1,  1898,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  new  form  of  sen- 
tence was  effective  in  shutting  out  a  wholesale  number  of  this 
class,  who  would  have,  under  former  conditions,  made  plans 
for  a  six  months'  winter  commitment  for  the  "  mere  asking  for 
a  night's  lodging."  The  utterance  of  an  old-time  and  some- 
what constant  hobo  whom  the  writer  met  on  the  street,  that 
a  possible  "two  years  was  too  rank  for  him,"  suggests  how 
cleverly  this  self-seeking  fraternity  understand  the  situation. 
The  application  of  this  law,  I  believe,  has  been  of  benefit  in 
the  more  common  offence  of  drunkenness,  and  will  be  still 
more  so  when  its  spirit  is  better  comprehended  and  its  intended 
operations  in  the  probation  period  are  attended  by  closer  super- 
vision. I  am  certain  that  more  reporting  and  accounting  to 
some  authorized  person  in  each  locality  during  the  probation 
period  would  be  productive  of  great  good,  and  that  the  period 
of  detention  in  the  institution  may  be  made  still  less. 

Of  the  1,343  committed,  525  had  been  previously  committed 
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one  or  more  times  here  and  undoubtedly  many  of  the  balance 
elsewhere,  so  I  think  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  expect  many 
failures  and  revocations.  During  the  last  seven  months  since 
release  by  probation  began  there  have  been  35  of  the  682  re- 
leased returned  by  revocation. 

The  year  has  been  a  busy  one  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
different  improvements  under  way.  Caning  seats  has  fur- 
nished employment  for  the  able  bodied  who  could  not  be  pru- 
dently detailed  for  work  outside  the  enclosure.  More  than 
ever  before  have  been  detailed  both  under  supervision  and  in 
full  trust,  and  the  escapes  have  not  more  than  proportionately 
increased.  It  is  our  policy  to  employ  in  outside  labor  the 
greatest  number  within  reasonable  safety  from  escape. 

Small  appropriations  were  made  one  and  two  years  ago  for 
filtration  of  water  supply  and  filtration  of  sewage.  That  for 
sewage  is  now  exhausted,  and  a  small  additional  sum  will  be 
required  to  finish  both  improvements,  also  for  new  pumps  in 
place  of  those  worn  out  in  the  service. 

In  the  plans  devised  and  now  being  worked  out  for  surface 
drainage  of  the  low  area  of  land  between  the  cultivated  lands  and 
the  railroad,  together  with  the  diversion  and  disposal  of  sewage, 
an  ice  pond  location  has  been  made  which  can  be  supplied  with 
pure  water  from  the  small  brook  at  the  north  end  of  the  farm. 
Our  consumption  of  ice  has  increased  yearly  and  outgrown  the 
production  of  the  present  basin,  into  which  the  water  has  to  be 
pumped  from  the  river.  We  expect  a  thicker  freezing  of  ice 
in  this  location,  as  well  as  a  much  greater  area  of  pond.  The 
necessary  excavations  and  dams  can  be  done  with  our  team  and 
inmate  labor,  but  we  shall  have  to  ask  an  appropriation  for 
storage  houses. 

The  almshouse  department  of  the  institution  is  at  best  a 
necessary  local  evil,  so  far  as  the  administration  of  the  insti- 
tution is  concerned.  There  never  has  been  an  absolute  separa- 
tion of  almshouse  and  prison  classes  here  in  the  whole  history 
of  the  institution.  There  is  a  considerable  percentage  of  both 
classes  who  might  be,  and  are,  to  some  extent,  alternate  resi- 
dents, without  moral  injury  to  anybody  so  far  as  contact  or 
association  affects  the  welfare  of  either  class.  As  paupers  they 
simply  embrace  the  condition  as  a  makeshift  to  dodge  the  re- 
straint   and  discipline  of  a  sentence.     They  are  bound  to  be 
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dependent  a  great  majority  of  the  time,  and  are  unworthy  to 
share  in  the  public  institution  benefits  provided  for  those  truly 
unfortunate  and  of  enforced  disability.  Not  a  few  of  them  are 
habitual  rounders  at  Tewksbury,  and  sometimes  here  by  trans- 
fer in  a  semi-correctional  or  disciplinary  sense.  As  a  further 
check  in  their  "  rounder"  habits,  some  of  the  more  confirmed 
are  denied  release  for  a  season.  If  this  class  made  up  the 
whole  almshouse  population  here,  no  other  interest  would 
suffer  except  the  officials,  who  endure  the  wear  and  tear  of  a 
daily  demand  for  release  after  April  1  ;  but  there  are  many 
others  who  come  from  cities  and  towns  south  of  us  who  are 
generally  worthy  cases,  ill  either  with  acute  or  chronic  ail- 
ments, and  needing  the  very  care  and  benefits  which  only  a 
well-appointed  hospital  can  give.  Others  come  who  have 
become  temporarily  stranded,  and  are  generally  foreign  or 
non-resident.  But  before  the  sick  become  scarcely  conva- 
lescent or  the  status  of  the  latter  are  determined,  they  are 
frightened  by  the  bummer  class,  and  told  that  they  are  in 
prison  and  "  will  be  kept,"  and  they  reinforce  their  suggestions 
by  directing  attention  with  telling  effect  to  the  massive  walls 
of  enclosure  and  barred  gates  in  charge  of  paid  gatemen. 
Generally  speaking,  the  ill  and  truly  worthy  class  are  appre- 
ciative of  the  medical  care  and  aid  given  them  ;  but  the  good 
effects  of  treatment  are  often  vitiated  by  the  prison  condition 
"  scarecrow,"  illuminated  by  these  "  shanty  "  bummers.  I  am 
aware  that  it  is  an  easier  task  to  complain  of  existing  conditions 
than  to  suggest  or  devise  measures  of  correction.  In  my  report 
of  1897  separation  of  this  class  was  recommended,  and  1  have 
no  hesitation  in  repeating  it.  Detached  wards  of  very  moderate 
cost  on  some  of  the  recently  acquired  lands  would  aid  greatly 
in  the  desired  reformation ;  but  more  effective  still  would  be 
such  amendment  or  perfecting  of  the  laws  governing  almshouse 
support  as  to  shut  out  these  voluntary  and  unworthy  patrons 
of  the  State's  charity,  and,  if  need  be,  place  them  under  the 
enforced  discipline  made  and  provided  for  vagrant  and  idle 
characters. 

Barring  the  early  summer  drought,  in  which  early  garden 
truck  and  hay  crop  suffered  severely,  the  farm  has  been  a  regu- 
lar "  horn  of  plenty,"  which  has  poured  forth  table  vegetables 
in  great  abundance,  over  seven  thousand  bushels  of  potatoes. 
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cabbage  by  the  thirty  thousand  count,  squash,  turnips,  beets, 
carrots,  etc  ,  in  proportionate  quantities.  The  acreage  has 
been  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  Paine  farm  and  several 
smaller  parcels,  and  now  is  seven  hundred  and  sixteen.  Nearly 
all  of  the  upland  of  the  Deacon  Alden  farm  has  been  cleared  of 
rock  and  boulders  and  other  obstruction  to  free  soil  work,  and 
is  now  a  valuable  addition  for  crop  land,  yielding  heavily  this 
year.  The  immense  investment  of  prison  labor  in  this  improve- 
ment raised  no  audible  complaint  of  competition. 

Three  years  ago  disease,  "  hog  cholera,"  probably,  broke  out 
in  our  swine  family.  Vigorous  measures  were  taken  to  sup- 
press it,  but  it  has  reappeared  in  mild  form  each  season  since. 
A  complete  change  of  breed  and  a  new  piggery  is  recommended. 
The  old  piggery  is  a  very  cheap  affair,  built  without  special 
appropriation,  and  altogether  too  small  for  raising  the  amount 
of  pork  now  required  for  home  consumption. 

The  new  cow  barns  are  about  completed,  and  will  be  stocked 
early  this  winter. 

In  the  "  farm  account"  the  abundant  crop  of  this  year  is  not 
shown,  as  credits  are  only  given  when  the  products  are  issued 
for  consumption  daily  during  the  year.  On  account  of  poor 
crops  last  year  and  extensive  outlay  this  year  for  crop  not 
showing,  the  balance  in  favor  of  the  farm  is  but  $2,600, — 
about  half  of  last  year's  balance.  The  farm  account  is  as  nearly 
an  accurate  accounting  as  we  can  make  by  charging  to  it  the 
expense  of  carrying  it  on  and  giving  it  credit  for  the  products 
furnished  the  institution.  The  accounting  is  not  in  any  way 
connected  with  our  general  maintenance  and  financial  accounts 
as  audited  in  the  State  Auditor's  and  Treasurer's  office,  and  has 
no  recognition  in  their  settlements.  It  is  an  account  rather  of 
curiosity,  to  see  if  it  "pays"  an  institution  in  a  dollar  and 
cent  cost  to  run  a  farm.  No  financial  calculation  could  deter- 
mine the  real  value  of  a  farm  to  an  institution.  If  it  were  the 
mere  making  of  crops  on  cultivated  lands,  the  actual  profits  and 
losses  would  stand  out  in  direct  comparison  by  simple  arithmet- 
ical process  ;  but  so  many  other  interests  enter  it  that  the  actual 
farming  of  itself  is  not  over  important  except  as  a  part  of  the 
whole.  The  physical  effect  of  the  products  as  diet,  and  the 
labor  as  occupation  for  the  inmates,  many  of  whom  come  here 
with  constitutions  shattered  and  broken,  mind  and  body  both 
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impaired  by  abuse  and  debauch,  cannot  be  estimated  in  pecu- 
niary values.  In  many  cases  the  improvements  are  surprising. 
Not  alone  the  physical  and  mental,  but  the  moral  nature  as 
well,  responds  to  the  healthful  influence  of  farming.  In  the 
labor  of  reclaiming  waste  laud,  digging  out  stumps  and  stones, 
draining,  grading  and  bringing  into  high  cultivation,  few  men 
are  found  so  depraved  as  not  to  evince  evident  interest  in  a 
work  of  practical  creation. 

The  insane  criminal  department,  under  Dr.  C.  A.  Drew's 
first  full  year's  management,  has  enjoyed  another  year's  free- 
dom from  difficulties  and  troubles  not  more  serious  than  the 
current  daily  friction  expected  from  a  class  of  male  patients 
from  the  source  and  environment  whence  most  of  these  come. 
Dangerous  and  violent  patients  have  been  so  managed  that 
accident  or  injury  has  seldom  occurred,  and  no  permanent 
escapes  are  recorded.  Several  more  apparently  good  recoveries 
have  been  made  this  year,  and  the  patients  released  to  their 
friends  or  returned  to  the  prison  of  original  commitment  to 
serve  the  balance  of  sentence.  Prison  officers  have  contributed 
much  in  the  matter  of  recovery  by  their  earlier  recognition  of 
mental  defection  and  earlier  transfer  to  medical  care.  Since 
this  asylum  has  been  designated  as  the  place  for  the  treatment 
of  all  insane  prisoners,  and  they  have  felt  assured  of  reasonable 
security  against  escape,  the  prison  authorities  have  naturally 
been  less  suspicious  of  feigned  insanity,  and  committed  more 
freely  than  under  the  old  plan  to  the  different  hospitals. 

The  problem  of  occupation  or  industrial  employment  of  the 
patients  is  difficult  to  solve,  when  the  utmost  care  and  caution 
in  the  use  of  small  tools  must  be  exercised.  That  all  the  able- 
bodied  would  be  benefited  by  fuller  employment  is  conceded, 
and  that  many  of  them  would  embrace  the  opportunity  with 
pleasure  is  certain.  In  our  local  investigations  of  this  subject  a 
suggestion  has  been  made  which  commands  the  hearty  approval 
of  all  locally  interested.  It  is  that  we  wall  in,  for  safety  from 
escape,  a  portion  of  the  farm  west  of  the  asylum  and  across 
Conant  street,  say  ten,  twenty  or  thirty  acres,  making  an  en- 
closure in  which  such  cultivation  could  be  made  as  would  afford 
the  greatest  investment  of  labor,  probably  in  the  production  of 
garden  truck  and  small  fruits.  The  medical  director  and  assist- 
ants cordially  endorse  the  proposition,  and  predict  much  mental 
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and  physical  improvement,  as  well  as  an  enriched  diet  and  a 
possible  profit  beside  those  mentioned.  There  is  little  danger 
of  over-production  in  our  present  market,  and  little  danger  also 
of  doing  too  much  weeding,  watering  and  insect  killing.  The 
location  and  quality  of  the  land  are  both  admirable,  and  include 
moist  and  dry,  early  and  late,  and  can  be  connected  by  a  sub- 
way connection  under  the  street  with  the  asylum.  This  enclos- 
ure would  include  a  large  portion  of  the  grove,  and  make  it 
available  for  all  patients,  instead  of  the  very  few  who  could  be 
trusted  to  enjoy  it  in  the  past.  Again,  the  proposition  would 
restore  to  all  the  patients  opportunity  for  such  exercise  and 
recreation  as  has  been  denied  them  by  the  sacrifice  of  the  north 
yard  for  the  additional  rooms  authorized  by  the  last  Legislat- 
ure. The  addition  is  planned  for  about  one  hundred  and  forty 
patients,  and  for  such  reclassification  of  all  the  asylum  popula- 
tion that  the  safe  administration  and  operative  convenience 
could  not  be  disregarded.  Encroachment  of  the  north  yard 
was  regretted  by  all  concerned,  but  every  study  of  the  situation 
favored  this  location,  and  the  final  decision,  though  reluctantly 
made,  seemed  wisest  and  best.  In  the  original  contemplation 
of  added  rooms  to  this  department,  reconstruction  of  the  old 
east  and  west  wings  was  thought  of  and  seriously  considered ; 
but  closer  study  and  a  fuller  realization  of  the  disorder  and 
dangers  of  attempting  to  rebuild  an  already  full  house,  without 
moving  out,  determined  the  plan  finally  adopted.  When  the 
change  of  plan  was  made,  it  was  believed  that  the  economy  of 
construction  in  new  work  over  unavoidable  waste  in  rebuilding 
old,  and  the  effort  consolidated  in  one  structure,  would  save 
some  margin  which  might  be  applied  to  the  yard  suggestion 
across  the  street ;  but  the  very  great  advance  in  building  material 
has  fully  discounted  that  calculation,  and  made  somewhat  doubt- 
ful the  completion  of  this  work  within  the  appropriation.  It  is 
expected  that  our  present  north  wing  heat-generating  apparatus 
will  supply  sufficient  power  for  this  addition  ;  but  in  case  of 
failure  we  shall  be  short  the  cost  and  installation  of  a  larger 
generating  outfit.  The  construction  will  be  largely  during  the 
autumn  and  winter  season  ;  and,  generally  speaking,  inmate 
labor,  which  can  be  utilized  in  building,  is  more  plenty  at  this 
season,  so  that  more  than  average  saving  may  be  made  in  this 
item. 
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This  department  is  heated  wholly  from  the  central  boiler 
house  of  the  institution,  and  those  portions  oldest  and  origi- 
nally warmed  by  low  pressure  radiation  from  its  own  boiler 
room  have  not  worked  satisfactorily  since  its  change  to  the 
high  pressure  of  the  central  plant.  The  vacuum  system  of 
return  steam  condensation,  now  heating  the  prison  and  hospi- 
tals, is  so  satisfactory  and  so  evidently  a  saving  of  fuel  that  I 
urge  its  adoption  in  place  of  the  present  pump  and  gravity 
plan.  Some  of  the  older  boilers,  two,  and  perhaps  three, 
should  go  out  of  commission,  and  new  ones  of  greater  strength 
and  capacity  be  substituted.  Steam  for  all  our  heating  is  now 
generated  at  high  pressures,  and  more  powerful  boilers  are 
necessary.  For  both  of  these  improvements  we  should  ask 
appropriations. 

Dr.  C.  A.  Drew's  safe  and  conservative  management  of  this 
important  and  difficult  department  in  his  first  official  year  of 
direct  responsibility  fully  sustains  the  cordial  endorsement  of 
his  intimate  professional  friends,  and  deserves  our  fullest 
acknowledgment. 

Our  Sunday  observance  of  religious  exercises  has  been  well 
attended,  with  undoubted  interest.  Rev.  Father  Murphy 
serves  mass  regularly  Sunday  morning,  and  administers  such 
church  rites  as  to  him  seems  fitting.  He  also  bestows  upon  the 
sick  and  afflicted  those  comforts  which  can  come  from  no  other 
source.  His  ministrations  are  pronounced  with  marked  spirit- 
uality, and  his  labors  at  the  altar  or  in  the  wards  of  the  sick 
and  infirm  are  truly  those  of  love  and  mercy.  The  customary 
afternoon  service  by  neighboring  clergymen  is  well  attended, 
with  apparent  interest  and  devotion.  The  instructions  are  so 
simple  and  practical  in  our  plain  duties  of  every-day  living 
that  every  thoughtful  man  must  feel  the  encouraging  influence 
for  better  manhood  and  purer  life.  All  of  the  religious  services, 
both  Catholic  and  Protestant,  would  have  added  interest  and 
greater  impressions  if  there  could  be  a  more  general  participa- 
tion of  the  inmates  in  the  services  by  praise  and  song.  Such 
moderate  investment  as  would  furnish  training  and  direction 
of  our  young  men  for  these  services  would,  I  trust,  meet  the 
approval  of  all. 

Our  official  force  has  been,  with  very  few  exceptions,  faith- 
ful and  zealous,  not  only  in  their  special  assignments,  but  by  a 
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loyal  co-operation  as  a  whole,  and  merit  the  commendation  of 
all.  To  those  who  have  been  especially  burdened  because  of 
my  illness  I  am  deeply  indebted,  as  are  we  all  to  you,  ladies 
and  gentlemen  of  the  trustees,  whose  great  consideration, 
official  helpfulness  and  personal  kindness  were  never  greater 
than  in  the  year  now  closing.

The  following  report  of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1899,  is  respectfully  submitted.  The  general  statis- 
tics for  the  year  are  as  follows  :  — 

Number  in  the  hospital  Oct,  1,  1898, 112 

Admitted  during  the  year, 661 

Total  under  treatment, 773 

Discharged, 593 

Died, 57 

650 

Remaining  in  the  hospital  Sept.  30,  1899, 123 

Of  the  112  patients  in  the  hospital  Oct.  1,  1898,  56  still 
remain,  40  were  discharged  and  16  died. 

The  tables  accompanying  this  report  will  show  the  number 
of  different  diseases  and  the  result  of  treatment. 

The  admissions  were  27  more,  and  the  total  of  patients  under 
hospital  treatment  (773)  was  32  greater,  than  last  year.  The 
most  admissions  for  any  one  month  (111)  was  in  January,  and 
the  greatest  number  in  the  hospital  at  one  time  was  166,  in 
February,  exceeding  the  largest  number  last  year  by  28.  Our 
deaths  (57)  were  3  less  than  last  year. 

Of  the  admissions,  87  were  essentially  surgical  cases.  Of 
the  medical  cases,  alcoholism,  including  delirium  tremens, 
heads  the  list,  as  heretofore,  although  it  may  be  noted  that  the 
number  this  year  (77)  is  22  less  than  last  year.    All  recovered. 

Other  diseases,  leading  as  to  numbers,  were  admitted  as 
follows :  bronchitis,  65  ;  diarrhoea,  46  ;  dysentery,  7  ;  erysip- 
elas, 8 ;  indigestion,  10 ;  influenza,  37 ;  malaria,  14 ;  neu- 
ralgia,  10 ;    pleurisy,   26 ;    pneumonia,    19 ;    rheumatism,   51 ; 
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syphilis,  8  ;  tonsilitis,  19  ;  tuberculosis,  58  ;  valvular  disease 
of  heart,  18.  These  figures  show  3  less  cases  of  heart  disease, 
4  less  of  tuberculosis,  double  the  number  of  rheumatism,  3 
more  cases  of  pneumonia,  9  less  cases  of  pleurisy,  8  less  cases 
of  malaria,  3  more  cases  of  dysentery,  9  less  cases  of  diarrhoea, 
and  7  less  cases  of  bronchitis  than  last  year.  Influenza  and 
erysipelas,  furnishing  a  considerable  number  of  cases  this  year, 
only  furnished  2  each  last  year.  We  had  only  2  cases  of 
typhoid  fever,  as  against  6  last  year.  Both  made  good  re- 
coveries. 

The  medical  staff  of  the  hospital  and  asylum  has  been  helped 
and  encouraged  by  important  additions  to  our  medical  library 
during  the  year. 

While  there  are  a  number  of  contemplated  improvements 
mentioned  in  last  year's  report  still  waiting  their  turn,  the  most 
urgent  need  of  our  hospital  at  present  is  a  number  of  single 
rooms  adjacent  to  our  consumptive  ward  of  the  infirmary. 
These  can  be  cheaply  provided  by  making  the  north  end  of  the 
infirmary  two  stories,  like  the  greater  portion  of  that  building. 

Dr.  H.  L.  Barnes  resigned  his  position  as  hospital  interne 
early  in  the  year,  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  Dr.  H.  Edward 
Siske  of  the  Tufts  Medical  School  was  appointed  to  fill  out  his 
term  of  service.  July  1  Dr.  Siske  resigned,  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion in  a  private  hospital  in  Winchendon,  Mass.,  and  Dr.  E. 
W.  Markham  from  the  Vermont  Medical  School  is  acceptably 
filling  the  position  of  hospital  interne  at  present. 

Physical  examinations  of  nearly  1,800  prison  and  almshouse 
cases  have  been  made  by  Dr.  Blair  and  his  assistants  during 
the  year,  besides  attending  to  the  sick  and  surgical  cases  under 
their  care ;  and  to  these  medical  assistants,  as  well  as  to  the 
hospital  nurses,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  obligation,  and  give 
due  credit  for  the  good  work  they  are  doing.

Oct.  1,  1899. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Farm. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  department 
of  the  State  Farm  known  as  the  State  Asylum  for  Insane 
Criminals. 

We  began  the  year  with  300  patients  and  end  the  year  with 
331.     There  were  74  admissions  and  43  were  discharged. 

Table  No.  1  will  give  the  condition  of  those  discharged  and 
by  whom  discharged,  etc. 

The  relative  number  of  deaths  and  recoveries  are  largely 
determined  by  the  character  of  the  cases  admitted  ;  and  it  is 
encouraging,  from  a  physician's  stand-point,  to  note  that  the 
officers  of  the  different  penal  institutions  are  either  recognizing 
insanity  among  convicts  earlier,  or  else  are  growing  to  believe 
that  it  is  unjust  to  hold  insane  men  where  prison  discipline 
must  be  enforced. 

We  hope  to  so  deserve  the  confidence  of  the  officials  of  the 
different  State  institutions  that  an  insane  prisoner  will  be  sent 
to  us  as  a  first  rather  than  a  last  resort.  If  we  cannot  have  the 
mentally  sick  man  in  the  earlier  months  of  his  sickness,  our 
hope  for  his  recovery  must  indeed  be  small. 

If  I  should  designate  those  therapeutic  measures  which  have 
seemed  most  potent  in  aiding  recovery,  I  should  credit  out- 
door exercise  and  cool  shower  baths  —  the  latter  having  been 
used  daily  in  selected  cases  —  first  of  all.  The  wet  pack  has 
been  used  in  restless  and  sleepless  cases  with  varying  results. 

In  the  popular  mind  insanity  and  crime  are  conceived  to  be 
related  as  a  specious  excuse  to  escape  a  just  punishment. 
Only  those  who  are  best  acquainted  with  insanity  know  how 
common  it  is  for  an  insane  man  to  be  arrested,  punished  and 
rearrested  for  acts  which  are  clearly  the  result  of  a  defective 
or  diseased  brain. 

Seven  cases  of  paresis  were  admitted  during  the  year.  This 
is  an  organic  brain  disease  which  commonly  attacks  man  in  his

prime.  The  earliest  symptoms  appear  to  be  manifestations  of  a 
lost  moral  sense.  Petty  larceny,  assault,  perjury  and  vagrancy 
are  as  common  and  legitimate  fruits  of  this  incurable  brain 
disease  as  delirium  is  common  to  typhoid  fever  and  pneumonia. 
The  paretic  may  not  care  for  the  stigma  of  a  convict.  In  his 
mental  world  is  no  doubt,  no  fear  and  no  shame  ;  but  it  reflects 
on  science  and  civilization  for  a  mentally  sick  man  to  be 
branded  as  a  criminal,  whose  shame,  perchance,  his  sensitive 
and  blameless  children  must  receive  as  a  heritage. 

As  each  patient  is  weighed  when  admitted,  and  on  the  20th 
of  each  succeeding  month,  to  supplement  our  case  history,  it 
may  be  interesting  to  know  that,  of  the  74  cases  admitted,  10 
lost  and  54  gained  in  weight,  there  being  a  net  gain  of  423 
pounds.  Ten  cases  had  not  been  long  enough  in  the  asylum  to 
have  a  second  weighing. 

Table  No.  2  will  show  our  daily  average  to  have  been  316.5, 
—  about  15  greater  than  last  year. 

Table  No.  3  shows  that,  of  the  74  admitted,  29  were  natives 
of  Massachusetts,  9  of  other  States,  13  of  Ireland,  6  of  England, 
7  of  Canada  and  Nova  Scotia  and  10  of  other  countries. 

Table  No.  4  shows  that  common  laborers,  shoemakers,  mill 
operatives,  farmers,  teamsters  and  bookbinders  are  best  repre- 
sented of  the  occupations,  in  the  order  named. 

Table  No.  5  shows  that,  of  admissions,  single  men  out- 
number married  men  nearly  four  to  one. 

Table  No.  6  shows  5  second  admissions. 

Table  No.  7  shows  that  41  of  the  74  admissions  were  never 
before  in  any  hospital  for  the  insane. 

Table  No.  8  shows  the  relation  of  patients  admitted  to  other 
institutions. 

Table  No.  9  shows  form  of  disease  in  cases  admitted. 

Table  No.  10  shows  that,  of  our  12  recoveries,  5  had  been 
insane  less  than  one  year  and  7  had  been  insane  less  than  two 
years. 

Table  No.  11  shows  that,  of  the  20  who  died,  18  had  been 
insane  more  than  two  years. 

Table  No.  12  shows  paresis  to  have  caused  25  per  cent,  and 
phthisis  20  per  cent,  of  the  deaths. 

Table  No.  13  shows  the  relation  of  those  remaining  to  each 
years  admission. 

Table  No.  14  shows  6  more  State  Prison  cases,  4  more  house 
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of  correction  cases,  6  more  reformatory  cases,  7  more  State 
Farm  prison  cases  and  3  less  "  court"  cases  admitted  than  last 
year. 

Table  No.  15  shows  that,  of  the  74  cases  admitted,  19  had 
been  arrested  for  crimes  against  the  person,  including  1  each 
for  murder  and  manslaughter,  12  for  breaking  and  entering, 
and  the  remaining  43  for  minor  offences,  such  as  larceny, 
drunkenness,  vagrancy,  etc. 

Tables  No.  16  and  17  show  we  now  care  for  72  State 
Prison  cases,  113  house  of  correction  cases,  12  reformatory 
cases,  41  "  court"  cases  and  49  State  Farm  prison  cases. 

Seven  patients  have  been  so  violent  and  quarrelsome  that  it 
has  seemed  best  to  keep  them  in  their  own  room  most  of  the 
time.  Forty-four  other  patients  have  been  secluded,  for  short 
periods,  during  the  year.  Eleven  patients  have  been  restrained 
for  short  periods,  nearly  all  for  self-mutilation  or  surgical 
reasons. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  find  our  wards  badly  crowded  and 
the  medical  work  embarassed  by  reason  of  too  few  wards  for 
the  desired  classification.  Our  sick,  who  cannot  be  safely 
caied  for  in  the  hospital,  are  scattered  about  the  different 
wards,  where  they  cannot  well  have  that  constant  observation 
which  stands  for  so  much  to  the  sick  man,  whatever  his  mental 
state.  We  need  more  room,  and  we  ought  to  be  able  to  vacate 
some  of  the  basement  rooms  we  are  now  obliged  to  use. 

The  problem  of  how  best  to  provide  for  our  present  and 
future  need  has  been  carefully  considered  during  the  past  year. 
I  fully  agree  with  the  conclusion  reached  by  your  Board  and 
the  superintendent,  that  we  could  not  well  make  over  the 
dormitories  of  the  older  wings  into  single  rooms,  nor  build 
along  the  wall  west  of  the  west  and  north-west  buildings.  The 
former  would  be  an  expensive  makeshift,  and  decrease  our 
capacity ;  the  latter  would  shut  out  light  and  air  from  build- 
ings already  occupied.  We  were  reluctantly  forced  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  north  yard,  so  valuable  as  recreation  ground, 
must  be  sacrificed,  if  we  added  to  our  capacity  at  all.  The 
plans  developed  by  the  superintendent,  of  which  you  have 
already  approved,  will  meet  the  demands  of  our  increasing 
numbers  for  several  years.  The  four  additional  day  rooms, 
with  east  and  west  bays,  will  enable  us  to  have  a  ward  for 
acute  curable  cases  and  an  infirmary  ward  with  ideal  conditions 
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of  fresh  air  and  sunlight,  besides  giving  relief  to  the  over- 
crowded north-west  ward,  and  providing  somewhat  for  the 
future. 

As  I  understand  it,  the  State  expects  this  asylum  to  protect 
society  from  the  homicidal  paranoiac,  or  any  dangerous  insane 
criminal,  as  surely  as  if  he  was  a  sane  man,  and  to  give  to  him 
the  same  humane  care  and  medical  treatment  that  he  would  get 
in  any  hospital  for  the  insane,  had  crime  no  place  in  his  record. 
Out-door  exercise  is  of  first  importance  for  these  men,  and  up 
to  this  time  our  north  yard  has  furnished  a  safe  and  suitable 
field  for  walks  and  out-door  sports.  As  it  has  been  necessary 
to  break  up  our  yard  to  secure  increased  accommodations,  I  am 
very  anxious  that  another  yard  west  of  the  highway  be  pro- 
vided;  and,  if  it  should  seem  wise  to  enclose  a  much  larger 
area,  so  that  we  could  allow  even  our  most  dangerous  men  to 
engage  in  gardening  during  the  proper  season,  I  am  sure  it 
would  be  a  great  addition  to  our  therapeutic  means,  as  well  as 
a  source  of  some  profit. 

Dr.  H.  Walter  Mitchell,  of  whose  competence  you  are  well 
aware,  resigned  April  1  last  to  accept  a  position  on  the  medical 
staff  at  Danvers,  and  Dr.  Butler  Metzger,  of  the  Harvard 
Medical  School,  was  promoted  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  is  giving 
entire  satisfaction.  Dr.  James  Berwick,  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Medical  School,  was  appointed  interne  when  Dr.  Metzger 
was  promoted,  but  after  serving  acceptably  three  months  re- 
signed to  go  into  private  practice.  Dr.  Frank  E.  Farmer  of 
the  Vermont  Medical  School  was  appointed  interne  early  in 
July,  and  is  doing  well  in  all  respects. 

We  have  had  no  epidemic  sickness,  no  suicide  or  serious  ac- 
cident and  no  successful  elopement  during  the  year;  and  to  my 
medical  assistants,  officers  and  attendants,  to  whose  watchful 
care  and  intelligent  forbearance  a  large  part  of  the  credit  is 
due,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  sincere  thanks. 

I  owe  much  also  to  the  council  and  encouragement  of  the 
superintendent,  who  has  been  ever  kind  and  considerate  ;  and 
to  him  and  your  Board  I  am  sincerely  thankful  for  the  confidence 
you  have  manifested  and  the  support  you  have  given  me.
